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Tho chief object of the Handbook for Paris, which is now 
issued for the fourteenth time, and correBponds with the 
fourteenth French edition, is to render the traveller aa nearly 
aa possible indopcndeotof the services of guides, cominission- 
naires, and innkeepers, and to enable him to employ his time 
and hia money to the best advantage. 

Objects of general interest, described by the Editor from 
lijs personal observation, are thoae with which the Handbook 
principally deals. A detailed account of all the specialties of 
Paris would of course far exceed the limits of a work of this 
character. 

The Maps and Plans, upon which the utmost care has 
been bestowed, will, it is hoped, be found serviceable. Those 
which relate to Paris itself^ (one clue-map, one large plan, 
five special plans of the most important quarters of the city, 
and one omnibus-pian) have been collected in a separate cover 
at the end of the volume, and may if desired bo severed from 
the Handbook altogether. The subdivision of the Plan of the 
city into three aections distinguiahed by different colours 
will be found materially to facilitate reference, as it ob- 
viates the necessity of unfolding a large aheot of paper at 
each conanltation. 

There is probably no city in the world which ever 
underwent such gigantic transformations in its external ap- 
pearance as the French metropolis during the reign of Na- 
poleon in., and few cities have ever oxperieneed so appal- 
ling a series of disasters as thoae which befel Paris in 1870-71. 
Ma,iiy squalid purlieus, teeming with poverty and vice, 
were swept away under the imperial riSgime , to make room 
for spacious stiuates, noble avenues, and palatial edifices. 
The magnificent metamorphosis of Paris 'from brick to 
marble' was nearly coininote when the gay, aplendour- 
loving, ploasure-scoking city was overtaken by tiie signal 
calamities occasioned by the Franeo-Pruaaian war and the 
Communard rebellion. During that period the tVtj «(!A\.iixosA 
man;^ irreparable losses, but &toc6 ttie xftsVot^fei^ lA's****^'^^ 
has In most respects resuined.

A short account of the routes from London to Paris, and 
of the principal towns of Northern France, with their magni- 
ficent Gothic churches, will be aeceptable to moat travellers. 

In the Handbook ate enumerated lioth the first-class 
hotels and those of humbler pretensiou. The latter may often 
be selected by the 'voyagear en gargon' with little sacrifice 
of real comfort, and considerable aiiving of expenditure. 
Those which the Editor has reason to believe most worthy 
of commendation are denoted by asterisks; bnt doubtless 
there are many of equal escelleuce amon;? those not so distin- 
gnished. It should, however, be borne iu mind that hotels 
are liable to eonstimt changes, and that the treatment expe* 
rienced by the traveller often depends on circumstances 
which can neither be foreseen nor controlled. 

The Editor begs to tender his grateful acknowledgmenta 
to travellers who have sent liim luformation for the benefit of 
the Handbook, and hopes that they will continue to favour 
him with such communications, especially when the resnlt 
oftheirown experience. Hotel-bills, with annotations showing 
the traveller's opinion as to his treatment and accommodation, 
are partictdarly useful. 

To hotel-proprietors, tradesmen, and others the Editor 
begs to intimate that a character for fair dealing and courtesy 
towards travellers forois the sole passport to his commen- 
dations, and that advertisements of every kiad are strictly 
excluded from his Handbooks, Hotel-keepers are also warned 
against persons representing themselves as agents for Bae-

SuASON. Spring sud atttumn are the host seaions for a visit to 
Paris, the former pethaps deserving the prefereuce ss liuving fewer 
rainy days. The long days of siimiDer are in some respects admir- 
ably adapted for sight-Beeing; hut the heat is often excessive, and 
the absence after June of a larpe proportion of the ordinary resi- 
dents deprives the city of one of its most charaiitetistic features. 

Passpohts are now diepeiised with in France, but they are often 
useful ill proving the traveller's identity, procuring admission to 
mnsenms on tiays when they are not open to the poblic, obtainiiig 
delivery of registered letters, etc.

Before starting, tisyelleis are generally cooped op in the close 
and dcsty waiting-rooms, and are not admitted to the platform nntil 
the train is ready to receive tliem ; iioi is any one admitted to the 
platform to take leave of friends without a platform-ticket (10 c.) 
which may be ohtaiued from the ticket-checker or in some cases 
(e.jr. at the Gare de Lyon) from an automatic machine. 

Travellers within France are allowed 30 kilogrammes (66 Engl, 
lbs.) of luggage free of charge; those who are bound for foreign 
countries are allowed 25 kilogr. only (B& lbs.); 10 c. is charged 
lor booking. At most of the railway -stations there is a eonaignt, 
or left-luggage office, where a charge of 10 c. per day is made for 
one or two packages, and 5 c. per day for each adflitional article. 
Where there is no cansignt, the employees will generally take care 
of luggage for a trifling fee. Tha railway-porters (facteuraj are not 
entitled to remuneration, but it is usual to give a few sous for their 
seryiceE. The occasionally extortionate demands of the Parisian 
porters should be flj-mly resisted. — Dog I'lcketa cost 30 c. for 20kilo- 
mHreS (l^t/g M,] or less, aud 5 c. for each additional 3 kituinc'tres 
(1% M.), with 10 c, for 'registration'.

At the time of the conquest of Gan! by Julius Cesar, the Fariiti 
were a tribe settled on the b&nks of Che Sequana or Seine, and their 
chief village was Lutetiii, situated on the present island of La Clil. 
In course of time Lutetls gradually increased in importance and 
became the occasionf^l residence of several [toman emperors, among 
wbom were Conitaniius Chlonis [2hQ ?-306), who built the palace 
of the Thermae, and Julian Ihe Apattatt (33 1-31)3], who referred to 
it as Ms 'dear Lutetia', GratUn was defeated and alaiu b; Masi- 
mus tn the vicinity (383). 

Christianitj- was introduced by St. Denia about 260 A.D,; and 
in 360 a council was convened in the town under the name of 
Pariiea Cioitai, whence the modern name is derived. About a cen- 
tury later. In 451, the city was spared by the Hutis, at the inter- 
cession of St. Genevi&ve, who was afterwards adopted as its patron 
i!a]nt. Clovis (p. xv] established Paris as his capital in 6D8. 

Under the Meromngian and Cariovingian BHstvit«)Q.*,'<BVo t^^wsi. 
resided at Paris, (he city baldly extefltVeft, \AWit%\«,\.-o.wwvi. «''■'*■■'*■ 
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ihii epoch, of which almoBt the only building now left is the ehurcli 
of St, Germain- iti~pTiM. 

The Uttei half of the 9th and the lOtb cent, were times of 
calamity [p. iy"), hnt nnder the Capetian Dyniuttf the tr&de dt 
Pam began to reviTo, The city nttaiiicd coiisidcnble proaperity 
under Lomi VI., Le Gros (ItW-SV), while the names of Peter Lom- 
liard and Abeiard i;onfetted fume upon it as a ediool of learning. — 
The leign of Lodib VII. ( 1137-8'J) witnessed the cEtJibUshnieni of 
the order of Knighta Templar at Paris anil the foundatioii of Notre- 
Dame. 

With Phu-ipII. (1180-1223) a new eru dawned for Pari*. This 
monaifh erected aqueducts, fountains, markets, eti^., paved the 
principal streets, organized police, continued Notre-Dame, b<41t a 
chateau on the site of the Louvr*, and constructed tho tliird rone of 
foitifluations round the eipanding city. The schools of Paris were 
henceforth known as a UniveTtlly and the trading corporation of the 
PdTisifin Hanta wa^ organized. 

Under I.oms IX. or Si. Louii (1226-703, who built the Satnte- 
Chapetlt, Paris obtained variaus municipal privileges; and the Sor- 
5onne was founded by Eobert Sorbon, the king's chaplain. The 
great annual fair which took plEice in the extensive plain between 
Palls and St. Denis (Feire du Landit) and the famous Commercial 
Code drawn up by Etienne Boileau in 1268 afford proof of the early 
commerciai importance of Paris. The population was then about 
120,000. 

Pmup IV., Le Bel (1285-1314), founded the Parlenienf, or court 
of justice of Paris, and convoked the Etats-Giniraiix lot the first time. 

During tlie captivity of Johh (1360-04) in England (p. ivi) 
the provost Etienne Mareel put himself ftt the head of the PiTJsiatvs 
and constructed the fourth line of fortiflcations, which was strength- 
ened by the addition of the Ba»liile by Chaslgs V. (1364-80). 
Charles »l80 extended the Louifre, and collected a Library, which, 
however, was afterwards dispersed. 

The reign of Ciiajii,es VI. (1380-1422) was diaosttoua for Paris. 
A tax upon provisions led to the revolt of the MaiilotifU, followed 
by the forfeiture of municipal privileges. Heavy contributions were 
levied upon the town to meet the senseless expenditure of the court, 
and the capital, like the rest of France, was torn by tho factions of 
the Armagnacs and the Burpuridians. The cause of the latter was 
violently espoused by the CoftocWens, or butchtrs of Paris, who mur- 
dered lO.OOO citizens. For the first eighteen years of the reign of 
CHAfiLEsVll. (1422-61) Paris was held by tlio English. TheU 
expulsion was followed by a plague, of which 50,000 persons died 
(1437-38), and by a famine. The three following reigns, however, 
afforded the city time to recover, that of Locis XI. (1461-83) being 
marked by the introduction of printing and the erection of the H6tel 
lie Cluny. 
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Fbaxoti I. (IG 15-47) adorned &nd impTOved Paris, at tKit time 
a citf of 800,000 inhatiitBiitB, He tegan the present pnlice of tiio 
Louure, tlie H6tel de ViUc, and the church of Si. Eintnehej and col- 
lected a Libriry which Was the nmJHas of tie BibliolMijue NalloriaL 
The perEBcution Of the Piotestanti hcgun hjf Francis I. was con- 
tinued under his Buccessois, and oultninatert in the sanguinary Moi- 
tncre of St, BaHhotomew (Aug. 2ith , 1&72) ander Chaeles IX, 
(1660-74). A return to toleration under Hensi III. (1674-89) in- 
stigated the formation of the Roman Oatholic League. After the 
assassination of his riyai the Dtike of Biiist^ tiic king waa forced to 
fjeo, and was himself aasisainsted while besieging; Paris. 

Henri IT. (1&89-1610), having abjured i'roteBtantiBm, entered 
Paris ia 1694, During this reign tlio metropolis was greatly embel- 
liahed. The building of the £<?iiore , the Tttilcties, and the Font 
ffeaf were continued , the H6tel de V'Mt wsb completed , and the 
Place Rofiale, the modern Place des Vosges, was huUt. Under 
Loi;tB XIII, (1610-43) the process of embelliFhmentwas ooiitinuod. 
Tlie LuxembouTg, the Palitii- Royal, the churches Of St. Uocfc, VaU 
dt-Grace, etc., were built; sii new 0""^' constructed ; and the 
Jardin dej Ftanie) laid out. Sle. Euitnehe Was fluishcd vritb the 
exception of the portal; and tha Bat/al Printing Wcrkf and the 
Actjd^mit Fran^fii^e were founded. 

Though at the beginning of the reign of Loms XIV. (1643 
-1715) Paris suffered from the rivil war of the Fronde, and though 
ita municipal in atitutioits were sacrificed and itself abandoned by the 
court, tha roetropollB continued to make great strides. The streets 
began to be regularly cleansed, lighted, and watched. Visitors begin 
to crowd into the capital and the French nobles to erect town-man- 
sions or 'hStels', Paris gradually attracteiJ to herself the sttill and 
talent of the whole country. The decorative arts in particular re- 
ceived a great impulse , and began to eitond their influence orer 
tile wliole of Europe, while, as we have aaid, French literature now 
reached its zenith. This reign saw the foundation of the Hotel 
det Jnvaliden^ Tarioiii Li4rar/«j and Aendemiee, the Obaervatorif, 
the Oabelins Manufacture, the Comedie Franpiise, the Oplia, etc. 
The old fortitl rations were levelled and the Bouteoarda converted 
into promenades, adorned with fonr triumphal arches, of which the 
Portt SI. Denii and the Porte St. Martin still remain. Similar 
promenades were begun on tliB left banh. The C'oionrtade of the 
Louvre, the Pont Royal, several Qtiat/i, the Pluce VendOme, Place 
des Victoires, Place da Carrouiel, the Garden of the Tuiteries, the 
Oiampt'Elyiieg, etl^., all date (rom this reign. The population of the 
city waa then neatly 660,000, 

Under I.ouis XV. (1 TIB- 74) the EeoU Militaire, Qardt-Meuble 
(Place de la Concorde], Panthion,, St. Sutpiet, Pataii BouTfeatv 
(Chamber of Deputies), CoUige Afawirm (i™\\Wt^, T,wb\A it "»«-- 
dicine, etc., were built, and the Place de lo Cot(cQ»4t\«i^ ^soS.-

Paris, the eapiUl uid b; fat the largest town of Fiance, is sitv-

population in 189tl wai 2,536,834, Indading about 167,000 for- 
eign, &0,00() Protettanta, and 50,000 Jew*. As early a£ the end 
of the 13th cent, the poftrlation wa« neatly '200,000-, in 1675. 
under Loala XIT., tt leadked 540,000; In 1739 is was 600.000; ia 
1862, 1,053,762; in 1860, after the Inclusion of tbe fatiboatfi^ 
l,Wo,235; In 1870, 1,825,274; and in 1891, 2,447,000. This 
hnge elty, which oempiei an area of abont 20,000 aeres, of wbirh 
12.000 are eoTereil with baildingi, lie« in a buln of tsTtiarr fona- 
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ttion, the holders of which ire ihont 200-300 ft. above tlie level 
of the liver and 420 ft. above that of the sea. The most elevated 
point* in or idjoinlng the city aie the heights of Ckaronne, Minit- 
montanl, BelUvilU {330 ft.}, La VilUtte, and Mondnartre (420 ft.) 
on the right bank of tlie Seine, and those of La Maiain Blanche, 
the B\ittc-aui~CaiUcs, and S(e. Oentviivt (198 ft.) on the left. ThBj 
part of the Seine within the city ia about 7 M. long and in crossed! 
by 31 bridges. U contains tvro Ularnls of some size, the lit Si. Loult-\ 
and the iU dc ta Citi, each (oimed by thennion of several isletl./ 

Paris is thus naturally divided into three parts ; the quarters on 
tlie right bank, the Cit^ witb the island of St. Louia, aud the quar- 
ters on the left bank. The old distinctioiiB between Old Paris, the 
Faubourgs, and the Communes Aunei^es have entirely disappeared 
amid the ^eat transformations of the past thirty years, daring whieb 
many of the ancient streets have been destroyed, the main arteries 
of trafflo prolonged to the forttflcations, and the whole area corered 
■with large and bandsoroe edifices. The only sensible difference 
between the yarions districts now consists in the greater trafdc 
observaMe in the central quarters. A glance at the Plan ivill shew 
the limits of Old Pakm, bounded by the first circle of boulevard b, 
the so-called Grands Boutevardi (p. 72). It should be noted, 
botreTer, that on the loft bank the old city of Paris extended as fai 
as the boulevards to the 9. of the garden of the Lniembonrg. 
Outside the Great Boulevardi lie the Old FAunouKGS or suburbs, 
the names of which are still preserved In those of the chief streets 
radiating from the centre of the city, and extending to the Outer 
BouUvarda {Boulevards Exleriturt, p. 73). The Faubonrgs them- 
aelTes are generally named after the corresponding district of the 
old town. The most important en the right bank , named from E. 
to W., are the Faubourgs SI. Anloine, du Temple, St. Martin, St. 
Denis, Poissonniire, Mantmartre, and 8t. Bonori. Those on the 
left bank are less known , with the exception of the fauhourg St. 
Orrmain, which from an early period formed part of the old city. 
The Faubourgs of St. Antoiiie and the Temple are the great iudus- 
tilal districts, the former being the headquarters of the mauufac- 
ture of furniture, and the latter of the various fancy articles classed 
together as 'articles do Paris' (real and imitation Jewellery, artillclal 
flowers, toys, articles in leather and carved wood, etc.). The Fau- 
bourgs of St. .Martin, St. Denis, andPoissonniore are rather commer- 
cial than industrial , and form the centre of the wholesale and 
export trade of the great capital. The streets near the centre of 
the town, bowtver, particularly the Great Boulevards, contain many 
of the finest retail shops in Paris. The Fanbonrg Montmartre 
and the quarters of the Exchange, the Falais- Royal, and the Op^ra 
are the financial qnarters of the town, and also contain nearly all 
that is necessary for the comfort and entertamDK\i't <A ^Visvwi 
to Paris. The Faubourg St. Honoifi aM tXie CfeJs.m%s-"Et1«*'«'* »** 
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occupied 'bj tbe maDsions of t^e arlstocncy of wealtli, vliUe t]i£ 
Faubouig St. Oermain U more or lesi BacTed to the aiistocxacy 
of blood, and contalu* most of tbe embisiies and miniBterial of- 
floei. The QuaHier Latin or (?u(ir(i;r de$ EeoUt, which sdjoina the 
Faubourg St. Oermain on the B., owes Its name to the fact of its 
helng the seat of the universtt^ and of manT of the sdeiitifie Instl' 
tations of Paris. It also contikinB severs.! of the chief lihisries, 

Tbe principal CouHUNBa Annex^bb, ot outlyiiig dietricta witbjn 
the fottiflcations, hut not incorporated with the city till 1860, are 
the following, enninerated from E. to W. ; Btrtt/, carrying on an ei- 
tensive wine and eiport trade; Charonnt, MfnUmcntant, BetleviUe, 
La ViiUtte, La ChapelU, and MnntmaHTe, the principal qoartera of 
the working claBses and the Beat of the largest workshops ; Lti Ba~ 
iignolim, with the stndioB of numerooa artists and many handsome 
private bousea (on the aide next the Park of Monceaii); Fassy and 
AmUuU, with their villas ; BrtnilU, with iron foundriea and chetulc&l 
works 5 Vaugirard, Montrouge, etc., inhabited by persons of moderate 
means, small shopkeepers, and artisans, and eontaluing numerous 
large market-gardens. 

The AuHiNiSTOATioN of Paris is shared between a Prtfeet of tht 
Siine, appointed by government, and a Toicn CviincU (C-jnteil Mu- 
nicipalr), elected by the citizens. The annual budget amounts tn 
300,000,000 fr. [upwarda of 10,000, OOOi.]. The city is subdivided 
into twenty ABeost>iasB<iiBN'Ta, separated from each other by tho 
principal arteriea of trafJlo, and each governed by a Main and two 
councillors: 1. Lottvr«,' 2. Bourse; 3, Temple ; i. HSiet de ViUe; 
B. Fanlheon; 6, Luxembourg; 7. Fataii-Bourbon; 8. Elysit; 9.

19. Let ButUi-Chaumont ; 20. Mintimcntant. 

The FoaTLFroATioHs of Paris were constructed in congequenM 
ot a decree of 1840, and were completed within flva years at an 
expense of 140 million francs (o ,600, 000 1.). The En cdnte, with its 
94 bastions, is 2t M. in length. The ramparts, 32 it. in height, 
with a parapet 19 ft. In width , are environed by a moat 48 ft. in 
width, and a glads. The approaches to the city are also commanded 
by seventeen Forlt Dilachis, at different distancea from the city, 
np to a maximum of 2 M. On the N. side, near St. Denis, are the 
Fortt dt la Briche, DauUe Couronne du Nord, and dt I'Ett; on the 
K., fort d' AuberuilUeTi , uoar Lo Bourget, fbrta de Bomalaville, d« 
JUiify, deBofn^, deNogent, and de VtacttiitM, and the redoubts 
dff la faisonderie and de GratjeWc ; on tiia \6U tokA. qI 't?Mi'^«ra]& 
Uas Fori de Charenton; to the S. , on Ita \Q^ '^swi^t «lfe!i%>!\'R»s, 
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Forto (f/ufy, de BietlTt, df MimiTOuge, de Vantiei, »nd d'luy; on 
the W., the Forltresfe dti Mont Val ritn. Most of these -weie entire- 
ly destroyed in lb7U-7i , but huve sinr^ beoti rebuilt. A Eenond 
line of forts, at a greater distance from the ramparts, has alEO been 
constructed on tha heights oomraanding the valley of the Seine. 
On the right tsnlt of the Seine; the Forts de Cormeiltea, dt Mont- 
lignon, tU Domont, Monimortney, ctEeouen, deSlaint, deVaujours, 
di Chetia, de ViUien, and dc VilUaeuvt - Si • Oeorget ; on the left 
bank : the Forii de Ch&tiUon, de la Btilte-Cfuittmont, de Fnlaiseau, 
de ViUerai, dt Haut-Buc, deSaint-Cyr, de Marly, deSainle-Jamme, 
and d'Aigtemont. The area included ■within this elaborate ayatem 
of fortifications is 400 sq. M. in extent, and besides the capital it< 
eelf embrace* the aeven towns of Tersailles, Soeaui, Villerienve- 
St-GeoTges, St. DeniE, Argenteuil, Enghien, and St. Geiiaala- 
en-Laye. 

The geneidl appearance of Paris is more uniform than that of 
molt other towni of its size, partly owing to the inL;itura of classes 
resulting from the Great Eevolution, but principally on account of 
tbe vast schemes of Iraproveincnt cartied oat in our own days. 

Tbe stranger is almost invariably atrnck by the imposing effect 
produced by the city as a whole, and by the width, straightness, and 
admirable condition of the priucipal streets. Picturesqueness has 
doubtless been greatly sacrificed in the wholesale removal of the 
older buildings, but the anperior convenience and utility of those 
ipacioua thorougbfares la easily appreciated; and the aoiount of 
trafQc in tbem proves thst their caiistmction was a matter of almost 
absolute necessity. Most of them, built at the same period and of- 
ten >s a mere building specnlation, eiihibit an almost ■wearisome 
aruformlty of style, but in those at a distance from the central 
quarters considerable Tsriety of taste Is often shown. 

The central quarters of the city are remarkably bustling and 
animated, but uwtug to the ample breadth of the new streets and 
boulevards and the fact that many of them are paved with asphalt 
01 vrood, Paris Is a tar less noisy place than many other large cities. 
Its oomparative tranquillity, however, is often rudely interrupted 
by the discordant cries of the itinerant hawkers of wares of every 
kind , lucb as 'old clothes' men , the vendors of varioag kinds ot 
coinestibles, the crockery-mendora , the 'fontaniers' (who olean and 
repair filters, etc.), the dog-barbers, and newspapei-sellers. As a 
lule, however, they are clean and tidy in their dress, polite In man- 
ner, self-respeoting, and devoid of the squalor and rufSanlsm which 
too often ebaraoterise their olass.

As a Tiile the Parisian may be said to Invito &nd deserve the 
confidence of travelletB. Accustoaod by long usage to their pre' 
sence, he is skilfal in catering for their wantE, and recommendi 
himself to them by his poIlteDose and Domplaisance. In Tetiim the 
traveller in France should accnstom himself to the iaevitabls *s'it 
vous plaW, when ordering refreshments »t a caf^ or restaurant, or 
making any request. It is also customary to address persons even of 
humble station as 'JUbn^tetir^ ^}dadam^\ or ^Mademoiselle^ 

The SeTgtnt) de ViUe, or Gardiens dt to PtUx, vho are to be 
met with in every street and public report, are always ready to 
give information when civilly questioned. Visitors slionld avoid the 
loss frequented districts after niglit-fall, and, as a general rule, it is 
not advisable to linger oven in other quarters later than 1 a.m. They 
should also he on their guaid ag&inst the huj^e army of plcltpocketti 
and otlier rogues, who are quick to lecognize the stranger and slcilful 
In taking advantage of his ignorance. It Is pethaps uuneeeseary 
specially to mention the card-sharpers sometimes mot with in the 
suburban and other trains, or tlie various other dangers to purse and 
health which the French metropoiia shares with other large towns. 

The Parisian directory, published annually, and familiarly known 
as the ^BolUn', which may be cojisnlted &t the principal hotels and 
caf^s and also ffor a fee of 10-15 c.) at various book-shops, will often 
he found useful by those who make a prolonged stay at Paris, It con- 
sists of two huge volumes, one of which oontaiusalistof the streets 
and their inhabitants, while the other gives the addresses of the 
most important pereans in the provinces, and even of a numbei of 
persons in foroign countries.

Falls is not only the poUticsl metropolis of Frauce , but also 
the cei>tre of the artistic, scientiBc, commercial, and industrial life 
uf the nation. Almost every branch of French Industry Is repre- 
sented here, from the fine-art handicrafts to tlie coiistiuctlon of 
powerful machinery; but Paris Le specially knovm for its 'articles 
de luxe' of sll kinds. 

Paris has long enjoyed the reputation of being the most cosmo- 
politan city in Europe, where the artist, the scholar, the merchant, 
and the votary of pleasure alike find the most abundant scope for 
theli pursuits. Nor does this boast apply to modern times oniy ; foi

Justifiable tli&n 4t the present day. Foi its early caamopolitan cbai- 
acter the city was cliieBy indebted to its Univeisity, to whicb stu- 
detits of all Datlanallttes Hocked In order ta be Initiated into the 
yiteries of the acboketicism'nhich was taugbC here by its most ac- 
I'Compliahed professors. At the tame time indastrial and eomnierdal 
ynianita made rapid strides, in conseqaence of which the popnlation 
Increased rapidly, and an eiLtension of the municipal boundaries was 
Tspeatedly rendered necessary. The advene fortunes of the French 
iLings frequently compelled them to gire up their lesidence in the 
capital ; but the municipal element continued steadily to develop 
Itielf, and at the present day forma the chief chataoteriBtlo of the city. 
During the Revolution and the period immediately succeeding it, 
the unquestioned predominauce of Paris, which had steadily grown 
Since the reign of Louis XIV., received a temporary cheolc from the 
politic&l disorganisation of the day ; but under the Directory, and 
particnlariy during the First Empire, the city speedily regained its 
pre-eminence. With ii similar buoyancy Pari^ not only suiviTcd the 
TevoltttioiLB of 1830 and 18<13 hut has recevered ffoui thu shock of 
the appalling disasters of 1870-71 , whioh seemed to tliresten its 
Tery existence.

'lie majority of Tiaitors to Paris wlU find comparatively little So 
Interest them in the provinces of Northern Fiance, The scenery i» 
seldom so Attractive aa to induce s. prolonged stay , while the 
towns are mere repctitiomi of the metiopolia on a Hmall scale. 
The modern taste for improvement, which has been bo strongly 
developed and eo magniflcentty gratified in Paris, has also maoi- 
feated itseU in the provincial towns. Broad and straight streets 
with attractiTe shop -windows are rapidly superseding old and 
crooked lanes ; whole i][tiarters of towns are heing demolished, and 
large, regular squares taking their place ; while the ramparts of 
ancient for tiH cations have testi converted into boulevards, Mntly 
resembling those at Paris, Admirably adapted as these utilitarian 
changes doubtless are to the requirements of the age, it cannot 
but be deeply regretted that the few characteristic remnants of 
antiquity which survived the storms of the wars of the Hii^enota 
and the great Revolution , and have hitherto resisted the mighty 
centralising lulluerice of the metropolis, are now rapidly vanishing. 
Those who were acquainted with such towns as Rouen and Augers 
abont the year ld50 or earlier will now become painfully aware 
of this fact. 

The towns of France, as a rule, present less variety than those 
of most other nountrics. They almost invariably rejoice in their 
bonlevards, glass-arcades, 'Jardlns des plantes', theatres, and caffffl, 
all of which are feeble reproductions of their great Parisian models, 
£ach also possesses its museum of natural history, its collection 
of CAStg and antiquities, and Its pictufe-gallury, the latter nsnaUy 
consisting of a few modern pictureE and a number of mediocre 
woiks of the 17th and IHth centnries. 

The maguiScent churches, however, which many of these towns 
possess, offer attractions not to be disregarded by even the most 
hasty traveller.

Bon en, oi the Mtbediil of Chutres, notwithstanding the iltentlonB 
>fhlcb moat of ihem hive utidergone. The Hugnenots made de> 
plorable hsvoc In the iiiteriois ol the cliiiichee, stid the Revolution 
followed their esample snd converted the ssofed edtfloes into 'Tom- 
plea of Reason'. The tas<k of restoring and preserving these noble 
monumenta has been begun and is now everywhere progresstug, 

HoTBLS of the highest class and fitted up with every modem 
comfort are found in such towns only ss Havre, Konen, Dieppe, aitd 
Tonrs, where the InBui. of visitors is very great, and where the 
charges are quite on a Parisian scale. In other places the inns 
generally retain their primitive provincial characteristics, which, 
were it not for their frequent want of I'Jeaniiness , might prove 
lather an attraction than otherwise. The usual charges at houaea 
of the latter deijcriptiou are — R. 2 tr., L, 25-50 c., A, M e. 
The table d'hote dinner (3-4 fr.} at 5. 30 or 6 o'clock is generally 
better than a repast procured at other places or hours. The d^jennei 
(IV2-2 fr.) at 10 or 11 o'clock will be regarded as superfluous hy 
most £nglish travellers, especially as it occupies a considerable 
time during the best part of the day, A slight luncheon at a caf^, 
which may t>e partaken of at any hour, wUl be found far more 
convenient and expeditious. la southern districts, as on the 
Loire , wine is usually Included in the charge for dinner. In 
Normandy a kind of cider is frequently drunk in addition to, or 
as a substitQte for wine. The usual fee for attendance at hotels 
ia 1 fr. per day , if no charge is made in the biU ; if service tf 
charged, 50 C. a day in addition la generally expected. At the cafifi 
also the waiters expect a tricing gratuity, but the obnoxious system 
is not carried to such an extent as in the inetropalis. 

The Chvkches, eapeciatly the more important, are open the 
whole dsy^ but, as divine service ia usually performed in the 
morning and evening, the traveller will Und the middle of the day 
ot the afternoon the most favourable time for visiting them. The 
attendance of the sairietan, or 'Suisse', is seldom necessary; 
the usual gratuity Is 50 c. 

Considerable English communities are resident in many of the 
towns mentioned in the Handbook, and opportunities of attending 
English churches are frequent {e.g. at Calais, Boulogne, Dieppe, 
Havre, and Rouen). 

The MvBGUvta are generally open to the public on Sundays 
and Thursdays from 12 to 4 o'clock, when they are often crowded. 
Visitors may always obtain accesa at other times for a gratuity 
(Ifr.). Catalogues may be borrowed from the concierge.

Tie eirllcBt artiiBTemetitB of art in Fiance, »niltistrated In fhe 
historitMil museiiini a,t S^lnt- Qermaln-en^L^ye , passeis liat little 
Interest for tlie majority of visitors to Paris ; even the monuinents 
of the Gallo-Roman period and of the Merovingian and CsrioTlngian 
epociiB are of real ioiportauce only to the pcofeeseil archnologist. 
The ordinary art-lover flnda little to attract him in French art hafore 
the close of the fltli cemtiry. Ahoiit tlie year lOOO, howeTor, ita 
Bomanesque clmrchps and scalptuiea placed Fiance in the fiont 
Tank of artistic nationa; a csntuiy and a Iialf later Gothic art aiose 
In Northein Fiance, where It speodlly attained its earlleit and 
finest perfection; during the EenaisBance period French aitleta 
prodnoed works, notably In the domains of profane architect<ire 
and eeulptiire, which need not shrink from comparison with Italian 
iroika of the eanie dste; in the 17th and 18th centuries Paris 
was tlie home of an impo9ini;ly gorgeous decorative art, which cooi- 
pelled the admimtJoQ and emulation of the rest of Europe; and 
fines the Revolution the dominant currciita of modern art have 
flowed ("rom the same centre. Tie course of the vast development 
thns indicated aboands la vicissitudes, and it is the object of thi; 
following skctr h to throw some light upou the various stages. For 
the study of French architecture Paiia by itself is insufflcient; but 
for painting and sculptuie an exceptionally rich fletd of study is 
afforded hy ihe Louvre, the Luiembonrg, the TrocEidero, and the 
Mnstfes de Cluny, Carnavalet, and Galli^ia, supplemented by Ver- 
sailles, St. Denis, and Chantilly lii the immediate environs, and 
Fontalnebleau and OompiSgiie a little farther off. 

AmoDg the many causes that contributed to the development of 
RojtiNBSQtTE Abckitectubb msy be nott-d the enormous growth in 
the power of the church; the nead of providing fitting shrines for 
the lelics brought home by the numerous pilgrims; the necessity 
of rebuilding the churches burned by the Northmen, and the effort 
to make the new chureboi larger and more lasting than their pre- 
deceasors ; and, perhaps, also the relief experienced all overChristen- 
dom on the lapse of the year 1000, which had been universally 
expected to bring the end of tbe world, Eoroanesque aichltectute 
adhered in general to the fundamental forms of the RucRVi VsisN&.-i-, 
ttongh at the same time it developed ftieia wni Vclta^■^QT^^■i^^^*=>■ 
them Byiantina, French, and Saraeeitik «i\einMA». \'&'C[va"^'5fv'«^ ■^'*- 
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least the arrangement of » nave betwiit lower aisles, witli tbe foiaitu 
supported liy pillara instead of colmnns, is practically uniTerRal, 
The transepts projert bat sligitljf liejond the aisles , and, in the 
French esatuplee, almost invsriably terminate iii a etraight line. 
The eimple apse is deri^lop^d into a i^boir, frt^queritiy with ratiiatiDg 
chapels. M&ny chnrc^lies poisels a TeatibuJe, in same cases forming 
practically an anterior nave. The edifice is crowned by a square, 
an octagonal, or (more rarely) a circular tower, rising above the cross- 
ing , or on one side of the t'hoir , or in tliB centre of the fasade, 
Uccagionally two, three, or evfn nix towers are found. Jiut the main 
distinguishing feature of the fully developed Romanesque style is 
the vault. The tunnel-vaulting of antiquity is universal In South 
F'astem France and was tliere most persistently adhered to j hut in 
Burgundy and Northern France, where at first the choir and aisles 
only were -vaulted, the ne,ve receiving aiiatioof, a transition wbe 
made at an early period to the groined vault, the full importance of 
which, however, was not at tlrst lecogniied. Finally, in Sonti 
Western France we. find liotned struntures, recalling San Marco at 
Venice, the most prominent of which is the church of St. Front at 
Pifigueux. The most celebrated Komanesque cliurc.bes In France are 
St. Serniii at Touiouie and Ste. Foy at Conques in tbe S., Notre- Dame- 
du-Port at CkrmoTit'Ferfund and St. Paul at laioire in Auvergne, 
St. Philibert at Toumas and Ste. Madeleine at Ves^lay in Burgundy, 
St. Etienoe and tlie Triiiite at Caen in tbe r^ortJi West, Notro- 
Dame at Foitiera in tbe West, and Sto. Crois at Bordeaiix in the 
South West. 

The substitution of heavy stone vauldug for the farlier wooden 
roofs involved a snbistantial increase i[i the thickness of tbe walls 
and a very great reduction in tlie size of tbe wlnriuws and other 
liglit-openings. The result w&s somewkat heavy and sombre, and 
an endeavour to relieve this effect was made by the free use of 
painting and sculpture. In the interior, sculptures were chiefly 
placed on the capitals of the pillars ; on the exterior, at first in tlie 
pediment , or tympanum , over the portal , but later on the entire 
facade. Byzantine influence manifests itself in Southern France not 
only in the exaggerated length of the figures and in the peculiar 
arrangement of the folds of the drapery , but also in the preference 
shown for cMinseras, dragons, qnidrnpeds with human heads, and 
similar monsters. The sculptors of Burgundy and Auvergne, however, 
early developed a certain measure of independetn-e and began to 
utilize the native flora and fiund as patterns for carvings. The e\e- 
cutlon is Blitl generally clumsy, hut the dignity of the general result, 
tliB feeling for decorative effect, the rich play of fancy, the profound, 
sincerity and delightful abandon of the sculptors, all lead us tr 
prize these 'Bibles in stone' as the significant heralds of a great ar 
Every lover of .irt will be richly repaid by a close study of tbe pa 
tils and capitals of St GiUes, St. Trophime at ArJcj, the mouastei 
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of Molmae , and the tliurches of Auturit Vhariieu, »!id Yizelmj , foi 
wliieli an oppori.unity is a ITcirded by th e casts In tlie Tiocad^ro Mnscum. 

The original paintings in the Romanesque liliurches have utterly 
diBeppeareii, with the exception of a few fiagments at Tours, Poi- 
tiers, Liget, ami some other spots; tut numerous minlatnres of the 
period have been preserved, Itidustriil art was at a comparatively 
low ebb during the Romanesque period; hot a piomisinK heginning 
may be detected in the work of the goldsmiths and in the allied art 
of ojiamellinK, as well a3 in the, embroidering of fapestfy 

We havfl seen how the eropkiyment of the Eomanesqize vaulting 
led to the darkening of church-interiors. However welcome this 
may have beet) in the vivid sunlight of the south, ft suited ill with 
the misty climate of the north. An escape from tbie disadvantage 
was found when the architects realized that they might huUd their 
naves as wide and as high as they cliose and pierce their walls with 
as many windows as they desired, if only the piers that supported 
the vaulting were sufficiently strengthened fiom without, above the 
aisles. The invention of ordinary and flying buttresses led to the 
riBB of a new architecture, that was to prevail in the north for over 
tluree centnrles; and that invention was made in the Isle de France, in 
the centre ot Northern France. The French, therefore, have some show 
of leason on their side whun they attempt to displace tbe originally 
contemptnoas name of GoiBlC AsT in favour of the title 'French 
Art', Light could now he admitted so freely that the churches 
seemed almost 'built of light', to borrow a phrase once applied to 
the Sainte Chapelle at Paris. The hnge windows were now univer- 
sally and naturally set in the pointed arches originally borrowed 
from the East; and their gradual adornment with richer and richei; 
tracery; the embellishment of the buttresses with bosses and crockets, 
and of the pediments with flnials; the prolongation of the nave into 
the choir atid of the aisles into the ambulatory; and the enhanced 
si/.e and importanre accorded to the crossing and the transepts are 
all characteristic features of the Gothic style that were practically 
inevitable. 

The estraordinarily rapid and rich development of the new art 
vas most powerfully fostered by the contemporaneous growth in 
the power of the towns , which is evidenced by the fairs of Troyen, 
Btaucain, and St. l>fnis, and by the rise and progress of the trade- 
guilds. Just as the French Romanesque chnrches arose chiefly in 
connection with the monaatertoB (especially Cistercian and Cluniac 
monasteries) and bore a priestly stamp, so the Gothic cathedrals 
typify the strength and prosperity of the towns and , In spite of all 
their heavenward aspiration, breathe the joy of mundane Hie. No 
town was willing to lag behind the rest, so the wondrous buildings 
arose In every quarter.

OT lest dictated by persunal lute. There is, boweTer, iio doubt tbit 
ia Fidnce it reached its eailiest period of bloom. And the esrliett 
examples, in wtkh there are eTident traces of a migbty struggle, 
naturally attract the student first and retain hl^ interest longeal. 
The transition from Komanasque to Gothic may be traced In the 
abbey church of St. DenU, conae crated by Abbot Suger in the 
year 1140. The earliest purely Gothic catliedral of large size is ibat 
ofXuon, with its incomparably spacious Interior. Notre Dame at 
Paria and the ciithedral of Charlrei were both founi}ed in the 12th 
century, while Khetms and Amiens belong wholly to the 13th. In all 
these, as contrasted nith later buildings, the horizontal line is strongly 
emphasized. Tbe facade of Notre Dame rises in five distinct GtOTies. 
One cannot too lauch admire the taste and skill witli which the 
architect has graduated these, from the elaborate portals lying closest 
to the eye, up to the severely simple towers. Vufortunately much of 
the original efTect has been lost, onlng to the ill-advised modem 
isolation of the church, which deprlve<i it of its foil, and also ovrinj 
to the erection of huge modem piles In the neighbourhood. All tbe 
same, Notre Dame and the cathedrals of Chartres, Bheimi, and 
Amiens attain the high- water mack of early Gothic. The oldet 
bell-tower and the spacious Interior of Charira produce a sin- 
gularly impressive effect, while SIvtima is imposing fcom tlie bound> 
less wealth of its sculptures; bat Amieni is, perhaps, the most 
harmonious of the Urge cathedrals and one of the most perfect 
buildings of the middle ages, in the consistency and the uni' 
foimity of its construction and In its union of boldness with self- 
restraint, of dignity with grace. Amongst the other chief mon- 
uments of this fabulously active period we may mention tbe 
cathedrals of Beaavaii, Rouen, Le Alans, Tours, Bourgei, Troya, 
Aitxerre, and Dijon. The most famons examples of late-Gothic 
('style tayonnsnt' ; 14th cent.) are the church of St. Ouen at 
Bou«i in tbe North, and the cathedra! of Albi in the South. Free- 
dom has been fnlly achieved ; tbe general effect suggests a consum- 
mate mastery ever the diftlculties of the forms. The horizontal 
line seems to have disappesred from view; the building toweia 
towards heaven ai if detached from earth. But this development 
concealed within itself the geira of decline. The cleverest arith- 
metician becaiae at last the greatest builder , works of art degene- 
rated Into artful devices, over-elahoratfon usurped the place of 
simple delight in richness, and the loving handling of detail sanX 
into pettiness and pedantry, 

Secular architecture developed more slowly and therefore enjoyed 
a longer period of bloom than ecsclesiastical. The most imposing 
Gothic castles belong to the 14th century : vit. the palace of the Popes 
nt Avignon and the castle of Fierrefonda, so snooessfully restored 
by Vlollet-le-Duc. So othei civic palace can heai comparison with 
the noble Palais de Justice at Souen , founded as late as the cIosp 
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of the 15tb century. The moct Iteaatirul pfiT&to mansions ure the 
H6tel Jacques OtEnr »t Boarses fdetslls »t the Tiocati^ro'l »nd 
the Parisian raeidence of the Abbots of Olnny (now the Muefe de 
Oluny) at PurU. 

As the 13th century miLiks the zenith of Gothic arcliitectare la 
Fiance, so it also marks the flr&t j!;Teat period of French Soclftvrb. 
<I am convinced', says the Marquis de Laboide, 'that the Gothic 
gcniptors would ha^e advanced to tbe ideal heauty, and even to the 
boldest study of the nude, had that been the objeot sought hy their 
contemporaries; but the desire then was for typical forma of search- 
ing truth, suffering and jnyftlc in lapect, clad with the conventnal 
shyness that was the fashion of 1.\e time/ These works are not at 
first saiiily underetood by those who approach them direst from a 
study of the ontiquo or of the Benaigaanee. We must lose ourpeives 
In contemplating them, before they will hegin to speak to us. These 
Christs , Madonnas , and Apostles are monumental flgures in the 
truest sense of the phrste , with their supiamundane espressfon of 
countenance , their simple y<?t significant gestures, and the scanty 
folds of their robes, which adapt themselvfls so wonderfully to the 
architecture. The Death of the Virgin in Notre Dsmc at Poris, the 
figures on the facade of Chartres, and the 'Beau Dieu' of Amiens 
are among the moat pregnant sculptures of all time (casts at the 
Trocad^ro), fiut eo strict a feeling of style cannot maintain itself ^ 
long. Either it will degenerate into a system of empty formulm, or H 
it will be broken down by the victorious pressure of realism. The 
latter was the case here. The Natu BALianc Rbaction which set in 
In the 14tli century eierclaed a deatruotiTe effect upon ecclesiastical 
sculpture, hut on the other hand wrought for good on the sepulchral 
monnments, as may he traced in ■the crypt of St. Denis. It may, 
however, he questioned whether, left to themselves, the French 
sculptors could have attained the high level on which we find this 
new tendency at the close ef the 14th century. Salvation came from 
the north, the same north in which n little later the ptiTiters Van 
Eyck produced their maFtErpieces* A number of Flemish artists were 
then working at the coDrt of the French kings ■ — Pf'pin of Buy near 
LiJge, Beouneueu of Valenciennes, Pout of Llmhurg, Jaequemnrl of 
Hesdin. The roost renowned, however, was theBurgundlan school, 
with rtiuj: Stuter at its head. The Moses fountain , the statues on 
the facade of the Chartreuse near Dijon, and the tomb of Philip the 
Bold, which Sinter executed in 13rf7 et seq. with the aid of his 
pupils Jtan de ManU't and Claux dt Werwe, may he boldly placed 
beside the works of Donatello, wha Ooarished more than a genera- 
tion later The famous ftitiettes of 'Pleureurs' from the tomh of 
Philip, well-known ffom numerous teproductions, may be compared 
with the larger moumeri from the oonteihpoiiry tomb of Phtli'^'^eL 
Pot In the Louvre. The latter tomb and the 7i;s'a4erti\it\ta.t 'A fvVi vi^ 
now usually attributed to Jacques Wottl, ■<K\b \a s.M-^ijQ'i^*- Va >*"'•'» 
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buen %h& sculptor of th» uiit'oitanately mutilated sepulchral statues 
of Charles I. of Bourbon and his cooeort at Souvigntj, Caste uf most 
of these woiks miy he sceii at the Trocadp'ro. 

Decokattpe ScuLiTUKE iiatuTully found its most favonrable 
iteld for development. in the cuthedinls, especially in the nhair- 
apaes. lu late-Golhit; (Flamhoyant Stjla; 15th ceut) the work of 
the stone'Rirver overshadowed ttnd almost smotbeied that of the 
architect. The Tood-Bcreens at 2'toiics and Limoges and ^the lihrsry 
BtaircasB in Rouen may bo mentioned among tamons ■works in the 
iuteiior of c^athedrale. Side by side with sculpture in stoue advuncea 
-wood-carving , which manifests its flueRt results in the fa(;ade» of 
private houses, on screeoa and ohe^ts, but above all on choir-stalla 
(Amieru). Finally some good carving in ivory was also achieved, 
e.g. the CoronB.tioii of the Virgin in the Louvie. 

The ox-traordiiiary poverty that prevailed in the department of 
pAiiiTUfG at this time gttinds in curious contrast to the w eii-beliiK 
enjoyed by sculpture and architecture, though this remark must be 
limited to fresco-painting and uasel-painting. While the Van Eycks, 
Van der Weyden, and Memling were busily engaged in ITlandera, 
and while in Italy tho qnattrooeiito beheld these branches of painting 
advancing from stage to stage, we can discover in France only a 
few names and almost fewer works. Un the other hand the long- 
established art of miniature-painting now reached its highest point. 
The MSS. illuminated about 1400 for tho Dnke of Herri, the cinel 
hut no less splendour-loving third son of John II., are veritable 
gems. The flnest of these, now one otthe most precious treasures 
at Chintilly, is beyond (^neetion the Livie d'Ueures, with its land- 
scapes, views of castles, and genre-scenes. But even in this case 
the artists were 'Franco-Flerninga' — the above-mentioned Beau- 
neusti, Jaequemart, and J'hi*(. (Slass P.untu(g also enjoyed a hrilltant 
development in the Gothic, period. The illumination pouring Trom all 
sides into the churches through the tall upright lights and the great 
rose-windowB that had been developed from the ancient 'oculi', ra- 
ijuired to be subdned, while tho windows themselveh had to he 
embellished. Thednest stained glass of the 12th centnry in France la 
Li the windows oE the W, facade of Ckartrtu, and the finest of the 
13th century is in the rose-windows of A'otre Dame (north portal), 
Eheims, Bourgss, and Tourif and in the windows of the cathedrals 
afLeMans and Chartres and of the eiijQisite Sainte Chapolle at Parit. 
The coiinectioD between glass-painting and painting proper is, how- 
ever, not very close ; the glass-painters are more conoernedwith the 
colour-effect of the whole than with aecnrany in the drawing and 
oolodTing of details ; they think nothing of gtviug a man yellow hair 
and a green heard, Tho more technically perfect the painting be 
came at a later period, the more completely waB the nal've sense 
colour lost. 

The art of EKAMKLi.iKa is another branch o( painting that w 
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tarried to a high point of perfection in this period, especially 
iit Limoget. The l^tb and 13th ceutuiies »sw the zenith of 'Etumil 
ChampLev^'^ in ^vhinti th& arti&t engtavea iha designs npou the metftl 
plate and Qlla In the Hnee or ^rcotas with enniucl (ft>L smalto; Ft. 
^inail)j while the 14th and 15th oenttiiiea saw the perfection of 
'Email Tianslucide', in vhich the entire plate la oovered with a thin 
coating of enamel, allowing the engraved ilesign to shine through. ^^ 
Finally, the weaving of Tafestby attained to great perfection during ^M 
the 15th century in the workshops of Arras^ Auba^on, and Paris, ^H 
The finest example of this period now to be foniid in Paris is the 
series illustrating the romance of the Lady and the Linioorn, In the 
Mus^e de Oluny. 

In spite, however, of the fact that eome artists prodnced great 
worlis during the flrst half of the 16th century, signs of eihaustioti 
had alrt^ady begun to appear. Gothic arehite<iture L'ontlnned, indeed^ 
to be practised after the hoginniiig of the IGth centuiir, as jg 
proved hy the choir-apsen at Amient and (.Viar(re«, the Sroeee Horloge 
at Roiitn, and the Tour St, Jautjues and the church of St. Merri at 
ftiria; but on the whole it had hy that time outlived its mandate, 
and even Ftanoo-FIemiBh art had said its latt word in the woiks of 
Sluter. What L. Courajod calls a 'relaxation of realism' awakened 
a strong deeiiB for besuty and nobility of form — a desire that 
could be satisfied only from the South. As early as 1450 the 
greatest srtUts were under the InQuenco of the Italian Renais- 
sance. Elements from both the North and the South are found 
strangely mingied in Jean roncquet of Tonra (b. 1416), the most 
Important French painter of this period, who had spent serccal years 
in Italy and painted the portrait of Pope Eugenlna IV. The Livre 
d'Henres painted by Foucj^uet for Etienne Chevalier, and now at 
Chantllly, is one of the moEt extiuislte creations in the whole isnga 
of miiiiature'paintiu^; while the portraits of the Chancellor des 
Ursins and Charles VII. in the Louvre proclaim the same artist aa 
a, great portrait-painter. Two of hia younger eon temporaries — Jean 
Buurdichan, who painted the famous Heures of Anne rf Bfittany, 
and Jean Btrrial — had also visited Italy, The centre of French 
ait at this period was Toxira, and here also worked Mkltei Calombe 
(<i. ISril, the most celebratud stnlptof of the time. Colnmbe's chief 
work is the tomb of Francis II., Dnke of Brittany, in A'onto, snd 
some anthorities arc inclined to sscribe to him also the eipresslve 
Entombment at Soleifmes, Oasts of hoth these works are at the Tro- 
cad^rt), while the Louvre contains sn original work of Colombo (St. 
George and the Dragon). 

The relations of the court, but more particularly the Italian cam- 
paigns of the French kings, turned the scale. Charles VIII, brought 
back with him not only paintings hut painters, and under baui*"SA, 
began thfit great immiBtation of It aUan aAVsto "lu^n "^"t».w» "«*^'^^ 
culminated nndei Franoie I. In ItCTl A'nditea. So\aTvo ^«b«s.'w.*>- '*'* 
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chapel of Chateau Qaillcn ; in 151 6 Leonardo da Vinci came to France, 
iu 1&18 Andrett del Sarto, in 1530 Itoiso, in 1631 Primaticcio. 

The result, the Febnch liENAiasAMCB, flii not wliolly uome up 
to eipectition — least of all in the domain of painting. Tiie plant, 
which in Italy ItBulf had pass-ed its bast, oould put foitii only a feir 
feeble blossoras when transplanted to a foreign soil. I'he freely 
restflriid paintings by Roiso, FrimaticHo, and Niccalo deW Abbaie at 
Fontalnebleau (School of FontaineiUau) reveal, it may be, a strong 
sense of decorative effeut, but in the details they are steeped in nt- 
feotatiou. The Frenchman Jean Cousin, whose Last Judgment In 
the LouTie has been extolled beyond its merits, was really little 
moiB tlian a skilful master of foteshortoniuK. The only really at- 
tractive paintiirs of this «entury are Jean Ctauet (d, ca. 1640) and 
his son Francois Ctouel (d. 157'i), surnamBd Janet, and both are 
remarkable fur having remained almost entirely frse from Italian 
iiiflnenne, manifesting a certain early-French dryness in their por- 
traits (Bihliothi>que Nationals, Louvre, Chantilly). 

The f«te of Auchtteltuhe was more fortunate. The nitlve art, 
intite&d of simply abdicating in favour of the foruign mode, was strong 
enough to combinB with it to form a new and distinctive style. The 
architectural styles under Francis 1. and Henri II. have » character 
of their own. If an enoT was formerly made in ascribing all the 
somptnoDs buildings of Francis I. to Italian architects, such as ^a 
Giocondo and Bocaidoro, modern criticism seems to have overshot 
the mark ill denying these foreigners almost any share in theiu Some 
buildings indeed, such as Foutalnebleau, seem now to have been 
definitively restored to native architects, bnt in the case of others, 
e.g. the Hotel de Ville at Paris, it la still uncertain whether the 
'maitie m(i(;ou' mentioned in the original documents was not merely 
the builder or the successor of the Italian 'architecte'. Among the 
most OIUBtrious namea of the French Renaissance are those of Pierre 
Leseot (Louvre, MusSe Carnavalet), Phititiert de I'Orme (Chateau 
d'Anet, the porta! of which la now In the court of the Ecole des 
BeauTt-Arts j Tuileries), PUrreChambiges (Fontaineblesu and St.Oei- 
main-en-Laye), Jean Bultant (Chateau d'Econen ; Chantilly), and 
the Du-cerceau family^ headed by the famous theorist and draughts- 
man of that name. Building was most actively carried on in Tou- 
raine, where there arose in rapid succession the chateaux of Cham- 
bord, ChenonoeouJ:, and Bloii, with its transcendeatly beautiful 
staircase. The chateau of Gaillon near Ronen, now utterly demol- 
ished, must have been one of the finest castles of its time, 
Ec4'iesiastical architecture claims few importatit warks at thii 
period, with the exception of St. Enstache at Parii, the church of 
OUoTs, and the noble choir of St. Pierre at Caen, the maaterpieoe 
of Ihelor Hohitr. The Hotel Bourgthtfroulde at Rouen (partly Gothic) 
and the Maison Francois Premier in Parin are conspicuous examples 
of domestic architecture. Under Francis L traces of the old native 
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«TchltB«tTiie" are stilJ atinnddnt; turrets anil eomei-psTiJione, lofty 
cliimnejB, foiiiid and elllptk&l artlies, all occur i*n notijtinption 
with colnmns and pilasters. But the style nf Henri II. Ime already 
passed wholly into the region of the claaaka! orders, albeit witli a few 
mod id cations Jn the earliei FtcnBb taste. A nalro and measured 
regularity has taken the place of the former gay faney. 

The number of Italian Schi.ptoes engaged in France at the be- 
ginning of the 16th eentury is almost larger than that of the archlteots, 
Qirolamo della Rohbiu ernhelliehed the Chateau da Madrid (now 
destroyed) on the conflnes of the Bois de Boulogne ; Cellini, who 
gojonrned in France in 1537 and again in 1640-45, there ehisetled 
his great Nymph of Fontainehleaii (now In the LouTre) ; and there 
were others only less faroons. The three Juite (property Betti) 
were Ftorentines, who flourished at Dol about 1500 but afterwards 
Bncceeded to the inheritance of Michel Colombe at Tours. Their 
chief work is the tomb of Louis SlI. at St, Denis, with two re- 
pre.sentations of the deceased (nude recumbent fl^re below ^ kneel- 
ing figure clad in ermine above), bas-reliefs, and allegorical figures 
»t the corners. This arrangement was the model for many later 
tombs. liut the three greatest sculptors of the French Rfinaissancc 
are Frenchmen — Pierre Bontempa , Jean Goujon , and Gennain 
Filon. To Boiitemps, less well-known than his contemporaries 
but certainly not inferior to them, is due the eiquiaite urn contain- 
ing the heart of Francis I., and perhaps also the execution of 
most of the tomb of that king at St. Denis, designed by Pht!. de 
rOrme. No lover of art will forget Goujon's bas-reliefs or his 
charming nymphs on the Fontaine des Innocents at Paris, whose 
slender forms with their masterly drapery harmonize so wonderfnlly 
with the space allotted to them. His caryatides in the Louvre are 
perhiips the most 'beaBtiful works in all moJiom art. The famous 
'Diana' in tht' Louvre is especially characteristic of his style as well 
as of the taste of the porlod. Fiuilly wo may mention the 'gisant' 
on the monument of Cardinal de Bri^'ze at Rouen, as a wonderfnlly 
realistic youthful work by Goujon, The niagniflcent counterpart of 
this Eionument (which was executed by Jean Cousin) is the adja- 
cent tomb of the two Cardinals d'Ainboise , the bewilderingly rich 
arcbiteeture of which was designed by Rolland Leraux (l,'i20-25), 
Pilon's name is Inseparably connected with the tomb of Henri 11. 
at St. Denii, though he was not the only artist employed upon it. 
The poignantly realistic 'gisants', and the powerful kneeling bronie 
statues of the royal pair are equally admirable. The kneeling figure 
of the chancellor Birague and the Dead Ohriet in the Louvre arc 
also full of character, whereas the three Cardinal Vlrtiies sirpporting 
the nrn with the heart of Henri II, are distinctly inferior to similar 
figures by Goujon. 

Amongst the productions of indnBtTlal ait atftii* 'je'rvisii. csa-v ».V 
teniion Is specmlly aroused by the ENik-MEi-B Kn4\\ie'?K-^^'stni. "VBii 
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mrt of eiiBmelling eiiteied upon ■ new itajto with the invention o( 
fiDtmel painting Aud hecante secnUrized ; i.e. instead of enamelled 
altir-pteces, paiteg, and reliqiiadea we flnil platee, vases, and cups. 
The new Limoges Schoat was fo a tided by Monvaerni and Fiardon Pini- 
caud and reached its zenith under Lionatd IJmoutln, Pierre Rexj- 
mand, and Join Penfi-aiid (Ae Yown^tr. The now gtovfiii? inollnstion 
towards portraits In enamel and the reproduction of entire pictures 
cannot but eeem & mtstal^e, and even thi^ ahove-mentioned masters 
were most suoceBsfiil when tlioy restricted Ihetnseives to purely de- 
corative work. While Kalian inflnence soon made Itself evident 
amongst the cnimela, ceramic »rt rem»ined purely French. The 
produota of Oubbio, Dcniti, or Urbino have little in common with 
the elegant ivory- like fayenre of Saint Pnrt^haire, or with the 
dishes decorated with monsters, flsh, and the like by Bernard Patiiiy 
(d. 1590), unique both as a man and as au artist, or with the pot- 
tery of Riuen, Ntvers. or Mouslitrs. We now also meet with ad- 
mirable works in the domains of esbinet-maklng, goldsmith's work, 
and tin work {Ft, Briol; d. after 1600), as well as among bronzes 
and niedaH, while the arts of glass-painting (^Pinaii^rier and Jean 
Coudn; in St. Oerwitt, St. E'ienne-du-Mirtt, etr..J and tapestry- 
weaving show no falling off. The Reuaissauce nobly continued the 
traditions of the Gothic period in Investing even the humblest ob- 
jects with an aitistic charm, and that in a higher degree than ever 
before. 

The Reigns op Henri IV. a.n» Louis XITf. were not very rich in 
great works of art. The ecclesiastical AiiOiiTrEOTtJH.n of the period 
1b characterizeil liy ths fumade of Si, Oervaii, in which the colonnades 
of different orders placed one above the other suggest a grammatical 
exercjae. Satomon de Brosie, its builder, was also the architect 
of the Pilais du Lniembourg, which is imposing in spite of its 
heaviness. I)e Brosse was older than the two more celebrated ar- 
ohltects, Jaaiju&i LcmeTcier, bnilder of the Palais Cardinal (now tba 
Palais lloyal) the church of Pt. lloch, aud the Sorbonne, and Man- 
«arl, who designed the older portion of the Bibliotheqe Nationale 
and the dome of the Val-de-Orice, though his reputation la chiefly 
as a builder of palaces (Maisons near St. Germain, etc.). Manpart 
was the inventor of 'mansard' roofs. The oldest parts of Paris now 
oiisting owe theii eharacteriatic appearance to this period, from 
which also date a considerable number of the older private man- 
si ans, with facades uniformly rising from eu closed court' entered 
by lofty gateways. A charaoteristic suivlTal of the period is the 
Place dea Vosges, which presents an exceedingly monotonous effect 
in spite of the alternation of brick and stone. 

The most ioBuential Sculptors were now Jean Bologne or Gio- 
vanni Bologna fb, at Donai ; rf. IBO'i) and his pupils (Frnnche- 
vil/t, De Vries, Duquemoy, Van Optlal), all of whom were aom- 
pletely Italianized, A more individoal and a more French style 
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w»! stiown liy HarlMUmy JVJf«,r(d. Ifili ; MnrtmMenry mnnnineTit 
in the LouvreJ and by Pinre liiard (d. 1609), to wliom we fliid a 
diftlenlty in attribiitinf; two eijrh dilTerent works ae the elegant 
rood-loft In St. Krienne-dn-Mont and the energatii'-ally re»!istlc 
(rdddeja of Fame in tlia Louvre. In tlie succeeding generation these 
were follfiwed by Simon Guitlain{d. 1668; btotize statues from the 
Pontau Change, in the LoiiTre), Jae^TMlSnTratinffl. 16*30; caryatldeH 
in the LoovreJ, Gi'UtduiTin ((i.l6T8J, am) Bnally, and above nil, the 
brothers FranroU and Michtl Anpiirr (ti. 16()9 and 16tifl), The chief 
work? of Fran^ol^i, whirti vary in ex.4*elleuce, are hia iiumErOus tombs 
{e.g. those of De Thon and Longueville in the LouTre); Michel's 
best work is now to be seen in the external and internal embelUah- 
ment of the Val-de-Grar,e (the Nativity is now in St. Roch.) and in 
the soulptTirea on the Porte St. Denis. Almost all the gciilptois of 
thd 'Sii'fJe Louis XIV,' studied the works of these scuIptotB, who 
themselves saw the beginning; of that aso. 

Practically only one of the Cokbt Paikteeb of this time h»» re- 
tained his fame throngh the sunceedini! I'entnries, viv,. SimonVoufi 
(d. 16W), who formed himself in Italy on Paolo Veronese and 
Guido Reni. The scanty reni&ins of Vonet's decorative paiiitini: re- 
veal a love oi boU c/jlonrand considerable skill in dealing with large 
snrfaces, bat his religious easel-pictures are for us devoid of all at- 
traction, Nicolas PotiBsin (1594-lti65) and CIa,itde Lorrain (IfiOO- 
16ff2), the two greatest painters, worked in Home, fir from France 
and the French court. It is not easy to mete out justice to the works 
of Foussin, at one timo extravagantly over-praised aud now fre- 
qnently under- estimated. The elegint expression of a high-bred 
aentinient was his chief aim, and in contrast to the superficiality 
of most of his contemporaries, this elTort is doubly grateful. But 
hjs religions pictures seem cold to us, owing to his frequent borrow- 
ings from the antique and the EenBis.«nce, and the over-elabor- 
stlon of his composition, In which we might almost inscribe 
geometrical llgures. His landscapes, bucH ae the ^Orpheus', the 
'Diogenes', and the 'Seasons', are more inspiring, though their colour- 
ing has unfortunately faded. Claude Lorrain's scene-paintings are 
as indifferent to us to-day as his petty mythological figures. But 
he depicted atmospherio phenomena, with a boldness, and blended 
IomI colonra into a general tone with a skill, that had no rivals un- 
til the days of Turner and Corot. The modern cry for 'atmosphere 
and light' is here idearly uttered fo? the flrat time. The works of 
Kn»t*olieLe8uenT (1617-55), the 'French Raphael', appeal to us as 
more essentially religions than Foiissin's. A deep and true piety 
breathes from the 'Life of St. Bruno', The age of the wars of religion 
was also the age of Francois de Sales, the apostle of love, and of Vin- 
cent de Paul, the friend of the eick and the poor. We may com^Me 
the too sentimental paintings of Le Sueut wlfti t\\e ■A^OTQii's. "»«**» 
f Phi tippe de Champaiffnt (ofBnilselfl,! GO'i-l 4"^, i«\iO -w ».* ^iOTOvesSR*^ 
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witli the cnnvent at Port Roj'al. The latter is, ho'Wfiver, morB 
attractive ae a. portrait-pHnter, 

It IB ditfloTilt to select the right standpoint to view the Abt ot 
IjOdib XIV. After the ting's assumption of the reins of goveTniDent 
(1861), a thoroughly monarchic ait begin.». Opposition to all inde- 
pendent eiTorts, and an abmpt hostility to everything foreign and 
even to tlie mass of the people at home dis^in^uiiih this 'golden s§e'. 
The 'Roi Soleil' is a Roman Imperator, the heroes of the tragedies 
we Romans, art aieo mnst "be Roman. The 'AcadiJmfe' founded in 
164B developed in sharpest contrast with the 'maStrises', or old 
guilds. Everythinj; was reduced to formiilw. But this cold »nd 
pompous art had som< thing grand in its imiformity, its self-eon- 
Mence, and its dBfluitenegs of aim ; and the effect waa heighteived 
not only liy the personalities of the king and his minister Colbert, 
but still mote by the art-dictatorship of Cbarles Le Bnm (Itj 19-90). 
HowBTer unnsoved Le Brun's paintingi! may leave ui, there ia 
sometliing singularly imposing, almost recalling the univereal 
geniuses of the Renaissance, in the manner in whieb he designed 
the magniHceut decorations of the Gilerie dea Olaeea at Versailles 
and the Galerie d'ApoUon In the Ijoiivre, sketched groups in brotiie 
and mitble for the scnlptors, and painted and drew patterns for his 
Manufacture des Gobelins, which then Included nearly every branch 
of industrial art. The hronzeg by Coyzevox, the cnbineta by EouUe, 
the mirrors by Cued, the arabesques by Bcrain all hnrmoTiiie 
with Le Brim's ceiling-paintings, just as these harmonise with the 
Imildings of Mansart and the gardens of Le A'^lre, and as the entire 
creative art of the period harmonines with the tragedies of Racine. 
Art as a whole must be regarded as a setting for the eonrt of 
Louis XIV., but it is a decorative art of the very highest rank. 

The ABCHiTECitTKB of the period is much less satisfactory. 
PerrauU's famous colonnade at the Lonvre now eioites as little 
enthusiasm as the fa-tigiung fsjade of the palace at Veisaillos by 
JIardoitin and ^Wajuarif 1645-1709) or as the Palais des Invalides by 
Bruant. The great dome of the Invaliies by Mansart and that of 
the Val-de-G rice, now at last completed, are, however, honourable 
BMeptions to the rnle. With Paintind it is much the same. Who 
now caies for La Foi«, Jouvenei, or Coypel? The portrait-painters 
Mignard , LaTyilHcre , and Eigaud — all admirably represented at 
the LoQvre — are, however, still interesting. ScDi.PTnaE occupies 
a much higher position. However ahsard Voltaire's dictum may 
now appear, that Frwieoii Girardon (1628-1715) had 'attained to 
all the perfestion of the antique", we cannot refuse our admiration 
to that sculptor's tomb of Richelieu (in the church of the Sor- 
bonne), hts 'Rape of Proserpine' and statoes of rivers, and above 
alt to his charming leaden relief of 'Diana at the hath', in the patic 
of Versailles, With him may be named a crowd of others : Ltgros, 
Le BoTiffre, (is two Afarsy, i)esjaT(ifnl, LepautTt, Vatk Clmt, Tufi'ji, I 
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Thiodon J MfJ^Un^, &□(! llurtrelU, A more importftat nAUie than 
Giraidon's is that of Chailea Antoine GoyzeTox (1640-1720). Bis 
most tiromiDetit WQiks aie his laige tumbs, especially tliose ufCiidiaiil 
Maiarin (now in the Loutib) and Colbert (in St. Eustacha) j but 
Ilia other 'works meiit close inspection for their masterly treatment 
and tlieir Dnlon of chaim and elcgaiiiio of conception. Among these 
in&y be mentioned the horses in tlie Pl&oe de.la Concorde, the bronia 
aUtue of Louis XI V, ( Mua^e Cainavalet), the 'Nyniph with the shell', 
and numerous huFts (in the Louvre). Hioolasand QniUaume Couatou 
(^1658-1733 and 1677-17481 , his pupils, who asEiated Mm, in the 
Bieoution of the 'Vow of Louis Xlll.' in Notre Dama, belong partly 
to the following eporfi. Among the chief works of Nicolas Coustou 
lank the ligures of the Rhone aud Sa6ue at the Tuileiice and the 
Ossaf in the Louvre ; amon^ those of Guillaame are the admirable 
Maily hotaea in the Place de la Concorde and the touib of Cardinal 
Dubois in St. Eoeh. Of the sculptoTS of the 17th century, howeTOT, 
the French themselves think most highly of Pierre Puget (1622-94"), 
who studied under Beinini aud worked at Toulon. His compositions, 
notably the 'ililo of Uroton' in the Louvre , produce a strong Im- 
pression, in spite of their exaggerated pathos. 

The reaction against this stiff and grandiose ait was not long of 
coming. Louis XIV. was succeeded l»y Louie XV., tbe pioua Mme. 
da Maiutenon was followed by the dissipated Regent and a littte tattai 
by Mme, de Pompadour. We may date the prevalence of the art called 
by the Frencli 'Dix-Uujtieicr', from the beginning of the Regency 
(1715J to the death of the Pompadonr (1764). It was a super- 
flcial, gallant, and dissipated art, the charm of ■which, however, 
cannot be denied. It is the faithful reflection of the age. Everything 
barmunizes: the gorgeous but comfoitable apartments, in the decorat- 
ion of which Oppfnordt and MeissonieT eicelled ; the charming villas 
for gallant rendezvous ^ the paleblua, sea-green, and roB^-pink paint- 
ing; the cab lueta with their rich bronze ornaments; the chairs and 
sofas, with their gilt carvings aitd luxurious sllkeu upholstery ; the 
terracottas and tbe porcelain statuettes from tlie factory at 8^-vres ; 
and indeed even the costmmes of the pleasure-loving, immoral, 
yet charming society, with its powder and patches. Everything 
that was formerly straight is now bent in the most wanton manner 
and embellished with all manner of flourishes and scrolls ('tococo* 
from rocaille, shell); every door-knob seems to be designed for the 
pressure of a delicate feminine hand. After a brief reign (for as 
early as 1763 Grimm writes that everythiug was then made '^ la 
grecque') the rococo style gave place to the Slylt Louh XVI., 
wbich iu France at least always retained delicate and graceful 
forms. The cabinets of tMs period (by Otrteu, Bkstner, Btneman 
aud others), decorated with the daintiest Inlaid 4e*\^wft , s^e 
almost more higtly prized than the earUei tjqtAl* ti^ Cteasai^V 
Ca/peri. 
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The esrliest »nd iho the i^reateit psinter of the 'Dlx-HnitlimB* Is 
Autoina Watteau (1684-1722), who r-aniB to Paria in hi« eighteenth 
yesT to »8st6t in the decoratiuu of the Oppra House uirt speedily 
TOSB to fame by his re present* tions of 'File* Gaiante/. Ill his ifieaaa 
of rural festivalii and iu hlfl llgiires bom Italian comedy ('Embuk- 
ation for Cythora'; 'GillflB'; both iu the Louvre) this mastet is 
onapproactied. In both, he la (he faithful mirror of bis »ge , but 
hla magical colouring slieiis such s poetic glamour, that yie seem to 
be tranapoTted into a fairyland full of roguish grace and pleasant 
dalliance. His successors, Lancret and FaUr, are skilful and ctarm- 
inp artists , hut are seldom ina.pjred by even a breath of the poetry 
of Writteau. The truest repieseDtativo of the Pompadour epoch is 
rxaii9oii Boucher (1703-70). A study of his numerous pictures in 
the Louvre is not enough for a proper estimation of thie artiat, (or 
it is chiefly as a decorative painter, iu his ceilings and panels, that 
he reveals hia character. Next to Boucher rank 'Frago' ilionort 
Fra^fmard} and Hawiottin, whose drawings especially are prized. 
The iUth century was rich in poniait-paintera also, the tlrat place 
being claimed by the paatal painter Qutntin de La Tour (1704-88), 
'the magician', as Uiderot calls him. The atrikingly lifelike and 
chaiaeteilstic poitraits i>y this master are tlie chief boast of the 
mus^eof St. Quenttn, hie native townj while the charmingl y graoe- 
ful female pottralls by fiatlier are smeni; the attractions of Versailles. 

Here also reaction set in early. Boucher himself lived to bear 
the thundering philippic of Uiderot, who re-christened the 'painter 
of the graces' as the 'painter of demirepa'. But this vetdict wag 
moral, not iitstbetic. Emotionalism was aimply the transition from 
frivolity to the Spartau virtue of the Revolution. Diderot had found 
a man after bis own heart In lean Saptiste Orenze (17'i6-lb06), 
whose 'KuBtic Bride' and 'Prodisal !^on' practically aypmhronijietl 
with Diderot's 'Natural Son' atid Bousseau'a 'He'loiae'. Ureuze re- 
mains to this day a popular favourite, not, however, on account of 
theee moral pictures with their hard colouring, but on account of 
Ms paintings of girls ('The Broken Pitcher'; the 'Milkmaid', etc.), 
in whose grace there are still traced of the sensuous charm of the 
preceding epoch. More important as a painter is Greuze'a elder 
contemporary Jean Baptiste Simeon Chardln [169y-i779), one of 
the beat painters of still-life that ever lived, an excellent portrait- 
painter, and an acute, amiable, and original observer of simple 
domestic scenes ('Grace before Meat'; the 'Industrious Mother', etc.; 
iu the Louvre). The true forerunners of the later classicism were, 
howevar, at this period Vien, the teacher of David, CoMn, and 
Hubert Kobcrt, with his views of Horaan rnina. 

The rococo style never thoroughly permeated the art of ScutP- 
Tu&B, Aitigrain, with his nymphs, and Clodion, with his sensuously 
animated terracotta groups of Bacchantes, Satyrs, and Cupida, touch 
iptr/i I'te outatiita in the soft grace and 'mocbldetza' of their methods 
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of treatment j liot side b; side with tliem stand such artists as 
Bouchardon, the 'French Phldtis', with hig Grenelle Foontain, 
which may ilmost be tenned severe. Figalle (lTl-4-86) pays un- 
TestiAiaed homage to the plctoriul tatite of th@ period in the tombs of 
Marshal Saie (Stiaseburg) and the Comte d'HaTcourt(Kotre Dame), 
«s well as in the monument of Lonie XY. at Rheims, but he also 
expiessea its philosophical ideas in Mb allegorical compc^sitions, and 
makes his how to the antique in the nude statue of Volt&ire. The 
amiable Pajou (1T30-1809J vacillatas between antique severity and 
French grace, between frivolity and sentiment, in his Piuto, Hsn- 
chante, and statue of Queen Maria Lesczynska as Caritag (in the 
LouTTC). A similar vacillation is shDwo by Faleonet, who may be 
batter studied in St. Petersbnrg than in Paris. Lemoyne (LouTre, 
Versailles^ and Caf fieri (d. 1792 ; busts of Rotrou , La Ghauie^e, 
J. B. KouBseau, etc.) are admirable portrait-sculptors, hut both are 
far excelled by Jeaji Antoine Hosdon ( 1T41-18'23), whose seated 
Et^tue of V^oltairo is one of the masterpieces of realistic portraiture, 
and whose 'Diana' (bronze replica in the Louvie of the original 
marble in St. Petersburg) is among the most perfect nnde figures 
in modern art. 

The transition to classicism was most easily accomplished in 
AKCUTTBCTirB.B. To be convinced that at least in the case of great 
roligiouB and secular edlfloes the frivolous fashiotiable taste was left 
far behind , we need glance only at the farade of St, Siilpice by 
Serrandonl (17^3) , the portaJ of St. Eustacbe by Mamarl de Jouy 
(1735), the Eoole Militaire (1766), the buildings on the Place de la 
Concorde by Gabriel (177'2), and tho Pantheon, begun by Soiifflnl 
in 1764. The writings of the Jesuit Langiat (1753) , the architect 
Blonde) (1756), and the archaeologists Miriette fsnd Caylus, and 
Itnally and above all the ex-carations at Pompeii and Uerculmeum 
and the reports of visitors to these spots, speedily assisted the 
claEsical tendency to gain a decided victory. 

Thus the appeataiicp of Jaeqiies louis Dftvid (1748-182&) does 
not signalize a complete revolution, as was at one time assumed, but 
the close of a decade of development ('Belisarius', 1781 ; 'Oath of 
the Horatit', 1786). Uis signiilcance lies in the fact that he deduced 
the logical consequences and elevated them with adamantine strict- 
ness into a law of universal application. Individuality was onco more 
repressed , and all art once more redur.ed to a formula. The fruits 
of this new Renaissance are before ue everywhere to this day. Even 
the most f am otiBpictures(r>aTid's'Leonlil»B'aDd'RapeofthelJabines') 
look Uke painted copies of bas-reliefs. The artist is in touch with us 
only when he is nufaithfnl to his own prinnlples, as in the 'Coronation 
of Napoleon' (l,,onvre), the sketch of 'Marat after death' (Carnavalet), 
and his lifelike portraits. It is the same with the arcblteetUTe of the 
Revolatlon and the Empire. 'The Arc da Ttlo^n^Ve to. 'Cjwcvwi.^^ , 
says Saint-Paul, 'is a copy of the mcYloI fte^TivVTi.'s'?>e.-^«iw8. , •ic*.

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VeDdome Colamn ia a leprodnction of Trajan's Oolnmn, and the 
M&deleine it a temple -whieh might be dedicated witbout alteTstion 
to Jtipitei Capitolitius', Qrace m sarb seemed to be btnis^hed from 
ait, Grenze and Clodion died in penury, and Fragoiiard spent hif 
last days in painting large alle^orlRal and decoiatiTe pienes. 

At first glance the Ninetbenth Cb.vtuiiy presenti the appearance 
of 3, veritable chaos. In pievious times the aichitect elthei adspred 
the preTatliQg Btyle to the altered circamstances or developed a 
new one from it. Now, however, he builds in the Greek style to- 
day, in the Renaissance to-morrow, or paEsei unconcernedly from 
Gothic to baroque. In the aanie -way the painter imitates the Greeks 
or the Icaliana , Bubens or Rembrandt, the Pre-Raphaelltes or the 
Japainese, In the realm of sculpture we find ourselves at one time 
face to fai^e with the most eialted idealicm, at another with the 
most nn(»mpromi.-tng realism. Our judgment, too, )s rendered all 
tbe more difdcult becauEU many of the artists Etlll stand so near us 
in point of time, that we cannot wholly free ourselves fiom the 
inSuence of personal inclinatlDiLS or antipathies. 

In the firt^t quarter of the oentnry the controlling inflnenea in 
the fphere of Painting was that of David, In the year 1800 Ou^rin 
(A. Ib33), the most thorongh-gO<ng pupil of DavM, attained an extra- 
ordinary success vilth hi* 'Marcus S^^^tus'. Afterwards be devoted 
himself mainly to thepainting of if agie scenes, Girodtt (d. 1^21), It is 
true, selected romantic snbjects tj,he 'Deluge', 'Burial of Atala'), but 
adhered Co the relief-1 ke execution and statuosqae repose of bis 
mister. Gfrard (d, ltf37), who appeals to us mainly by his attractlTe 
portrait:! of women. Is somewhat freer in Etyle. Uls 'Oupid and 
Ftiyche' naturally excited universal admiration in a generation for 
whom CauoYa's group of the same subject was the highest eiptession 
of art. Grss (d. 1835) parses for a forerunner of romanticism; but 
the warmer colouring and livelier movement of his hattle-sceiies do 
not blind us to his numerous weiknes-'ea. An except onsl position 
is occupied by Prudhan (d. 1823), who, in his charming 'Psyche' 
and Ms dramatic 'Kevenge and Justice', produced a novel and pleas- 
ing effect by combining the artistic traditions of the 18th centuiy 
with suggestions borrowed from Corregglo, 

The first great innovator, the first romanticist properly ao called, 
was Thiodore QeHcauU (1791-18'M), whose paintings ot soldlera 
and horses antiounce, still more clearly than bia 'Kaft of the Me- 
dusa', the dawning of a new conception. There la practically no 
sense in the expression 'Komintic School' unless wfl translate 
'romanticism' as meaning simply 'love ot liberty'. A better appel- 
lation is Scaooh or 1830. The anc common bond among the masters 
of this period, many of whom rarried on violent feuds with each 
other, was their passion for independeTice. "WUli fem exceptions, 
iowerer, tboy lought for freedom Vn.totta wvi toXd-onsaXi -, •a«!^ 
rf>'rf i}ot dar« to take their smbierts litini ftie VA% ».ia^'Ri.'0!iKni^\™fcj 
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fDUJid them in the bistoiy tnd legend of the middle eg£s, In the 
pages of the poets (Osnte, Ta.sso, Shtkcspeare, Ooethe, Byron), 
or In the Ecenea of ihe distant Orient. Bsphsel iras the model for 
one set, Rtiteni iiid Veroneae for another. 

Engine Delacroix (17d&-lS6S) and Jean Anguate Dominlqns 
In^es (1 r80-18U7) are not only the two greatest masteru of this 
period but also tepiesent its opposito poles. For Delacroix every 
pirtnre assnmed the form of a brilliant symphony of colours, so that 
hia enemies asserted that he painted with 'an iritoxica.te[] broom'; 
Ingres, on the contrary, cinsidered that the integrity of art' depended 
upon the diawitig. While the forraet honoured Rubens above alt 
other masters, the latter saw iti the great Fleming 'something of a 
butclier' and held it blasphemy to compire Rembrandt with Raphael. 
The eternal antithesis between colonring and drawing was. perha.ps, 
never so forcibly emphasized as now. Our taste has deoiled the 
f ontroTersy In favour of Delaeroti, We feel keen admiration for the 
vigorous colouring of 'Dante's Boat' (1822), the 'Massacre of Chios', 
the 'Barricade', aud the 'Crusaders', and count the paintings of the 
Falaia Bourbon and St. Sulplce as among the greatest monumental 
works of the century. The 'Apotheeis of Homer', on the other hand, 
leaves us cold in spite of Its admirable dran-ing; the beautifiii figures 
of '(Kdipvjs' and 'The Source' eicite but a half-hearted aimiratlon j 
and it is only in his portraits that Ingres makes any strong impression 
on ns. Perhaps, however, the time <<rin come when this master will 
be again accorded a more prominent place. 

The fame o! Horace Kcrnet (d. 1863), Pmit Detaroelie (d. 1856), 
Dtviria (d. 1B6D) , Couture [d, 18T9), and the other historioal 
painters of the period has paled 'Very considerably. The recon- 
struction of ■ historical scene, suc.h as the 'Death of Elizabeth' or 
'Raphael in the Vatican', can satisfy us only vrhen the immediate 
eSect causes the artificiality of the process to lie forgotten ; but none 
of these masters had the strength to accompUsh this. The longest 
life win doubtless belong to Vernet'spictores of contemporary history 
at Versailles. Among other masters of the period may be men- 
tioned the somewhat sentimental Ary Schtffer (^i. ISbS); Liopold 
Bo fieri (d. 1835), who died prematurely but not before he had 
received ncivorsal admiration for bis cheerful but rather too spick- 
and-span scenes of Italian life; Drcamps (d. 18S0) , who painted 
glowing pictures of Oriental life and found excellent followers in 
Fromentin, Manlhat, and others; and Cftenauard (d. 1880), the 
author of tho pliilosophical cartoons in the Picture Gallery of Lyons, 
A special meed of honour must be paid to Bippolyte Ftandrin (d. 
1864), a pnpil of Ingres and perhaps the only religious painter Q( 
modern times whose works reveal a. genmnel'j ■^\qm% «i^\'^.

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Bphoilc efTects of tlie fondly noted, though often simple motivei of 
one's native land, Theodore Rouiseau (d, 1867^ is par e:i'€eltence the 
great painter of trees; Jvka Dupr^ (d. 1889) depicted natnre in hex 
Etormy mooiis; ChaHci Daubigny (d. 1878) loTed to paint the peace- 
ful bftQks of the Oise; iVarcisie IHaz (fl, 1876) reTBlled in rngtling 
foreit gUdes threaded by glittering beamB of sunliglit. The greatest 
poet of this group, generally known as the Sonoot op BARniBos', 
is Jean BaptiBte Corot (d. iS75), No other painter either hefore 
or since has regarded natnre with sncb an intimate and fenial ga7.e. 
In his pictures the meadows rtiBtle, the birds twitter, the bcei 
hum, and the sanbeaniB glance and play. Lonely nymphs danr.e in 
morning dew to the mnsic of soft-lireathing flutes. Other members 
of the Batbison group are Constant Trrjjfon (d. 186&), vying with 
Roia Bonheur (A. i89SI) as the greatest of the French animal-paint- 
ers , and Jean FranfOia Millet (d. 187i)), the vigorous painter of 
peagant-life, who incarnates so powerfully the spirit of the text 'in 
the sweat of thy face ahalt thoa eat bread'. 

tJnder the Second Empire a number of new tendencies made 
theniseivea felt. The historical painters, such as Syleettre and Lu- 
minaii, tickled the jaded palates of their contemporaries with scenes 
of horror like 'Nero and Locusts'. Hamim, G^rime, and the other 
'Neo-Greelis" painted genre-scenes in antique costumf, which al- 
lowed them to display their masterly treatment of the nude. 
Caianei (d. 1839), the more talented Baudn/ [d. 188(i; decoration 
of the Opera House) ami Deluii.n'sy (d. 1891), and the still living 
Henntr and Lcfihiire sought for fame in the most finished portrayal 
of the female form divine. Contemporary military life w.is illustrated 
by fJe NeuvUte (d. 188o) and UegnauH, the latter of whom fell in 
the Franco-German war (1871). The great popular favon rites Were, 
however, Emtit Meijsonifj- (181 3*91) and Alfred fitevens (born 1828) 
of Belgiutu , two painters of the Bne and minute who can be eon- 
(idently ranted with the Dutch masters of the 17th neiitnry. The 
former loved to depict the heroes of his tiny eaiivases in the more 
brilliant costume of by-gone days; the latter gave a faithful picture 
of the dress and manners of the fashionable women of b'^ o^''^ time. 
An important event for the development of ait in the following 
period was the appearance of Sustave Courbet (1819-77), who 
revealed an extraordinary powei of realism in his 'Burial of Drnans' 
and other scenes of comraon life, as well as pre-eminent colouristic 
talents in his great 'Studio', hut who never^eless did not possess 
one impark of poetry. 

Between 1870 and 1890 four artists are gpacially prominent : 

Edouard Mtjnet (1833-83), JuUs Battim-Lepagt (1818-84), I'Urre 

I'uvis de Cka-BUnnes (18^4-98), and Uuilavt Mortaa (18'26-fl8),

fietthes of Paris life became tlie moat lesXo^a -^^oVa^ov&iV n'i.'Cfe! 
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Impieidonist sebool, which exerted > deep and 1»onefldal InQuencte 
in spite of it9 &beirationB. Bastien-Lepsge applied the priii- 
eipleB ol' Impressionisin to his powerful pictures of peasaat-life. 
Favls de Cb&TauDes adopted the colondDg of the primitive ICalians 
aad repreeeuted a.ii ideal humanity in a Eerier uf solemu and broadly 
conooived moral paintings (Sorhonne, Pantheon, Amieni, Bonen, 
Poitiers, I.yous, Mai^eilles). Moreau presented mystic legends in 
a style of which thu delicate colouiitig glows like & jewel (fttus^e 
Motean, Loseroboorg). 

A survey of the multiforta activity of the Paintinq ov To-Dav 
may he obtained in the coutgo of visits to thu Hotul de Ville, the 
Sorbonne, the Miiries, the Laxembourg, the Annual Suttons, and the 
smaller eihlbitions. Ueie we give only a few hints. The academic 
school, wbioh seeks Us end mainly by a TOnscicntioiis study of form, 
is represented \>y Laurens (historical pdntings), Uetailte (battla- 
pieces), t-V>rni0n(EreBCOBaittth6Jatdiii des Plan tea), Bannai, C'aroJuj- 
i>u ran, Bumiert, Beniamin-'Cimitanl, and othetl. In t lit' sharpest 
contrast to these stand the impreseionists Dcgei, jl/cnei, I'lsiurro, 
Eenoir, Hajfaelii, and their friends, whose aim is to reproduce a 
miimentary effert (Salle OaiUebotte at the Luxembourg, Galerie 
Dnrand-Euel), Other representatives of impressionism are EoU, 
Oemtx, Rochegrosat, and the hriUiant coloudst iie^niirii (Ecole de 
Pliflrmacio). CuwTi, Billotte, PoinUlin, Mmard, and others devote 
themselveB to producing melancholy twilight lundscapea. Juk.t 
Jireton and LhtTiniUe are attractive delineators of ronil life. Dufntm- 
BouviTti »Dd the younger masters, CoUel, Simon, and Wf'ry, depict 
the picturesque scenes iif Biittany, Symbolism lias LtUu found 
numerous disciples among the younger generation. 

To go into the matter of the Graphic Abth would take us too 
far uUeld. Be it enough to chronicle that recent activity in this 
sphere has been both great and suucessful , not only in engraving 
(GaWiard, Waifnfr, Fairkot , etc.'J, which reproduces tlie ideas of 
others, but still more notckhly in the original arts of etching in hlask 
and white oi in colours fitrae^uemond, f. Hopa , Legrand, Le-pire, 
Ltgroi, Thsat, Kaffdiliij and lithography (FantiTi-Laloitr, Varritrt; 
the posters of CMret). 

The Sct^LrTUBB of the 19th cent, runs , on the whole, s course 
parallel with that of painting. Ueie also the antique style tras at 
first all-powerful. Conotja, who made many visits to Paris, was tUe 
master wbom all admired and imitated. Few s<;v]lptOrs attained 
anything higher than a frosty correctness. We may name Chauiiei 
(d. I8IQ5 'Paul and Virginia', in the LouvieJ , Xemot (d. 1S27; 
Henri IV. on the Poiit Neiit) , flujpaty (d. 1.S26 ; 'Death of Diblia', 
in the Louvre), the exuberantly fertile Bosio ^4, Vifei^ , ■6.\v*t Cwtvoi. 
(d. 1843 ; 'Tjie Messenger of Marathorf^^. To ttie vtiieAivvs, *;*'^ 
a/so belongs the once very popular Jomea PTadtcr ^'^'^'^V^jji^e 
Jai«wa rorbis Qraoea at Vetsaillea, Ma -woilt&ovi tVc Mt ft-e^^** 
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and ttB MoliBie Fountain, and Ms Vietoriea at the Dome den In- 
Taildea; but this maatei poesessej > certain gruia and TiTtcU} of 
coni'eptlon which ttlll exereite their charm. Homantlciem proper 
played a very aubordintte r6lo in sculpture, where the decisive 
part waautidoubtedljf that taisenlpy realism. Three maatera hereitand 
in the fo retro lit: Ft. Rude. P. J. David d'Angcri, and A. L. Baryt. 
Eranooia Buds (1784-1865) is the strongest nature of the three ; 
he inTariabl; inteiesta, even IT be does not always satisfy U9. Most 
of Ms creations are tainted with EOmethiug a little too unquiet, too 
theatrical, Alonpido his most expressive statue of Monge at Beaune 
stands the reatlees Ney of the Place derObsfrratoire; Ms admirable 
Cavaignao in Montparnasse Cemetery contrasts with the very 
qneatioDable figure of 'Napoleon avrating to immortality' at Fiiin, 
near Dijon. His most famous worli is the 'March Out' on the Arc de 
I'Etoile, which breathes the most fiery enthusiasm. The 'FUbei 
Boy' and 'Joan of Arc' in the Louvra also deserve special remark. 
Hid reiigioua efforts are the least pleasing ('Raptism of Christ' at the 
Madeleine), — Pierre Jean David d' Angers [1 T83- 1866 ; thus named 
from his native town, in contradistinction to the painter J. L. David), 
unlilie Rude, always retains a certain air of sober reality. He has 
much in common with Kauch, and like him was fond of representing 
generals iti their unilorms and scholars and artists in Ideal costume. 
His busts and medallions occur by the hundred at Piie'Lacbaise and 
elsewhere, but it is impossthle for us to share tho enthusiasm with 
which they were regarded by his contemporaries. The tame of the 
great animal sculptor Antoine Louis Barje (1796-1675) has, on the 
other hand, steadily increased. His larger works, such as the 'Lion 
and Serpent' in the Garden of the Tuileriea, have become popular 
idols; and the original caatti of his small bronzes fetch nearly their 
weight in gold. His most successfnl followers are Frlmiel (Jardin 
dea Plantea), Cam [Tuileries), and Gardet (^Luiembonrg, Cbantilly, 
etc.). By far the most eminent pupil of Rude is Jean Bajitiite 
Carpeaux (1827-76), who died at a comparatively early age. His 
'Triumph of Flora' at the Louvre, his 'UgoUno' at the Tailerlel, 
bia vivacious busts, and, most of all, his group of 'Dancing', at the 
Opera, which is tnspttcd by a truly Bacchifl goat of eiistence, and 
Ma 'Quarters of the Globe' on tbe Fontaine de t'Observatoire assure 
htm one of the highest places in (he history of modern sculpture. 
(The last can ho best studied in the moiels at tbe Louvre, which 
clearly reveal the feverish energy of the hand that made them.) 
With the great public the gentle maidens of his contemporary Chapa 
(iS33-9t) are still more popular (tomb ofRegnault in the E cole 
des Beauiit-Arts). Among the pupils of David may be mentioned 
Carrier' Btll ease, Cunelier, Mairviroa, and Aimi Millet. 

As we walk to-day through the Luxembourg Gallery, the pub! 
parks, the cemeteries, and tbe exhibitions we find, It is true, ma> 
academic conventionality, but there is also abundant evidence ol 
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strong effort to rise above convention and to perme&te workE of an 
with pergonU feeling, besidea t technique brought to a btgh state 
of p*tfectton. The moat ronsplcuous aculptors are Paul Diiiaii(b. 
1823), whose marvBllousty ftiiished forms bIiow tlie InBiience of the 
e»rly Italians; Fatgui'^re (b, 1831), whose fiery Provencal nature 
produces such udmtrabie works as the 'Pegasus' of theSquare de 
rOp^ri at the same time b!< sui'.h doubtful firoiiuotions aa the great 
figure in the Partheon; and Aftrdif (b, 1845), with his 'Glorii Victis' 
In the Hotel de Tllle and hia 'Quand Meme' in the Tuilcries Girden. 
Among the many who mi^ht hs signalized along with these we name 
Emesi Bnrrias L'l'itst Funeral', in the H6tel de Ville), Ouiltattme 
(monameiit to Ingres, in the E<^ole des Beaux-Arts), Crauk [nion- 
ument to Adm. Coligny), Boucher {' At the Goal', in the Luxembourg 
Garden), St. Marceaux, and PiK'h. Daloa has been more inclined to 
adopt the piutorial methods of ihe Itith r:entury. Hl> latest and much 
criticized works are the Monument of the Republic tPlace de la 
Nation) and the Monument to Alptiand (Avetme du Bois-de-Bou- 
logne). The extreme of individual ty in art is represented by tbe 
highly gifted Augyalt Rodin, whose works, however, are often open 
to criticism (The Kiss', 'Victor Hugo', 'Balzic', 'Mouth of Ui-ll'). 
Desboit and others suggest themselves in the same connection. Per- 
haps the most striking plastic work of modern days is Bariholom^'s 
'HonumetitanxMorts',itiFere-L&chalse. RtAy, Chaplain, Daniel Du- 
puM, and others have brill imtly resuscitated the art of the mudillist. 

On AnceiTECTunE a few words must suffli'e. Under the First 
Empire tlie classical spirit was supreme (Madeleine, Exchange), 
under the Uestoration it was relaxed only so far as to allow the 
addition of the b»5ilia (Notte-Dame-de-Lo:ctte, St. Vincent-iie- 
Paul). Under Louis Philippe, however, a great revival of Gothic took 
place, beaded by Viidlei-U-Duc, LoMur, and others (restorations of 
Notre Dame, the Sainte Chapelle, and Pierrefonda; Ste. Olotllde), 
and this was followed by a general eclecticism. Atnong the few 
really original works of the century honourable mention may be 
made of the Ecole dea Beaux-Arts, by Dulian; the cbuich of St. 
Auguatln, by llaUsrd; the Trooade'ro, built by Davioad and BourdaU 
in 1878; the churcL of the Sanrfi Cosur, by Abadie; and the Opera 
Housf, by (Aa r '( J ffnrnier, the interior of which is especially effective. 
VioUet-le-Dnc's 'Kntretiens sur 1' Architecture' first bioauhcd the 
important principle that the exterior of a building must indicate its 
uses and adapt Itself to the altered methods of constmrtion. The 
teadiiig-room of tiie Bibliotheque Nafionale, by ta6rous(<, is an 
admirable example of the adaptation of iron- construction to the needs 
of a large room.

After a. prcllmiuary study of the geiwril leniaibB on Parii iit 
p, xKTi, the best -way of ohtainfag a general idea of the appearance 
of ParlB ia to take a drive on the top of an omnibus or tiamway-cii, 
or in an ope^n cab^ tlirou^h the prinL^ipal Htrcet^^ If a cah i^ hired it 
gbonld be engaged b i'Acurf, and the driver desired to talis the fol- 
lowing route. 

Cab Dniva. The PotaM-Boyal (p. 60) ]b ftboaen as a convenient 
starting-point. Thence we drive to the E. througt the Rue de Ri- 
voli fp. SI), pasBing the Tour St. Jacques (p. 63) and the Hotel 
do Vtlle (p, 6&} ; then thrnugli the Rue St. Antoiiie, as far aa the 
Place de la Bastille (p. 70) and the Colonne de JuiUet (p. 71), 
and along the Grands Boulevards [pp. 72 et etq.) to the Madeleine 
[^p. 81)^ aifcd so to the Place de la ConcoTdc(p. B"2}. We nexta«cend 
the Champs-Elys^ea (p. 155) to the Arc de I'EtotJe (p. 158). Then 
we drive to the Font de rAJma (p. 165) , and across it to the 
ChatDp-de-Mars fp. 281) and Hotel doa Invalides [p. 274) ; Rne de 
GreneDe, Ste. Clotilde [p. 273), Boolevard St. Germain as far as 
St. Germain-des-Prc's (p. 262), Rue Bonaparte to St. Sulpice (p . 253}, 
and on to the Palais du Lui^embourg [p. 255] ; the Rue do M^- 
diois, at the end of which is the Rne Soufflot leading to the Pan- 
thoon(p.240). Theunodown the Boulevard St. Michelfp.228), pssaing 
the Sorboniie [p. 233) and Hotel de Cluny (p. 229) on the right, 
and the Fontaine St. Miohel (p. 228) On the left; next traverse the 
Bonlevard dn Palais and the 'Cits', where Notre-Darae (p. 224} ia 
observed oti the right, at some distance, and the Palais de Justice 
(p. 220) on the left, beyond which we regain the right bank of the 
Seine at the Plaea dii Chatelet (p. 63). Soon after we again reach 
the Rue de Rivoli, wtere we may dismiss the cab and descend 
through the Boulevard de Sffbastopol to the Grands Boulevards. 

The drive will occupy about 3 hrs. and (according to the 
vehicle) cost 7-10 fr., inclnding 1 fr. gratnity. 

Omnibus Dnrvn. Gentlemen m»y explore the city by taking a 
similar excursion on the outside of an otnnibus or tramway-car, 
which will occupy nearly docble the time, hut costs about 90 c. 
only. The route appears a little oomplicated , but will be easily 
traced with the aid of the map and Ust of omnibus lines (see Appx.j. 
Tahe an omnibus from the Madeleine [p. 81) to the Bastille, line 
E, without 'oorrespondanoe' (16 o.), as far as the Place de la Bastille 
Lp. 70) ; thence take a tramway-nar (coming from Vineennes ; 16 e.} 
to the H&tei de Yille (p. 65), and hence proceed by an omnibus of 
line C (Hotel de Ville-Porto Maillot) as far as the Arc de Triomphe 
de TEtoile (p. 158). Here alight, and retmrn by the sauio line to the 
Place de la Concorde (p. 82), without cxjrreBpoudance.

EiToli (p. 611 or on to the Grands Boulevards fp. T2), 

Good walkers may, of course, perfarm parts of this route oil foot 
and so ohtain a closei view of the objects of interest. They may, 
c.y., w&lk along the Glands Boulevaida to the Place de la Rfpub- 
liqne (ahoot 1 M. from the Optfni) ; from the Hotel de Ville to the 
Place de la Concorde (about I'/jM.); from the Luxenibotirg to the 
Rue de Rivoli (nearly 1 M,), or to the Boulefarda (3/^ M. farther). 

A good general view of the city may he obtained from the Totcuri 
of Notre Bamt (p, 227] , hut for this purpose clear weather la 
necessary, And that occurs seldomer than might be supposed. Erea 
when the sun ia shining, the middle distance is frequently in- 
distinct, a fact which may also he noticed from the ground in the 
longer streets. The best views are obtained when the weather ia 
clearing just after a shower, and on dry windy days; but in the 
latter case the wind is often disapeeahle on the top of the towers. 
A general snivey from another point of view is afforded hy a visit 
to the Butte Monlmarire (p. 204), "View from the Are de Triomyhe, 
8Pe p. 169. The Eiffd Tower (p. 282J is too far from the centre to 
afford an entirely satisfactory aurt'ey. 

Having acq^uired a general idea of the external appearance and 
topography of the city, the traveller may then proceed at his leisara 
to explore it in detail. 

IT. Distribution of Time. 
A stay of a fortnight ox three weeks in Paris may suffice to con- 
vey to the visitor a superflclal Idea of the innumerable attractions 
which the city offers, hot a residence of several months wuuid be 
requisite to enable him satisfactorily to explore its vast treasures of 
art and industry. The following plan and diary will aid him in 
regulating his movements and eronomising his time. The routes 
in the Handbook are arranged as far as possible so as to avoid 
loBB of time and unnocbssary df tours, but they may easily he re^ 
solved into new combinations or made in a reverse direction , as 
the convenience or pleasure of the sight-seer may dictate. Fine 
days should be spent in the parks, gardens, and environs. Eicnr- 
aiona to the country around Paris, in particular, should not he post- 
poned to the end of one's sojourn, as otherwise the setting in of 
bad weather may preclude a visit to many beantvi\t\ i£^^x% \a ^^^ 
neighbourhood.

Parks, public gardens, cemeteries, and the like ace alM 
omitted, ai they are practically always open. The days aud houn 
enmnerated, thongli correct at present, are lialtlc to alttration ; and 
the traveller is therefore referred to The Dailjf Meiicnger (p. 47), 
to the principal French newspapers, and to the bills posted on the 
advertising pillars in the botilovBidi. The mnseiiros and colloctioni 
are apt to be nncomfortably crowded on Sandays and holidayg.

17. DI3TSIBDTI0N OF TIME. 

Most ofthepiiMic collections and nmeeiiins are cloEcd on Monday, 
and also on the principal tiolidsys, oii. Asoeuiion Day, July 14tti, 
AssumptioD (Ang. lotK) and All Saints [tiov. lit), anlesi theae 
happen to fall on a ISnnday. Tbe Lodtto, Luxemliourg, and some 
OtheTB ai-e cloGod alio on Slirove Tuesday. 

LrBBABiSB are open on week-days from 9 a.i]i. to 4:,6, or G p.m.; 
some ol* them also la the evening and on Sunday. 

GHifRUKBH are nsually open from morning till dusk, but the 
afternoon is the he$t time fu; a visit, as no service is theo held. 
It should be noted that many churches are lo dark that tlie 
works of art cannot be properly seen except by gas-light. The 
Madeleine (p. 81} is not opea to visitors till 1 p.m., and sev- 
eral other chniclies are closed at ^ p,m. Snndays and festivals 
are not, of course, snitahle dnya for Inspecting the works of ait 
in the churches, but they frequently offer opportunities of hearing 
excellent music and good preachErs. See p. 33, and the notices 
of the primsipal churches. The hours of service are announced on 
boards in the lutenor of the buildings. High mass is usually it 
10 a.m. The masses at midday and 1 p.m. are especially attended 
by the fashionahle world; and the scene on the conclUEion of ser- 
vice at the Madeleine (p. 81} and other leading chniches is botk 
interesting and cUaractBriatlc. Chairs within the churches are let for 
5 c. each; on festivals 10 c. 

The traveilQC should always be provided with his passport, or at 
least visiting-cards, which will often piocnre him admission to col- 
lections on days when the pnblio are excluded.

At the bases ol' the obalislts ire representeit, 
nit the left, Tatiqnished Bstivia (HoUand) nith t dead lion, mttd nii 
the right the rfyer-god of the Rhine. The relief above the aich dii 
the Mme aide representi the P«aage of the Rhine in 1672; the 
rplief on the otheT side, the Capture of Maestricht. Nearly all Ac 
gpnlpturefl "were restored in 1886-87, 

Both these triumphal arches were the scene of sanj^ninary con- 
(lirta in July, 1830, June, 1848, and May, 1871. 

The Porte St. Denis stands between the Rue St. Denit and the 
Rue du Faubourg-St-Denii, together forming one of the mort iii- 
i^tent, and still one of the niost important lines of streets in Farif, 
Aa we proceed westwards the tcafQo beoomea bsielier, and the xhops 
more handsomely bnilt and richly stoflked. 

The continuation of the BouieTird St. Denis is the Boal6Tard 
Boime-HoaTeIle(Pl. R, 24; 111], which is 380 yds. in length. On 
the right sre the newpremhes of La Minagire (p, 40), the B«(aii- 
rant Maryntiiy (p. 17), and the Thi&tTC du Oymnarc (p. 33). Thii 
Rut d'RavtevUlt, at the end of which the church of St. Vinoent- 
de-Paul [p. 203) is seen, dtTerges on the same side. 

The ancient ftre^ets to th& left "f tbe boulevard lead in a Tew minutfi 
to Nstos-Swna-dg-Bsimc-NenTelle, ji chnrch of the 17lb anl 19th eent , «"' 
little Interefft in Itself, but cfiDtainiiig a bBndaome large u^arble group in 
high relief by Cfl. riffr^rffir/rx. Tupr^senling tbp Memory of tbp. Dead tl«l5^ 
m tb*» tirst chapel on tbe rigbt}. The. large cbapet nf thf^ ^'irgin, I'* (be 
ipft f>f the nave, is painl<?d in fresco by Afi^- Hfit<i. 

At the point where tho Rue rfu FaubouTg^PoiiSonmirt divergcil 
to the right and the Rut PQiasoimi^re to the left, begins the Boule- 
Turd Poiiionniire (PI . R, 21 ; lit], whieh is also 380 yds. long. 

In the Rue du Fanbourg-PoiaBonniSre, No. 15, is the Cofaervtt- 
toire (ie Muiiijue rt de DieUimation (PI, B, "21, Mj f//|, which, 
howeyer, is about to be remo-ved elsewhere. The Oonservatoire, 
founded in 1784 for the purpoae of tralninf singers and actors for 
the national stage, has a teaching-staff of over 70 and about 760 
pupils. Pupils are admitted by competition and receiTe their train- 
ing gratuitously. Winners of the Qrixnd Prix are awarded an annual 
allowance of about 4000 fr. for four years, daring which thay visit 
Italy and Germany for the purpose ot perfecting theniaelTes in their 
art. The most i] is tingui shed students are entitled to an engagement 
in one nl the subsidized theatres. The Conaervatoire possesses a 
Viluabla Callectityn of Musical /tijjrumrafa and an extensive Miviie.nl 
Library. Concerts, see p. 37. 

The OnUoctlon of Kusical InHtniments, in the second court, nest 
til 9 Ruo dii CunservRtoir^j, from whieh It may he flTitered, is open In vifl- 
ilors on Mon. and Than., 12-4. It contains oumerniis ingtTnments reisarlt' 
4b]u for their antiquity, rarity, ^xoellence, artistic bounty, nr historical 
%<iRocljitlon9. Tbe gla^a-ra'^es in tlic centre contain the finest instruments.

THfiATRK FEAWIJAIS. 

Tlie gruundllooi of tiie areaded block of tiuildiUKs incloaiiig the 
gardea was foTmeriy occupied almost ex.clusiTely by jewellerB' «iid 
aimiUi ihopa; now there iTe several shops 'to let'. Re stan rants IL la 
oarte and ^ prix fixe, see p. 17. — The E. side of the sqiiaie is 
called the 6aUrie dt ValoiSy the W. side the QaUrit Montpenftier 
(with the TMStre dtt FaUtU - RoyeU, p. 34), and the N. side the 
Oalerit BeaajolaU. 

The Gauden, 250 yds. In length and 110 yds. in breadth, and 
hardly deserving of the nsme , is scantily shaded by a quadruple 
row of small trees. In the fieiitre is a ctircular basin of water, 
near which a military band generally plays in Bommor (p. 38). 
The garden is embellished with several sculptures, tii'i., from 3. to 
N. : Eurydice bitten hy a serpent, by NanteuU; Meicnry, by Ctiynot; 
the Snake CharmeT, hy Thabiird; Boy straggling with a goat, by 
Lemolne; the Versailles Diatia after the antique; and a Youth 
bathing, by Esparcitrnx (d. 1840). The chairs are let at 10 e. each; 
the heui'hes are free. 

To the W. of the palace is the small Place du ThflitTe-Fr/m!iti», 
at the end of the ATenne de I'Opfra (p. 60). It is embellished 
with two handeorae modern (otiiitains by Davioud, with nymphs in 
bronze hy Carrier-Bel leuso and Moreau. 

The TllAttra Franfais (PI. R, 21; 7/1 was founded in 1786-90, 
and has been used for the performances of the Comfdie Fran^aiae 
since 1799. In March. 1900, it fell a prey to the flaraeB, but, for- 
tunately, the exterior eswped practirally unscathed, and the dama^ 
to the interior 1« being rapidly made good. 

Moat of the Beiilpturea whltib it contained liRvc btEti savtrl aril arc 
now ejtbitilli^d at the Lonvi-e, in v- reoin a^.ioinin^ tbe Dew SaiLe Carpcaux 
fl»H 108), wbedce tbey will he trausfetrud to Ihclj* foruser pojjltion afkr thn 
rceoD^truction t^f tho thcdtrc.

Mars (i1.184i), oa 'CtH- 
m^ne' tin Wollere's ^Misanthrope'), by Thamat; a fanioiia ^Statue ufVoltam^ 
td. ITJB), by Boviom • statue of George Sand (d. 1S70), by CUsingtr ; a. 
cbimney-piece with a relief repreaentiiiti comerliana crowning the fiRure of 
Xolit^re, i>y Lfsgn^m and bufts of c£^1ebratcd French dramatists (Mollt'ra, 
by //oTifltan). — TUc perforoitinct^B of ibc Comiidie Fran^ais are helng pro- 
TiaionaJy y^vcia in the Ods^on {p. 33). t>ut the Tht^atro Francala will prob- 
ably tie re-opened in tlic autiimti of 1300. 

Between the Place du Palais-K<iya1 and the Loitvre passes the 
•Bne da HivoU (PI. R, 18, 20, 23; !1, 111, Y), one of the most 
important streets in Paris after the Boulevards, t^onstrncted between 
1802 and 1805 and named in honour of Napoleon's victory over the 
Atistrians at liivoli In 1797. LeaTing the Plate de la Concorde, it 
runs parallel with the .Seine for l','^ M., and ends at the Eue St, 
Antoine, which forms a prolongation connecting it with the Place 
de la Bastille. It passes the Gardnn of the TuileTies, the Louvre, 
and the Place dn Palais- Royal, this part q( tVie sttite't »a \m ■»»• "^*-

l/j M . ia leiigtii, vbere tbere *ie mnny attractiTe shops and holdj 
of the highest cl»ss. We foUow it to tho left from the Falaig-Roytl, 
with OUT backs to the Place de la GoncoTde. On the right mes the 
Patni» du Lauvrt [p. 86); on the left the Uagtiiim du Loavn 
(p. 40). To the left, farther on and partly concealed by tbo arcades, 
is the Temple ife COratoirt, a church erected by the priests of the 
Otatolte in 1621-30, bat noir used as a Ptoteatant place of worsliip 
if. 50). A btatue of Admirai Cotignt/, one of the victims of the Night 
of St. Bartholomew (p. ST), by Crank, was erected here m 1889 ; It 
tepresents the admiral betwaea Ma FatberUnd and Religion. 

At this point the arcades tennlaate, and the Hue de Riveli ii 
iaterweted by the £tie du Louvre (station cf the MetTopolitan Hall- 
way, £ee Appendix, p. 83). The first building to the tight Ui the 
Rne dn LooTre is the Vjeiii Louvre, with the famous Colounade by 
Peiianlt (p. 68). Opposite rises the Mairit ofthelH Arrondhiojitnt 
(Votmt), which tries, somevhat unhappily, to secnre harmony of 
effect by pvin;:, though ia modilled BenatMance, an 'eebo of the 
Oothic ide^ in the adjoining diaich of St. Germain-rAiuemifs, 
The 'Salle des Mariafea* in the Hairie Is adorned with pairttingi by 
Besnard. 

The cliarch of *8t. Germun-rAiizerTOia(Pl. R, 'JO; Ul), founded 
in the 6th century, dates in iti present farm liom the 13-16tb 
eeniuricf. The facade, which is pierced with a roae-window of rich 
{lamboyant tracer)' and Banked by two hexagonal tanets, is preceded 
by a p«ith surmounted by a balustrade and adorned in the interior 
iHtli Cre»co«s, now sadly dera<s<;d. When the gate it dosed, 'vlsiton 
•ni adnitted b; the rifht side-ennance. — The sienal for the 
— saacBe of St. Bartholomew (Ati;. '21th and '25th, 1&72) was given 
ftem the little bell-'towet of this church, to the ri^ht of the trausepi.

eud of the Hue du Lpttvie ^e iibtairi & good view ot the Pout- 
Neuf with the statije of Henri IV. (p. 233), and of tlie dome of 
tlie Fantlidoii fp. 241.1) ilsiug in the background. 

Beyond the Ru^ du Louvre the Rue de Uivoli interset^ts the 
Rue dn Pont-Neuf , leading from the. bridge of that name to the 
Halles Centrales (p. 173). Farther oil , to the left , diverges the 
Rui; deg Hallea. To the right, beyuod the Rue des Lsvandifrea, is 
tht! Slalirjn da CkdUlct of the Metropolitan Railway fsee Appi., 
p. 33). W(j then oross the Boultvard dt Sibaslopol (p, 7!J), whith is 
teiminated on the S. by the Plane du Chatclat (see below). 

In a small eqoarc to the light rises the *TDni St. Jaoqusa (PI. 
R, 23 ; III, V), a handsome square Gothic tower, 175 ft. in height, 
elected in 150S«22, a relic of the church of St. Jacquta dt la 
Boticherie, which was sold and taken down in 1789. The tower was 
purchased by the city in 1836 and subjected to a procosa of restor- 
ation. In the hall on the ^eundQooi ia a statue [by Cavelier) of the 
philosopbei Fatcai (1623-62), who is said to hsvi> icpoated on the 
summit of this tower [or, according to other authorities, on the 
tower of St. Jacqut'S du Haut-Pap, p. 28fi) his eitperinienta with 
tegard to atmospheric preasuie originally m»de on thi; Piiy de Dome. 
The 'ViBW from the summit of the Tour do St. Jacquea ia one of the 
flnegt tn Paris, as the tower occupies a very cential position, but 
the pnblic are not allowed to ascend except with a permit obtained 
gratis at the Hole! de Vllie [Direction 'des Trivaui) daily 11-S, 
except Sun. and holiday?, though sometimes an appliratioii to the 
keeper of the square (foe) is sufficient. — The Square de la Tour 
St. Jacques is embellighed with bronze sculptures of the Bread- 
bearer, 'Ducks and Drakes' ['Le Ricochet'), and Cyparisans, by Cou~ 
tan. Vital Ccirnu, and //. PIS. 

Tba Squarea uf L'aris, like the great roajority of tho otlier proioenadait 
of Ui6 cily, are both ueeful and oruameatal. Though tbcy have been can- 
fliructed i»n the model of tbe London oqiiares, the ep,io7mept of (he garden.^ 
with which they are laid oat la by no meana cimfLDed to a fow privileged 
individuali, but ts free to all-oomera. The formation offlquarua of this aort 
baa been a prominenl feature of the modem street fmproTementa of Paria. 

The modem Avenue Victoria, which skirts the S. side of tbe Square 
de la Tour de St. Jacques, leads heuce to the H6tel de Ville (p. GB). 
The Place dw ChMelet (Pi. R, 20, 23; V), the site of which 
was occupied till 1802 by tbe notorious prison of that name, lies at 
the S. end of the Boulevard de Sahastopol , on the bank of the 
Seine. The Fontaine de La V'iclotre, designed by BoKio, and erected 
liere in 1807, cotnroeiaorates the first victories gained by Napoleon I. 
It is adorned with four llgures representing I<'idelity . Vigilance, 
Justice, and Power, and surmounted by the 'Colotme 4\i^?tat&s^ , 
on which are inscribed the names of 15\)att\es, Oti \Ve wv-Tsstsfi. Ss. 
a glided status of Victory. The montimeiiit 0T\piva\Vj iJiaoi ^"''?^^

16 ft, high by IS ft, wide. All the draloa are oonatmcted of solid masonry, 
and lined wiEb bydmulic c^^ment. The ^coUecteurs^ are flanked wttb pave- 
ments or ledges, between which tbe wafer nios^ and above one or biith 
of wbich ia a pipe for pure water. All tbefie channels communicate with 
tbe flireets by nnmeiruuB iron ladders, and each Is furnlsbed with Its di^ 
linctive mark ;ind tbe name of tbe street &bovc. 

The cleaning of thOEie sewers in wbich there is a cbauael rlAnke<d 
wllb ledges is effected by a very ^ngen^out^ ayitem. There are boats at 
waj^gona of the same width a^ the channel, each provided with a vertical 
1 gate or slide^ which when let down exactly fits tba channel. Wben Ihs 

slide ia adjusted the boat is prnpellod dnwnwards by the forea of the 
Stream, ftcraping clean the bottom and sides of the newer as it advances-

Tbe *H6tol do ViUe (PL H, 23; V), or town-Ull of Paris, in 
many respects one of the Jineat buildings in tbe city, vas erected in 
1878-84 by Baliu and Vsperiha ag; an enlarged and I'uriciiGtl repllra 
f>f tbe old llotel de Ville, burned by the Commtiuards In 1871.

Tbs Uutel de Ville hap played a conapicuona part in tbe dififerent re^ 
vulutiona, having been the ufloal raf lying-place uf the deniQi:r&tia party. 
Oa 14tli inly, ilw, the c«<ptura of tbe Sastille were con ducted In trluznpb 
into th« ^eat ball. Three days later Loxila XVI. oatne in proceaaiDu 
trom VerBaillea to the HAtel de Ville under the protection of fiailly find 
other pnpul&r depatied, ibafi publicly tedtitying bia aubtuiasloo to the will 
itf the National Adi9embly. The king wai aeeonapAtiled hy a demo tool. 
10 whom he ."ibowtid hiruaelf at the window of the Hfitel de Ville wearini^ 
Ui« trl-eoloured cockade, which Lafayette bad Just chosen aa the eoenia- 
anee of the new national guard. On 2Tth July. 1794 (9tb Th^rmldor], 
wben the Cornfuune, tbe tool employed by Robespierre against the Con 
ventloa« was holding one of lU meetittgi here, Barra^i with fi^e hatlallonn 
forced bis cutraDce la the name of the Conveotlon, apd Eobeapierre^ tu 
^'.acnpe arreat, attempted to shoot, him.'ielf, but only succeeded In shatter- 
ing bifl jaw. Here was also celebrated the unian of tbe JuJy Monarchy 
with (be bourgeoisie^ wheo LouJs PbiUppe preietited biniself at oue of the 
windows, in Auguat, 1S30, and in view of the populace embraced Lafay- 
ette. From tbe steps of tbe Udtel de Ville ^ on 24th Foh, 1848, Louis 
Blaue proclaimed the institution of tbe republic. From 4tb Sept., 1870. 
to 2Btb Feb., 18T1, the Htltel de VDle was tbe seat of tbe '-gonTemement 
da la d^fenBB DAtionale% and from IQtb Marob to 3'2nd May, lE^l, that of the 
Communards and their ^comiU du aalut public'.

The new H6tel de ViUe ia a magniflcent structure iii the Frenth 
Re!iai>saiL(?e style, with dome-coveTed paTJlioiis at the angleg (re- 
calling the medieval toweraj, mansard wlTidowB, and lofty decor- 
ated RMnineys. The building 19 entiieiy detached am] is surroundeil 
liy an area with a railing, affnrdiug light ti> the aunk floor. The ground- 
Hoor is adorued with {vilasters, and the first floor with engaged pUlif* 
dl" the composite order. Ahove the ilrst lloor is a kttid of entresol, 
while the paviliotm have ati entra ^tory, 

Tlie *MAtN Faoape is diTidisd Into three approximately eqtlll 
parts. That in the eenlre, prnjecting beyond the others, liaii three 
KntTsnces, two of which are carriage-archways with pavilions. In 
front of the third are bronze statues of Science, by /itajic/turd, and 
Art, by Munjuestt. In the iiicheB of the principal stories (atid also 
on &11 the paviliarii] are statuea of celebrated men of all ages, while 
on tbe coniiceE are allegorical groups and figures representins the 
chief towns of France. Tbe facade ia farther adorned with a band- 
some clock surrounded with seven statnee, a graceful Camjianile, 
and (on the roof) ten gilded flgurei of heralds (the taste of which, 
however, ba.B been criticised). Including a few statues in tbe courts, 
there are about '200 Slaiass and Groups on the eiterior of the Hfitel. 
Most of these are explained by inscriptions. 

The other fafades, which differ from eacli other, are also worthy 
of inspection. The small garden on the side neit the Seine con- 
tains a bron7.e Eqntittian Statue of Etienne marcel (p. nil J, by Idrat 
and Marqueste. The entrances on the tear elde are guardeilby bronii: 
linna, by Cain and Jacquemari. 

Visitors may at all times walk through the HStel de Ville and 
inspect the handsome cotirts.

Thua in 1572, after the massacre of St. Bartholumew, Cathe^riim 
de M^dici^ doomed tbe Huguencftt chiefs Briquetuoiit &nd Cavagneja to 
perish ignomijilonaly by the gftllows in this Place ^ and io 1574 site 
ordered the Comte Montgomery') captain of the Scottish guard, to be 
executed here for having accidentally eau&ed the deatk of her bus- 
band Uenri II. at a tonrnament (j>, 317). From that period down tu 
1739^ the Place de Cireve wltnea^ed the ei.ecution of tLe nnmerous 
viotima of a despotic government, as well as cnminals \ and in the 
July of that year FouloHj general comptroller of finance^ and hia 
son-in^aw Bertier, were liaiiged by the mob on the lamp-poets ol 
this Place.

under Napolififv //A, who^e architect*? werd YitcQnH and Ltfuel. Tbo 
parts bniU under Napoleon IIL include tbe E, half (22U yds. Ii>ng) of tbn 
K» g'allery^ and a)>flo the inner galleries on boLb K. and S.^, nearly aa long, 
wbicb with their transverse )!:allerlej Fit right aogles, and the gardens m 
the BQuaref were intended to cunccal tbe wmt of exact pEiraUelism between 
the !N. and S. wingji and between the Yieux Lonvre aod the Tuileried* 

Tbfl older part of tbe Lourre has been tbfl flcene of many memorably 
hifitoiical events. On IBth Aug.^l5T2, the niarriag« of FVinc^tt Jfaiyaref 
of ValoU with the King of Kavarre, aflerwards Henri IV, of France^, was 
Bolemniaed here, moit of the I^nguenot cblesffl helnj^ preaent on the occa- 
■ion. Fife days Hater, on the night of Sl4(b Aag., tbe Blgnal waa given 
liere for the ma^aacre of tbe lliignenots. Tbfl faarda Immediately leaned 
from the palaee-court where tbey had been asaembl&dT itad proceeded 
B.rat to tbe reaideoee of Admirol de CnUgnif^ wbo became tbe flrat victim 
Gi tbe fearfol Klgbt of St. Bartholomew. Aceordtng to a tradUton, repeated 
by Mirabeaa and other orators of tbe ReToIutloD^ Chariot IX, Mmaelf on 
tbii oc-cafllon dred on bla aabjecta from one at tbe S. windowa of tbe 
palace, whera the inscription, -CTesE de eette fenStre qna riofimti 
Charles IX., d*execrabJe miSmoirej a tird sar le peuple avoe nne carabine^ 
waj accordingly flngrared in 179a. 8{x yeara latern, bowerar^ Ibe woxis 
were erased ^ as It waj discovored that tbat part Df tbe palace was not 
bttiit till tbe reign of Beari IV. 

On 2Ub May, ISH, tbe whole building with its immense treasurea of 
SkTi was aeHoiisly iniEierillcd by tbe inceodlarism of the Cammonardfi. Tbe 
part of tbe conuectiiig win^ ne^t to the Tuikrie-^ wsks much damaged by 
tb« flro^ and tbe imptrtnl library of ^0,000 vols, find many precious MSS, 
wa* destroyed. Tbe VeraalUea troops fcprtunately arrWed in time toe-rroat 
tbe progress Of the flames and pravent Incalculably greater losflea. 

The palace of the Louvre conaiE^ts of t^o iiifLii]i diviMonB^ tbe 
V/etix Louvre, or Old Louvre, and tbe No^veau Louvre^ or New Lotivre, 

Tbe ViKUX. Loi7VR£ i& tb« targe qoadfangle of buildings at the 
E, end of the opposite hiBtOTical plan, enclosing a court of hatmon- 
iotte desiga. The finest parC^^ however ^ are the 8. half of the 
W, aide facing the court and the W. half of the S. aide, next the 
Seine, both by P, LmcoI^ the most distinguished mastei of tbe 
earlier FretLfib Renaissance style; the other portions, as indicated 
above, being merely reproductions. The rich fa9ade of the W. wing^ 
rising in three gtoriea and decorated by J tan Qoujon and Faolo 
FofttJOf Is justly admired as the most perfect example ^^f t^<%. %,^\% 
of the period of Frauds I, The central piiv\\\0Ti ^^li'i ^stv^Tv^^ ^ 
two $torie$ oniyi ifte atory subBeqiiemtly aAdeft. \s ^ioxTxtft. '^"^'^ ^^^ 
rraddeA by Ji Sarazin.

The 
attic story of the lemalning three eidei waa added under Louia XIT. 
The eiterioi fafadoa are iiimilaT, except on the E. aide, oppoaite 
St. Germain I'Ansenois. That facade, ISO yds. long and 90 ft, higU, 
was elected by CI. Perrafili, phyaician and architect, whose hand- 
some Colonnade^ consisting of ^& CoTlnthlaii colnmna in palrS| haa 
oeen somewhat overrated. The dimensiona of the colonnade wem 
so unskilfully calculated, that it is not only longer than the main 
huilding, hut wa& aUo too hl^h until the attic story was added, 

Tbfl gjLrd^na an tbo outside of tbc Vieux Louvre :kre adorned wiib 
montnaentd of nrtitts. To the left, in front of (be coIODoade, ia «ii eqae*- 
trtan itallle of Velaiq«et (ir>9S-1660), by Fr<<liii(t; farlller to tbe left it (hi 
monimicnt of Ft. Bouelier (1703 70), by Anber, then tiat of Raffti tlitU-eO), 
with the drummer Itom bin 'ReTi^^w of tbe Dtiad^-, and beyond tb«t U a 
monunient to Meiitonier (1^10-91), by Mercid, 

The NoTJVBAU LocvBB, whicTi Ie mncb larger, extends to theW. 
from the ¥iEui Louvre to beyond the Ate de Triomphe du Car- 
rOQRel, where it nnites with two wings of the former palace of the 
Tnileries. It indtides a few ancient portions, as indicated above, 
bat the most iateresting parts are the additions of the 19th cent., 
eapecially those in the inner square. The heary and showy fafadee 
of these new buildings, with their pavilions roofed with domes, their 
Corinthian half-columns, their caryatides, their portico, colosa!al sta- 
tues [representing 86 eminent Frenchmen), and groups of sculp- 
ture (63, of an allegorical eharacter], harmonise in their general 
tharatteristifis only with the architecture of the earlier parts of the 
paUce. His scarcely more practicable to enumerate the sculptures 
that ailom the eiterior of the Nonve&n Louvre, thin to enumerate 
those on the Vieax Louvre. The pediments and caryatides of the 
sbt chief pavilions, from left to right, begitming at the Flaee dn 
Carrousel, are by the following artists; Guiikmmc (neit the Place) 
and Cavtlier; Buret (pediment), Bo do, PoM, and CavdUr; Y'dain 
[two pavilions); SimaH (pediment), Briant tht Younger, JacqUOi, 
Ottirt, and BohtH; Joufffoy (next the square) and Ltqutsnt. 

The Louvre and Tuileriea together cover an area of about 48 
acros, forming one of the most magnificent palaces in the world. The 
effect of the whole is harmonions, in spite of the lack of unity; and 
the pile is considered perhaps the beat work of French architecture. 

Since 1793 tbe whole of the Old Louvre has been used as a Mu- 
seum. The E, half of the S. wing of the New Louvre also contains 
oollections, while tl{e N.wing ia occupied by tbe minister of finance.

The brief ofQclal catalogue of the antique aculptafca, by A. H. dt YilU-

nnmnerfl appear on the l^ft aide of the ACtilptnrea,. btit are sometiinej 
lacking, tt may al-^o be noted that the labels give the ori^n of tbe apeci- 
mens in large letters in tbe l^rat line, not tbe subject of the sculpture. 

In the VestibttI/B is a cloak-room (optional; comp. p. 89). — To 
the right is the Oalesib Mollien, which contains ancient statues, 
more or leas inntilated and of inferior value, a large Byzantine 
mosaic, found near Tyre, in Phmnicia, two antique sarcophagi, etc. 
At the end is a staircase aeceiidiug to the French department of 
the Picture Gallery (PL K; see p. 131). 

Opposite the entrance to tbe l«ft ia thi^ Salh det Mouta^^fs, formerly a 
ridiut^.fcbool, cr>Titiitnln^ a cotlectiun of caata for the una nf ^todeiita {viii- 
toi^ taay proceed through tbU room to tbt^ Chalcograpbie and the CoUeotion 
Ljrandidier, p. 151).

We next reach the Okajii) Escixihb, or Esdallek D4.BU, whkh 
iseenda to the Picture Gallery fp, lOfl). The ceiling of this stair- 
c&se is def^orated with mas.iica after Lenejniev, leferiing to Antiquity 
and the RenaisBunce , which are represented by allegorical ftgnres 
of the principal coaptiles , and by inedanions and the nimes of 
their most lllostrionB arti^U. — At the top stands the Nike of 
Samothrace (p. lOS). 

The room to the right of the staircase contsine Antiqnttiei from 
Northern Africa, including floulptures fmoatly much mntilated), 
inscriptions, mosaics, Knmin lamps, terracottas, etc. Among the 
most notable are ■ 1888 (left, nndei glass), Bust of Ptolemy, King of 
Mauretania; 1783. Head of Medusa in profile; 1838 (entrince-wall, 
to the tight), Relief with three Elements. 

To reach the sculpture-gallery -we now desoend either side of 
the staircase.

So-called African Fisherman, In black marble, t^rongly restored as 
iSeneca; 438, Porphyry bath; 1389, Chair in red marble. In the 
middle is a large Eoman mosaic with rustic scenes and occupations. 

RoTONDB, with decorations in stncco by Michtl Angtittr (1B53) 
and ceiling-paintings by Muuzahne, representing Ihe Creation of Man. 
In the centre, *866, Borghese Mars (formerly called Achilles). In the 
first wind ow-ni civ e, flne Greek reliefs. Between the 1st and 2iid win- 
dows, 890. Statue of Diomede. By the 2nd window, 6B6, So-called 
Aatrologkal AUar from Oabii, with tlie heads of the twelve Olympian 
deities and the signs of the lodi.io. Farther on, 889. Archaic statue 
of a pugilist ; 884. Archaic Apollo. By the entrance to the Salle 
Grecque, 867. Female head, a Greek original of the Phidian age; 
931, Head of Area; 926. Sepulchral statue of a woman, Greek. 

To the right of the entrance to the next rooro ' *9\22. Silenus 
with the Infant Bacchus, known as the 'Faune i I'Enfant', of the 
end of the 4tb cent.

It \s tbe work af a acboo] wblch was cuu* 
temporary witb tbc ficbnald of FrfixiteUt and ^ccp^f (4tb cent. fi.C.)i but 
had a very diOftiTftDt 4tylB frum either. On the ancient monumeats Aphro- 
dite and Kike, in attitudes dimilar to that of tbi» work, are «ach repre- 
aeatad alugly, holding a flbicld^ and tbe aame attitude is obMrved ia 
groaps of Apbrudite with Ares. Tbe weight of evidence is tbe preaeat 
case lA in favour gf tbe view tb&t tbe gudde^a stood aluue, holding a thield 
(ka a synabo) of victory in her hand Among variona frai^enta fooad 
along with the Etatne were part of a left ama and a ieft baud, the aloied 
Otigera of which bold aa apple (now preaerved in a glaaa-case by the 
tirst window to tbe left)^ and thia has naturally led aome of the French 
aaVADts to auppose that thia Aphrodite held an apple in her aplifted left 
baud and her drapery with tbe right. Tbe hand ia, however^ of inferior

B. FIRST FLOOR. 

The most iiDportant collection on the flist floor of the Loutts ia 
the Fielure GaiUn/, which oooopies nearly the whole of the S. wn- 
neoting gallery between the Old Louvie and the Tuileries (Galerie 
du Bord de tEau), together with the whole of the inner gnUery of 
the New Lonvie parallel to it, and also several saloons in the 0\i 
LouTie.-^The first floor of the Old Louvre also contains the Ancient 
Bronws (p. 142], the Dratrings (p, 143), the Mediaeval, Benaif- 
sanei:, and Modem Worla of Art (j, 144), the Ancient Vanes and 
the Smaller Anlijtiiltei (pp. 147-149), the Jev^eli (p. 140), and 
the Gems, Enamels, f/nii Oold OmamenU (p. 138).

Oti the landing of the Escalier I>aru are a portion of the collection 
of Etrqsean terracottas (p. 148) and also ('2369) the *iVifce of Samo- 
thraee, oti a pedestal representing the prow of a trireme. This flgnro, 
found in 18fi3, was originally erected in memory of a naval victory 
won by Detuetrins Poliorcetes about 305 B.O. The much mntilsted 
statue represents the goddess on the prov of a vessel, lit the act of 
sounding the signal for battle upon her trt;tmpet. In dignity of con- 
oeptlou and in the m.asterly handling of the voluminous drapery, this 
sculpture is perhaps the finest extant work of early-Uellenistic art. — 
To the left, seven steps higher, is a. replica of the Victory of Brescia, 
a variation of the Venus of Milo (p. 95). In a case to the left is a 
Samothracian coin, showing a Victory in the attitude of the etatoe. 
Thence we may either enter by the door to the right of the last- 
named Victory and pass throngh the Galerie d'Apollon, as indicated 
below ; or we may ascend the seven steps to the right of tlte Nike 
' »nd reach a colonnaded vestibule and the Salle Dachatel (p. 114), 
.at the end of which is the Salon Cane (p. 116).

It was then entirely 
neglected for a century and a half, Ijut was at lengtli completed In 
1848-51 by Felit r>uhan. It is the most beautifnl hal! in the Lonvie, 
and is considered one of the inest in the world.

Golleotion La Caie. This collection, which was presented to 
the museum in 1809, forms in seroral respects a valuable cotiiple- 
mcnt to the Louvre galleries.

The Pal&iH des Taileriefl, properly speaking, was liurnf^d l>y the 
Communards in J871 and eitists no longer. Its only remaina are the 
wings tt'Mch connected it with the Louvie. That on tlie aide ndx.t ] 
the rivor^ contniriing the Favilion de FloTe^ was restored in 1863-68 
and again after tbe fire of 1871, in whif'li it sustained littJe diim&i^e. 
It is at present partly occupied by the Colonial Offict. The right 
wing, in the Rue de Rivolij with the Pavilion de Morsanj was eii- 
tir^ely hurned down in 1371 and was rebnilt iu 1875-78; but the 
interior ia still unilnishi';d and unoci^upied. 

The f'titait det Tuiierift (comp. the PIjld, p. SB), founded by Catherine 
de MdEllcii, widow oi' Henfi U., was begun in 15iS4^ beyond lbs city-wall^ 
of that poriLid. it derived its a:jr[uo from the tile-kilns iiuiUriet) th^L i>ri^- 
inally oiicup^ed It^ site. Tbe first iirt^bUect was Fhilib&rt Dficrmty whu 
woa aucc&cdcd by Jcttn BaUani, The original plan welb afterwards much 
modiSed and the abov^-riientiODEd puv-ilinnii wf^re incQFporaled with it. 

The palace prosented no great ari^Mtectur&I interest, bnt wa$ rich in 
hlstortcjLl aasociationfi^ especiiilly those conne4:ted with the overthrow of 
the French monarchy in 17^1-132. Eefore the FLevolntion the palace w&s 
onjy ociMhSionally occupied by the French jaovereigna^ but it waa i^li«. Iv^^^V- 
tual residence oFNupoleon I,, Lciulii XVIU., GttftT\aa'TL,\*OTn.'6't\i.ViA^^

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On 20tli July, 1792, tlie unnivBraair of *^e meeting in the Jeo da Panmft 
(p. 325)^ tbe piJace of tlie Tuil^riea wait attacked tiy ^ mob of about 
(birty tboosand rlDtcrj HTmsd with pike^i, but en tbat occmaion tbey flon- 
tetitcd tbemp'slv^s tritb tbreateniDg and insulting tbe king., On lOtb 
Auj^uftt the storm &t le.ugth bnrat farth In all ita fary. At mJilDlgbt alarm- 
belia begAD to ring in tbe ciuburba. Thousa-nds of armed men marcbad 
to tbe palace. The fidelity of the nntloaal gaard posted in tbs patacB> 
jard and garden began to waver, and they were deprived of their com- 
manding officer by stratagem^ They mjgbt, however^ in coujuiictioti with 
the ^wisft fuard of 19GU men commanded by Colonel Pfyiler, bave suc- 
ce^afally defended the ^laluce^ had not the king, yielding to jolicilations 
whicb were in some caaeii treacherous, quitted the palace with hia family, 
Faaaing through the giLfden of the Tuilerlea, he repaired to Ibe Mantge^ 
or riding-ficboQl (see p^ 84j^ where tba legislative asaembly held it» meet! ugs. 
The national guard then dispersed, but the Swiss guard and about 
12U noblemen wbo were faitbfnL to the king occupied the pulace and 
refused to surrender it. As the mob pressed forward more vehemently^ 
the colonel comm&iidQd Mi men to Rtb, and the palace-yi^rd and Pl&ee 
du Carrousel were speedily cleared. The Swiss guard now believed that 
victQry wa^ aasnxed, but the kinj; pent orders to Ibem lo digcontiniio 
ilring and to surrender the palace. Finding that tb« ^ard cemed to 
dre , the assailants renewed thnir attack and reopened their fire with 
redoubled vigour. Within &, iew secimds tbey inundated the polacft, 
killed every man they encountered,, wrecked the farnlture and Attlnga, 
and ^tulfl Or carried to the Huiel de Ville nunieron^ objecta of Talae^ 
The retreating Swiss guard were almost all abot down in the garden^ 
and the rest hy order of Louis gave up tbeir urni? to the national guard 
in the ball of the national asaembly. The Revulntton was vlclorious. 
Of the hitbet-to ejclsting; atate-structure nut Qab alone was left on another, 
Royalty lay prostrate in the dust, and the legislative aas^embly continued 
to exist merely in najue» — The king and bis family apent the nigbt in 
a flmaU room In the Manege, and on 13tb Aug* he was conveyed as a 
prisoner ti> the Temple Tower (p, StOl, whence he waa only released tii 
be led to the scaflold on Jan* 2lat, 17^3. 

From 10th May, 17S3, to 4th Kov,, 1706, tbe Convention, and afterward* 
the Couoca itf £iaaft down to 179E}, held their meetinga In the K, wing. 
On Feb. 1st, IBOO, Ifapoleon, as ^First Cansol", took up hSs quarters her-e^ 
and the paiftce also became the Dfticial residence nf the Restoration and 
July munarchiea. On 21th Feb., 1B48, Loui* I'hitippe abandoned the pal- 
ace to the mob without realstance. Napoleon Lll» resided hero from 
1862 to 23rd July- 1870, when be quitted Paris to take the command of 
the Army of the Hhine* The history of the Tuileries as a royal residence 
cluaes with the departure of tlie Empress Eugenie &ft«r the battle of Sedan, 

On20thUay^ ISTl, the Gummunas^ds, aware of their desperate position 
and tbe Impending capture of the city by the government troops, deterr- 
mined at one of tlieir sacret meetings to wreak their revenge by setting 
all tbe principal public bnildinga tin lire. Tbe orders which they issued 
for this purpose, signed by Deleacluze, Dotubrowaki, J^udo.'^, and other 
ringleaders, pe-ofessed to emanate from the '-C&Rtiti du Saint i^ithlicV 
Several of those decuments atlll extant show the fearfully comprehensive 
and systematic cbcira,c1er of this diabolical scheme, which also eiubraced 
numerous private duellings, as being ^tnaisona BtiaoBctas^ A beginning 
was made with the Tuileries. vrhich was prepared for destructiun by 
placing combustibles steeped In petndeum and barrels of gunpowder in 
the various rooms. It waa set on fire at a number of different plaee? on 
IZSsd uid 23rd JUay, ufter tbe Versailles troops bsd forced an entrance 
Into the city, taut before they bad gained posaession of the pnlace, Tbe 
fonflagration soun assumed tbe moat terrible dimensions, and all attempla 
to nxiinguish It were fruitless. Tbe wh(de of the W, side of the palace 
ir«j ape0dily reduced 1^ a gigantic heap of Biii,ou\d^Tin^ ru-ins. 

Th& open ap&ce between tlie LonTTfi mv^l \ii& 't\vft.eufe%^'^\0& 
exception of the part beyond th« Arc de TnoTD-^"Vte 4^ ^»xi^XLt%\^^' 
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oocupieii down tn ne»ily 1840 ty a Ubyiinth of irarrow streets, 
wticli Lonlg Philippe, the first monarch who piojt'rted eitensiva 
city iropiovenjents, hegm to remove. The work of demolition was 
completed by Napokon HI., and the space thus cicsied wa« divided 
into thtBc paita (tomp. ground-plan , p. 883 - ^^^ Square du Cnr- 
rouiet; the Place du CottdukI, which adjoins it on the W.^ and 
the CouT da TtiUtTita. 

The Pi/Aoa do Cuiboubbl (PL B, 17, 20; //), formerly mndi 
smallei than no'w, derives its name from a kind of equestrian ball 
giTeii here by Louis XIT. in 1662. On this site Napoleon I. directed 
his architects Fontaine and PeTcier to ere^.t the *Aro de Triompbe 
do Carrousel, in imitation of the Arcli of SoTerus at Rome , to 
commeiDorate his victories of 1805 and 1306. The structure, which 
was formerly the principal entrance to the Tuileriea, is 48 ft. in 
height, BB'/j ft. in width, and 21 ft. in thickimai, hut in coiise- 
queuce of the immense clearance that has taken place since its 
erection It is now too small to harmonise with Its surroundings. 
(The Arch of Severus is 7d ft. in height and 82 ft. in width.) 

Ttifl arcb ts perforated by tbrse arcadsa and etubellishatl witli Corin- 
tlilan eoluirtDR m red marble with bases attd capltalfl id bronze supl'iortiD^ 
marbla statues represetitiiig soldjera uf tb« empire. 

The Marble Eeiie/s on tbo sid«3 com mem orate tbe achievements uf the 
Emperor ond the French armjr. In front: on tbe right, the Battle of 
Ansterllti; on the left, the capitulation ot tLe AustriuD ^eaeral Slaclc at 
Ulni. At the back: cu the rl^lU, tbe conclusion oT peace at Tilsit ^ on 
ttie left, entry into Mnnlcli. t.)Q the K. end, the entry Into Vienna; on the 
S. euil, conclusiun of peace at Fressburg. 

Tbp arch was originally crowned with the celebrated ancient Q.uadriga 
from me j»orlal of St. Mark's in Venice, brought thence a^ a trophy, but 
sent back to Veuice by Emperor Franuis In 1814. It weft afterwards re- 
placed by order of Louis XVLll. by a Qr^iiaiGA defilgned by Bogia, and 
intended to represent the ^Restoration^ 

The Montiment of Gambetta , opposite the arch , consi-sts of a 
lofty stone pyramid wttii a erop in high relief representing Gam- 
hetta (^1838-82) as organiser of the national defence, In hroiiie hy 
Aub£> At the sides are decorative Btatuoa of less imporUnce repre- 
senting Truth and Strength, and on the top is Democracy (a maiden 
seated on a winged lion), also in hrouie, hy Auhif. The mimotoaa 
inscriptiona are chiefly passages from Qauihetta's political speeches. 

On the pillars outside the large archways leading from the Place 
du Carroasel towards the Seine, are statues of Naval and Merchant 
Shipping, hy Jouffroy. At the top is a bron/.e relief, by iftrciV, 
representing the Genios of the Arts, — Pont du Carrouad, see 
p. 263. The next bridge is the Poni Royal (p. 271), whence the 
Bculpttires on the S. fatade of the Pa-viilon de Flore, especially those 
by C&rpeaux, are best seen. 

The *Jardiii des Tnileries (PI. Tl, Ift, 11 ■, 11^, ftie- Tsv!a%i.Tf«^vX»i 
promensiie in Paris and the especial paTadxfifc lA lixnsftTivxAft ■™'^ 
children, ms. enlarged in 1889 by the aidvttow ot\Ve%-M4«^* ^"^"^ " 
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pyio| tlie actual site of the former ptl ace. Thii older portion reUiafl 
the sarae getieral features as wliori llist laid out by the celebrated 
landscape-gild en er Lt NSlre in tbe reign of Louis XIV. ; hut the 
parts between the Flare du CarroueBl and tli« central basin, formerly 
the 'Jsrdin ResBrvg', and the Rut dea Taikries are of later origin. 

The greater pait of the Jardiu dee Tuileriea is always open; 
but the reserved portion closes lietweon 6 and 9 p.ni., according to 
the season, the signal being giTen by a drum. The gardens may be 
entered from the line des TuilciiBa, the Rue de Rivoli, tho quayi, 
or from the Place de la Concorde at the W. end. At the W. end, 
heyond the Qower-beds, is s shady groTe of large trees. On the N. 
and S. sides the garden is enclosed by terraces, called the Terraist 
dea FeulUants and the Terrasse du Bard dt CEau. The Urst derives 
its name from a Monastery of the I'enillant Order (reformed Cleter- 
cianu), founded hero in 1587. The club of the moderate party, 
founded in July, 1791, by Lameth, Lafayette, and their partiisns, 
in opposition to the mora violent Jacobioa, used to meet in the 
monaster^' , ^henc^ they became known as ^Lej FeuiUants\ The 
AlUc del Orangers, which skirts the terrace, is adorned in Uno 
weather with two rows of orange-trees In tubs, forty-one of which 
date from the ttmo of Francis I, (1494*1647], 

Entering the garden from the Kue des Tnileries by the broad 
central walk, «c obtain a fine view of the whole garden, with the 
Obelisk in the Place de la Concorde and the Arc de I'Etoile in the 
background. On the right and left are grass-plots with two cir- 
cular basins of water, embellished with marble statues andtvases. 

In the new part, on the aita of tho palace prGper, ceQtral walk: la 
the centre, 'Quaud-mSma*, by Mereid; to the right, OaDjrmeda,. by Bar- 
IhOtm^, aod The Awakening, by MaT/tr; to tbe left, Klegy, by CaiUi;

At the W. end of the grove ii An octagonal haaln, WQ ydi. in 
drcumfeiencB , with a fountain in the centre, where chiidren eail 
small boats (50 c. ; on hire 1 or 2 fc. per hour). Near tbie point aie 
a pappet-ghow, a eake-gtall, and a refreihment atall. On the E. 
■ide are marble atatues of the four seasons : on the right, Summer 
and Winter; on the left.

The pillars at tbe entrance to the garden from tbe Place de la

grounds are traversed. The groundi were originally laid out and 
plantL'd with elms and lime-trees at the end of tie 17th century. 

This magnificent avenue, Qanked with handBome buildings, is 
one of the most fsiBhiouable promenades in Paris , especially in the 
afternoon, when numerous carriages, riders, and pedestrians are an 
their way to aud fTom the Bois de Boulogne. Gaf£3-cant:eita, see 
p. 36. LesB freqaented parts are better avoided after dusk. 

Ac the entrance to the Champs-Elyafes are placed two figures 
of Horse Tamers, by Couatoti. They were removed in 1794 from the 
palace at Marly fp. 336) to their present position, where they form 
a suitable counterpart to the winged steeds at the eiit of the Jardin 
des Tuiieries (p. Ifi6). The small and tasteful drinking -foun- 
tains, which we notice in the Champa -Elystfes and elsewhere in 
Paris, were erected by Sir Richard Wntiace (d. 1890). 

To the right, fteparEiled from tlic ChaTDpd-El^s^ca hf a large garden, 
li llie Falui de l'E.\ytie (Fl. B, 15; 10, erected by Mohl In 1T18 For tbe 
Comte d'Evreux, bm rebuUl fizi a l^irger airalc by Lacroix in ISM), tl ia 
noiv^ the ofJielsd re^idenee nf th« Freflidmit of Lhfi Republic t,a(i adinlflflion). 
The entraiicg is at Ifo. &5Rue du F&nbonrg.iil.itonDr^. During the reign 
of Lunia XV. this mansion waa the regldenee of Madamia de Pompadour, 
from wboAe Ikeir^ it whs purchased by the king tn form a residence 
for tb€ foreign ambassadnrs. Under Louis XV^I. the palace acquired the 
name of Etgtit Soiirbvn from it9 prolonged occupation by the Duchoase 
do Bourbon. During the Revolution the palace was nfTered for sale, but, 
no purchaser otfering, it was converted into a government printing-office. 
At the time of the Directory the room& were let to keepers of public bthll- 
reoms and gaming-tables. The palace was nfterwards occujued in turn 
by Uurat, Kapnleon 1., Louis Bonaparte, King of Holland, and his queen 
Hortensn, Enipercjr Alexander I. of Russia, and the Due de Berry. The 
building was left uninhabited after the RevolntioD of iB90, until !Napo- 
iQon 111. took possession of it aj President of Ibe French Republic, enlarging 
and improving It considerably. 

Considerable alterations have been made on the S. side of the 
Oharaps-Elyatfea for the universal eihihition of 1900, and the view 
of the Seine (Cours la Reine, p. 164] is now built up. The Palais 
de rindustric, which was erected in 1855 tor the Srst Great Ex- 
hibition at Paris aud afterwards used for the 'Salon', or annual 
exhibition of moderi) painthkgs and scolptures , was demolished in 
1897 to make way for the new Palais des Beaux- Arts , between 
which the Avenut Xicolai Dtux rUTiS towards the new Pont Alexan- 
dre III. (p. 1G5). 

The •Petit-Palais [Pl.K, 16; //), on the left side of the Avenue 

NicolsB II. as we approach the Pont Alexandre III. (p. 1G5J, was 

built in 1897-1900 and Is, in spite of its name, a large building, 

eoren'ng Ajt area of about 9500 sq. yds. It was detignad hy Charter 

ftiraull, in a style suggestive ot tlia n-\.8ittt va\X. and barmoiiii- 

iHg- with the adjacent strnctiirea in t\iei'P\Si66 la \ii. Cowf AJi^t mjA. 

t/ie Piaae des Invalides. It is in fte torm o^ a oiw-sVixXti \.t»:^«>- 
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iiiam, on an elev&ted Ijaeement, and Is, perhaps, more sucueseful 
than Its I&rger neighbour. The main fa^^de, tuined tovrarde the 
aTenufl, U adorned with two gcaceful oolonnades, one on each side 
of tlie (entisl dome, which contain b the principal entrance, with a 
Sight of steps and a poitico with a semicitcular pediment. At the 
angles are two lower paTilions, with domes and triaogalar pedi- 
ments ; and there are two other domea in the rear. On the lateral 
facades, between the windows, ».re niches for statues. The roof Is 
concealed by a parapet. There are statues between tlie colnmits of 
the malti facade, and reliof-friezes within the colonnades. On each 
side of the central dome there is a large hall, and beyond is a seini- 
citcular conrt, with colonnade and galleries. — Daring 1900 the 
Petit-Palais will rontain an 'Exposition Re'tiospective' or historical 
collection; thereafter it is to he used us a muulcipal museum. 
. The 'Graad-PalBis (PI. R, li); //), opposite tke Petit-Palais, 
was bnilt at the same time by Loueel, Deglane, and I'/iomos. Its 
dimensions, covering aii area of about B8,000 aq. yds,, are impos- 
ing. It consists of a taige front building, nnited with a sinailer one 
in tlie rear by a trsnayerse gallery. The stylo is oompoaite, hnt 
mainly reminiscBnt of the 17tli certnry. Tho fajade is adorned with 
a double colonnade, rising to a height of two stories; and there are 
three monnmental entran>;ee tn the central pavilion. The sculptures 
oF the central portico, representing the Beanty of Natnre, and Mi- 
nerva and Peace, are by Gassj, B'jiicAer, VcHet, and LumhaTd. Those 
to the right represent Sculpture, Painting, Architecture, and Music, 
And are by CordonnUr, Lcfehvre, Car^s, and l.ahatuL To tlie left 
ore the Arts of Cambodia, Egypt, Greece, and Rome, by Bartati, 
Sut^et, B#yn!ne, and Clauiitde. On and under the colonnades are 
friezes of Amoretti, holding tie attributes of the arts. At the fop 
are a balustrade, allegorical ^rroups on the abutments, by SeySies and 
Greber, and bronze quadrigie, by Riclpon. In the middle of the 
pri.ncipal building riscss a depressed dome. The rear-facade, in tlio 
Ave. d'Antiii, is embellished with colonnades, sculpture, and friezes 
in polychrome stonevi-are, made at Sevres (Ancient and Modern Art). 
— In 1900 this building is to be used for contemporary and centen- 
nidl exhibitions. Afterwards it is to be the scene of the annual 
exhibitions of paintings and sculptures, horse shows, agricultural 
fairs, and the lite. Its destination explains the peculiarities of its 
internal construction. The roof is gla^.ed, consisting of cnrved sheets 
of glass 10 it. lung and 3 ft. wide.

The park ar Carre dt» ChampS'Elyiiea extends as far as the 
Sonii-Foint dt> Chumpi-Elysies (PL R, 15; II~), a circular Epace 
adnmed with 1)eds of flowers and six fountains, Eituated about half- 
way between the Place de la Concorde and the Ajrc de I'Etoile. 
Two avenues descend henoe to the Seine; the Avenue d'Aniin, 
leading to the Font des Iiivalides (p. 166), and the Avenue Mon- 
taigne, leading towards the Pont de t'Alma [p, ltJ5}. 

To the 'Sr of tb^ Road-PuiDt the Avenue d'Antili ia pTQloa^ed to tha 
charcb of Bt. FbilipTB du Koule (PI. B, IQ; Iff, In tUe Hue du FsnbonTg- 
St-Honor^, an edidco in a Greek style, by Chalgyin 0769-81), The cupola 
\s adorned with a Descent from tho Gros?, 'by Chauiriau. 

Farther on, to the left of the ChampS'ElyBiJcs, extends the mod- 
ern QuaHitr Marheuf, consisting of baiidBome priTste residences. 
The Trocad^io, about 3/| M. from this point, may be reached by an 
omnibus trafersing the Ene Pierre-Chatron. ' — The Avenue des 
Champ a-Elystfes , in which the vast Elytit Falact Hotel (p. 3) is 
conspicuouB, ends at the — 

•Plaob db l'Etoile (PI, B, 12; i), so named from the star 
formed by the twelve different boulevards or avenues which radiate 
from it (see p. 159). This Plaoe occupies a slight eminence, on the 
summit of which rises the — 

*Ati! de Triomphe de rEtoile, the largest triumphal arch in exist- 
ence , and visible from almost every part of the environs of Paris, 
Begun by Napoleon I. in 1806, it was completed by Louis Philippe 
in 1836, from designs by €halgrin (i. 1811}, It consists of a vast arch, 
96 ft. high atid 48 ft, wide, intersected by a lower transversal arch, 
61 ft. high and 27 ft. wide. The whole structure is 162 ft. In height, 
147 ft. in width, and 73 ft. in depth. The arch conveys a somewhat 
heavy impressiou when approached. The huge pillars of masonry on 
whinh it rests are adorned only with coloesal trophies, 36 ft. high, 
with figures 16 ft, high. The final top member is still wanting,

The Aven-ue de la Grande- Annie, prolODging the A^entie des 
Champs-ElyBees teyond the Arc do l'E(:oile fp. 158), leada to the 
Porte MaHlot (which U named from the 'Jeu de Mail' formerly 
played here), at tlie heginniag ot Nenilly (p. 159] and near the 
JardlD d'AMlimatation, the nearest entrance to the Boii de Boalogne. 

The Avenue du Boii-de-Bouiogne (PL B, B, 9, 6), leading from 
the Aie de I'Etoile to the W. , is the ubusI route followed by the 
fashionable crowds in carriages, on horseback, or on foot proceeding 
from the Champs>Elyc$ea to the Bois dc Bontogtie. The avenue is 
about 140 yds. In breadth (inolading the side-alleys and the divid- 
ing strips of tnrf) and is 8/4 M. long to the Porte Dauphme (PI. K, 
6}. In the distance the Mo([t Valerien (p. 292) is seen rising ahote 
the Bois. To the right, near the beginning of the avenue, is the 
jMonument of Atphand (p. 186J ; to the left (No. 59} is the new 
Mua^ d Enne ry, containing a collection of objects from E. Asia, left 
by A. Ph. d'Etinet^y, the dramatist. 

The *Baii de Boulogne is a beautiful park covering an area of 
2250 acres, bounded by the foitifloations of Paris on the E. (see 
p. iiviii"), the Seine on the W., Boulogne (p. 293) and the Boulevard 
d'Auteuil on the S., and Nenilly (p. 159) 011 the N. It is a fragment 
of £he extensive old Fdret di Rouvruy (from Lat, Wover€tiim\ the 
Bhene rouvre, i.e. holm-oak], vfMdi also comprised the Pack of 
St. Ouen (p. 200J. This forest was long™ e-iW uioui, Xielvi^ the le-

Eeveral pniicely teEidenceB, as well &b tke famous Abhaye de Lono- 
champ (p. 163), The ffitest received little attention uutll 18o'2, 
when It was presented to the tniinidpftlity, oji condition that i sum 
of two ffiilHon franca should be expended on it within foui yeais, and 
Chat it skouid be maintained In future at the municipal expense. Xlie 
anthorltieB accoidingiy converted it into a park, and It has become 
a favonrite promenade of the Faiiaians. — The aimexed plan ivill 
enable the visitor to find his way without difttoulty. 

The Bois de Boulogne is most frequented in the aftemoon 
between 3 and 5 o'clock, the favourite routes being those leading 
from the Avenue du Boia-de-Boulogne to the lakes, where the hand- 
somest cairiages and most elegant toilettes are to be seen. Motor- 
cars and {lyclJEts are prominent amidst the thtoni of vehicle^ 

We enter the Bois by the Portt Dauphine (p. 160 J, in the En^ 
ceinte, or lines of fortiflcationa (p. ixviii), which are, howeyer, more 
or less disguised. The broad Eoutt de Suresnes or fjti Lac, whieh 
diverges to the left, leads in about 10 min. to the Carttfour du 
Bout dti Lacs (pee below). The Route di la Forte dea Sablona, to 
the right, leads to ['/a M.] the Jardln d'AecUinatatioii (p. 162), 
crossing the large Alice de Longehamp or de» Acacias, which leads 
to the left to the racecoursfi (see helow). This aUe'e is the chief 
scene of the Fete de» FleuTS, held fur a benevolent object about the 
same time as the 'Grand Prix.' at Longehamp (p. 162). 

The Carrefour da Bout des Lata is one of the finest points in 
tlieBolg de Boulogne, It lies at the lower end of two aTtiilnial lakes, 
the Lac Infirieur (^/jM, In length and 100 yds, in width), and the 
Lac Supirieur {'/i M. in length and 60 yds. in width), which are 
fed by the Canal de I'Ourcq (p. 201) and the Artesian Well of Paasy 
(p. 171). Two brooks issue from the Lac Inftfrieur, one of which 
Govts to the Jardin d'AccUmatatlon, the other, or 'Blviere de Long- 
ohamp', to the cascade f see below). We walk round the lakes, begin- 
ning at the left side. In the Lac InftSrieur are two islands (ferry 
there and back 10 c. ; boat on the lake 2-3 fr.), on one of which is 
a eaf^-restaurant in the form of a Swiss Chalet. Between the two 
takes is the Carrefour dts Cascades, and at the S. end of the Lan 
Suptfrieur is the Butte Morlemart. The vacant space here has 
been converted into tlie Champ de Course,^ d'Auteuil, with three 
raeecontses (comp, the Plan), for steeplechases and hurdle-races. 
The race-stands, whence there is a fine view of Boulogne and .?t. Cloud , 
are situated on the 'butte'; adm. as at Longehamp (^p, 162), The 
Grand SteeplecJiaae (value 4800 t.T is run at the end of May or 
beginning of June and the Prix du Consell Municipal (40001.) in 
October. — Auteuil, see p. 171.

wide AUif de In Reint Marguerite and lead in 15-20 min. to the 
Grande Caieade, an artifleial w&terfiill iBstiing from a giotto. Alter 
viewing tbe waterfall, we may ast^nd tlie eminence in front of It, 
which afloida a fine view of the vsLlley of the Seine ; to the left, on the 
apposite bank, lies St. Cloud witlk ita moderti church; nearer ia the 
Hippodrome de Longchamp (see laelow) ; opposite us are a mill and 
two towers of the ancient Abbey of Longchamp fp. i8I), with the 
village of Surcsnet beyond them ; to the right, a little farther off, 
ia~>Mont]Val4Tien (p. 293J, A path deeoends thp htll to the interior 
of the grotto and the foot of the fail. 

The Hippo drome de LongcKamp la the principal raceconrse for 
nat laccB in the neigbbonrhood of Paris [lee p. 38). The races (eour- 
su or rtuniana) here take place in spring, summer, and autumn, 
the days being advertised in tbe newspapers and bandbilla. They 
attract vast erowda and are worth seeing. The 'Premiere dn 
Longcharap', at tbe beginning of April, opens the spring season, 
and the new spring fashiona then appear in aU their glory. The 
principal race at this meeting is the 'Cadrau', worth 1300i. The 
Grand Prix, of 250,000 fr. (10,000^.), la competed for about the 
middle of June, and may be styled tbe 'French Derby'. It may also 
be said to inaugurate the summer season, as after it the fashionable 
world of Paris prepares for its annual migration to the country or the 
seaaide. Charges for admission to the hippodrome : for a carriage 
with one hotae 16, with two horses 20 fr. 5 each rider 5 fr. j pedeatrian 
1 Er. ; pavilion 5 fr. ; weighing-place (pesage) 20 fr. There are three 
oironlar racecourses (1, I'/s, '■'^^ 1''/* M.) and one straight course 
(6 furlongs"). — Beviews take place here occasionsllj. 

Behind the race-stands »Te ihe. Chakti du Cttfli^ a caf^ treqaeDted by cj- 
eii«ta, and tlie cbief slatiiin <jf Lhe Chetnin de Fir dv Bait dt Bo^ioffm (p. IBO).

The Jardin d'AccliniataHon Is open the whole day. Admisaioti 
1 fr. (greenhonses Inoluded}; on Sundays !ind holidays '/a fr.; carriage 
3 fr., in addition to the charge for each person in ft; no charge foT 
eoachmsn. Childien under seven enter free. 

The principal entrance is on the E. side, near the Porte des Sa- 
bloni, but there are others to this left (at the Palmariiim; see below), 
and at the end near the Porte de Neuilly. ^ The following itiner- 
ary includes most of the objects of interest. Comp. the Plan, p. 160, 

On entering, we find oursclTes in a handsome walk, 11 yds, wide, 
which runs round the whole garden. On the left are the Grandf 
»9<rre [PI, 15), or winter- gard en , and the 'Pulnuirium (PI. 14), in 
which the orchestra (p. 164} plays In bad weather (seatB 1, 1 , '/z fr.). 
The building inclades a Cafi-Reitatirant. 

Opposite, or to the right as we enter, are two Small Boihouitf. 
the Ofjieei (PI. 1} of tlie I'ompany, and a Muieum rPl,2) illUBtrating 
hunting and fishing, adjoined by the sale rooma and the Vivnnum, 
» smaii room reserved for rare animals. Farther on, to the right, is 
the Stngerie, or winter monkey-house (PI. 3). 

To tbe left are the StrjThi^ Flnminffoeft Crania, Heronjt^ OHrichfM, 
Marabmtta, and other long-legged birdB, Behind are Aquatir BiTii* 
(Svumi, Geae, DiKkt of .ill kinds) and the Pifjton Houfe, in which 
rarrier-pigeons are reared. Then, a pavilion "with caymans, tDrtl^-a, 
a python, and other serpents. To the right of the walk ia the 
Faisanderit (PI, 4), in front of which is a statne in white marble 
of the naturalist Daubentcin (d. 179R). by Godin. This Viuildine 
fontains parroquets, herons, ibises, mandarin ducks, and several 
other kinds of birds, besides the phsasants. Next follow the Atpar.iuff 
Anltlopet; Llama); Yaks; various kinds of foreign OonU; and, be- 
hind, the PoiiteHe (PI. 5), a aemicircuLiT concrete bnildinfr. 

At the W. end of the garden are the Eeuriea (Pi, 6), or stables, 
and enclosures connected with them, containing quadrupeds trained 
for the puTposes of the garden or the amusement of visitors. A great 
source of delight to children here is a ride oti t\i6 \nkR5&. ^sl -ko. »wv- 
ephant or dromedary, or a diiTe \i\ & CMrVaWi ^.T^■wTL Vj qW.ti'Jsi.'*-.

Then, to the right, is the Panorama of the Traniaitantie Fleet in 
the Roads of Havre (PI. 7; adm. 50 c), by Poilpot, and beyond thst 
again the Antetrj-pes, Kangaroon, and Llamai, to the left, and the 
Reindeer and the CalUc-Shed, to the right. Farther on, to the left, »re 
the basin oCthe Ottaries or sea-lion a ( Pi. 8), which are fed at 3 p.m., 
Eind a Tocky en(^lo:iuie for Chamois [PI. 3}, Mountain Oouta^ and other 
climbing ani[nal». Behind are Antelopes, Llamas, and Alpacas. To 
the right of the circnUi walk is the Laiierie, or dairy. The Aqua" 
rium (PI. 10) is not very interesting. Behind are a Seal, the Pen- 
guins, the flsh-ponds, and tlie Myopotami, 

Farther on is a Vafi-Buffel (PI. It ; closed in irinter), opposite 
which is the gnmniet Kiosque des Concerts, where the hand playe at 
'i p.m. on Sun. & Thursday. Than tome the Deer Paddocks, and fin. 
summer) the Parrots. Finally, to the right, is the Kennel (PJ, 13), 
containing thoioaghbied doge, whose pedigrees are careruily lecoided.

K, lii; 11], 
tUe largest aai hanclsomeBt bridge iii Paria, coiistrocted 1n 1896- ' 
1900 \>Y Eesal and Alhy , the eagineerB, slid Catiien-Hematd and ^ 
Coimin, the architei'te. The foundation-atone was laid hy the Czar. ~ 
Nicholas II. The bridge conaiats of a flat Etee! arch 352 ft, in length, 
130 ft. in width, and '2fi ft, ahove the level of the water. At each 
Bi)d is a maBsWe pylon, 75 ft. high, dei'urated with brume-gilt 
gruupsi, lepreaentiiig France ut difft-ceat epochs uf it^ history, by 
Lenoir, O. Michel, Coutun, and Siarqueite; the winged hofiSfa are by^/^ 
h'Timitt, (JTaiift, and Htdntr, tlie lions liy 1,'ardet and Dalou, The 
parapets are in bronze and copper, and heir tasteful lamp-poats, — . 
Uii the left bank is the U^plauade dos Invalided, aee p. '2T6. 

Farther on, to the left, ib the Font dea lavalidea (PI, K, U, 
15; J/), adorned with Victoriee by Di^boldt and Vilain. 

To the right, at the corner of the Cours-la-Reine and the Rne Bayard, 
ia the house known as the *Mai9on dr Franfoh FrtviieT (PI. R, 15 j //), 
a very pleasing eiample of the domeatio architecture of the Renais- ^ 
sance, Francis 1. caused this building to be erected at Moret, near -o 
Fontalneblean, in 1527, for the reception of Diane de Poitiers, ot ' 
according to othera for his sister Margaret of Navarre, and in 182C j • 
it was transferred to its present site. The facade, the style of which 
is ^uite unique and yery unlike that o( eontcmpurary buildings, 
flnds ita closest parallel in the palaces of Venice. On the ground- 
floor are three large arched windows, to which the three equare* 
headed windows of the upper floor correspond. The otuamentatioti 
on the pilasters between the windows and at the corners is singu- 
larly lich and elegaut^lf^any of the medallion-portraits (including 
that of Margaret of Navarre, between the arms of France and Na- 
varre) have been restored. The back is also worthy of inspection, 
but the sides have been modernised. 

The Pont de I'Alma (PI. R, 11, 12 i /), at the end of the quay, 
was constrscted in ltio6 and named in memory of the Crimean catu- 
paign. The buttresses are euibelllshed with tkaudsome ligures of a 
zouave and a private of the lino ty DUboldt, and an artillerymaii 
and a chasseur by Arnaud. Fiom the bridt;e the Avenue Montaigne 
leads to the N,W. to the Bond- Point des Champs-Elys^es (p. 158).

The Palais du Trocad^ro (PI. It, 8; /], whicb occiUpleg a height 
above the Seine, is a huge bnilduig in the Onental styleT designed 
by Davioud and Bourdaia for the Exitibition of 1878. The central 
portion consiatB of a circular edifice 68 yds. in diameter and 180 ft. 
in hetghtj surmounted by a dome, and flanked mth two minarets

The £thnDfraphical Ifinaeiiin is on the iirat flofir of the central building. 
To reach it we ajceud the etairtjaae nearly oppositir the entrance to the 
ilajtenm of Caai^. Explaoalory labels. Directxirs^ Jfif. liamy and Lan^itt 
AdmisfioUf uee p. OB. ^ The ataireaae is embollifihcd with dne stained 
glass windoivs. The lotiaeum consists mainly of objects from Americat thr 
islands in the Paeil]c Oeeao, and Africa^ i>esides specimens from the ^. and 
(C. of Europe. The collecllija ofhVt'nch prnvinelal t'oslnmes, in the room 
to the right, ifj highly iDteresting. 

The Paxc du Tbocas^so Is uot large, but it is tastefully laid 
out and well kept up, though at present it has beeu greatly altered 
for the Colonial Section of the Eiliihitlou of 1900. The terrace in 
front of the central building of the PalaiB is embellished with six 
Bgares in gilded bronze: Europe, by Scftoeneinirft, Asia by Falgviirt, 
Africa hy Dtltfpianchv, N. America by Bialle, S. America hy Miliel, 
and AiiBtralSa by Moreau. Below the terrace gushes forth a large 
*Oasoadi, which deacends to a huge haain, 196 ft. In diameter, eur- 
ruQuded hy a bull, a horse, au elephant, and a rhinoceros in bronze, 
by Cain, BouiUard, Frlmitl, and Jaequemart. Under, the irchea 
flanking the cascade are allegorical flgnrea of Water, hy Cauaiwr, 
and Air, by Thomos. — At the corner of the Rue LeuStre is a Pano- 
rama of tht BalUe of Jena, hy Poilpot, with 11 diotamlc views uf 
scenes of the Revolntioi), the Consulate, and the Empire. 

Below the middle of the park the Seine is crossed by the Font 
d'Wna (PI. K, 8 ; /), constructed in 1809-13 to oommemorate the 
victory of that name (180GJ and enlarged in 19D0, It is adorned 
with eagles and with four colossal horae-tamers (Greek , Boman, 
Uaul, and Arab). Beyond the bridge ie the Champ-dc-Mari (p. 282), 
with the Eifftl Toicer, the trrande Roue, and various bnitdiilga coil- 
atrimted for the Eihibittoti of 1900.

The ParJE de la .Muetfe, not far fioni the great \aXa (p. Itil), is 
one of the chief entrauceB to the Bait de Bouiognt on this side, 1m 
Muette (V\. K, [)) is a relic of a fortuei royal kuti ting-lodge, where 
there w>.s perhaps * kennel of hounde ('mnette' for 'meute'). Its 
pretty paik is now private property and closed to the public. 

To the S.W. is the Seine JujiA, a triangular grass-plot occupying 
tiie site of the public estahlistiiiieivt of that name, which, like Its 
London namesake , wsa famous at the end of last century for its 
banquets, masquerades, and fctOH, Adjai^eut 8|p the station uf the 
Cbemlu de Fer de Cettiture atid the office of the tramways, near 
which is the handsome Afont^rrt^nt of L^i Ftintains (1621-95), with 
Ms bust, a statue of Fame, and Ugures of ttte f&buiist's favourite 
animals. In bronze, by Dumilatre. Adjacent, to the left, a statue 
of Cain hy CaiUi; to the right, a Fisherman, with the head and the 
lyre of Orpheus, hy LotigepUd^ 'Fuglt Amor', by Dam^, etc. A 
military hand plays here on Thura. In summer |see p. 38). 

Autnull, atutexed, lUe Passy, to Paris iu 1860, a quiet suburban 
district with numerous vUlas, lies to the S.W., lietweeii \.V& 'fesitvi't.

lu the Rue d'Auteoil rises the Romanesque church of Noirt 
Daint d'AMeuii, restored in 1877-81 by Taudremer. To the right 
is the MaUon Chardoji'Lagache, and behind are the haudsome In- 
stitution Ste. Ferine and the Maison Eoasinl, three uharitable houses. 
The Pout Mirabeau. (PI. R, 4] , »u iron bridge with stitues by In- 
jalbert (1893-97), crosses the Seine at the end of the Rue Mirabeau. 
The central arch has a span of over 300 feet.

The uucleu* U 

a rotandt, iti yds. ill diameter, 106 ft, high, with an iron roof, 

urigiimHy built In 1662, burnt duTSulii \SRft, iia\4 to\>\l\\\, \a VSA.\, 

froatlag the Rite du Louvre ia a xww tMiiie, ^'^^^ ^a'^' a^eiV ftS 
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onin»i (Jo ft. high, abOTe which u a pediment with Bculptutee, by 
Croiiy, repreeentine PitIb, Trade, Iminstry, Art, mi! AicMtectnie. 
The interior ot the dome is embellished with ftesiaeB of E»6t, 
West, North, nnd South, by Clairm, Luminait, Laugfc, and Ltica*. 
The exchange is open daily, except Snn. , from 9 to 6 (to 7 on Wed.; 
husineES-hours 1-3). — In front, on the other side of the street, is 
a fluted Doric tolnran, 100 ft. high and 10 ft. in diameter, erected 
in 1572 by order of Catherine de Mitdicis, for the purpose, it is said, 
of astiolopc^t obaervatioiis. — Behind the Bourse de Commerce 
are the Halles Centrales (see below). 

The Eetel des Fostes (PI. R, 21 ; ///], rebuilt in 1880-84, to 
tiie right of the Rue du Louvre, a little farther on, cannot lay claim 
to great arcWtectnral impoitance. It is, however, of immense siie. 
oconpylng the whole of the area enelosed by the Rue Etienne-Marcel 
on the N., the Hue dn Louvre on the W., the Rue Ontenberg on 
the 3., snd the Rue Jeaii-Jacques-Hoaesean on the E. The main 
pnblio entrauce is in the Rue du LoDvre. Most of the offices in 
direct communication with the public are united In a large colon- 
nade or hitll ; the Foste Kesiante and telegraph offices are )n s 
s^epartte room, to the right. Behind is the loading-yard, used by 
the post-vehicles; the sun It floor accommodates the stamping offlcea, 
the appa,Tatus for the pnenm&tie post, and the stables. On the first 
floor are the sorting and distributing offices ; on the second, the 
diligence offices and official dwellings; and on the third, the 
archives and stores. — I'ostal regulations, etc., see p. 28. 

Id the adjacent Bne Gutenberg is the HSiel des Tfliphonti, 
built of glazed bricks lilte those of the monuments from Suaiana and 
ChaldE* in the Loufrc (p. 14fi). — Place des Viotoirea, etc., see 
p. 182. 

The *Hiilleg Centralei (PI. R, 20, 23 ; ///), a vast structure, 
chiefly of Iron , and covered with stinc , erected by the architect 
Baltard (d. 1874), are reached hence viS, the Rue CoquHUSre, which 
diverges to the left from the Rue du Lonvre a little farther 
down. These 'halls' consist ot twelve pavilions, between which run 
covered streets, 48 ft, wide and 48ft. in height, and they are iiiter- 
aected by a boulevard 105 ft. in width, descending towards the Rue 
de Rivoli. The whole market covers an area of 22 acres, Dnder the 
Halted are cellars of similar area atid 12 ft, high, cMefly used for 
the storage of goods, etc.; those nnder the pavilion next the Bue 
Beiger contain municipal electric motors. The froDt pavilions are 
oceapied by retail-dealers, those behind by wholesale merchants, 
whose business also extends into the neighbonring streets in the 
early morning- honrs.

The ^ChuTch of St. EuBtache (Pi, K, 21^ "20^ III), aituated At tbe 
PoinU ^St. Euiitfiche, to the N.W. of the Hallea Centrales and at the 
end of the Kne Montmartre and Rne de TmblgOf is one of the most 
Important chQfchea in Paris. It vm erected In 1^32-1642, indi 
presents a Rtrange mixtcue of degenerate Gothic and RenAisS* 
architectnre. The disposition of the hiiilding ie that of a Got 
phuTch of tho 15th cent., but th<i archee are round instead of points 
the buttress e» are in the form of composite pilastera, and tho pilh 
r.onsiat of eolnmne of different orders placed one above another. The ^ 
ornamentation la in the RenalEflauoe style. The pon^lerotis W, portal, 
with Its Ionic and Doric mlumna^ waii added in 1765, The funeral 
rites of Mirabean were solemnised in 1791 In this chnrcb » fron 
which the body was conveyed to the Pantheon- and here waa col^ 
pbrated the Feaat of Reason In 1793. In 179& the chujch was tufued 
into a temple of agrloulture, 

Tbe IisifKKiuR {entrance by tbe chief portal or by a aide-door near Ihe 
Rne Vontmartrel connietfl of a ^rfacefnl and lofty nave and doable aisles, ' 
nnd in S48 ft. in length, 144 ft. in width, and HUA ft. In height. The cha* 
pels, entirely covered with painting, contain ftome fine '^Freacoefl, illuatrat- 
ing the hi.tiary of the aaintg to wham tbej' are dedicated. The paintin^A

The HaUeg occupy the old Maruhtf des InDocetits, which -wai 
once adamed with the f astaias dos Innooenta, a tss'teCul Renais- 
sance work by Pirrr* Lcseof, but frequeutly altered. The Countahi 
now occupies the centre of a square to the S.E. (PL R, 23; III], on 
tbe other eide of the Halles. It originally stood with its back to the 1] 
«hureh of the Innooenta (deioolished tn 1783"), md had three arches 
only. It now presents the form of a. square psvilion, the 8. elde, 
as veil aB tha six steps of the baac, having been added. The older 
flgnres of Naiada on the piers of the arches are by Jtan Ooujon, 
the three new Naiads hy Fajov, Above are a. riob ent&blatnre and 
■n sttic itorj with reliefs hy difTerent artists. 

II. FB.OH THE HALLES CENTRALES TO THE OONBESTATDISE DEB 
ARTS EX H^TIEES AND THE PLACE SE LA K^PUSLIfiUE, 

The fine dt Tvrhigo{V\. R, 21 ; III), a handaome new street 
about 3/f M, long, beginning at the Foinlt St. Eu»iaeh(, at the end 
of ihe Itne Montmartre, leads to the Place de la R^pobliqne Qp, 74). 
Ft soon crosses the Gne Etienne-Marcel (p. 172), in which rises the 
Tour dt Jean sunt i'eur, a fine specimen of the defenslye aichl- 
teotnre of the 15th century. Thia tower, with its pinnacles and 
pointed archea , once belonged to the Hdte! de Boorgogne, where 
!hc Confri^res de la Passion estahlislied their theatre in 1548, Coi- 
ueille's 'Cid' and Racine's 'Andromaqne' and 'PhBdie' were here 
performed for the first time. A handsome spiral staircase in the in> 
tortoi leads to the top, (Apply at 23 Rue Tlquetonne, at the back.') 

Farther on , the Rue de Turbigo crosses the Boulmard de Si- 
basiopol , which we follow to the left. At the end of a side-street, 
on the right, rises St. Nicolas-dei-Champi (p. 173). Farther on, 
riso on the right side of the boulevard, is the pleasant Sottaeb dbk 
Abtb »I MiTraas [PI, R, 24; III'). In its centre rises a colnniii 
surmoanted by lyictoiy in bronze, by Crituk, with a pedestal bearing 
the nwneB of the Crimean victories. On each side are small basins, 
adorned with hionie figures of Agricultuie and Industry, hy Gumery, 
and Commerce and the Arts, by Oitin. On the 8. side of the square 
is the Thii'ilrt dt In OaiU (p. 34).

The Bue Rfaamtir, to the left of the church, lends us hack to 
the Eue de Turhigo, abont 500 yda, from the Place de !a BipuMiqae. 
At the end of a short side-street to the left is the large EcoU Ctn- 
traU de* Arts tt NanufaclurfB (PI. B, 24 ; ///), buUt in 1878-84 hy 
Deoiinuid sad Denfor.

The Bhortest route from the Boulevards to Pi're-LaRhaise is 
aflorrled hy the AvEMua he la Ebi'u1)I.iqut; (PI. R, 27, 30 ; electric 
tramway, see above), which was heguu under Napoleon III. and 
llnished In tH9'2. It ero^sES the N. end of the Bauleiard Richard 
Lenoir (p. 72), but ia on the whole uninteresting. \l its £, end, 
to tlio left, is the large Lyc/e VoltatTc. — Iji the Boiil. Bichard 
Lenoir, at its intersection with the Boulenard y'otlaire (which also 
begins at the Place de In Bi^pnbiique), stands the Monument Bo- 
biitot, erected to the memory of Fretiib soldiers killed in Tonkin 
in l&83-ti6, with a bronie statue, by Aug. Paris, of Sergeant Bo- 
billot, who fell at Tuyen-Quan. — A little farther to the S.E. 
in the Baul. Voltaire, rises the haiidBome Boinanegque church of 
Si. ilmlToJae (PI. K, 29), erected hy Ballo iu 1863-CS. The fa<;ade 
ia flanked by two fine towers, 22.3 ft. high. Mural paintitigs iu the 
interior by LetiepTDn and stained glass by Mar^chai. 

To the E, of St. Aoibrotae, between the Ene Lacliarriefo and tbe Kui;

Dbrboy, 
ArcLibishnp of Faria, the PreaidE^nt Bunjean, tbe AbM Dogueny^ hnd tlirea 
other priestdf who had been fleiz«d by the CQUdmune u ^h09tij|ea\ On 
26th Dind 'Zith May thlrty-ieven peraund imprisoned here by the Commtiiifl 
nndcr varinns pr'etexU were also fllbot, and on Ibe eight of the 26th twenty* 
eight ^endarmeia were conveyed from the Roqtiettfi to P^re-L^cb^^Be, wberti 
they ahared the same fate. On the afternoon of the 27th all tbe ccnvlctA 
cpadned ib the Boqnette werft libefaliid, Armj were placed in their 
h&nda^ and they at unce proceeded to naaasEiLCfe the peraona Imprisoned 
by the Cammnne, inclddib^ seventy gendafmeg. The approach uf the 
trnopd, however, furtnnalely saved many who would otherwlaehave fallen 
victima to the «anie apirlt of rfiveage. 

DepoU of tombetonea and shops fox the sale of wieiths and 
flowera aoyt indi(iat« that we are approaching the cemetery, which 
lies at tbe end of the Rne de la Roquette. 
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^^re^aoh&iae (Ph R^ B'2), or the Cimetilre deVEst^ the Urgeet 
and moat interesting of the Parisian burial-groonds, lies on a hill at 
the N. E. end of the town, and ia named after Lachaise^ the Jeeiiic 
confessor of Louis XIV*, whose country-eeat occupied the site of 
the present chapel. Tn 18Q4 the ground was laid out as & cemetery^ 
tbe pieoiticts of which have since been greatly eitetided, and it now 
covera an area of about 110 acres. It is the burial-place of the 
inhabitants of the N.E. part of Faria, but persons of distinction from 
other parts of the city aUo are generally interred here. 

On 30Ch 91arii:ib^ 1814 ^ tbe Cflsnetery was tbe scene of an enga|emen 
between Russian Btid French troops, in wbicb the former were victoHoni, 
On the 25-27th May, ISTI, a fteries of violent slrn|;^les t^Ok place between 
the Commudardd, who had t&k<?.n up &nd bfiLrricaded n puiition here, and 
the VersailJezt troopA advaaclnE from the Placs d€i la B^piibli<],n« ajid the 
Ba&lille. With the help of a titi&vy bombardment from the batteriea Of 
Montmartre the latleF stieccedcd in dislodging the insurgents.

Even * BUperflda! survey of the most interesting monumenta 
in the cemetery will occupy 2-3 hours. On All Sainta' Day (Jour 
de ta Tousiaint) and All Souls' Day (Jour den MotU; November 
lat and 2nd) it is vjalted by about 130,000 people. The number 
of mouiimentB in this vast iiocrapelis amounts to about 20,000, many 
of which aie deeply interesting as memorials of illustrioas persons, 
while others are noteworthy on account of their artistic eicellence. 
Well'Shaded walks and avenues intersect each other In every diroc> 
tion, and many of them aiTord an admirable view of the city. h

A few yards straight on is the Junction of the £ue dt Ckdttau- 
dun and Rue de Mauheuge, two other modern streets. The Rue de 
Haabenge leada hence to the Qare du Notd [p. 200).

The church of •Notre-Dame-de-Lorette tPl. B, 21), cloae to the 
'Carrofour do Chateaudun', i3 sitaated at the N. end of the line 
Laffltte, which leada to the Boulevard des Italiens. It was erected in 
1823-36 by Hipp. Ltbaa in the simple style of an early-Christiaji 
basilica. The tympanum of the Corinthian portico is adorned with

To tbe right txre ihu Bap- 
tialry, by A. Roger (ca. 1S34), and the Chupt'l of the Euiihari^t, by Piria 
(1S&3>; tu Ibe left are the Uurluary Chatiel, by Blmdel, an<l tlie Chapel o( 
tbe Virgin, by Ort^t. — The sin;Ll]at chnpolB contain tiatuting9 by B^^kg^ 
Jahetnnoi, JJgp'iria, Sthnetz, and otharfl. — The fresco&s m the na-ve and <in 
the trlun)]>liikl arch reprcjient ilm Ftiur Major Prophets and gceaea froni 
tbe life of tbe Vipgin, by D^tbou, MtmP&Uin, and others. — In the oholr; 
on the left, PreHentallon in the Tcn^ple, by //« im ^ nn tbe right, JesilR 
-ii;acbing in the Temple, by Di'&Uing, In the apae; Madonna enthroned and 
(dome) Coronation of the Virgin, hy PicoL la tbe apnndrelrt, the Evjill- 
geliiCs, by hetornit^ — Fine music at the even i n g-aerTlcep th May (the Ma- 
donna'A month). 

Between the churcbea of Notre-l>ame-de-Lorette and La Tflnitf;, in 
tbe Rue de La RiJchefLiucauld, No. 14, IB tbt? Mux^e Gtsxfftft Moreau . t;on- 
talnlng about 700 paintings [gome of them uDtiotshed) and AtlOU drawings by 
the painler of ttisit name (not yet open to tbe pnbli4:, but shown oa appli- 
c3tioa on Tuea,, Thura., and i^at.). 

The Rue de Chlteaudnn leads from ^Q\\e-IiKtae-?i.i-"\Jswi'i-'>-'^

*La Triniti (Pi. B, 18), a church in the latest Renaissance 
style, WIS built by BiiUu in 1861-67. In front of it is the small 
Square db la TErwiT^, adorned with three fountains and statuei 
of Faith, Hope, and Charity, executed by Lequesne from designs hy 
Duret. The facade has a poreh with three large arches, ahove which 
rises an elegant story with a gallery and a rase pf open-work , sat- 
mounted hy a clock-tower 206 ft. in height, flanked with two lan- 
terns. 0?er the dooiii of the porch are ouamel-paintiiigg by Baht. 

Tb^ iNTEKToa cciDEii.'itsora larga nBV« wUb two tow ai^Jea flenlcpd with 
chapels.

(Inte^^B!I.'^Ioo for the aotils In Pargntory, IJepositan Iq the Ttimh']. Lecomte 
dv Jfovy (St, Vincent de Panl), F. Banvai (St. Genevieve), aJid Lavffie 
(Si. Denis); those on the left by Eag, ^At^^■pn (rhildhond of Jesnel, Nom. 
Caret (Christ and flaintS)^ i/ich. Dumna (Pietik and Prayer to the ^tadcinna), 
and L. Fi-aniait (Baptism of Christ, Ejtpillilon from Eden), l^ear the aide 
entrances are elegant ^henitiera', surmonDted with marble statnes fif In- 
nocence and Purity hy Gvmerjf^ — La Trlnltd haa a good choir &Dd organ. 
M. Odllmant is the organist. 

The Rue de Cllcby, to the left of the chnrch , rnni to the Place de 
tJlichy (p. SOO), psa-'lng the Casino de Paria (p. 36). 

The Rut St. Latare, continuing the Rue de Chateau dun beyond 
La Triiiite, leads in a few minntes to the Gare St. Laiare. 

The Itne de l.ondres, to the K.W, of the FSacs, leads almost atiaigbt 
lo the Pare Blonceanx (p. l&S}, via the curiously shaped Fta^-e de VEvropa 
(PI. B, 18), formed by the Jnnctlou of six atreeta ahove the lino of the 
Cbamin de Fer de rOueat, behind the Dare St. La^ara. 

The Gaie St. Lazaro (PI. B, 18), which is reached from the 
BouleTards more directly via the Rue Auher and Rue du Havre, 
ia a large and handsoms bdiidtng , remodelled in 1836-89 on 
plans by Link, It cotasists of two main parts, connected by a long 
waiting-room, and of the HStel Terminus (p. 3) in front, facing the 
street, and concoslittg the rest. The pavilion in the Rue d'Atuster- 
dam Is for the main line trafflo, the other part, iu the Rue de Rome, 
for the Ghemin de Fer de Ceintnre and for the Lignes de Banllene,

We DOW follD\T the Rne dii Unvre, opposite tbe st&tlciD on the 
&tie d'Amsteidaca side, to the Boulevard Haussmsnn. To tbe left 
in the Rue du Havre sre the Lyc^e Condored, and, farther oa, the 
handBome Magasinn du Printemp) [p. 401. 

The BoiiUoard Haussmann (^Pl. B, 18, 16; 1I\ ona of the im- 
posing modem thoroughfares of PariB, owes Iti name to SaTon Havt- 
mann, pTefect of the J'eine in 1863-U9 and ehief promoter of the 
grand transformation of moilern Paris. It is continued to the 
{i^ji M.) Arc de Triomphe de I'Etolle fp. 158J hy tlie Avenue do 
Friedlaud. If continued for 300 yds. in the other direction to the 
Boulevard Montmartre, betwaen the Rue Taithout and the liue 
Drouot, it would foim the most direct route from that neighbourhood 
to the Boij de Bonlogne. We foUow the Boul. [lanssmann to the 
right as far as a square, in the middle of which stands the — 

Chapelle Kxpiatoire ^Pl. B, 18 ; //), erected in 18'20-26, from 
daaignB by I'tnitT and Fontuint, to the memory of Louis XVI. and 
MsLiie Antoinette, on the site of the old cemetery of the Madeleine, 
where their remains Uy from 1793 to 1815, when they were removed 
to the royal vault at St. Denis. In front of the chapel Is a court 
flanked with g aUerles in imitation of ancient tombs, and intended as 
a monument to other victims of the Revolution. Tbe chapel is in the 
form of a Greek crosB, with a portico , aud is covered with a dome. 
The entrance is in the Hue Pasqnier; best time for a visit 12-4 (^fee),

Farther on, the Boul. Hauumann intersects tha Boulevard Mattt~ 
herbei, another imposing street , extending from the Madeleine to 
thtt fortifications [I'/i M.). — To the right in this boulevard rises 
the charch of St. Atigtiitiii (PI. B, 15), built by Baltard in 1860- 
68, Id a modernised Itomanesque style. The building is in the form 
of an irregtilar triangle, towards the base of which rises a dome 
80 ft, in diameter and 1G5 ft. in height, crowned with an elegant 
lajitem, and flanked with four dome-covered turrets.

The high- 
altar, (^tfthding beneath & ^nniptnoag cantipy ^ ia placed above a crypt, 
wbica Also ruhfl under the nave. The very short tr&nsepts terminate in 
chapels.

In front of tbe chnrcb la a t^f nnnnicnt to >Toan of Arc by Faui Dtibait. 
A<l,i0c?nt is a bronze group by Mottt^vr^ pepro-qentlng 'A Rescue'. 

About 500 yds. farther on, tlie Boul. Malesherbos paERes to tlie 
right of the Pare Monceaus, before reaching the outer Boulevards. 
The park may alao be reached by returning to the Boul. Hauasmsiini) 
and following it to the right, to the Avenue de Messine, which leads 
the N.W. towards the Pare Monceani. A bronze statue o( Shake- 
»ptare, hy Paul Foiimier fl888), stauds at the point of diyergence. 

The *Paro Mono earn, oi Pari: dt Monr.eau (VI. B, 16), enclosed 
hy a very handaoine tailing, has four Biitiances [see Plan), tha chief 
of which is In the Boul. de Courcellea, where a small rotunda, fTom 
the foiroor BaixiSre de Chartrea, has heen placed. This part has 
no pretension to vie with the Bols da Boulogno, ni even the Buttes- 
ChanmonC, but it afToidB a pleasant and refreshing oaai.'; in the 
nildst of a populous quarter of the city. 

The p:irfc owes its name to a property bfinght in 177& hy Philippe 
d^Orld&ns, surnAcaed Egalit^, father of Lonis Philippe, who laid it out 
in SD nnvel and attractive a style that it Aooa became one of the most 
fiubiOTiat»le resorts of the ^bean monde\ Balls, plsys , fi-nd fStes of the 
most brtlllant ilascriptiim were celebrated here. The Hevolution converted 
the park fnto national property, l^apnleon I. pT«Bented it to his chan- 
cellor 0:imbacdr^s, who, however, soon restored it to his imperial master, 
on account of the great expense in which it involved him. At the Jit* 
Rtoretion It again became tbe property of the honse nf Orleans, and was 
employed In i54S for the ^national ateliers^. At length it was purchased 
by tbe city of Paria, and npwarda of 25 .lerea of it were sold by the 
monlcipality for bnilding pnrposes, while (be rennLinlng QSV'a acres were 
converted iesto a public park, tastefully Inid out in tbe English style. 

The p.iTk retains a few reltca of its old attiactiona , such aa the 

Naumaeliie, an oval piece of water, flanked with a semicircular 

Coriuthian colonnade, and aiJorned with a «tatue of Hylas , in 

bronze, by Morice. Not far off is a Monument to Guy de Mitvptusant

The Batigttollea quarter, to the N. of the Pare Moiscesns, la a fa- 
vourite reeidence for artists, ait<\ coittaina many iiandsome snA tastefnl 
piivate Tesidonces, presenting a pleasini; eetitraat to the monotonoiis 
atchiteotuie of the ordinary atieeta of Paris. The tiiveller will find it 
worth while to inipect the Rxk Prony, oppoaite the principal entiance 
to the park, and several of the side-streets such an the Kaea forittny 
and Monfc/ianffi, and lastly the Avenue dt Villitn and part of the 
Boul.

(p. 75), anil follow the BoulrvOTd de SlraabouTg (p. 76), to the 
loft, to tha Gate tie I'Eat. On the right is the Eldorado, atid on the 
left the Scala, two 'caMs-tioiiosrta' (p. 3f>). Before reaching the 
station v;e ciosb tbe BoutevaTd de Ataj/enta, ahout '/j M. from the 
Ftacc lie la R^publique (p. 74). 

The chumh of St. LtMuent (PI. B, 24), immediately to the right, 
Wits (ounded in 593, but has been repeatedly rebuilt and restored. 
It was finally remodelled in 1665-66, when two bays were added to 
the naye, and a haitdsome Gothic facade with a spire was con- 
strai:ted towards the booleTaid. The choir was demtated by Biondet 
(d. 1853), and the high-altar by Lepaulrt. In the S. transept is a 
Martyrdom of St. Lawien«e, by (ireute; opposite, St. Lawrenea 
among the poor, by Treiel. 

The Oars de I'Eet, or de Straibourg (PI. B, li), praotlcally r&- 
buiU In ltJ96-99, ia aituated opposite the end of the Bonlevard de 
Stiasbouig. The paTllions projecting on each side are connected 
by a iMlonnade, on the baluatiad« of whit!h is a clock-dial with statues 
of the 8eins and the Rhine. Trains, hotels, etiv., see pp. '26, 9. 

Tlie Rne de Strasbourg, leading to the W. paat the front of tho 
station, joins the Boulevard de Magenta, which brings us in 5iiiln. 
to tbe tfjde and handsome ifue Lafayette (p. 196 1.

We legsin the Hub Lafayettcs by folloifing the street that leads 
to the E, in front of the station, and coutinne in a atraight diiection, 
croeiing ttie railway from the Oare de TEit. 

The Rue Lsfiyette ends at the Boulevird da U Vlilette, near 
the Canal St. Martin. On the left we observe a Rotunda, in which 
i« the Custoni Honae, a relic of an. olii gateway erectsii at the end 
of last century by l.edoni. To tha right, hetiliid the houses, is 
the Bcujin de la VilUlte {PI. B, 2&, 27 ), a harbour and reserroir 
(16 aoresj, 75 (t. above the lowest water-level in the Seine. It is 
fonoed by the Canat de I'OuTfq, which cotinectij the Ourcq, an 
afBuent of the Marne, with the Seine. This canai, B4 M. long, cots 
off a long curve formed by the river, while the Canal St. Denii, 
2 '/a M. long, a ramification towards the N,E., shortens the water- 
route between the Upper and Lower Seine by 10 M. The Canal St. 
Martin (p. 72), 4 M, long, continues the Canal de I'Ourcq to the S. 

The b&»iD is surrounded by CMteuBlve warebeuflea, which 0erv« to con- 
rey ati Idea of tba dommerca carried on b^ tbete waterwaya of HnrlB. About 
i2U0 loaded tiar^ei eater the buin monthly, atid two-thirds of these obtain 
rettirn-cargoea. 

The b[L^in la crneaod hj a lofty Foot Bfidfft. tbo ftlegle &Tch of which 
hAB a flp^o of 310 ft. At the otber end, In the Bue de Crfmi^e, Is a bf- 
drauUc Dfwv Bridge, worked by the water of the e&iiaK 

We now follow the Rut d'Altemagne aa far as the broad Avenae 
de LaumiSre, which leads to the right to the Buttes-Chaumont. On 
the left, at the end of this avenue, is the large Mairie of the I9lh 
Arrondiiiement, a Qiodern building in the style of Louis XIII- , by 
Davioad and Bonrdais. The Salle des Mariages is embellished with 
paintings by Gerres and Blanchon. 

The park of the 'Bttttas-Chanmont [PI. B, 30, 29) lies on the 
N.E.aide of Paris, at the W. end of the hill of Belloville. It ejttends 
iti the form of an irregular crescent over an area of about 55 acres, 
but does not cover the whole of the 'buttes' (hills), part of which is 
still a barren waste ('cslvi montea'). On the summit of these 
hiUs once rose the gibbet of Montfaueon, where numerous crim- 
inals and others were hanged. The gallows was removed In 1761, 
and the place afterwards became notorious as a haunt of malefactors. 
About the year 1865 the authorities, induced by sanitary conaider- 
ations, began to remove the heaps of rubbish aco\Him\i%ai.\i.CT%, -ssA- 
it was resolved to convert this M-fanoute^ XocafflL^ \.tiW> ■». "^^^ 
for tbe beneSt of the artizans of this n\ia.tX.et oV ftie tNwi . J^^,^ 
peeuliiT aatnre ol the ground afforded atv o^^tixtew\^:i o,^ W^^'^^ 
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out in a novel and plctnrBsq^oe manner, and the task was skilfully 
executed by M. Alphand (d. 1891), the engineer, »nd Af. SaTiUtt 
(i. 1874), gardener-in-chlef of Paris, at an outlay of 3,412,820 fr. 
The ([uariies fortneriy worked here have been tianEfoimed 
into a roeity wilderness surrounded by a small lake, while the ad- 
jacent ragged surface is now covered with gardens and walks shaded 
by trees. A cascade falling from the height (tf 100ft. into an arCt- 
flcial stalactite grotto (formerly the entrance to the quarries) la 
Intended to euhance the attractions of the scene. The highest rack 
(200 ft.) is snrraonnted by a. miniature Corinthian temple, which 
commands an admirable riew in the direction of St. Denis ; the best 
*View of the city itself, with its ocean of housea, la obtained from 
the second summit (330 ft.) to tlie S. An iron cable bridge, 70 yds. 
in length, crosses from one of the rocks to another, while others arc 
connected by means of a stone arch, bo as to facilitate access to the 
different points of interest. The temple may also he gained by a 
path among the rocks, reached by a boat across the lake (5 c). Here 
and there are hronze sculptures : on the side next the main entrance, 
The Eesciie, by F. Rolard; Eagle -hunter, by Dtica, on this side of 
the large bridge; Corsair, by Oye, near the groat waterfall ; Wolf 
Hunt, hy Hiolin, in the upper part of the park; nearer the side 
towards the city, 'Egalitaire' ('Time, the Leveller), by Caplitr; 
beside the small eascailo beyond the restaurant, The Ford, hy C Z,e~ 
ftvre. — The Chemin de Fer de Ceinture (p. 27) ia carried throagh 
the E. eud of the park by a cutting and two tunuela; In the vicinity, 
the BelleTille-Villetie station (see Appx., p. 34). 

Vt^f^M^ RixtauraaU in tbe park; ona a^arthe BUSpensiou- 
bridge, one on \ha B. side uf the liili (with view of Paris), and one above 
the raiJwuy cuttiug^ A military ijEind play& heru ou SuU- aiid Thilrl. la 
summer. 

In ISTl tL« lluttes^Clianinunt wag one of tbe last pogitfous occupied 
by the iaAurgeatg, who held their ground here till Hay 27tb, when tliey 
were driven out by an infeggELnt ciinDQnade frum Sli^ntmartre. 

In the Believillo quarter, to tbe 3.E. of the Bnttes-Cbsamont, Is the 
handgome church of *Bt. Jaaa-Batitlits (Tl. B , 33), built !n the Gothic 
gtyle of the 13th cent, hy Lattui (.d. 1667), and cungecrated In Ift^S. The 
chief portal ia flanked by two tuwerg, lOt) ft. ia height, which are con- 
epScuoug from ever}' part of the city. Mnrai paintinga in the transept by 
l.fllolr and Maillet. — A cable-railway descends hence to the Place de la 
Bdpublique (p. li ; 10 c), 

The Rue d'Allema^ne (p. 201) leads to the fortiflcationa of the 
city, where it terminates at the Porte de Pan tin (p. 203). To the 
left, within the 'enceinte', about ^/jM. from the Bnttes-Chiumont, 
la situated the Xarohi de la Villette (Fl. B, 31), the only cattle- 
market in Paris. Visitors are freely admitted to the market, which 
presents a busy aceno , especially on Monday and Thursday morn- 
fnga. It consitls of three largo pavilions, like those of the Hallea 
Oentrt/es, eonstrncted by Baltiid aTi4 3huv\eT, viA TOTteig an ires 
o/ ten acres. Tie central hall is cn'pa'ble ot wcAaWva^'cftSSi (smsl, 
iftat on the ligbt about 2000 calves arvi 6W» ^H«, i!.ti6.«ftsA. cn.'&n 
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left 31,300 sheep. Most of the cattle »rrive by i branch of fhe 
CeliituTG lailway, on the E. aide. Behind the maiket are st&bles 
&iid (ifllcci, at the bank of which runs the Canal de TOureq, 

Over 2V> luillioD head of cfittlfl ADiauallf enter the mnrktit. The hull- 
(Hi'k.s coma cbieQy from Normandy, Anjou, andPoUuiL^ the cowa from the 
Ile-de-Francei the c&lvea from Orl^aoula and Cbampai^iie^ Has Bhuep ham 
YDrloiin pTOVinccs and from abroad; and the piga from Maine, PoUoiif 
and Brlttiiny. 

Yisitors are also iiBiialty permitted to yisit the adjoining Abat- 
toiri de 1& Yillette, or slaughter-houses , beyond the canal. The 
chief entrance to them is In the Rue de Flandne, on the N.W. side, 
beside which are two sculptured groups of animals, by A. Lefeuvre 
and Lefivre'Deilongchampt. The busiest time hetu ia alio in the 
morning , but the scene is not ono which will attract many Tisitors, 
though the premiaes are kept scmpulouBly clean. The bnildings in- 
clude about 20 courts, with 250 ECalding-pans. Aljont I'JOO bullocks, 
500 calves, and 800 sheep are sUuglitered here dsily; sometimes 
even more. The butchers of the abattoirs are not retail dealer^;, but 
sell the meat wholesale here or at the Hallea Centralca to the but- 
chers of the town. The slanghter-honse for pigs (about 1000 dnily) 
is by itaelf, next the (ortillcations. At the end next the market 
are a Sefrigeratar and an Eleclris Factory. — The niarkot and 
abattoir-; togetlier have cost the dty about (iO million francs.

It is an imposing edifloe in the Komanffsque-ByzantlDe style, 
from designs by ..4 And t£, aod is to be siirmontited by a large dome, 
about 200 ft. in height, with a clock-tower 360 ft, high behind. The 
piogiess of the building has heen slow, forTeryextcnsWe subBtiuc- 
tions were required, costing 3,500,000 fr., and though 30, 000, 000 fr. 
have already hEcn expended, mnchbas yet to be raised by auhsCTip- 
tion. The approach is at present by the little Rue de l&Burre, behind 
the church. 

To the tight, in front of the chief facade, Is the tirket-offlce for 
the crypt, the bell, and the ascent of the dome (see below). The 
crypt (adm. 25 c. ; entrance to the E. of the v-estihiile") ejtetids 
below the whole church. In a temporary shed is the huge bell known 
as the 'Savoyarde', presented hy the province of Savoy (adm 60 c, 
36 c. ou Sun. and holidays).

A Uttlf) fartLcff on tlie Rue dea FrancK-Boiiigeoi$ endo At the 
Place dea Vosgeft (PL R, 26 ; V)^ formerly oalled the Fl<uie Boy ale. 
Tbe garden in the i^eiLtref planted with limes sLud pUne-treeaj aiid 
enclosed by a railiiig, is adorned with an Equtsirian Statue of 
Louis XIII. J in taarble, liy Dupaty and Cortot^ which wae erected 
III 1S29 to replace & statiie erected hy lilchelieu in 1639 &ud 
destroyed in 1792. The anglea of the squ&re are adorned with 
foantaltiB. — A liouse on the S, aide, at tha corner of the Rue Bi- 
tagiiB, is mailLed hy & tablet as the birthplace of Mme. de 86'vigne 
(1626-1696). 

The Plaee de» Vojsgei oecnpies tbe lite o( the eourl of the old Palaii 
d*i Tovmelta^ where the touraament at which Henri IL wae aocidental- 
ty kUled took place In 15d&. Catherine de M^dlcis caiiecd the palace 
to be demulished, and Henri IV. erected the aquare wbicb ttlll oconple^ 
its atte. The bfjuneJtf uniformly balLtt of brick and itune> wUh lofty roufs, 
are flanked with arc9.deB on the groundttour, It l» diffkult ti> believe 
that Ihis aeque.itered nook was the fuahlonable qiia.rter of Faris la the 
reign of Loyis XUL, when tbe ^place' may be said to hvit ^Jtft"& S>iit"V'is\*\sr 
Royal of the period.

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The Rue dii Pas-de-Ia-Mole, to tlie N.E. of the gqn»re, leads 
direst to tbe Bonl, BeaumaTobaU (p. 74), neai tlie BattilU (p. 70). 

Ail intereiling return-route fiom the BastiEo to the centre of 
the town lesds Tia the Botdtvard Henri 1 V. (p. 72) »iid the ijnayg 
on the Ttght h&nk. 

To the left of the Boulevifd Henri I?, rise* the Caxme da 
CiUttSm, on the site of a celebrated convent. Beyond it diverges 
the Bue de SttUr, in vhich is BitaatEd tlie valuable Biillothiqut 
de J'Aricnoi (Pi. R, 25; F), occupiliig part of the old areenal of 
Paris, which extend ed from the Seine to the Bastille. The library 
ii open d&lly, 10-4, ex.cept on Sundays aud holidays and during the 
vacation (15th Aug. to let Sept), After the Bibliotheque NationaJe 
it is the rirhest library in Paris, espscially in uncient worlts and In 
theatrical literature (454,000 vols. ; 9G54 MS3,). 

The Boulevard Heurl IV. crosses thfi two arms of lh& Seint and tht 
E. eod of Ibi Ue St. Louts (p. 232} by means of tlje FintI Su!l{f, btilll la 
iST4'm76. On tbe rlgtt banlr, upstreain, between the river and the Boa* 
levard norland, is the (qi^idvf Itt Limvifri^ united witli tbe quay la ISIO. 
Hera are sitaated the Maga*in» and ArcJiii>it de la Viltt. 

On the right bank, near the bridge, at the beginning of the Quii 
des C^estiuB, is the old RoM la V'ateltc, now the Eeoie Mamiilon, a 
handsome building of the 16(li cent., with a monumental facade 
recently restored. On the Qual des C^lestins are shown the sub- 
sttuctlons of a towec of the Bastille f'Tour dt la LlicHP), which 
were ditcoverod in the Rue St. Antoine (p. 60) in eroavating the 
Underground Railway (p, 17). 

Farther on, at the corner of the Rue de rH6tel-de-"Ville and Bue 
Figuier, rises the otd H&lel de Stns, or palace of the archtiishops of 
Sens when they were metropolitana of Paris. It is a Gothic huilding 
of the 1 6th cent. , with turrets and a donjon in tbe court (now private 
property). 

The Onai de l'H6tel-de.Vure leads hence to the Hfitel de Ville 
in5-6min. (pp. 63-66). 



THE ClTfi AND THE LEFT BANK OF THE SEINE. 



The CUi (PI. R, M, 23, 22; vy, as already observed (p. iii), 
IS the most anr.ient puTt of Paris. Heie l&y, in the time of Ciesai, 
the Gallic town of Lutetia Parisiorttm ; and the Paris of the Romans 
»nd the Franks was conflnad to the same site, with the addition of a 
email settlement on the left bank of the Seine, auTTonndeil hy forests 
and marshes. Under the Fmokkh motiarchs the Church eBtabllshci] 
her beadqnsrters bere. At a laterperiod tlie town gradually extended 
on t'he right bank, hut the Cit£ still retained its prestige tis the seat 
of the old Royal Palace and of the cathedral of NotTe-Damt. On 
one side of Notre-Dame rose the Epismpal Palace and the HMel- 
Dieu, origrinally an asylum for pilgrims and the poor ; on the other 
side was the CioUre Notre-Damt, or honse of the Caftons, who play 
to prominent a part in the history of the university. In the Git^ the 
predominant element In the population was the eMlesiastical, while 
the hnrgesses and the men of tetters chiefly occupied the districts to 
the N. fright bank, (u Viile) and S. flefthank, I't/niweriilejreipect- 
ively. — The Cit^ has long ceased to be the centre of Parisian life, 
hnt it possesses the two finest sacred edifices in Paris, the Cathedral 
of Notro-Dame and the SaintE'Chapelle. The Bdtel-Dleu stUl ex-lsts, 
bnt the site of the royal palace is occupied by the Palais de Jusrice. 

The semicircular part of Paris which lies on the left bank of the 
Seine forms fnlly one-third of the whole oity, its distinctive feature 
consisting of numerous learned institations , the chief of which is 
the Sorbonne, or university. In the burlier Latin. The adjoining 
Fauhourg St. Oermain is the aristooratic quarter, where miaisteis, 
ambassadors, and many of the nobility reside ; and at the W. end of 
this part of the town are the Chom^fe da DfpuUs, the StnaU, and 
several large military eEtablishroents. The chief objects of interest 
on the left bank are the Palaia du Luxembourg with its gallery of 
modem works of art, the PanlhSon, the Musie de Cluny^ the Jardin 
da Plantes, the ]Jdtel dei Invalidei, and the Ckamp-de-Mar».

Ttie Cittf U ipproacked from the right bauk of the Seine by the 
Poni an Cbani/i; (p. 64} and the SotUtoard du Falaia, or by the 
PBnt-Ntur(p. 2231. 

Tht> 'FaJuB de Jutice (PI. B, 20 ; V) occnpiea the site of the an- 
cient paUoe of tha kings ot Fiance, wbieli was presented hy Charlea 
VLI. in 1431 to theParlement, Oi supreme eonrt of justice. In 1618 
and aB;aiD in 1776 the palace was eo much injured by flie, that nothing 
of it now temaina except the Tour de VHorlogc, at the N.E. oornei, 
near the Pont an Change, the Tour d< Cesar and the Tour de Mont- 
j/omeri) on the N. side, the pinnacled Tout d' Ardent, the Suinte- 
ChapelU or palace-chapel, the Salle da Gardes, and the Kitehau 
of St. Louit. The clock in the Tour dt I'HoTloge, adorned with two 
ligurea lepie^enting Justice and Piety, originally hy Pilori, is the 
oldest pnblic dock in France. It waa constructed in 1370 by Henri 
de Vic, a German clockmaker, and has been fieveral times repaired, 
the last after it9 destruction f)y the Oommanaida iu 1871. The 
wanton destruction of a great part of the building on 22nd May, 1871, 
forms another of the nuineroas crimes ot which the Commune wu 
guilty. The damage has aiiice been repaired.

Pafl'Perdiu and tbe Appeal Court bevoad tbe eonrt of tbe Hte-Gkapelle 
(p. S21). 

The principal entrance is bythe Courdu Mai ot Cour d' Bonneur, 
adjoining the Boulevard du Palais, and separated from it by a hand' 
some railing. The Doric pediment of the fafade is adorned with 
statues of France, Plenty, Justice, and Prudence, and is covered 
with a quadrangular dome. 

The first vestibule of the Palais, called tbe OaUHt MarcAande, 
is also used by the members of the bar as a 'veatiaire'. The 
advocates in their black gown a are frequently seen pacing up and 
down the different galleries whilst the courts are sitting (from 11 
to 4 o'clock). The staircase in the middle, adorned with a statue ai 
Justice, leads to the rooms of tbe Cour d'Apptl, which present iio > 
attraction. i 

Turning to tbe right, at the eUreme end of the gallery, -we ent«l ! 
tire 'Salle des Pat-Perdui^ ser^iiTig M »,iest,tti\il« to most of the seten 
Ciiril Chambert coilstitutl«ig t'^e Court of I'wst Instowt,. T.VY%\jii. 
(lOBtored Blnce 1871), one ot tYiftUxgp&t &lti!i«'toai.\o,evis> -

is 240 ft. long, 90 ft. in width, snd 33 ft. in height. Jt consists of 
tvfo vaulted g&llerlea, separated by arcades with Doric piUais. Many 
historical teiniiiisCQUceE attach to tbia part of the building. Befqie 
the fire o^618| this was the ^eat ball of the palace, where the 
clergy of the 'batoche' (a huilesqne tiansl alien of baiilica, or royal 
palace) were prlTileged to perfoTm moral plays add farces. On the 
tight eide is ■ monument erected by Louis XVIII. in 1821 to the 
minister Maiesherba, who was beheaded in 1794, the defender of 
Louis XVI. before the roTolutlonary tribunal \ the Btatae is by J. Du- 
mon(, the Ogores emblematic of Fiance and Fidelity are by Baaio, 
and the bas-ielief by Cartol. Nearly opposite, a simllai moDuinent 
was erected id 1879 to Beiryer (d . lHt)8), a celebrated advocate, 
with a statue by ChapUj between tignres of Eloquence and Fidelity. 

To the right of the Galerie da JVisoni, which begins between 
the vestibule atid the SsUe des Pas-Ferdus, are the halls of tha 
Cour de Cassation. The first of thes4 is the Chamhre Criminelle, 
with a richly-carved ceiling. Adjoining it is the Galerie St. Louia, 
adorned with a statno of St. Louis and frescoes by Merson. The 
secODd hail is the Chambrt des Sequtles^ also with a fine ceiling ; the 
third, the Chamlre Ciciie, recently oompleted and still CDore mag- 
nificent, has a painted and gilded cassetted roof and is adoiued witb 
a painting of Christ, by Henner, and others by Bandry. 

At the end of the gallery is the VeHibuie dt Barlny, on the 
iide next to tlie Place Daaphiue , the fafade of which is seen on 
the way to the Pont-Nevif. This hall is emhElHshed with statues of 
ft)ur nionsrchs who were eminent as legislators ; St, Lonis and Phi- 
lip Augustus on the N., and Charlemagne and Napoleon I. on the 
S. side. The staircase in the middle , with a figure of Justice by 
Ferraud, leads to the left to the Cour d'Ajjijej , and to the right to 
the Chamhre de» Appela dt la Poliee Correetitmnille. 

The (raterie de la Sainle-Chapelte, parallel to the Galerie des 
Prisons, leads from the Vestibule de Hirlay to the tiew parts of the 
Palais. To the light, about hslfvray along the gallery, is the Lit 
Chambrt de la Cour d'Appet, handsomely decorated like those of the 
Cour de Cassation, -with a ceiling-painting by Bonnat. At the 
end are a medisval Crucifli, and two gilded Renaissance scutcheons, 
with allegorical figures. Farther on, tlie gallery brings us to the 
Galerie Marchande and to the neighbourhood of the Sainte-Ghapelle, 
which bowever, is not entered from this side (see below). 

Turning to the right, we proceed to tha four Chambrei de Fotiet 
CoTTCctlonnelle, NoB. 8 and 9 on the first floor, Nos. 10 and 11 on the 
second. We may also reach this point from the Galerie Marchande by 
other corridors. The special entrance to these eourts is in the Oonl 
de la Salnte-Chapelle.

It i$ seen to adv»tit&ge 
only in bright ^weatheT. Ttiia was the ancient palace-cliapel, erected 
in 1245*48 dnring the leign of St. totiis by Pierre d« Manttreau 
for the reception of ttie Kacred lellcs, now at Notie-Danie (p. 227), 
which St. Louis is said to have purchased tiota Jean de Brienne, 
King of Jeroaalein, and his son-in-law Baldwin, Emperor of Con- 
stantinople, For 3 million francs. The chapel (115 ft. long, 36 ft. 
■vride), which was restored in 1866-70, ia a perfeot gem of Qothto 
architecture , bnt unfortunately ia partly concealed by other por- 
tions of tile Palais. In 1871 it narrowly escaped destruction, ai it 
Wal almost entirely surrounded by a blaiing pile of buildings. The 
only aerifice now performed here is the 'Mass of the Holy Ghoat', 
celebrated annually on the re-opening of the courts after the au- 
tumn Tacation. The interior consists of two chapels, one above the 
other. 

The LowBft Chajpbi. (ChapHU Basse) , consisting of nave and 
aisles, was used by the domestics of the palace. In the fioor are 
tombstones of numerous canons of the Sto-Chapollo. A spiral stair- 
case ascends to the — 

UprsK CuAPBL, in which the court attended divine seryliie. 

The proportions of this chapel, which is 66 ft. in height, are 

^ remarkably light and elegant. Nearly the whole of the wall-surface 

k is occopied by 15 large windows (49 ft, by 13 ft.), with magniflcent 

> stained glass framed in beautiful tracery. The stained glass, part 

' at which dates from the time of St, Louis , has been restored. 

The subjects are from the Bible and the lives of saints. The glass 

^ /, in the tose-wlndow, dating from the l&th cent., represents snb- 

jeets from the Apocalypse. The polychrome decoration of the walls 

harmonises well with the coloured windows. Against the pillars 

are placed statnea of the Apostles. Behind the handsome altar is 

^ the Gothic canopy, in wood, where the sacred relics were formerly 

)^ preserved. One of the two small spiral staircases here, in gilded 

wood, was executed in the 13th cent. ; the other is modern. — We 

' quit the chapel by the portal of the upper church, turn to the right, 

and pass through a glass-door (opened by the custodian) into the 

first vestibule of the Palais (p. 220).

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Opposite the Palus de Justice , on the E. side of tbe Bonl. dn 
FaUia, TiE«a tbe TribimBl d« Caminerce (PI. R, '20; V), built by 
BaiUy in the Kenai»B*nce style in 1860-66, It is sunnounted by 
*n oetagoual dome, 136ft. high, ^hiuli, being In the line of the 
Boulevaid de S^astopol, ta visible from the Gare del'Est. The 
interioi, open to the public on week-days, deserves a Tiait. A grand 
stairtasa ascends to the Audience Chamber and the Bankruptcy 
Courts. On the flrat landing are statues of Industrial Art by Pascal, 
Mechanical Art by Miindron , Commer™ by Land by Cabet, and 
Maritime Commerce by Chapu; and at the top are Caryatides by 
Dubut. Enclosed within the bnilding is a quadrangle Burrounded 
by two colonnades, one above the other, abo've which are Caryatides 
by Carrier-BcUousB supporting the iron framework of the glass- 
Doveied roof. The Snltt d' Audience on the flist floor, to tbe left of 
the staircase , wainscoted nith oak, is adorned with panels in imi~ 
tation of poicelain painting, and with pictures by Flenry. The chief 
hearings are on Monday. 

The ebtet Flmtr MarUl Jn Pails i> held on Wed. and Sat. balitnd tbe 
Tribnsal. On Sun. there 1b a Bird MaritL 

Leaving the Tribunal de Commeice, we cross the bouleTsid to 
the Tour de I'Horloge, and skirt tlie Quai de rHoiloge, on tiie left 
side of which are entrances to the ConciergoTie (p. 2223, '"'^ ^^^ 
Cour de Cassation (p. 321). 

The W. Fa(ade of the Falaii de Justice, towards the Place Dan- 
phine, was coiistrnnted by Due In 1867-88, The grayity of the style 
accords well with the pnipoae of the building. Eight engaged Doric 
columns and two eomer-pUlars support the rich entablature. The 
six aUegorical figures below the windows represent Prudence and 
Truth, by Dumont; Punishment and Protection, by Jon ffroy; Strength 
and Justice, by Jaley. Three inclined slopes ascend to the entrance 
of the Vestibule de flarlay (p. 221 J. 

The •Pont-Nenf (PI, R, 20; V), farther on, at the W. end of 
tbe Island, a bridge 3dO yds. in length and 25 yds. in width, cross- 
ing both arms of the Seine, is, in spite of its name, the oldest 
bridge in Paris. It was oonstructed in 1578-1604, but was remod- 
elled in 18u2, ■while the end ticx^t the left bank was restored iu 
i886. The maskg supporting the cortdoe on the outside are copies 
of those originally executed by J. B. du Coroeau. On the island, 
halfway across the bridge, rises an ^Equestrian Statue of Henri IV., 
by Lemot, erected in 1818 to replace one which had stood here from 
1635 to 1793, when it was melted down and converted into cannon. 
By way of retaliation Louis XVIIl. caused the statue of Napoleon 
on the Tendome Column, another of the emperor intended for the 
column at Boulogns-aur-Mer, and that of Desaix in the Place dea 
Victoires to be melted down in otdet Xa -jtoiiVie tosl^^xVii^. ^R^ **• 
new statue. The Latin inacriptiOQ at tlaatjacV. V* ». ^Q'^^ ''^^^'^iSX.

lb the i€th cent. tbB PQnt-Keaf waj tba scfiU6 of Itaa ncitali of 
T&barfn, a famuna satirist of the day, and It waA long attorwarda ihe 
favotiritB randccvoti:! of news-vendofs. jugglera, sho^vinciD, louagers, and 
thieves. Any popniAT wttticism ici verae was long kQown as 'an PoDt^Nenf. 

The bridge commands an admirable *Tlew of the Lonvre. The 
large ediflce on the left bank in the Men a ate fp. 247}, (nd heyond 
it is the Institut (p. 345), 

In returning to the Boul. dii Palala hy the Quai des Orf^vres, on 
the left bank, we pas* the S.W. portion of the Palais de Justice, 
occupied by offlcea of the 'prefecture de police'. 

The PtAfeoture dePoUce (PI. B, 19, 20; V; offlce-hotin 10-4} 
occnpiea the old mnniclp&l ba.rracks and two 'h6tela d'^tat-majoi^ 
in the Bout, dti Palaia, adjoining the Pont St. Michel (p. 2^8). 
From this point radiate all the threads which constitute the network 
of police authority that eitends over the whole city. There are three 
main depaTtments, those of the central adminiatTation, the market 
police, atid city police. The <»ffloeB artt open froTui 10 to 4. The 
Loet Properly Office is at Ouai des OrfSifres 36, heaide the Palaia 
de Justice. 

When an article H lost the beet plan is io vrrlia to the Pr^fet d« Folic« 
(tio postAge-atamp necea^afy), furnistiing a^ full detniiji as possible. 

In the Rue de Lut^ce , opposite the Palais de Justice, U the 
modem bronze Bt«tue, by A. Bancher, of Th. £en[iuiiaC(1536-16&3), 
philanthcopiit and puMisher of theilist newppapLiin France (1631). 

The H*teI-DieTi(Pl. R, 22; V), a little farther on, with its 
facade towards the Place dn Parvis- Notre -Dame (see below}, was 
erected on this site in 1868-78, by Diet, at a cost of 46 million 
francs, of which nearly one-half was paid tor the aite. This hospital 
is admirahly fitted up, with 838 beds, and three medioai chain in 
connection with it. This, the oldest hospital in Paris, was originally 
a nunnery and .afterwards an asylum tor paupers and pilgTlm^i. 

This estabiisbmeivl is nnc of fbe twenty hospitale qf the 'Assistance 
PubiiqiiB\ wbii:h liav« ait aggregikie i»f npwsfds of 12,000 beds. The number 
of patients ajinualiy di.<^chai-§red includes '1C-&0,^.XX> voku, 96-40,0e.<S women. 
Mid Iti-l&.OCO children? iiie average aniiuai deaths in the hospitals include 
about 7000 men, &C>tXi women, and SOOG chiMrcQ. The AfSisUjice Publiiiua 
expends aoDually abnai 9ti,{J00,tX)0 fr. on itA various beae?olent institutions, 
which aB<(iBt about 467,000 persons each year. 

The Place dv Parvis-Notkb-Damb (PI. B, 22 ; V), in front of 
the Cathedral, on the S. side of which the liStel-Dieu was formerly 
situated, is enibelliihed with an Equeairian Slalui of Cliarltmafftte, 
in bronze, by Rochtt. 

The ■'Cathedral Of Rotre-Dame (Fl. R 22, F; admission, see 
p. 226 J, fou tilled in 11G3 on the site ot % t^XiMitV at \,Vi6 4th cent., 
wae consecrated in 1182, but the tiato -vn« nov wimsiV*^'^ *^ ''^'^ 
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IStli eentuty. The building has since been frequently altered, mid 
hag been judiciously restored since 1845; bnt the general effect is 
hardly commenaurate with the renown of the ediflce. This is owing 
partly to structutal defectG, partly to the lownesB of its situation, 
and partly to the absence of spires- It is, moteover^ now eurrounded 
hy lofty buildinga -which farther dwarf ila diroenaionsj and, lastly, 
the adjacent soil hat; gradually been raised to the level of the pave- 
ment of the interior, whereas in 1748 the cbnich was spproaebed by 
a fl%ht of thirteen steps. 

Dartni; tL£» Revolatioa the cathedra] waji aadly desecrated. A decree 
WX9 pAASed in Aogust, 1793, de^oLlng tbe venerable pile to deatroctlou, but 
tbi^ wojt aftervrsirda rescinded, and tbe aculptores only were mutilated. 
Dn lOtb Nov. In the same year, the t!hiirch wcla converted into a 'Temple 
of Rea«on% and the statue of tba Virgin replaced by one of Liberty, while 
tbe patriutic hymne of the Nntional Guurd were heard iaatead of the usual 
flaered muAic. ' On a mound thrown up Id the choir burned tbe Horcb of 
tpnth', over which rofle a Greek 'temple of philosophy', adaraod with 
basts of Voltaire, Eonsseau, and otbera. Tbe temple contained tbe en- 
throned Ognre of B«a3un {represented by Maillltrd, tbe ballet-dancer), who 
received in st^te the worahLp of her votaries. WLite-robed damsels, holdinj^ 
torches, surrounded tbe temple, while tbe sidc-i'bapelB were devoted to 
orpe.^ of varioTLS kinds. After 12tb May, 17^, tbe church was closed, hot 
in iE02 it WRS at length re-opened hy Xapoler>n as a place L>f divine worship. 

In 1871 Kotre-D'sme WS.S a^sin desecrated by the Cummunards. Tbe 
treasury wsa rilled, and the building used as a military dep6t. When tbe 
insorfenls were at last compelled to retreat before tbe victorious troops, 
they set lire to tbe church, bnt fortunately little damage was done. 

The *FAC.ai>B, the Unest part of the cathedral, dating from the 
beginning of the t3th century, and the earliest of its kind, has 
served as a model for the facades of many other chnrches in the 
N.£. of France. It is divided into three vertical sections by plain 
bnttresaea , and consists of three stories, eXElustve of the towers. 
The three large recessed portals are adorned with sculptures, which, 
■0 far as they have survived the ravages of the Revolution, are line 
■peclmeiis of early-Gothic workmanship. Those on tbe central portal 
represent the Last Judgment ; the noble modern figure of Christ on 
the pillar la the middle la by G. Dechaome. The portal ou the 
right (S.) is dedicated to St. Anne, and that on the loft (N.), by 
wbich the church is generally entered, to the Virgin, both being 
adorned with appropriate sculptures. The relief representing the 
burial of the Virgin is noteworthy. This story is connected with 
the one above it by the Oaiffie des ErAs., s series of niches con- 
taining modern statues of twenty- eight .lewish kings replacing 
those destroyed during tiic Revolution. Above the gallery, iu the 
centre, rises a statue of the Virgin, with two angels bearing lights, 
to the right and left of which are flgures of Adam and Eve, — 
Tbe centre of tlio second story is occupied by a hirge rose-win- 
dow, 42 ft. in diameter, with the simple tracery of tte tiJiV-^-^w^sirf.

The lateral 
portals alfio deserve inspection. The S. door of tbe ttansept is em- 
bellished with Hno Iton-work. The apire abovo tbe cross, 147 ft. in 
height, and constructed of wood covered with lead, waa erected in 
1S59. Tbe exterior of tbe cboii has a chaimiugly light and elegaat 
effect, with its bold flying btittressBS and windowi sunnotinted by 
pediuientB. 

X}ie iKTEniox is open to viaitora the whole day, and tbe choir 
from JO to 4 ; tlokets admitting to tbe sacristy, troasniy, atid ohap- 
tei-house are procurable on week-days from the verger, at tbe en- 
trance to tbe choir In tbe right aisle (sea p. 237). On Sundays and 
festivals the I'liolr ia olosod after divine service. 

Tbe cbnrcb, which consiara of a nave and double aisles, crossed 
by a single transept, U 189 yds. long and 52 yds. broad. The, doubU 
aisles are continued ronnd tbe choir, affording the earliest eiampls 
of this cniistruction. The cboif is semicircular in form, as la most 
early -Gothic churches, Tbe chapels introduced into the space! 
betweoD the buttresses of tbe aisles and choir are in a late-Gothic 
style. Tbe vaulting, 110 ft. bigb in the nave, is borne by 75 pillarSi 
most of which, unlike those in otber Gothic buildings, are round, 
Above the inner aisles runs a trlforiiim boms by 108 small columns, 
and tbe clerestory is pierced with 37 large windows. The ancient 
iCained glass of tbe roses over tbe principal and lateral portals is 
worthy of Inspection. To the right of the S. portal are two marble 
slabs in memory of 75 victims of the Commuue (p. 179). The 
pulpit, designed by Vioilet-U'-DvCf and executed by Mirgen, is a 
masterpiece ot modern wood-oarviiig. In the transept, by tbe piat 
on the S. side of tbe choir, is & mediaeval statue of the Yirglii, tbe 
real 'Notre Dame de Piris', held in high veneratiou by tbe faithful. 

The Oioir and Ambulutori) are separated frora the nave by very 
handsome railings. The choir-stalls and the reliefs in wood, chiefly 
representing scenes from tbe history of Ch.riat and tbe Virgin, should 
he noticed. In tbe sanctuary are a modern high-altar (1674), a 
PietiL in marble by N, CousUm (known as the Vow of Louis XUI.), 
and statues of Louis XIII. and Louis XIV., also by Couttou. 

Tbe ambulatory Is entered from the S. transept. The cholr-acieen 
is adorned with twenty -three interesting *Belief3 in atone, re- 
presenting scenes from tbe life of Christ, by Jean Emiy and hU 
nephew Jean Li BouteiUcr , completed in 1351 , and once richly 
gilded. These ate notable acblcvements of Gothic sculpture, vary- 
iag somewhat in tbe execution (which was spread over a series of 
yeara}, bat all marked by mmtumfetval 4\(!,w\tT, calm, and beauty.

A few paces to the right, In the Bonl. St. Germain, is the £«ole 
de »4deoine [PI.

The modem fa;.ade towards the boalevaid, by Qinain, is in the same 
geveielir plain style as the W. facade of the PaUia de Justice and 
the facade of the now Hotel des Postea. The two caryatides, by 
Crank, lepresent Medicine and Snigery. Tlie handsome court is 
flanked with an Ionic colonnade , at the end of which rises a htonze 
statue of Bichat, the anatomist (d. 1802), by DaTJd d' Angers. 

On the opposite side of the street is a large new addition, con- 
taining the EcoU Pratique or laboratories. Adjacent, to the left, is 
the refectory of an old Franciscan monastery, where the reTolntion- 
ary 'Clnb des Cordeliers' held its meetings, now occupied hy the 
Mtuee DupwftTen, a valuable pathological - anatomical collection, 
open to students and to visitors fiirnis^hed with a permit, daily, e^ccept 
Sun. and holidays, from 11 to 1. On the fourth floor of the same 
building ia the Miiste d' AnlfLTopolatjie Broca (steletoTis, skulls, et<*.).

The *H6tel de Clnny fPl. R, 19 j V) occupies part of the site 
of a Roman palace supposed to have been founded by the Emperor 
Constantius Chlorua, who resided in Gaul from 292 to 306. Julian 
was proclaimed emperor by his soldiers here in 360 ; and this was 
the residence of the early Prankish monaichs until they ttanafened 
their seat to the Citrf (p. 219). The otily relics of the palace still 
existing are the ruins of the TAenne*, or brtlia oiiP.* c.owvL'e.t.'LPA ^N^i. 
it (p. 237). 

About l?,;n the abbots of tl»e -wwUM ■fieueiVtiKtva K«o^-^ ^^ 
GJmiy (near Micon, in Hiirgundy\ t»1iq ov;wei\ mMC^i tti^ ^-"^ 
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In Paris, acquired tKe iqihb of the lioman palace snd seem to hive 
erected i building here. The present Hotel de Clniiy, a remarkably 
fine specimen of the Ute-Gothk style, -was huilt by Abhot Jaequei 
d'Amboiae at the end of the 16th cent, and retains iti OTiginal ap- 
pearance almost unaltered. 

The EeTolution eonverted this estate lnt« national property, 
and in 1833 the Hotel de Cluny came into the poBseaslon of M. Alex, 
du SammeraTd, a learned and Indefatigable sntlqnariaD. On hii 
death in 1S42 the ediQce ^ith its valuable collections ^as purchased 
hy government, and nnited with the f hermee, which had hitherto 
belonged to the municipality of Paris. The cnllection has since 
been largely extended. 

The *Hniie de Climy comprises a most valuable coUectiou of 
medissvil objects of art and pioducts of industiy. As there are 
upwards of 11,000 objects, a single visit irlll hardly atfoid an idea 
of e-ren the most important. Director, M. Edm. Sagllo.

The eiitrance is at No. 14, Rue du Sommerard, adjoining the 
new square of the .Sothoiine. We entfir the enclosed court by a large 
gate or by i vaulted poitein, both adorned with Eculpturc. The main 
building and projecting wings have Gothic windows with stone mnl- 
lionsr an open-wnrk parapet, and graceful doinier-windows. In the 
middle of the f^yade rises a short imd massite tawer. The left wing 
has fonr Isr^e Guttiic accadcs. In the right wing is the entrance tu 
the garden [p. 2.-18). The door of the museum is at the right comer 
of the main building.

The Thermel, or rains of the baths once belonging to the an- 
ciant palace of the emperors [p. 229), are on the side adjoining the 
Boul. St, Michel, The fact that the largest hall, which was the 
Frigidarium, or chamber for cold baths, is 65 ft. in length, 37^21*. 
in breadth , and 59 ft, in height , will serve to convoy some idea 
of the Impoaing dimensions of the ancient Koman palace. The archi- 
tecture is simple, hut the masonry is so substantial that the weight 
and moisture of a garden which lay above it foi many years down 
to 1810 have left it uninjured. The vanlting is adorned with ships' 
prows, ill allusion to the fact that Lutetta la^ qi\ vvvwi\'s^«.'^"«"s'-^ 
whence the modern armoTiil^eat\t\^!i Cit"?a,T\ft'ttt%wit*t'^»^"«i*^*"*^"' V 
A number of the Roman antitv^itiiss loxtTiitl.

Opposite to the entrance of the H6tei de Clnny ia the small 
Square dt ia Sorbonnt, laid oot in 1899 and containing a gronp Of 
scnlptnte ('Pro Patril Moiituri') hy T. Koel. beyond, in the Sue 
des Ecolea. risEB the fagade of tha new Sorboiine {iea below). 

The Boihonne \7i. K, 19 ; t'J , a huiiding erected in 1629 by 
Caidinal KidheltcH for the Theological Faculty of the University of 
Faris, is now ma.inly detoted to the Faculties of LUeralure onii 
Seiaict (del Leltrea et des Scitncesj, The two other facilities belong- 
ing to the nniver^ity (.inii^prndence and medicine) occupy separate 
buildings [pp. MO, 220). 

Tlifl Sorbonne was orlgiDaUy a kind of hostel fonzided by Robert de 
B^fbon, the confessor of fit. Loal$, In 12Afl, for the fccoptlon of poor slu- 
deata of theology and their teachers^ but it soon acqalred such a high 
reputation that it became tho centre of the scholastic thcoloiy, aad its 
aamfi came to ba applied to the theoloi^ical faculty itself. This estabiUh- 
mentbos exercised coa.s!deraiile inH nonce on t^atboilcismin France. While 
violently h^jstije to the Hcfonuatioti. the St>rbLinr^e was biipdly less atrnnplf 
opposed to theJesnltS', and for a long period It r^ect^d tbe authi^rity of 
the ^UnigcnituB^ bull directed against the Janaculsis UTt3J. The fs.cu]ly 
next came into colUsion with ths philosophers of tbe i&th cent., of whoea 
wfttkLims it was frequently the butt, until it was abolished by the Ee- 
volntlon. 

In ISOS the Sorbonne was made the seat of the 'DnWeTsittf de 
France' [under which term the French included the authorities who 
superintetii] the edncatioii of tlie whole country), but in 1S96 it 
once more became the University of Paris, the various provincial 
Academies being raised, at the same time, to the rank of independ- 
ent universitioB. The total tiumber of students in the ive faculties 
is about 13,000, including 3-400 women. The lectures are open to 
the pnhilc gratis. 

Since 1686 the Sorbonne has been practically rebuilt (the 

chnrch eitcepted), from plans by Ninot. The editice is a vast pile, 

270 yds. long and 110 yds. broad, "having been considerably ei-

Behind the Sorbonne, la the Roe dee Ecoles, ii tbe College ds 
Franoe [PI. R, 19; V), founded by FrsnciB I. in 1530, entirely re- 
built it different timeg between 1611 and 17T4, and restaied and 
eiteudeil in 1831. The original nams, 'College dea troU lan^eg', 
denoted ii« dedication to students from different proTiticea. The In- 
gCTiption 'Docet omnia' over tbe entrance Indicates that its spheTe 
embraces e^ery branch of science. The lectures are intended for the 
henedt of adults, and are of a popolar character. The pnblie are 
admitted gratis, ladies included. The college, which contains about 
50oha.ire, is not connected with the university, but Is under the direct 
control of tlie minister of public instruction. Many illustrious men 
have tauglit here : Ainpfre, Barthflemy-St-Hilaire, Michelot, Quinet, 
Ste. Benve, Kenan, Berth elot, etc. — A bronze statne of CUuide 
Bernard fl813-78), the phyaiolngist, by GujlUnme, has been erected 
in front of the side of the CoUfege facing the Koe des Ecoles. Adja- 
cent, to the riglit, is a statue of Dante (l^GQ'lS^l), by Aub€. In 
tbe court on the side next the Rue St. Jacques are a statae oi Badaeui 
(Burfi,- 1467-1540), one of the learned founders of the institution, 
by M. Bourgeois, and gome bronze bssta. The muble statue of 
CkampoUion (1730-1832), the Egyptologist, in the yestibnle, is by 
Bartholdi.

We now ascend the old Roe St, Jacques , to the right of the 
College de France, On the right is the massive new pile of the Sor- 
bonne, with tbe tower of iti observatory ; on the left if the Lyeie 
LouU-it-Grand (rebuilt by Le Oceur in 1887-96), foinierly the Col- 
lege de Clermont belonging to the Jeanits, Fartticr on, to the left, 
la the EcoU dt .Droit, or si-liool of jurispruilence connected with the 
university, rebuilt in 1892-97, and extending to the Place du Pan- 
theon. We then reach the wide and handsome Rut Sou f flat, which 
leads to the Judin du Luxembourg (p, 262) and to tbe Pantheon. 

The 'Fanthion [PL B, 19, V; admission, seep. 241) stands 
on the highest ground in tbe quarters of the city on tbe left bank, 
occupying the site of the tomb of Ste. Genevieve [422-512], the patKin 
saint of Paris. The chapel erected over her tomb was succeeded by 
a church, which having fallen t'> decay was removed about the middle 
of laat century. The present eiliflne, designed in the clos=Ical style 
by Smifllot, wai built in 1764-90. The new chcrch was also 
dedicated to Ste. Genevi6ve, but in 1791 the Convention resolved 
to convert it into a kind of memorial temple, which they named 
the 'PuitMoa', inscribing on it the words, ^Aux grandi hommea la 
patrie reeonnamanli .

EsTBaios. The edl&ce is of most imposing dimetielons, snd Itl 
form is that of a Greelc cross, 370 ft. iong and 276 ft, wide, sur- 
mounted by t, dome 272 ft. in lieight and over 75 ft. in diameter. 
The dome Tests ou a, lofty cylinder or drum eualosed by an open 
Corinthian colonnade, and is crowned witb a Uatern. A huge 
colonnade consisting of twenty- two fluted Corinthian coiumns, 
81 ft. in height , resembling that of tka Pantheon at Borne, forms 
the portico, to which eleven steps ascend, Tlie tympanum, 117 ft. 
long and 23 ft. high, contains a fine *Ocoup of sculptures by David 
d'AngCTi (d.l856), Illustrative of tie inscription mentioned above. 
The principal figure, 16 ft. in height, represents Fiance, between 
Liberty and History, distributing wreaths to her sons. 

Under the portico are two groups in marble by Malndron 
(d. 1881} : Ste. Genevieve iinpiorlng Attila, the leader of the Huns, 
to spare the city of Paris; and the Baptism of Ciovls by St, Kemigius. 

iNTHfiioH. Three handsome brouie doors form the entrance to 
the simple hut majestic interior. On each side of the aisles is a 
GorintWan colonnade, bearing a gallery running round the church. 
Over the centre of the ediilce rises the dome, which, acoordtng to 
Soufflot's design, was to have rested on columns, but those proved 
too weak for the weight of the superstructure. J, EondeUt , who 
succeeded Soufflotin 1781, sobstitiited pillars, connected by massive 
arches, for the original columns, to the detriment, however, of the 
general effect produced by the nave. The dome consists of three 
sections, one above the other, the second of which ii adorned with 
paintings (see p. 242), The paintings in the spandrels, by Carvatho, 
after Qlrard, represent Death, France, Justice, and Glory. 

The decnution of the Pantheon was originally entrusted to Paul 
Ohenavard of Lyons, but his cartoons (1848-61], now in the Lyons 
plctura-gallery, were never eiecuted. The mistake was then made 
of giving the commission to various artiste of very diverse tenden- 
cies; and the natural result Is a sad want of harmony in the general 
effect.

The Bibtiotltiqns Ste. Ctonevi^^a, a long building on the N. side 
of the Place du Psnthtfon, was built by Loirotwie in 1843-50, On the 
walls are inscribed names of celebrated authors of all nations. The 
Mllection of hooltB was founded by Cardinal de la Uochefoucauld in 
1624 in the Abbey of Ste. GenevlSve, and greatly augmented hy the 
library of Cardinal Le Tellier, archbishop of Eheimg, in 1710. The 
library now eontalns 2392 MS8. (on the lower floor), of the 11th 
to the 17th cent., some of them illuminated with beautiful mini' 
atures; numerous 'incunabula', or specimens of the earliest printing 
(1457-1520) ; and about 25,000 engrayings and cariosities, including 
a portrait of Queen Mary Stuart, presented by herself Co the abbey. 
The printed books number 200,000 TOls., including a nearly complete 
collGction of Aldines, or books by the celebrated Rrm of Manutius at 
Venice (so called from Aldus, the elder metiiber ef the firm ; 15th 
and 16th cent.), and Elzevirs, or books printed hy the family of that 
name at Leyden and Amsterdam (16th and 17tb cent,); and also 
most of the periodicals published in the 17th and 18th centuries. 

The veetibiUe c^ootaina busta of famnua French authors \ and on the 
staircase U one of Otrinff , who in 1431) establlsbad at tbe Sorhonne the 
firet prlisting prcsj; ujed In Paris. Above tbe iE^nding la a copy, by Balie^ 
of HaphacTg School of Athens in the Vatican. At the aides are alk^orical 
medjillion.^ (also hy Baize), and busta of Ln Roehefoucauld and LD-bronflte, 
At the enirnnce to the hall is a fine piece of tiobelina tapestry. Study surv 
pi'laed tjy night, after Balie. 

The 'Rsiniso Hooii (Salte di 1-teliiriJ on the lint floor, ii very skil- 
fully constructed. The vaulting li borne by seventeen Iron girders, sup- 
ported in the ccnlrc by stjctecn slender columns', and 420 readers can be 
accoumiodated. It Is open to the public dally, cjtcept in the yacation (fit 
to IQtb Sept.), from 11 to 1, and fram fi lo 10 p.m.) in the evening it It 
frequented almost excln.'tivoly by studeuts. On the tables to tlieT\^ti*.vt% 
about 3(10 periodicals (nearly all f renchl for t\if\iftB tjtT^ft^feTi.

Tlie ^Ikteiuob, perhaps the finest of all the ckurchea of Paris, 
consicti; of a itaTe and aielci of almoiit eijual height. Slender rnnnd 
pillars, twelve on each side, united by a gallery halfway up, bear 
the lofty vaulting, from which spring the rihs terminating in pendent 
keystonea. The choir la separated from the jiare by a *Jube, or 
lood-loft, of eiquiaite woikmanshir, by Biard (1600-06), ronud the 
pUlais of which two graceful spiral stairoases ascend, — The Pulpit, 
byieiiocart, fromdeiigjiahyialiire(d,i 665) ,iabornehya8amBon, 
and adorned with numerous slatnettes. — The admirable atained 
glass (restored) dates from the lUth and 17th cent.; the tLnest ja 
aaurlhed to Pinai^rier (1508), 

Ttie 5th Clka[>cl on the rigbt conialiis a ^Hoiy dcpulr.lue' with lifesixe 
flgnrea in terracotta, dating from the end of th« 16th century. Farther on, 
to the rtabt, on tbe wall of the ehoir-BiabulatOTy, are three large pictured, 
tvvo of them being votive offerlngB to Ste, Genevifeve presented by the city, 
by lari/aiik'e flU^) and De Tiv)/ (tTSB). and the third, the Stoning ot St. 
Stephen, by Abtl de PuJoL — Tbe 2nd Chapel on tbe same side eontatna 
tbe Tomti cf JStt, Centeiioe Cp. 240J, with i^ aarcopbagus, which ta said to 
date from the period of her deatii, but is probably not earlier than 1221. 
(Jn the File of 8te, Genevieve (3rd Jati.) noioeroua worablppers Hoclc. to 
St. Ettenne-du-,MoDt. 

A relio of the oiiJ Abbey of Ste. GenevtSve atUl exists In tbe 
square tower, in the transitional style, to tbe rigbt of St, Etienne, 
which now forms part of the Lj/cie HtnTi IV. (formerly the Lycife 
Napoleon), and ia separated from the church by tlie Rue Clovis. 



In tbe Sue du Cardinal Lemolne and fadng the lower end of the 
15 ue Clovis is the Coltige de> Bcoaiais (St:oli CoiUije), the great 6«at 
ot Scottish continental learning from the 14th cent, and latterly a 
rentre of Jacobite influence. The building, dating from the 17th 
cGot., is now occupied hy tbe Institution Chevalier, a private suhool. 
The Chapel of St, Andrew, on the first iloor, contains the tomb of 
the beatitiful Duchess of Tyrconnel and a memorial erected by the 
Duke of Perth to James H. In an adjoining room are portraits of 
Prince Charles Stuart and bis brother. Visitors are admitted on 
application to tbe concierge (fee). 

Nearly at the back of St. Etienne , to tbe N,E, , Is the EcoU 
PolyttcliTiique (PI. R, 22 ; V), for the edacation of military and naval 
engineers, artillery officers, i-ivil engineers in government employ, 
telegraphists, and officials of the government tohacco-mannfactory. 
It was founded hy Monge in 1794. 

On the other side of (he building ia the Rve Monge, which con- 

nei'ts the BoqI, St. Germain with the Avenue des Gobelins. At the

(d. 1656), by Gtrardoil, and of the painter Le Brnn (d. 1690) and 
his mother, bjr Ooyievon and Tuby. Beyond this sre the Boul. St, 
QeTmain and the Ftace Maahtrl, where a bronze statue, by Gtlilbsrt, 
was elected in 1889 to Etienne DoUt, a printer bnrood in 1546, In 
the reign o( Francis I,, for 'impiety and atheism'. The reliefs re- 
present Psiis restoring Freedom of Thought, and the Arrest and Exe- 
cution of Dolot. The inacription on one aide reads : 'non Dolflt ipse 
dolet, Bed pia tuiba dolet'.

The Font ties Arts (PI, R, 20 ; iVj, between the Old LotiTta and 
the Institut, an iron bridge for foot-passengers only, conatrncted in 
1802-4, derives ita name from the 'Palais des Arts', as the Louvre 
was once l^allGd, It commands a Une view both up and down the 
river. 

The Palaie de I'lnatitat (PL R, 20; IV), a somewhat clnmsy 
edifice, covered with a dome, is situated on the left banit of the 
Seine, at the S. end of the Pont des Arta, and opposite the Louvie. 
The ores cent-shaped facade is Qaoked with wings adorned with 
arcades. In front of the Corinthian portico rises a Statue of thi 
Republic, by Soitoui (1848 or 1860), The institution was originally 
founded by Cardinal Mazartn for tn« education of youths from the 
newly-aeiiulred provinces of Ronsaillon, Pignerol, Flanders, and 
Alsace , and was named the Callige Matafin, but was popijlarly 
known as the ColUge d«a ^uatre Ifationa. The building was erected 
in the latter half of the 17th cent., on the site of the MSlei de 
IfeaU, to which, according to traditioi), Margaret of Bnrgtindy, wife of 
Louis X,, used to cause young strangers to be brought to minister to 
her pleasures, and afterwards to be assassinated and thrown into 
the Seine. During the Revolution it was tised as a prison, but in 
1795 it was eeded by the Convention to the AcaddmUs, or societiea 
of lavanta, who had hitherto met in the Lovi^e, Vte ■nwafwiR'&iR.-^ 
chanired to tie PaJais de I'lnatitut, ani \t T«a^ wA vyJifi. csox^wi'i's. 
as a Bebool.

d« Caifn (not open to tbe pnblic^ adm. 00 rec^uest at ¥\i. 1 Una do Seine). 
Tbe CuUDtenA de Caien (d. 1870) bequezitbed the greater part of bei proper- 
ly to the Jn?titut, for tbe support of nrt-stadeots in Uome^ on the coodl- 
iion that each benetlciary ^huuld contribute an uri^nal wark to the musee, 
which now eontaina a considerable nnmber of paintings , eeulptura?, and 
architectural dc$igna. 

Tlie EAtel dei Honnaies (Fl, R, 20; J F), or La Monnafe, tbe 
Parisian Mint, is a large building to the left of the Institut and 
near the Pont-N'enf (p. "JiS), erected In 1771-75 by J. D. Anloine. 
Tbe facade , which is 132 yds. in length , and adorned with Ionic 
columns, is suimounted by allegorical flguiea by Le Comte, Pigallt, 
and Mouchy. 

The Monnaie contains a Musft Monftaire, or collection of coins, 
which is shown on Tuesdays and Fridays, l'J-3 o'clock, to visitors 
provided with an order from the Director. This order, which must 
he applied for in writing, also admits to the workshops ; it ia avail- 
abSe (or 4-5 persons. 

The Mua£OH is reached by the staLrcaae ia the right uf the entraoee. 

Tbe vfistibnle contaioa specimens of tbe nietaia naed Iq coining. — A 
cabinet to the right of tbe vestibule contaloa a gluad-case with ancient 
coins, and prcs$ea with medaia. Tbe cubiiiet to the left contains speci- 
mens of poatage.Btamps.

Itself^ aflord a better idea of the dctfiiis than tlie originala. A bust of 
Nfipoleon L by Cancca, executed in i^OO^ and a cast of tlio emperor''a facfi 
taken 20 boura after death are also shown. The models of former weighing 
machines and a ^ocid coUecllon of models and examples of oonTemportry 
engraving ma^ be menttonGcl. 

The Ateiiert, with their steam-engines, fnmai^as^ and machinery, are 
well ^orth visiting. Those only are shown in which silver places and 
medals are strnck. Each of the fix fnmaces in which the silver Is melted 
is rnnnblis of containing from 15 to 22Vi cwt. of metal, worth lEO.OOO to 
210^000 francs. The machines invented by Iff. Thonnelier are highly Lu- 
geniooB, sixty pieces of money being sirnck by each of them par minute, 
white the whole of them in operation at once am capable of coining no 
fewer ihan two million francs per day. In the UonnEile are also performed 
all the operations of assaying and stamping the gold and silver wares of 
the jewellers. The ^Ateiier dn Monnayaeo' contains a marble llfnre of For* 
tnne^ by Monchy, 

Returning to the Institnt, we soon reach the Ene Bonaparte, the 
eeaond street to the lej^t beyond that huilding. No. 14 in this styeet 
la the — 

Eoole del Beanz-Arti (PI. R, 17, 20; JV), oi Palais du 
Beaux-Arti, founded in 1648, for the teaching of painting, aculptuie, 
engravhig, gem-cutting, and architecture (open to the public on 
Sun., 12-4, hut not on holidays ; strangers admitted also on week' 
days, 10-4, on application to the concierge, who provides a guldej 
fee]. Tho pupils who ohtain the first priieB ('granda prix de Rome'} 
in the difTereTit departments jtre sent to Rome at the expense of 
government for four yeara. Tho works they send home are ex- 
hibited here annually in summer. The school has a stall of 40 pro- 
fessors, and is attended hy upwards of 12Q0 pupils of different 
nationalities. It contains tt valuable and o:itonaive CoUeciion of 
Copies of soulpttires and paintings, forming an admirable Bupplemeut 
to the collections of the Louvre. 

The hnilding. Greeted in 1820'38 hy Dehret and his SQCceBior, 
Duban, occupies the site of the old Coutent dej Pttits-AugiuiUna. 
In 1860-62 a new wing facing the Quai Malaquaia was added by 
Duban, and the old HStel Ohiinay, adjoining this wing, was acquired 
to 18S5 for the workshops. At the entrance are colossal busts of 
Puget and Poussin. 

The FissT GoiTRT contains many handsome fragments of Ftencb 

edidces , from the Gallo-Roman period down to the 16th century*

The forraer Chapisl contains part of the MusSc des dypies^ con- 
aistiiig of reproduotious of the finest sculptures aud paintinga of 
the Renaiasance, chiefly of the Italiaii school.

Ileyond it are other fragments of 
French aTchitecture and sculpture, statues copied from antii^uei, 
and a flue atone basin, 13 ft. in diameter, adorned with heads of 
gods or heroes, animals, and the four elements, a Trork of the close 
of the 12th cent., hronght from the abbey of St. Denis. 

The principal *Faoadb, which flanks this court on the W., de- 
signed hy Dt(6an, and completed in 1338, Is a good ex.ampte of 
modern French architectaie. It la adorned with two aeries of ar- 
oades, oneahore the other, with Corinthian semi-coiumnB and pilas- 
ters, and is crowned with an attic. 

The Vbstibulb contains copies of ancient Porapelan and other 
paintings and casts of sculptures of the Parthenon and the temple 
of Minerva in Mgiiin, the originaig of which are in London and 
Munich, and of the Children of Niobe, at Florence. At the back, 
to the left, an antique statue, the Athena Medici, from tlie Yilla 
Medici, a good Roman copy of a Greek work from the time of Phidias. 
— • We next enter an Innbb CotraT, roofed with glass, containing 
numerous casts from famous antiques at Rome and elsewhere: to the 
light, the Greek gallery ; to the left, the Roman gallery (inscriptloaa"). 
At the ends are restored oolunins from the Parthenon, with the 
entablature, and from tlie temple of Caetor and Pollux, at Rome (er- 
roneously known as the temple of .lupiter Stator). — In the corridor 
opposite the entrance to the inner court is the Monument of Duban, 
the architect fp, 248], by Qnillaume. 

Behind la the Amphithbatb.b, adorned with the celebrated *Iii' 
miet/U of Paul DeliiTnehe (d. 1856), an encaustic painting wliich 
represents distinguished artists of all ages and nations, and contains 
in all 75 flgures [13 ft. in height). 

Oa a lufty tlirone in Iho ceatre are the grent Greek inuteri, PMdiai 
{the flculptorj^ Ictifitis (the arcbiiect of the Parlhenon), and AptUt* {the 
painter). Four fetaale Q^nrea in front represent (left) Greek, Gothic, and

ArtB to St Germain-doB-PriB ( ?i. R, 19 ; /K), one of the most 
ancient churches in Paris. It belonged to the powSTful abliey af 
St. Germain, founded in 542 or 543 by King Childebert, tlie abbots 
of which were aomettmes cardinals and even tinga , as in the case 
of Hugh Capet and Casimir V. of Poland, The abl>ey was originally 
dedicated to St. Yincent, bnt bfteTwarde to St. Germain, a bifihop 
Of Parte j and was one© aurrounded by meadows, including the famoofl 
^ Pri-auz^Ct£rc9', The nave ia a. relic of an edifice of the end of the 
11th century* The choir, consecrated in 1163 ^ was afterwaida 
alteredj particularly in the windows, whicti show a tendeaey to Gothic. 
During the Revolution the chnrch was used as a saltpetre-tnann- 
factory^ and fell into a very dilapidated condition, but it was restored 
in 1824-36. 

The IiTTCKiOK waa redecorated in 1S52-61 with gilding and polychrom- 
mtio paintlnga^ and with admirable "'Mural Painttngs, by liippolyte Flandrin 
(d. 1864] and olb^f masters upder bi^ s^uperin ten deuce. There are ten

1711 f, 
whoie rem&ips were bronght here from the dainte-Chapolle. — The foJlow- 
fDg oliapel contains a monumeat of WifUrnn^ Earl o/ BQu^tai (d, Itlll). 

ThB S. TniSSEPT contains, on tbs tight, the tomb of 0; icier and 
Loidi dt CaittUaa (d. 1644, 1609), by Girardon, To the left, above (he 
altar, Is a marble atstne of St. Uargaret. by /. Sovfkt (1705). 

In the N. Tiu-Ksspt are paintings hy Cm-au (d. 1871). This transept 
alfto contains a statue of St, Francis Xavier, by G- Constoo, and the moau- 
mflnt of Canwiir V, {A. 1672), King of Poland, who wa« at first a Josult, 
tlten a cardinal, and in 16^ socceeded hia brother on the Polish throne, 
bnt abdicated in 1668 and resumed his cowl aj abbot of St- Germain-des- 
Pr^s. On the wall of the N. able., opposite the pulpit, is the monunaant 
of Bippolytt Flttttdi'in (d. 18611, painter of the frescoes mentioned above, 

Kear the door, in the K. aisle, is a marble statue of the Viriiln fXotre 
Dfime de Consolalton) presented to the Abbess of St. Denis by Qncon 
Jeutinti d'Evreux In 1640. 

To tho left of the charoh of St. Geimain is a Email sqiiifB with tlio 
'Bakers', a lifesiie hlgh-reliefin enamelled tenaTOtta, by A. Chur- 
pentier ami E. Miiller. Farther on (No. 3J is the Palais Ahbaliat, 
dating frora the latter half of the 16th nent,, a rolic of the aitcient 
»bhey. It is in private possession. The Abbey Prison, notorious for 
tha masaafires of Sept., 1792, was situated farther back, on a site 
now tiBTersed by the Boulevard St. Germain. — The small square 
to the right of the church ia embellished with a bronze Statue of 
Bernard Falissy (p. 144), alter E. Barrfaa. 

The 8. side of the church adjoins the Roul. St. Genu sin (p. 229), 
in which li a Statue of Diderot (1713-8iJ, in bronze, hy Crautherin. 
To the S.W. luns the handsome Rue de Jlannes, leading to the 
Qare Montparnaase (p, 288J. We continue to follow the line Bona- 
p&rte , to the left , and in a few minutes moie leaoh the Flaoe St, 
Sulfide. 

•8t, flulpieo fPl, R, i9; ivy, situated in the Place of that 
name, is the richest and oiie of the moat Important of the churches 
on the left bank of the Seine. The rebuilding of the church was 
begun In the reign of Louis XIY. and finished In 1749, cMeQy after 
the plans of Levau and Servandoni. Tho church Is remarkable for ita 
imposing dimensions (length 462 ft., width 183 tt., height 106 ft.]. 
The fafade, by 8L>rTandom, which Is considered one of the best of 
the early part of the 18th cent., oonaists of a Doric and anionic

Or we may follow the Rue 
St. Sulpice, to the left of the choich, and take the Rue de Tournoni 
the iecond cross-street to tlie right, wUob ascendi to the Palais do 
Lmembourg. 

III. PALACE CALLEKT, AND eAS.I)£N OF THE LVXEKBOTTBO. 

The Taloii dn Lnxemhourg (PI. R, 19; IV), nov the seat of 
the Fretich Senate, was erected in 1615-20 for Marie de M£dkk, 
widow of Henri IV., by Salcmon Debroiae, one of the ablest Frenoli 
architects of the begiiming of the 17th century. It ocEupies the 
site of the old HStel de Lnxembonrg, a mansion from which it 
deriTea its name. In the employment of luatica pilasters and in 
the treatuieiit of tie coart, it bears some resemblance to the Fitti 
Palace at Florence, Marie's ancestral home , but at the same time 
it piesBEres an unmistakably French character, especislly in tlie 
comer-paTilionB with their lofty loof?. The principal fa4^de, nearly 
100 yds. long, which notwithstanding many restorations atill reTesls 
the original design, looks towards the Rue Vaugirard on the N. side, 
opposite the Rue de Toumon. Important alterations, the chief of 
which was the addition of the columns in the court, were made by 
Chalgrin iii 1804, by order of Napoleon I. The fafide towards the 
garden, formerly similar to the principal front, "was restored under 
Louis Philippe in 1831-34 by A, de ffiaors, who adhered as far 
as possible to the style of the original building. — During the I'"irat 
Empire the palace was occnpied by the senate, and styled PataU 
du Sinat-ConservattuT. .Vfter the Restoration, and binder Louis 
Philippe, the Chamber of Feeri met here. From 18!:i2 to 1870 it 
was named Palais du Sinai, that body having aeain sat here diiritig 
the Second Empire. It was next occupied by the ofBces of the Prtffet 
de la Seine, after the destruction of theHfitel de Ville in 1871; hut 
in 1879 , on the leturn of tha Chambers to Paris, the senate re- 
auraed its old quarters here.

The^Mm^e dn Ltixembtmig (PI. R| 19; iV), a collecUoD of 
Worlu of CoriitmpOTafy Artittaj consifitlng chiefly of paintiiiga and 
ecolptuiofli occopies the lonnct Orangery, to the W. of the Petlt- 
Luzemboargf an the left side of the Roe Yaugir^d. The works ex- 
hibited at the Luxembourg are generally transferred to the Louvre, 
or sent to provincial g^llenea^ about ten years after the death ot the 
artists, so that a compreheusive survey of modern l^'rench art cannot 
be obtained in one place.

till 10 or 11 p.m.) is the only remdimngBenaissantie garden la Paris. 
A military bind plays here, to the left under the tree*, in summer on 
Tubs., Frid., and Snn., from 4 to 6, or from 5 to 6 fcomp. p. 36]. 
The principal entrances are on the sidcB next the Boul. St. Michel 
and the Odfion [p. %3), but there is another on the W. Bide, close 
to the exit from the Luiembourg Gallery. 

The garden oontalns few Uwna and not many flowers; hut 
amongst the clumps of trees aitd the open epaces for children's 
gamiB there are iiumerous sculptures. On the terrace of the Mu- 
seum ire etatuee belonging to it (p. 25S). Behind the MnseTim : 
Sculpture, by A. MilUt; Painting, by Francetchi; After the contest, 
by LevaiHUT; At the Goal, by A. Bouelier. Farther on is the Monu- 
ment of Eugint Delacroii (^1793-1863), the painter, by Daiou. It 
consiBta of & fountain with a bronze bust, and bronze Qgures of 
Time bringing fame to the artist and the Genius of Ait applauding 
him. — In the W, part of the garden: Triumph of Silenns, bronze 
group by Dalou ; Hercules, by Oltiit. In the S. part, the former 
'Ptspini'Te': Family Joys, hy Daillcm; Bust of Sainto-BeuTe (1804- 
(39), liy Fuech (1898); 'Monument to Watttuu (1684-1731), by 
OauiiuU. The last consists of a bust of the painter, in pewter, with 
a lady (in marble) of the time of Louis XV. offering him flowers 
(1896). Thau, Eustaohe LeSueux, by Sifsjon,- Wrestlers [bronze), by 
Ottin; StsgB, by ieduc; Orlando Furioso (bronze), by Dindgnxur j 
Lion and OBtrich, by Cam, etc.] 

In the centre of the garden , in front of the palace , is a large 
space Burrounded by a terrace and balustrade and embellished with 
an octagonal fountain-basin, and various statues : on this side of the 
fountain, as we return, Archidamas about to throw the disc, by Le- 
majre; to the right, Tuloan, by Bridtin the Eider; Marius amid the 
ruins of Carthago, by V, Vilain; In front of the Palace, EiploBion, by 
H. ffrcier, etc. — The dome-covered baildlng Tjslble at the end of 
the avenue leading from the basin 1b the Observatory (p. 266). To 
the left of the garden rises the Ecole dea Mines (p. 284); to the 
right, the schools mentioned at p. 28u. 

The terraces around the parterre are embellished with twenty 
modern statues in marble of celebrated Frenchwomen (brought from 

E the Pari ofSceaiii, p. 351), the stiffness of which does not harmon- 
iae well with the garden.

II. JARDIN SEB FLANTES. 

In the *Jardiii des FUntes or Mtw^um d'Hiitoirc NalurtlU 
[PI. G, B, 22, 25; V), which lies at the E. end of the quarters 
of the city on the left banli , are concentrated most of the Parieian 
institutionB connected with natural science. Besides the zoological 
and botanical garden, it comprises natural history collections, la- 
boratoiies, and a library. Lectures on natural history, to which 
the public are admitted gratuitously, are also gi^en here in the 
AmphitMAtre, a lull capable of containing 1200 person.i.

The Jardia de.9 FlanteSn projected ia 1626. was foaaded by Quj/ dg La- 
hfDite, one of tbe most eminent bcitanima uf bis time, about 1€35, wbcn 
be laid out Ibe Jardin Ro^ai des Ptanie* MididnaJet. After several years 
of mismanagement by tbe court piiysleians^ tbe (Celebrated Bjt^on was 
appniated director of tbe gardens ia 171^2. He entirely remodelled Ibom^ 
founded cc^llectiona ia every department of natural bistory, and gave tbe 
wbole e^tablisbment tbe name of Jardin du Roi, Buffoa vras succeeded by 
Btrnardiii de Saiitt-Pien^B, wbo tranaferTed bitber tbe royal menagerie uf 
Versailles in I79B, and opened tbe librciry in 17Ui. Tbe garden was tben 
called Afvi^ttmd* Hixioire Naturella^ by whlcbnameitia still ofQcially known. 
Under Xapcleoa I. tbe collections were considersbly enlarged. In our own 
times tbe garden was lung under tbe cbarge of Jf. O/itvrmlj tbe eelebralad 
cbemist and eonlcnariaa (1786-1889), If. S. Fr»my (I814-1&94), and Aishsmt 
XiiM-Bdscardt (1935-1900). 

The Judin dea PlantGS [lea annexed Plan) , whlcli covers an 
itregiilai quadrilateral ares of 75 acres, is divided into two distinct 
parts. (1) The Jardin Botanique, extending fiom the principal 
entfance in the Place Yalhuhert to the (^aleries de Zoologie at the 
othei end. (2) The Menagerie , or zoological department , to the 
right (N.]) of the first, ending at an eminence, 80 ft. high, called 
the Labyrinthe, — We shall flrat describe the second and more fre- 
quented of these parts. The annexed pl^n vriU enable visitors to 
And their way without difficiilty. The scjentiflc names of the ant- 
malB, as well as those of the plants, and their place of origin are 
marked in each case. 

Menagerie. ■ — Entering from the Place Talhnbert , we turn to 
the right and proseed to visit the cages of the Animaux Firoeet. 
Admiasion to the houses when the animals are inside, see p. 264. 
The flurrounding enflosnres are oMupied by the Animaux Paiiiblti, 
including numorous antelopes, deer, and otlier animals of the kind. 

A little to the W. of the Animaui Ftfroees is the Palais dej 
Singei, or monkey-house, the inmates of which are an nnfailing 
source of amusement. A little farther to the W. are numerous other 
graminivorous or 'peaceable' animalB, and on the left we ohserTB the 
Rotondt des Grands Animouj:, coutaining elephants, young hippopo- 
tami, rhino c<3roseE, camels, etn. — A few paoes to the S. of the Ro- 
tonde is tke Fmte aux Outs, or bears' den, adjoining the botanical 
garden.

p. 264 are obtained. 

ThB Labyrinlkt (PI. 1), the artifleial mound at the K.W. cornei 
ot the garden, is intersected by nujnemus paths, which at one time 
formed a maze. On the H.E. side of the hill is & magnificent Cedar 
of Lebanan (PI. 4), 10 ft. in circumference, planted here in 173o by 
the elder Jussieu. A little higher up, almost hidden in the shrub- 
bery, is a monument to the memory of Daubtnion (d. 1799 ; PI. 5), 
an eminent naturalist and director of the Jardin des Plantes. 

A fraia heyund ILe labyrinth leads iotD the l^m Lliuid, in >Fhloh ri»e3 
tbfi Funtaine Cuviar^ erected in IBIO froiD deslgbA by yi(;0Lir4UX. It eondijttfl 
of 1 Dlcbe Vt'lth a titalue of Nature billing 6a a lion, and holding ib tablet 
with the inscription ^rfrliffi coffnotCBrt camai^. 

On the other side of the labyrinth are the hothonses for tropical 
plants (Serrts Temp^T^es and Serres Ckaadea); adm., see p, 264. 

G-alleries (admission, see p. 264). The natural history galleries 
of theJardin desPlantee are among the moat extensive in existence. 

The GALLHtOBB OF ZoOLOOt' are arranged iu a hatidsome build- 
ing, ronipleted in 1889, on the W, side of the Botanical Garden. 
The fa{;ade is embellished with a Hgure of Science in high-relief, 
by E. Guilianme, and raedallioJis of famous naturalists. We enter 
from the right side,

Tho adjoining buildini;;^. on the S. side oJ' Lbc g&rden, contain the gal- 
leries of gdOlo^y and Ijctany and the library. 

The OAiiLESY or QEOLOoy knu Mi>r£BALoay contains statues of 
GeoTgea Cavitr (1709-1832), by David d'Angers, aud of Ecni Haiij/ 
(1743-1822), the mineralogist, by Brion, and is embellishBd by 
large landscape paititings by Biard. 

The Gallbkv op Botany contaiua interesting specimens of 
exotic plants, reproductions of fruit in wax, etc. In the Testibule 
is a statue of Adrten dt Juisiea (1686-1753), by Legendre-Q^iiil. 

Tli*t bcrbaria ou the upper Hoor are open to jitudcnle only. The American 
herbarium presumed in iSlC by Aff^tiutier von HumhoMi ia prt^^served here, 
la 1886 ihe colk^ctloQ was enritihed by the hcrbariuni of iomwflt, rtj.. 
purchased fruiu i be University ofEoatock. 

The LiBMAaY contains nearly 176,000 Tol&,,2t80 MSS., 18,700 
original drawings, and 3800 uitips.

The Eotanic Oarden Is divided Into ijn&diangular beds liy a 
unmber of handsome htc tines. Matty of the trees and flowers now 
common in Europe have been introduced and naturalised by the 
directors of the Jardin des Flan tea. Adjoining the Menagerie is the 
Ecolt ie Botamque, open daily except Sun. and holidays, 6-11 a, m. 
and 1-6 p. m. The red labels indicate the classee to which the plants 
belong, the yellovr labels the families , and other labels the genera 
and epeciefi. The edible herbs are denoted by green bands on the 
labels showing the species, medicinitl plants by red, poisonous plants 
by black, those osed in the industrial arts by blue, and ornamental 
plants by yellow. At the end tieiLt to the quay are the Aq^alic PlanUi 
and the distribution of tlie other plants is shown on the accompany- 
ing plan. Within the garden is the Ecoie ries ArhTisstmix d'Ome- 
menty which contains the first acjjcia ('Kobinia paeiidacacia') intro- 
duised into Europe. It was brought to France by Robin in 1601, and 
planted here in 1G3G. Lastly, a little farther to the E., are the nur- 
series of apples, pears, nuts, and stone-fruit. 

In addition tu the faeilltiea ii ofTerji for study un tbu apot, the Jardin 
Botanique distributes feedS', plants, and apccimens tu educational fiBt^b' 
llehmentfl, to other botanical gard&na find Ei.teietic^a, ^d jilae to students, 
botanlata, artlAla, and worliinen. 

To the K. of the Jardin des Pl&ntea is the Halle aux ^na (open frum

(erminatea in the Place Denfort-iiochoreau (p. 3138). — The Boularard ds

Araga, leads post the Val-dc-Grdce (p. 236) to tbe Carrefour de rObsaiva- 
tolre (p. 3S5). ^ 

At the N. and of the Avenue das Gobelins rises the church of 
Si. MMard [Pi. G, 22 ; V}, of the 1B-I7th cent., the Ijiirial -ground 
of which is now a gaiden, with a flgure of 'Haymaking' by ]3arrau. 
In the 18th cent, it contained tha 'wonder-working' tomb of the 
Jinsenist deacon AbbS Paris [d, 1727). Pilgrimages to the tomb were 
at length prohibited by Louis XV. in 1732, which gave risa to the 
wlttioism ; —

Tha unfortnnate son of Louis XVL Is said to ba also hitrlad here, 
Tbe Rue Monge at the back of the church leads to the Boulevard 
St. Germain (tramway^ , passing tbe Plact Monge, in which is a 
btonzB Btstue of Louis Blane [1811-82), the historian and socialist, 
by Delbouime. In the vicinity are the scmty remains of the Arinet 
dt Lttiice, at tha comer of (he Kue dc Navarra, to the right. These 
consist of a few tiers of seats [much restored) round the arena, which 
has been laid bare.

We CT03S to the left bank by the old Pont Eoyal, wtiioh was 
constructed in 163d from plans by Gabriel ami Mansart, From the 
bridge t^b obtain & good view of the sculptures on tbe Pavilion de 
Flore (p. l&l). At the S. end of the bridge begins the RnB uu Bao 
(PL R^ 17, 16; IV), which traverses tbe FaubOttJrg 8t. Germain^ 
tbe aristocfatic qnarteTj where the principal stieeta are the Rue do 
Lille, Hue de Veroeuil , Hue de TDrnversit^, Rue St. Dominique, 
Rue de G^enelle, and Roe de VareTine, all running parallel to the 
Seine. Mo$t of the hnuaes In these streets are private mansions, and 
the quarter presents a dull and deserted appearance, especially in 
summer and on Sundays and holidays. Among the pnbUc edilic^s 
here are several embassies and government offices, etc. 

In iha Rdb du Bac , tq the left, Is thp Petit St. Tfiomcut fp. 10), witli 
nn QtlriLctLve fa^'^de' ZieyOiid, in a amall eqnara, Haea the chafch uf 
fit. ThDmai d'Aqnin (Pj. R, H; /V), erected in 14k^-1140, Tbe purtAl wafi 
Dut LCinipleteil till 17HT. The iDtcritjr contains some InterqeUng rrescot^d 
and other p&iatiDgs. 

At tbe intenection of tha Rua dn B&o nnd BuuK 3t. BerinaiD ia & 
bronKe statae, by Dam^, Of Chajtpe (1763- 1805), inveiitor qf tbe aerial 

Tbe Rue da Bac then crosses the B^i^iil. St. Gcrto&in and tbo Rite dt 
OrenetU, ia which, to the left., rises tbe Joataiue dfl Grenelle (PI. R, 17^ 
/Hi erected in 1733 frftm designs by Sovchardon (d. 171^}, It conslsui ot^ 
a crescent 31 y^ls. in diameter and 38 Tt. in beigbt.

St. Oeimain, at the end 
of the Rue de SolMrino, helongB to the MiniHin de la Guerre, 
Lower down the ilver, on the Qu&l d'Orsay, at the end of the Boul.

duunbie dsa B^putia (PL R, 14 ; IT), otherwiie known as tha 
Falait du Corpi LIgislatif or Paiai» Bourbon, which was begim in 
1732 by GiTardini fOT the dowager Duchess of Bourbon. The Prince 
de Oond^ afterwards expended about 16 iniUion francs on the 
building, which in 179CI was declared national property. After 
having been used for varions purposes, it was set apart foe the eit- 
tlngs of the Council of Five IlnDdred, and afterw&rde for those of 
the Corps LIgislatif or Chamber ofDeputies, which has 581 members. 

The oiigin&l facade is on the side farthest from tbe Seine. The 
little ei^uare in frost of it ia embeUiabed with a marble statue of 
'Law', by Feuchires (1855). The fajade towards the river, built hy 
f oyel in 1804- T, is in the style of a Greek temple, with a handsome 
Corinthian colonnade of twelve columns. To the right and left of 
the flight of steps are placed statues of Themis and Minerva, and on 
massive pedestals in front are seated figures of D'Aguesseau, Colbert, 
L'Hopitil, and Sully. On each side of the portieo are reliefs hy 
Bade and Fraditr (Liberal Arte and Pnhllc Educjitlan), and in the 
tympsnum a group by Cortot, which represents France with the 
constitution, between Liberty and Order, summoning Commeree, 
Agriculture, and Peace to her aid.

The EAtel dea Invalfdea (PI. R, 14; IV], with lt« conspicuous 
gUded dome, a vast eatablishraent oncupying an area of about 30 
acres, was founded in 1670 by Louis XIT. , 'pour assurer une 
Qi-lstence heurense aux militaires qui, vleiUardB mutU^s ou inllrmes. 
Be tTonveralent sans ressources apits avoir blanch! sous les drapeaux 
OQ verstf leur sang pour la patrle', Vlhe building was hegon in 1C71 
by LiMral BnianU and completed iWl675 by Mamarti. The estab- 
lishment was Intended to accommodate 7000 inmates, mt there are 
now less than 175, and the nutnher is decreasing, as only soldiers 
ahsolntely innapicitated for work are now admitted. Parts of the 
building have been devoted to other purposes; and in 1898 the head- 
quartets of the goTenior of Paris ivcre transferred liither. 

A railing separates the Plate from the outer oourt of thelnvalides, 
which is now a garden enclosed on three sides by a dry moat. 

The guiic.3 who assail visitors at the etilrances to the Hotel dei 1d- 
valicUa are unnccftssajy. They are qHlle uuofdctal, in spite of tbair mU- 
itary'loukiag c&pj. 

A 'Batterie Trlomphale' placed behind the inoat is used in Bring 
salntes on grand occasions.

east at Berlin in ITOS, captnred there by the Anstrianfl in 17^>7, and 
bTL'>nght by Kapoleon from Vienna after the Baitie of .inaterlita along 
with 2333 other eanDon^ a Dutch piece, eaptnred at the siege of Antwerp 
in ltj33^ a rifled cariDon from Sabastopolv a mortar fropi Algiers. — On 
the lift: a long swivel-gtiD from Wurteiaberg, a masterpiece of \\& kind, 
decnrated with a serpent ajtd allegorical (ignrea \ a Venetian piece, of 
1706', the remaining pieces correaipoiid to those on the right side. 

The garden is adorned with a Staiue of Prinee Eugint de Beau- 
hamai) (1781-1824J, in bronze, by Diimont. 

The FataiU of this vast edifice is about 220 yds. in length. The 

three stories are suTmounted with trophies in stone. At the principal 

entrance are an equestrian figure of Louis XJY. in bas-relief, and 

sUtaea of Mara and Minerva, in bionie, all by Coustoti the Yonngtr.

The building la open to visitors dail; ; but there Ij little to see 
beyond tie external decorations, the choMb, and the muaenBJB. 

Tke CoUT (CHonneuT , tlie flrat court , 13 enclosed with arcades, 
parts of wliit^li are adDined with paintings by B. Masson^ Tepro&untilig 
scenes from the epochs o( Charlemagne, St. Louis, Louis XIV., 
and Napoleon I. Opposite the entrance is the church (p. 279); on 
the right the MusSe d'AjtiUerle ; on the left, the Mnsee de TArmee 
Cp- 279). 

The *Miisle d'ArtiUerie (^adml^aion , see p. 273) occupies \ 
considerable part of the W. wing of the building. This interesting 
collection consists of 10,000 specimens of weapons of all kinds, both 
auclerit and modern, i^ticks and nmbrellas need uot he given up.

To 
tLe tight is a collection of »rmonr and weapons of the 15- 17th cen- 
turies. Opposite: G, 176-180. Italian armour for combats in the 
lists ; the suit In the middle belonged to one of the Medici family ; 
German jousting armour, incliiding a suit 'it tonne' for fighting on 
foot. On the right side are historical suits of armour and ale Ten 
suits of German workmanship (early IGth cent, 1, known as 'Maii- 
mUicnnes'. At the end of the sslOon is a model of the Chateau of 
Plerrefonds. Behind, portraits of General Lariboislnrc (d, 1812) 
and his son, by Groa. In the middle, as we return, Juvenile armour. 
— Then firearms , steel weapons, shields, helmets, etc. Some of 
these are beautifnily ortiameutcd with precious stsnea, ivory, re- 
pousse work, engraving, chasing, inlaid work, damascening, etc.

'Die -Jnd Oaltrit da ArmuTet contains a splendid collection ot 
armonr worn \ty horsemen and foot-soldiers, chieSy of the 16th and 
llith centuries. In the glass-cases are pieces of aiiuour and steel 
weapons and flrearnis of greater interest than those in the other 
gallery.

The aword bron^'ht by NapoleOii from the tomb of Frederick the G-reat 
at Potsdam In 1806 wju destroyed on ihe aame nccaaion. A nnmher of 
other flags captured during the wara of the Hepuhlic «Jkd the £rat Empire 
WAre accidentally burned during the funeraJ ohsequiea of Mariihal S^- 
baJtiani in 1851. 

Thu colamns of the chur4:li bear a number of monumentu and tablatfl 
in memory of former governors of thd Ildtel di^a luvalides. Fuur bronze 
tahleU record the names of tlie mrirBhalg and officers interred in the vault.-! 
of the churuh. Behtud the blE^h-altar i3 a large window filled ivlth modern 
Ataiaed glas^i below which i^ a dour leading; inla the Dome, bat geaec- 
ally dotted.

not only as an effectife crowning feature for the entire pile of build- 
inga, but ^Iso a9 an arena ('Egllse Royal e'} for the pompoue C'^Temo- 
nial that took place when the king attended divine aervice in hig 
capacity as 'protecteur des Invalides'. It Is etLtered by a portal with 
two series of oolumna, Doric and Corinthian, placed one ihoTo the 
other, and adorned with statues. The church Is a sqaare pile, 198 ft. 
in breadth, surmounted by a circular tower with twelve windows and 
a lofty dome, above which rise a lantern and cross , 344 ft. in height. 
The dome, ^6 ft. in diameter, gilded during the drat Empire, and 
again, by the electro-plating system, In 1361, is oonBtructed of 
woodwork covered with lead, and is embellished with reliefs rs- 
pieeenting miUtary trophies. 

The *T(iiiib of ITapoteoa I., constructed by Viaconti, and Eitnated 
beneath the dome, is an open circuUr crypt, 30 ft. in depth and 36 ft. 
in diameter. On the mosaic pavement, which represents a wreath 
of laurels and is insfribed with the names of battles (Riaoli, Pyra- 
mids, Marengo, AuiUrlils, JtmJ, FTiedtand, WagraTn, and MoicovaJ^ 
rises the sarcophagus, 13 ft. long, G'/a ^*' ^ide, and ll'/a ft. high, 
consisting of a single huge block of Siberian porphyry weighing 
upwards of C7 tons. The twelve colossal Victories sarrouiiding the 
eareophaguE were among the last works oS Fradier (A. ISoi), The 
six trophies consist of sixty flags captured in battle by Napoleon. 
The walls of the crypt, behind the Victories, are of polished slabs of 
granite, adorned with ten marble reliefs by Simart (d. 1868): Re- 
storation of public order, the Concordat, the Reformed Administra- 
tion, the State Council, the Code, the Onlvotsity, the Chamber of 
Finance, the Development of Commerce and Industry, Public Works, 
and the Legion of Honour. 

The entrance to tho crypt (clDd«d) ia at the back at the hiEb-altar. 
It is fljiukcd hy Iwo ^aixopLngl, hearing fbe names of Hurvt and Btr- 
irand, the cmpsror'& faithful frienda. The fcrzner fell at tbe battle of 
Bautzen in i&i^t, the lattor ii. 1S44) was the eioperor's uonataat coiu- 
panioD throu^lioat his wars and bis c&jttlrity, and followed bis romaina 
when brod(;bt by Prince JolDville from fit. hteleaa in 184(1 to their pre- 
ecnt resting-place. At>ovfi the entrance are tbe.9e words from the eza-

Above the crypt, at a height of 160 ft., rises the lofty dome In 
two sections. The drst of those Is divided into twelve compart- 
ments, painted with flguroB of the Apostles by Jotmtntl (d. 1717}. 
The upper section is adorned with a large composition by Ch.de Lafo»ae 
f d, 1716'J ; St. Louis offerEiig to Christ the svford with which he 
had vanquished the foes of Christiamty. Tho Evangelists in the 
spandrels are by the same artist. The paintings above the higll 
x/ttT are by N. Coypel. The Caiiit, bluish light admitted from above, 
Aod the sombre appearance of tlie crypt atiiWs wwio\m4vtt^s greatly 
eaJiaaoe the solemn grandeur of tte scene.

Tie •Cluunp-d6-Mttri [PI. R, 8, tO, 1 1 ; /), a little to the "W. 
of the Jnvaliilus, the cliiet' scetio of the Kxliibition of 1900, was, 
mitU 1889, a large sandy space, 1100 yds. in length and Q50 yds. 
In breadth, naed tor military manceuvrea 

Down to 1B5& it waa enclosed by embankments , 15*2^^ Et. in height, 
which were piloted with trees, and iu the formation of whi<;b no fewer 
than 60,000 Puidi9.DS of both se^es aod all ciasaca partEelpAted in the 
year 17B0. These hanlia were then ftirniahfld with tiers of scata, which 
enabled hoodrede of thousands of the people to witness the Fiu de la 
Fidiration, which took place on llLh Joly of the same je^ir. lb front of 
the i^cole Milltairo was erected the AitCsi de la Patrie^ where the king, 
the natiooEil assembly, and the representative!^ of the army and the pro- 
vincea, swore tidelity to the new constituttou. Telleyrend, Bishop of 
Aatun, with 400 of the clergy, robed in white, officiated in the reii^jiious 
part of the ceremony. The re^oicin^ on this occasion were anlversa], 
as it was believed that the Bevolutioa was now happily terminated. A 
similar festival, the fanioas Champ de J/^f, was celebrated here with the 
utmost pomp by Napoleon on l.st Jnne, 1815. Here too, In Ant^ii'^t, 1830, 
Louis Philippe preseated colours to the ^(Ltlonal Gnard. and ie 1S&2 Napi>- 
leon HI. diatribnted to the nrniy the eagles which were to replace the 
Gallic fiock, Thft Champ-dc-BJars was the site pf the ^Expaeitioru C^niver- 
Mllft' of 1867, 1«7H, and 1R!9, and ia agniu occupied by that of 1900. 

The *HffeI Tower (Tour Eiffel or Tour de TroU Cents Metrts), 
cloee to the Seine and opposite the Trocad^ro, nttturaUy the moat 
conspicQOua object in view, was built by M. Quit. Eiffel (h, 183'i 
at Dijon) In rather less than two years (1867-89). This etionnoui; 
structure is the loftiest monument in the world, attaining a height 
of 984 ft., or not far short of twice the height [5o5 ft.) of the 
W»Ehin.2;ton Column at Washington (tower of Ulm cathedra) 628 ft., 
Cologne 511 ft, Bouen 196 ft., Groat Pyramid 449 ft,, St. Paul's in 
London 404 ft.). At the saina time it ia an interesting specimen 
of hold and accuiate skill in design and of the marvellous ecientiUu 
procisioti of jnodeiu engineering. Owing to the effect of perspective 
the tower, when seen close, appears to be lower than it really ia. 
The foundations were laid hy niGans of iron caissons, siinli to a 
depth of 40 ft. on the side iieit the Seine, and 29 '/o ft. on the other 
Bide, eompreased air being used to eipel the water. Conurete was 
then pouTod in to form a bed for four massive foundation- piera of 
masonry, 85 ft. thick, arranged in a qiiadratiglo 11*2 yds. sqaare 
Upon ibis bsse, wliich covers about 2'/^ acres of ground, rises the

I first platform ara united with eaoli otliei by touud gpana, form- 
I Ing B kind of liuge tdumphiil arcbv&y, bigber than tke Kelwn 
Oolomn ia Trafalgar Square. Abov^ the flrat platform the faiir 
uprighta are still diEtinct, but they gradually approach each other 
as they ascend, and finally coftlesce into s single sbaft at a height 
I of about &9(}ft. The iian girders and beanie used are hollow, while 
the upright etandaida are each 2 ft. in breadth. The successive 
platforms may be reiichod either by means of tke 8talri»iEes or by 
hydraulic lifts (fare, see below). 

The FiTtl Platform is 190 ft. aboTe tl>e ground and has an arua 
of about 5860 Bquare yards. — The Second I'ialform , 32 yda. 
I Bqui!.re, at the height of 380 ft., is occupied by a g1aas'i:overed hall, 
r and the reserroii of the hydraulic lifts. At 680 ft. is a kind of 
I landing-place or floor. Even as it sppruaches the top the tower is 
33 ft. square. — The Ttdrd Platform, at the foot of the doubli; 
lantern which terminates the tower, 904 ft. from the ground, sup- 
. porta a glass payilion, 54 ft. square, capable of holding 800 people. 
Tha LanitTn rises 79 ft. higher, A staircase ascends withiix it to 
a circular balcony, lU'/a ft. in diameter, above which again is the 
electric light, which is aeeu at night for a distance of 45 miles. — 
There are iti all 1792 steps from base to summit: to the first plat- 
form 360 (7-8 inin.T, thence to the second 380 (tO miu.), and 
thonce to the top 1062,

The Champ-de-Mars between ttie Eiffel Tower and tho Gale tie

The old Oetlelie des Haohinei, at the end of the Champ-de-Mars, 
is an enormous hall built by DuUrt and Contamin for the Exhibition 
of 1889.

The riba 
of the roof of the Oalerie dea Machines spring from the gronnd, 
where their lower entia rest upon cast-iron aocketa, embedded in 
msEBes of tnaeonry resetnhling the piers of a bridge. The mtlji 
entrance is on the side next the Hotel dea Invalides, &nd there are 
other entrances at both ends» 

The EcoloMilitaire[Pi,ll, 10 5 /}, m imposing edifice by Gabriel, 
sitnatod a little to the S.W. of the Invatides and coTering an area of 
26 acres, was founded in 1751 by Louis XV,, 'poui y flever cinq centt 
gentila-hommea dans tontea les scienc/OS n^cessaires et cojiTenableF 
k nn offloier'. In 1792 it was converted into barracks, bnt it is now 
the seat of the Ecok Supfrieurc de Guerre. The principal part, on 
the tf.W. aide, presents s palatial appearance and is '/4 M. in length. 
The Corinthian portico in the centre is surmounted by a quadran- 
gular dome. The wings were added in 1855. The chapel resem- 
bles that of the palace of Versailles. The public are not admitted 
to the Ecole without special perraisBioii.

I entrance^ Cases lS-23 ; emeralds, gamels, tourmalines, and topaies ; oppuf ile 
the ataircase to the 2nd Qoor, Oases 39, -iO: sap[»hirP3^ rubies^ and cTma- 
phanes^ in the Ust section but one, Cikees 15 and lU til the series by the 
windows ; specimens tif sulphur and disimonds. 

Tbe palttiontological coJlcclion, on tbe second fioor, is arranged zoolo^^- 
cally^ and contalna many interesting and valuable cnrloatties. 

The garden of the Lnxembaurg ha$ 'bean caiiBideiraMy reduced 
in eitect since 1867. The central Aitee de iObsirvatoire, however, 
h&a been reserved aod conTened into a promenade, embellii^hed with 
marhle groups representing Dawn (by Jouffroy), Day (by Perraud), 
Evening (by Crauk), and Night (by Gnmcry). On the right, near 
the garden, is the Lycie Montaigne fAt the ™rner is the BeoU Coton- 
iaUf built in the Moorish atyle in lo95-9G* farther ou are the Ecole 
dt Pharmacie, liy Eug. Eigault [with statues of Vaiiquelin and Par- 
meatier and frescoes by Beuiard iu the corridor of the groundfloor), 
and the Ctinique d' Accouchement. 

At the S. end of the promsnade rises the handsome 'Fontaine 
de I'Obierratolre or dv Lvxembovr^ (PJ. G, 19), erected iu 1874 
from designs by Frimiti, adorned with eight sea-horses, a group 
of four allegorical Ugures hearinf; an armillary sphere, by Carpeaux, 
and water-Bpoiiting dolphins and tortoises. To the E. is the cupola 
of the Tal-de-Gike (p, 286], 

In the Cabh-efoctb db L'OESEKVATOtBB (PI. G, 19) is a monu- 
ment, by Puech, to Franeis Gamier (1839-73) , the explorer and 
conqueror of Touliin. The Statu* ofNey, to the right of the Cairefour, 
marks the spot where the marshal was shot on 7th Dec, 1815, iu 
accordance with the seuleuca pronounced by the Obambei of Peers 
on the previous eTctiing. The statue it) bronie, by RMds, erected 
in 1653, witli its forced attitude and open mouth, is not a successful 
work. To the left are a station on the new branch of the Llgne de 
Sceaux (p. 350), which passes below the Boiilevaid, and tlie Bal 
BuUier (p. 37), gaudily dtted up iii terracotta, with the appropriate 
inscription: 'Saltavit et piacuit'. 

In tbe Bae St. Jacques, on tbe other aide of the Boul. St. Michel, is tbe 
church of a*. jMcjKei-rfjj-flOKt/'OJ (PI.

Tal-de-Orkee(PL G, 19), formerly a. Benedictine nunnery, fonnd- 
ed by Anne of Austria, mother of Louis XIV., in accordance with 
& vow, but concerted into a mliitary hospital in 1790. The Church, 
designed by Fr. MamaH , and aiected in iS45-66, is a handaome 
bnilding. The court in front of it is embellisbed with bronze Btatties 
of the two Baronf Larrty (^father and aort), the famous anrgcons, by 
David d' Angers and Falguii^re, Above the facade, with its Corinthian 
and composite columns, rises the handsome dome, a reduced copy of 
that of St. Pcter'a at Rome, Iii3 ft. in diameter, and 133 ft. In height, 
flanked with four towers which also torminste in domes. — The 
iKTEBioit is somewhat bari:. The coffered vaulliitg and the liigh- 
altar, with its canopy borne by spiral columns, are copii?s Of those of 
St. feter's at Kome. On the dome is painted a celebrated, bnt badJy 
preserved, fresco by Pierre Mignard (d, U195), representing tlve glorj' 
of tlie blpssed. The roarhle group on the high-altar is a copy of 
Mich, Angiiler's group in St. Rouh fp, 85), which was formeriy 
here. — This church contains the tomb of Qupen Henrietta, wife 
of Charles I. of Englaud, ovec whose remains a famona funeral 
oration Tfas pronounced by Bosiauet. It was also the burial-place of 
members of the royal family of France and princes of Orleans. 

A little farther on, the Kue St. Jacques crosses the Boutevard 
de PoH-Eoyal, in which are the Matemfly Hotpitalt of Bavdtlocqut 
and La MattmiU, and the HSpital du Midi or Rieord. In front of 
the last is a Statue of Dt, Fh. Etcord (;i800-1889 1, by E. Barrias. 

Beyond the Carrefour de I'Obi-eivatoire the jltmiti* de t'Obltr- 
valoire leads to the observatory. 

The Obaervatoiie (Fl. O, 19, 20], an iustttntion of great lepn- 

tatlon, occupying a building which has repeatedly been enlarged, was 

founded in 1672. 'I'he meridian of Paris (2" '20' 9" E. cf Greenwich) 

runs through the centre of the building, and the latitude of the 3. 

facade Is held to he that of Paris (48"5U' N,). The copper dome, 

to the left , contalriiug a large parallactic telescope , is 4'2 ft. in 

diameter, and is constructed so as to revolve round its vertical aiJs.

TheCamcoiub:) exieiidunderfigreatp«rt of the quarters on tbe left ban^. 
Several streets ia the S. quarters of Paris, situated above theae quarriea, 
h&vin|; beguu ia 1774 to show syipptoms of sinking^ steps were takea by 
gtiTemment to avert the danger by coDstructing piers and buttrasaes where 
Ui6 upper surface was iDBofddently auppurted. About tbe saiae time tha 
Conucil of Staie ordered tbe removal of the bodies rn^m the Cemetery of 
^e Innoceni<t, and otbera, which were closed &t that period, to these auh- 
terraneau quarries. The quarries were accordingly converted into a vast 
charnel-honSD} and called Cntaeomht. Dudng the RevolutLon and the 
Beign of Terror, iniuiE^nse Dumbers of bodies and boaea brought from 
v&rious quarters were tbrown in confuae'd msiBses into these cavities; but 
tn ISIO K regular aysteto wati orgaaiaed for the more seemly dtsposltion 
of thaafl Tamalnifl and the preservation of their resting-place. The g&Iieries 
snd dUeruit compartoients are oompletely lined with human bones and 
Bkulla. earofully arranged^ and repr<i3acutmj^% it is SEdd, six million hodiea. 
The other ctifef (joints of interest Ar? tbe foundatlouA of ibe Aqufiduet of 
ArcuelHp' 3A0j^ a spring ealkd the ^Footatne do la 8amaritaine*t a crypt 
with an altarf a small monQment known &s tbe 'Hepukbral Lunp"; too 
Tomb of Gilbert, a cenotaph; and various inscription,^. 

Beyond the pavilions ia the Qare de FatiM'Dcnfert^ formerly 
calUd the Gore dt Scaxu^j hot no laiiger the chief station in Paris 
fOT tbe line to Sceaux (see pp. 25s 358)- 

From the Plac^i Denfert*Kochereau the Avbj*ub MoNTsotritie leada 
past this station direct to the Paic de Montsouris (see below). A 
more tutere^ting^ though alight^ y longer, route follows the Avemit 
dHOfUiiui to the rightj along which tho traiuway runs* This traverses 
the Montroufre quarter, proporly called the Ftlii-Monttougt, Tbe 
Grancf-Afontrottgtf ie a village outside the fortiflcfltions. 

The aecood str^^et to th^ right leadd from the Avenue d^Orl^ana to the 
S^D^RK ujtt KoNTROUGE (PL G i, 17>, wStti tbe Mairi^ ef ths IMh Jrron- 
ditttnuai. The square la embellished with a m&rbio hu»t of the Republio^

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All sttranCive public ptomeusde for the S. side of the town, hut is 
smaller and leas picturesque than tha Buttes-Chaumont on the 
N.E, side. It Is about 40 acres in area, adjo.ins the fortiSc&tions, 
and U intersected by the Oceans and Ceinture lineij of railway. On 
the highest ground stands a reproduction of the Bardo, or palace of 
the Bay of Tunis , a picturesque Moorish edidce , now used as an 
obserratory. At the foot, at the eu trance from the avenue, is a 
bronie figure representing '1739', hy Aug. Parle. Higher op aie 
the Straw Binder and a Desert Drsiua, bronzes hy Louii Fitrre and 
Gardti. To the teft, near the Sceaui raOway, Is an Obelisk eiected 
to Colonel Flatters and his companions, skin by the Touiregs in 
16B1, wMIe making surveys with a view to tbe construction of a rail- 
way through the Sahara. At tlie foot of the liill is a lake fed by a 
small cascade. Above the lake, in front of a pavilion, is a marble 
group by Etex ('Les Nanfragfis'J ; and to the E. of the Observatory is 
the Old Mother, a bronze group hy J. Etconla, The park commands 
iQ eitensive view of Paris, partliralarly of the hill of Ste. Genevifeve 
(Panth&n) and the valley of the Bifevre. Beyond the precincts of 
the city, to the S.E., are the Hospice and Fort de BicUre. — A mil- 
itary band plays in this park on Sun, in samraer (p. 38). 

To the TiY. , by the prineipsl entrance to the park, liPS the large 
B^aervoir de la Tanse, T'/a acres In area, with sides built of solid 
atone, 10 ft. tliick, and capable of holding Tiino million cubic feet 
of water. Fully one-tMrd of the quantity is supplied daily by a 
conduit, 7 ft. in diameter and about 100 M. in length, which brings 
to Paris tht^ water of the Vautie, a stream rising in Champagne, 
about 9 M. from Troyes. Visitors are admitted to inspect the re- 
senroir; entrance in the Uue de la Tomhe-Usolre. 

Tlie reservoir haji two stnTic3, the upper oae cnniaiuing the principal 
supply, the lowL'p a reaerve supply. The latter ia sliown by one of the 
emploveeft (fee), bat aa the vast ioteiiur ia lllaiutuated unlj by thi: light 
ckrrJod by the guide, the visitor rtceivefl hut an imperfect idea of the 
boldoeaa of the giguiitic construction, with 11$ nmaaive walEj^ and in- 
numerable piera supporling tie weigbt of tbousaada of tooa of water. 
The top or ihe roaervoir is vaulted over and covered with terf : the vli^iior 
may aiieeud to aeo the water iagning from the upper boain in a copious 
streaDL, the purity of which is aefured hy bringiug it direct from the 
gouree through the covered coadulf. 

About ao,OIXl,(K» fv. (10,(!00,()(.W.) have recently been spent on the water- 
supply of Paris, and Wi^OOO,000 fr. arc still to be apenl. The reservoir* of 
the VaHne, of the Dhuis (p, ISTi, and of the Avre (p, 29B) alTord la or- 
dinary times a supply of 23 gallons per he^d of the poputatipo^ but in 
suranier there ia an oceaalonal scarcity, aud an ndditj^n Xn the supply Is 
abuut to be obtaioed from tlie Lpitiff aud the Liinain, a trihuiaTV and 
sub-tritiutary of the Seine. The pian of having recourse to the Lake of

P&rt of the liquid brought bither by the great aewen^ 
of Paris (p- nl) is used as m&nnre fur the market-gardens here, tbe reft 
being carried under the Seine to be utilized fur a sluiilar pui'poic in the 
dL^tticl between the river and the forest of St, Germain (p, 333). — The tram- 
way from LinaltoU-Perret baits on tba opjiosite bank and communicates 
with Ai^nieres by meaoA ul' a &tcam-ferry (o c), above the ra-ilway-bridge.

5 M. Conrbavoie, a town with 20,100 inhab,, contains numerons 
laundries, like otter placi^e on the Seine near Paris.

81. Clofid, a eraall town with 6375 inhab., which owes it« name 
to 3 monastery fuundcd bare by St. Glodoald, grandson of Clovls, 
and its importance to its ancient chateao , destroyed in the wsi of 
1870, rises in an amphitheatre on the left bank of the Seine. 

TIb Pataee waa erected In ISVi by a wasllby citizen. In 16D8 it 
was purcbhsed and rebuilt by Louis XIV.. And presented by bim to 
bis Ijrollier tie Duke of Urleans. In 1782 it was bought by Lquia XVX 
for llarle Autoinettf^. In one of tlie aaloouei of tbo cb&tcau, called tlia 
Sttlle de rOrangerio ^ the Councl) of Five Unndred once lield tlieir 
infletlneB. On Btb Nov., 1799, Bonaparte with his grenadiers dispersed 
the assembly , and three days later caused bicsself to be proclaimed 
First OonQul. To thcae remltiieieeiices of tbc llrst rise of his power was 
probably due the marked pfefcrencs which the emperor always mani- 
fested for St. Cloud. Ob 3rd July, ISIF), the Bocond capitalation of Pari! 
was signed at tbc chateau^ in wblcb Bltiober'a beadiinarters were estab- 
lished. Here, tno, on 25lb July, J8'-K), Obarles X. issued tbe famous pro- 
clamation's ttlwUsbing the freedom of the presB^ dlsflolving tbe ChamberB, 
and altering tbc law of BiactiouHf which caused tbe revolution of July. 
St. Cloud afterwarda beeame the pHnclpal autnmer- residence of ^apo* 
lefin III. The town and palace y occupied by tbe {jermana during the 
siege (>f Paris in l.'^^TO, Bonered severely-, the chiltcau and many of tbc 
huuses were burned down in October, 1870. — Henri HI, when besieging 
Parla in 1539, pilcbcd bis camp at St. Oloud, and was asBaasinated bere 
by JacquCfl Clement, 

From the Hnce £Annei, at the bridge, two avenues load to the 
left, and two streets to the right. One iTenue leads to the lower 
end of the park, the other to the upper end, passing tho site of the 
palace. The gtracts lead ta the town and ciitircii. Tlie caffs in the 
Place d'A.rmes are frequently TiBited, especially on Sat. afternoons, 
by wedding-parties of the hiimMer classes from Paris. 

The *Farx of St. Cloud, 9B5 acres In area, is the great attraction 

of the town, and affords a quiet and peaeefol retreat from the bnstle 

of Paris. In the lower part is tlie Grande Caicadt, designed by Le- 

pantre and Mansart, and adorned with statues of the Seine and the 

Mame by Adam. The fountains generally play in summer from 4 to 5 

or 4.30 to 5.S0 on the Sundays on which the GrandesEaui at VersaiUea 

(p. 321) do not play. The ' Jef QianC, or great jet , to the left of 

tite I'asaRdea, rises to the heiglit of 136 ft. A military hand plays

The Palace Formerly stood at the top of tbe Avenue dii Chateau, 
to the right as we ascend beside the casc&de. A few unimportant 
retnsins are all that are left. The site waa eoiiTeited in 1893 into 
a terrace with gardens. It cqmmandBagood view of Pads (see below); 
another good view is obtained from the TrBcadcTO , or old private 
garden, on the heiglit to the right. — Rest of the park, see bolo-w. 

The Church of St. Clood is a handsome modem ediNce, by Dela- 
rue, in the Gothic style of tlie l'2th century, with a lofty spire. The 
choir i3 adorned with mural paintings by j. Duval-U-Camu», re- 
presenting scenes from the life of St. Clodoald. Tlie ohnrch also 
contains some &ne stained glass. 

Opposite the church are the remains of the abbey where St. 
Olodoald was interred, and adjacent is a handsome niodern Udtel d* 
Vilte. 

A little (ibove tbe charcb is Uio EotfiUi In 3. UtUe square, wbeacu wb tn&y 
reach the statiop of St. Cloud-Houtretout (p. 333) by a lar^e illght ut steps 
to the lefl or by usaktag a alight d^tijur to tbe ri^bt, passiDg tTio poft-oflice. 

On the plateau bcyouil the Atatloii lies Jf ontretijut , an extenJii^e and 
liandaoma luoderu suburb of St. Cloud. 

To tbe right of thJei quarter is the plricc of the n^me name, known In 
{connection wUb the last granrl sortie of the garrison of Pari:), on Jan. 
19tb, JB7t. A redoubt. e^iat>H$hcd here by the Germans in connection 
with Ibe heights of Bvfetwat, waa captured by the oaaallante. who evru 
occupied some of tha bouacH ofBt. Olouil^ but tbcy were unable to eCTect 
anything against the main position of tbe Prussians at (lat'fhei and La 
Berfftrie. . and woro compelled fcj evBcuute the redoubt the same even^ni^, 
after suifCrihg hc^vy lossas. 

At the cntL ofMontretout nearest to f^urcsuea, to the left of theQoale- 
vard du Veraailles, la the BeBwrnir de Montretout or de fAm-i^ a gigantic 
work pt-acniblloB the Ec.tervoir de la Vannc at Ptiria tp. 290). The aque- 
duct which feeds tbta reacrvoir beglca fienr Vcrneull (Eure), 6311, distant, 
and for 1^ M. of Its length runs in aubterrauean galleriea, fome of which 
arc 230 ft. below the level of the grtiund. The water is conveyert to 
rarjs by a subterranean canal . ca-osslag tbe Seine beneath the new foot- 
bridge between St. Cloud and Sureanea. 

The AlUt du ChUUau, which ascends in the Park of St. Clotld 
to the S. of the terrace on the sito of the palace, leads to the sum- 
mit of a small hill (5 min, from the palace) , which commands an 
admirable *View. Far below Qows the .Seine; to the left is the bridge 
of St. Cloud ; beyond it the Bois de Boulogne , higher up the river 
is the small town of Boulogne ; to the right is Meudon ; in the back- 
ground is Montmartre, with the Church of the Sacred Heart; from 
among the houses of Pads rise the Arc de I'Etoile, St. Vincent-de- 
Paol, the dome of the Invalides, the Palais du Ttocadtfro, the Eiffel 
Tower, the Great Wheel. St. Snlpice, the Pantheon, the dome of the 
Yal-de-Grace, and other buildings. 

The brobd central avenue (right) whi^'h diverges from the tup of the 
hill leads to (Vi M.) Vilti-d' Avray , a BliiUoo on the Versailles railway 
(p. 296). The Alli!a du Chilean, whieb we have been following, leads 
in b min. more to the small town of Sirrgi* Vtaltora to the ^csr<Le.l.aA.v\- 
manufactory toko tbe footpath deatendini^ v> ttLe\e^^.©,'?-^. — ^^DW!^.^*^- 
war down is the J^a^llon de Britaiit^ seat oE We ' Comtw^vLiiM.

p. 291)). A monument in the Place Marquis cnnimemoratea the founders of 
the Ilotpiee Sctineid^r here. The Bets de Ciamart ia part (if the Sola de 
Mcudrin (p. 28i)), It may be readied direct from tlie end of Uie Tillage 
fMap, p. 29B). 

The line skirts the hills ahove the Seine. Fine view, to the 
tight, of Paris and the liver a little before Meudon and at Bellevne.

Jlfeudon, a small town with 8900 inhab, , consists of Meudnn 
proper, on the slope of the hill which is crowned by the ohiiteau j of 
a new quarter neat the station of Meudon, with numerous prettily 
situated villas ; of Bau-Meudan , on the bank of the Seine, with 
several manufactories ; of Le Vnl, to the E. ; a little higher up ; and 
of FteuTy , with its large orphanaKe (p, '299), on tie slope of the 
Bois de Claraart [see pp. 29B and 299). 

The tlrtit chitean at >lendon belonged in the 16th L'enl. tu tlie Ducheasa 
d^EtampeS] mislFe.ls uf Francin I., and after uLanying hands severnl times 
was bought by Lonis XIV. It then became tbe residence at the Danphin, 
who, however, bnilt a second chatean In the nei^hbonrhood, though the 
former one vft^a nut finally demollnhed till 1S03. Tbe aecond chate&u, 
afterwards occupied by the Empress Marie Lonise , the Kinf of £ome, 
and lastly PHnce Napoleon , wna set on Ore by a sh«l] and reduced tu a 
heap of ruins duriog the Prnsaiaa bQmbardment uf Paris in 1871. It has 
since been partly restored. 

The Terrace and the Bois are the chief attractions of Meudon.

IwtnB also named the BoU de Oamart. The wood is intersected by 
[pleasant paths ( flnger-posts) , but otherwise has been left pretty 
much in a state of nature. The pronnd is hilly between the parts

A 
bntnie group by Dalou, repteBCiiting the Triumph of the Repttblie, 
was iiuTeiled in the centre of the place' in Nov., 1889; the figure 
of the lieput)lic is seated in a cliEiTiot drawn hy Itotis and escorted 
hy the genius of Litieity, while to the right and left are personifi- 
cations of Labour and Justice ; behind is the gnddef* of Abundance. 
The suirounding buildings are uninteresting, with tbe exception 
perhaps of the Eealt Arngo, a tmperior mimlcipal school opened in 
1880. Aliout a doien different streets radiate from this point, but 
the traffic is insigtiiUcant. In 1660, after the conclusion of the 
Pease of tlie Pyrenees, Louia XIY. received the homage of tbe 
Parisians on a throne erected heTe, and from that event the 'place' 
derived its former name. The two lofty fluted Doilc colnmna ereoted 
here on tlie site of the old harri^re vrere begun in 1786, hut not 
completed till 1847. Each is adorned with two bas-reUefe by De»- 
boetiff and SimtiH. Those next the town represent Comnierce and 
Industry, those on the other sidti Victory and Peace; and they are 
■urniDnnted with bronze statues of St. Louis, hy Etex, and Philippe 
le Bel, by Damont, Beyond the columns begins the Cour« de Vin- 
eennet, a broad arenne leading direct to Vincennes (to the ohateau

The 
only object of interest in the town is the Siatoe of Gen. Baumcsnii 
(1776-1832), by Rochet, in the Couts Marigny, near the tramway- 
station, The attitade of tbe figure is an alluBlon to the anecdote 
that when the general, who defended the chiteau in 1814 and 1815, 
was called on to suTrender, he replied that he would not do so till 
the Allies restored to him the leg be had lost at the battle of Wag- 
Tam. At tlie end of tbe Goure ie the modern Keiiaissance Afnir ie. 

The Chfctean de Tinceimet wag founded in the 12tb cent, and 
aftetwards padually enUiged. It was used as a royal residence tilt 
1740, and afterwards served Tarious purposes. In 1832-44, under 
Louis Phiiippe, the chateau was stTongly fortified and transformed 
into an extensive artillery depSt, with an 'Ecolo de Tir*.

(1461-53) onwafds- Amikiig many iUnstrious pflraoDS who have been con- 
fined wttblm its walls ni&y be mentioned the King of Navarre (1^74), tbe 
Grand Coaii f 16f)0), Ciirdinal do Ueli 11602), Fooqout (1*61), Count SHrabcan 
(ITTT), the Dnc d'Kngbien tl8M), tbe notnisten of Charles X. fl830), and 
the eonspirators ^g^inst the National Asamably (l&tb May, 1848;). 

A melancholy interest attaches to the fortress from its bavlug been 
Ibe scene oi tbe eiecntion of tbe nnfortnnate Due d^Bngbien, tliB last 
scion of the illustrions C^rndd family. On tbe suspicion that be was 
implicated in a conspirauj against tbe emperur, he was arrested l>y order 
of Napoleon on 14th March, 180-1, on German territory, conveyed to Vin- 
cennes , and there condemned to dealb by n cmrt-martlal. The sentence 
was executed on SOtb March , and tbe body of the dnke Interred In the 
fosse where be was sllot- In 1B16 Louis XVIII caused his remains to be 
removed to tbe chapel, where he erected a monument to bis memory. 

The Chafei, vith its tasteful Gothic faf;ade, heguii in 1379 under 
Charles v., and cotnpleted tn 15f)2 in the reign of Henri 11., has 
recently heen restored. The lofty vaulting and the etainod glass by 
Cousin are worthy of notice. The monument of the Due d'Engiiien, 
now in the old sacristy, Is a poor work by Dtfteine.

The Boia da Tincennaa, a boautiful paik, much less frequented 
thttu the Bois de Boulogne, is of scarcely inferior attraction, though 
uiifartuuseely disllgaied hy the plain in tlie ceatre. The psiik was 
once a forest, where Louia IX, (d. 1270) nged to bunt and to ad- 
ministei justice; but it was entirely replanted by Louia XT, in 
1731. Ill I8S0-67 it win lucoesafully tranBformed into a public 
part 'bjwcaiTc and BaasompUTre. Vtt is more nataral than the Boia 
de 'Boulo^!^e, and contains fewer eVQtics. It covers &n aiea of aliout 
2*^75 acrea, including the Champ de ManiBUTrea ('/z ^- wide) in 
the middle, and tbe artillery 'Polygene'. 

The Rue de Paris is continued beyond the fort by a road that 
cnteia the foreat to the right and tliore forks , the left branch lead- 
ing towards Nogent-sur-Marne (p. 306), the right branch towards 
Joinville-le-Pont (p. 305). Tramwayg, see p, 303. 

The street to the right of the cbiteau soon brings us to the 
Esptaniide and the most frequented part of tbe fiois. To our left is 
the Ptaine de Gramlle , which divides the Beta into two diatinct 
parts. The plain extends from this point to the chateau, nearly 2 M. 
distant, and la at places nearly 1 M. in width. At the beginning, on 
the light, are large new Barrackt. On the left lies the Champ dt 
Afanoeuoru, used for infantry drill; and farther distant, on tbft 
left, is the Faiygont de I'AHiUer-te. At a erossway in the Champ 
de ManosuTTes rises aii OhtUsk^ reatoied in 1371 , where an o^ 
under which St. Louis administered justice is laid to have stood. 

The Hist walk on the right le^ds tu the Lae de St. Handi, near 

the Tillage of that name (p. 300), the smallest but prettiest of the 

lakes in the Bola, with beautifully wooded environa, affording 

charming walks. The Avenue DaQuiesnii, which also begins at the 

Esplanade and may he reached hy various paths to the left of tiie 

lake, la a continuation of the street of the same name in Paris. The 

route diverging to the left, at the point where the (ramway from 

tbe Bastille also turns (-p. 301), loads towards Charenton {p. 303).

On the ■va.y from the station of tho Rive Droite to the palftce, 
we turn to the right in the middle of the MaiKh* Notre Damo, and 
follow the Kne de le ParoiBse, in which la the Cliurch of Noire Dame, 
erected by Man»a.it !□ 1684-86. The Rue Heche leads hence, to 
the left, to the palace, passing a Statue of General Horhe (1768-97J 
by LemaiTQ. In front of the palace extends the epadous Place 
i'Armet, at the end of the wide Aveinit de St. Cloud and of the two 
other chief atreetB of Versailles, the Avenue de Paris and tlie^4«tntM 
deSeenw!, which lead from the other two railway-atations. The two 
harmeks fronting the palace were originally its stahles. 

Onides to the collection are rendered <^uite unnecessary hj the follow- 
ing explanations ^nd the ioscriptiuns on the pictures (hemjaelTfla. 

The *FaJace of VersailleB owes Its present extent almost wholly 
to Louis XIV,, who, about 161)3, began the huge additions, the oh- 
,fect of which was to provide not only an imposing seat of govern- 
ment, hut also <L permanent re&ideBce for the entire court, and to 
surround it with everything that art could supply or luxury demand 
in the pursuit of pleasure. The central part (the present 'Com da 
Marbre") dates from the original chateau of T.oiiis XIH., huilt by 
i«m«rci<r about 1624-26. LouixLnau (d. 167(1), Louis XIV. 's first 
architect, erected only the small additions to the E. ; but J. H. 
Mansart, who succeeded Levau in 1676 and added a story to his 
additions, boilt the Galerie des Glaces, in front of the upper story 
of the garden-facade of the original chateku In 1679, and erected 
the long S. wing, as a residence for the ministers and secretaries of 
state. After the king transferred his residence to Versailles 111 1682, 
the chateau was found to bo ton small , and Mansart accordingly 
added the great N. winp in IfiSi-SS. The palace, as thus trans- 
formed, had room for 10,060 inmstes; its longer facade, toivarda 
the garden, is tJ30 yds. in length .md is pierced with 376 win- 
dows. The pavillciis in the neo-classic style, on each side of 
the Cour Royale , were erected respectively by Gabriel , under 
Louis SV,, and by Dufour under Louis XVllI., and seriously mar 
the uniformity of the whole as seen from the Geur d'Uonnem. 
Oabriel also built the theatre (Opira), at the end of the tight oi 
N. wing (1753-76).

continually added to. Under the present curator (M. ritm de Nol- 
Itac) the p&tutings and sculptures iiTe being le-arrangcd bo as to 
afford an intelligent and cotnprehenBivo iutvey of the variooi 
epochs, and in the process the so-called historical paintings of the 
time of Louis Philippe, which possess no historical and little artistic 
value, are retiring more .ind more into the back^ouud.

We now enter the •SiLO>f db la Gttbkeb [PI, 112), so called from 
Its allogorical ceiling-paintinga hyLeBrun.' in the cupola, France, 
hulling tbundeiholts and carrying a shieLd with a portrait of 
Lonis XIV; in the spandrels, Belloni, Spain, Germany, and Hol- 
land (lowering in tcrrof. The walls are lined with parti-coloured 
marbles and embellished with bronze reliefs. On the entiance-waU 
is a huge equestrian relief of Louts XIY,, hy Coysxaox, Six porphyry 
hustB of Roman emperors. 

•Galhuib nH8 Glacbs oi de Louis XIT. (PL 113), a superbly 
decorated hall, 240 ft, iniig. 35 ft. wide, and 42 ft. high, commaDdB 
s beiutifnl view of the garden and its ornamental sheets of water. 
The chief decora tionB are the painHng3,Eieouted hjChartet Le Brun, 
who was assisted by the most famous artists uf the day ; thus, t.g. 
the twenty-three Ugnres of children and some of the trophies are 
by Coi/Mt'or. Opposite the soyeiiteen largo arched windows are as 
many mirrors (enormously costly at that date), set in elegant frames 
by Cticci. The capitals (of the 'French order') are an hiTflntion nf 
J^e Drnn. The subjert of the large central ceiling -painting is 
'Le roi gooverne par lui^memo' (1061): Mercury announces the 
loyal resolve to Germany, linllniid, and Spain; on the side next 
the garden, 'L'ancien or|aeil des puiasaiioea voisiues de la France'. 
The achievements of the king from 1G61 doivn to the Peace of 
Nymwagen (1678) are exhibited in the remaining eight large eli- 
oular and semicirrnlaT paintings and in the eighteen medallions 
and imitations of reliefs. The former are concerned with the warlike 
exploits of 1670-76, the latter with the military and civil events of 
1661-69. The subjects of the large paintings are as follows: 
Alliance of Holland with Germany and Spain (1672); at the other 
end, Holland abandoning this alliance and accepting pea<'e (1673). 
Oh the ceiling, beginning from the Salon de la Guerre: side next 
the garden, Passage of the Rhine (1672) and Capture of Maastricht, 
Laud and naval armaments ; On the other side, Louis ordering four 
fortresses in Holland to be attacked (council of war with the Duke 
of Orleans, Condif, and Turenue) ; on the other bide of the central 
painting: Resolution tu mate war on Holland (1671), Franche- 
Comtfi conquered for the second time, Captoro of Ghent and the 
fruitless efforts of the Spaniards after that event (1678), The four 
statues in the niches ace modern ; to the left, Venns, by Dupatyf 
Minerva, by Oirieiiier; to the right, Apollo and Memury, by Jaequot. 
• — King William of Prussia was proclaimed Gorman Emperor in 
this ball ia 1671, — Salon de la Paii, etc., see p, 317.

11*1. 137) coQUibs .1U odtrODiiuiical cl^jck by rmneiiicjti Id a bandsome csAe 
by Ca/Jieri^ and ati Eni^tisb clock taken at At|rier3 in 1^. 

Tlie •BbdChambhH of I.outs XIV. [PI, 124) rotaina piaotlcally 
the original decorations and furniture oil 701. The chimney-piece a 
date from Lonjs XV. Thf richly adorned bed of tlie king, who died 
in it on Sept. 1st, ITl.T, was restored under Louis Phililipe; the 
niiigniflnent ratlin? should be noticed. The goddesses of fame and 
the figure of Gallia arobyA'^foualou, thefourEi^BngelistsbyT'tiicmd'ji. 
The remaining pictures are at recent introduction. ^ We now enter 
the — 

Sallh db l'Q^ii. i)b Bmrjp (PI. 123), so called from its oyal win- 
dow, whore the courtiers used to await the ^levtr' of the king, and 
celebrated as the scene of Qumeroua intrigues. The rich frieze of 
glided stucco, with putti, is by Vcn Cltvt ;tnd others. One of the 
paintings, by NocTtt, represents Louis XIV. and his family with 
tlie attributes of the pagan deities.

On 
ths other hand the gTOuads are interestlDg on account of their quaint, 
BOlenin, old-fashioned appearance, which liarmoniBes adwitably with 
thohcavy and turmal architecture of ttepalace, and is in perfect keep- 
ing with the notions of art which prevailed in the time of LoniaXIV. 
The greater part of the grounds, which are not very estensiTO, may 
be stlrveyed from the terrace of the palace. They are adorned with 
namerous Etatnes and vases, setae of which are copies from cel- 
ebrated antiques, and others originals of the 17th and l8th fenturies. 
Several of the most intor eating *hD$quet£* are t^lDSed in w Later (l5t 
Ktjv..30ifc April);, these sta markeA below by *1ie worda *in aiimmBr\ —

The playing of the ^Gkanues Eaox always attracts vast crowds of 
spectators. This imposing spectacle, which it costs 8- 10,000 fr. 
to exhibit, generally takes place on the first Sun. of every month 
from May to October, and frequently also on the third Sun. in 
June, July, and August, and is always advertised long beforehand 
in the newspapers. The Petitei Eaux play on Sun. and Thnrs. from 
May »o October. The best way to avoid the crush is to proceed to 
Versailles early, and to leave it ira mediately after the playing of 
the fountains, as most of the spectators remain till a later hour. 
The fountains play between 4 and f) o'clock, bnt not simultaneously.

Beneath the parterres are cellars, 
15 ft. in tieight, with the pipes used to feed the various sheets of water. 

On tbe terratLe in front of the pal&ce nre two vaseF, that to the N, by 
Ca!fietB£, that to the S. by TW^y, with reliefs reff^rriog to tbe defeat of 
the Turkfl by the imperial triiupa aided by Lpuja XIV., and to LouiaXlV.'s 
victories In Flanders.

This point Bommands a survey of the huge, monotonous fagade 
of the palace, 4o6 yds. io length. Beyond the P.irten© dn Midi two 
flights of marblt! etepe, 103 in nnmber, and 22 yds. in width, desr^nd 
to the Oronjm/, built in 1684-86 by Man sart. The orange-trees, 
nbout 1200 in number , are dispersed throughout the gardens in 
summer. One of them is said to date from 1421. Farther on is the 
large Pihce d'Eau des Suiaiet , cicaTSted hy the Swiss guards of 
Louia XIV. At the end is a poor equestrian statue of Louia XJV,, 
l>y Bernini, transformed by Girarclon into a Marcus Curtius. Beyond 
the potid extends the Boia de Salary.

The liasiin d'ApGllon^ with a group of the euii-god in his chariot, 
environed with trit^m, nymphs ^ anddolphma ("popularly known as 
the 'Cbsr Enihoiirb£^\ is one of t\i« *^Me^ c>i t^^ft '■VexS^ft* ^^>i^ 
fP' 321), The %ures', by Tuhy^ aftet LcBtutv, !itfc\\i\tia^.— "t>ife 
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Sruciforai Canal to the W. of tho basin of Apollo , about 1 M. in 
length, extends to near the Orand Trfanon fp. 321). 

Tu Tflacb the Grand TrUnoti faence we folluw the aveDUfl Ljajnfldjalely 
to iUn rigbt of tlie railmg^ tha olhers are not opaa all the way. The ststue^ 
between the buiu and the canal are miich mutilated anrl of little interest. 

There are seferal other basins and groups of stitnaiy in diiferout 
parts of the grounds, which are worthy of a visit when the foun- 
tains play. On the S, side , on our left aa ws leave the Dassin de 
Latone, is the Quineonce du Midi (concerts giyen here in summer ; 
terminal llgureB after Pqtissin}. A little farther up is the Salle dc 
Bal or de^ BocailUi (Fl. 1 ; in summei:), with a cascade and a group 
of Cupid and a Satyr, In the "broad aTenne descending henco Is a 
basin with a BacclinB and small satyrs , iu lead , by the biotLers 
Marsy. On our left Is the Boaqvel de la Reine (ill summer), where 
the affair of the diamond neeklaoe is aald to have taken place. Far- 
ther down, in the broad side-walk, ia a hasiu with ■9(i<um and chil- 
dren, by Giraidon, To the left Is the Basain du Miroir, with two 
Vestal Virgina , an Apollo , and a Venus (all restored antiijues}. 
Then the Boiqtiet or Jardin du Koi, with the Farnese Hercules and 
Flora, etc. On the other side of the All^e de Saturne, the Salle des 
MarronnUrt (PI. 3), with statues of Antinons and Meleager, and 
antique busts. Still iieaiei to the Tapis-Vert is the *Bosq>iet de 
ta Colonnade [PI. 3 ; in summer), containing seTeral basins of marble 
beneath a marble colonnade of 32 colnmns and adorned in the centre 
with the (tape of Proserpine, in marble, by Oirardcn, after t« Brun. 

On the N. side, or to the left of the Tapis Vert as we re-ascend, 
are the Biusln d!'Encelade (PI, 4), where the giant (by G, Marsy), 
half- buried beneath Etna, spouts forth a jet of water 74 ft. in 
height f and the Obelisk (PI. 4), a fouutain deriving its name from 
the form of the Cent Tuyaui, or hundred jets of water. In the 
walk ascending in the middle is a, basin with Flnra and Cupids, 
by Tuby. Next the Tapia-Vertlies the Bosijuel des D6me». Farther 
up is the Quinconce du Nord, with terminal figures after Pouesin. 
The second basin in the walk ascending in the middle has a Ceres 
and Cupids, by Regn mdin. 

The *Bosjt«J det Bains d'Apotlon (PI. 5; in summer), to Oij 
right, the most interesting of all , was remodelled in 1778 after 
Hubert Robert. A grotto in it contains a group of Apollo attended 
by nymphs, by Uirariton and Eegnaudin. The two groups of the 
Steeds of Apollo, at the sides, are by Guerin and the brothers Mnrsy. 

Tile Etoilt, lo (ha left of the walk and almoflt <*ppo5ite this hoaquet, 
bu four antiques: Mt'rcury, Urania, a Baecbftntc, nndAphlln; a Oanymede 
after tliB iintlque ; and a Uincrvn Ijj Bertin. In iha JZond ■ Vert, higher np, 
are fonr antiques : Faun, Pomona, Geres, ami Ky^^iela. 

We now return to the P«r!c(^e rf« Nord, beside the Partetie 
d'Eau (p. 821).

Beyond the Paitene dn Nord, to the N., is another sloping 
pMteire, at tlie beginning orwhinh is the Bath of tiiana^ a squaie 
hasiti, with lead'Teliefs of *Di&na and hsr nytuphs liathing, by 
Girardon ; adjacent are statues of Choler, by flbuieou, and a Flute 
PlayeT, by joiroenei. Than the AlUt d'Eau or des Mnrmauitti, 
ronsisting of '22 groups, with three children in each, in basins, and 
supporting goblets whence the water descends into the Rwtim dn 
Dragon (the draRon by the hrothera Marsy, restored in 1890 hy Tony 
f!ol{], and thence to the •iTaajin rfe Stplunt , the iarf;est in the 
grounds. The latter, restored in 1889, is the fonntain that plays 
laat; evaning displays, with eolonrod ligfits , are somBtimes given 
here. It is adorned with five groups in metal : Neptnne and Aniphi- 
trite, by the elder Adam; the 0«can, hy ht Moync; Proteus gnard- 
ing the floiiliB of Neptune, by Bonrhardon, and two dragons, eaoh 
hearing a Cupid, hy Giriirdan. Wiien the 'grandes eaui' play, this 
fountain is a veritable hydraulic marvel, with jeta issuing in every 
direction, from the groups, from the ffi vases on the ledge of the 
wall, from pipes placed in and near tlie basin, from the groteflijuc 
heaxls, from the shells beneath the vases, etc.

To the E. of the Bassin de Neptune is an e^it giving on the Rue 
dcB Reservoirs (p. 303 ; tramway to the railway-stations, see p. 308) j 
to the W. ia an exit to the Avenue de Trianon (tramway to tlie 
AlMe de St. Antolne, see p. 309). 

Tho Trinnonm, 

The Atpnuk db Teianos ia tho principal approach to theTria- 
iions, which adjoin the parlt of Versailles on the N., "/^ M. from tho 
palace and I'/j M, from the station of the Ligne de la Rive Droite 
(tramway, see p. 309). 

The Brand Trianon, a handsome villa of one story, in the form 
of a horseshoe, was erected by Louis XIV. for Madame de Main- 
tenon in 1S87-68, from plans by Mansart. It ocoeptos the site of 
the hamlet of Trianon, purchased by the king in 1603. The villa 
is open at the same times as the Fa.lace of VerSBiilos (p. 312; but 
in Buinmer nntii 6 p.m.), but visitors are conducted through it by 
an attendant, whose attempts at hurrying should not be yielded to. 
/i contains several ricMy-fnrniahed aparttnenta , paintings hy Mig- 
nsrii, Le Bran, Boncher, Ri gaud, Van l.M, Co'i?eV,eVr-,Ktt&^sfflMa 
works of art.

It contains painliuga by iHTntoirer, I^tittr, WatUaVj etc., iv'bicb, however, 
there is no time to ^aspect. A tasteful staircase Asceada to tbe first floor. 
In tbe 3rd ptiou), i<> the left, is a fine jewcl-cnbinet, oaoo belonglDg to 
Maiie Antoinette^ m the &th ^Boudoir) is a bust of tbe queen in Sevres 
cliiua, shattered at the Revolution and afterwards re^U'red ; in ttie tftb 
(Bedchamber) is a portrait of the Daupbiii Lould XVII., by Jfme. Le linm, 

A visit should be paid to the •JiEura du Petit Trianon, which 
la laid out in tho English style and cont&ins some fine eiotio trees, 
an artlfli;ial labe, a 'Temple of Love', and a ^Bamltt of nine or teit 
ruatk catjtagB9, whero the court-ladies played at peasant life. 

The walk on the other side of the lake leads hack to the vioxnity 
of the cUteau, where there is a 'Salon de Musii^ue', with an orna- 
mental pond, rockeries, etr. 

Beyond tbe adJo3nin;^ monnd is a gate, tn the ri^ht from whicli Lir« 
the garduD of the Grand Trianun, ;ind to the left, tbe exit. 

To the S. of the Place d'Armes fi^omp. PI. p. 308} ia the Sai.i.b 
DU Jeu dbPaitme, or tennis-ijonrt, in which the members of the Third 
EMate met in June, 1789 (p. 309), after they had found the as- 
sembly-rootu dosed agalust them, and where, ou the motion of the 
deputy Monnier, tliey took a solemn oatli, 'de ne jamais se sSparei, 
de Bfl rassembler partout oil lea cirixmstancee I'exigeront, juaiju'i 
ce que la constitution dti royaume soit stabile et affermle sni des 
foudementB solid es*. 

In 1833 a Mutit de la Rivoiution WEis established in this famous hnll 
(open daily, except Hon., 1*2-4). Opposite the entrance Is a marble atatlii; 
of fialtiy, the president of the sitting Above mentioned, by 8t. Marceau?:. 
On the walls are the names of the 7(J0 persons who signed the mintites of 
tbe meeting. On tbe end-wall Is a copy in grisaiilfi of David*^ ^Dath of 
tbe Jeu de Paume' (p. 14B). Tbe glASs-cases contain [luTtraits, engravings, 
find other relics of tbe «ame period. 

A little to the S. of the Jeu de Pattme ia the Eslise St. Lonia, 
or cathedral of Versailles, a heavy and ungraiieful building of 1743- 
1764.

— 6Vj M. BneU (Cafi-RtitatiTant Matte), a small town with 
9940 inhab., lies 1/2 M. to tha S. of the station. The Empress Jo- 
sephine is interred in the little church, restored In 1857 in the 
RsDaiisance style, in which a monument was erected to her memory 
hy her children EugSue Besuharrisie (d. 1824), and Queen Uortense 
(d. 1837), mother of Napoleon III. The statue, by Cartellier, re- 
presents Che empress in a kneoliiig posture. Queen Ilorcense la also 
interred in this ehnrch, and a mODument of similar design, exeented 
by Bartolmi of FJoreiice, wai erected toliex \tt iftlti. The hand- 
some orgaii-toft, by Baccio (fAgnolo u'iVVote'ftpe V^'aVi t«\\\,r\, -wm, 
presented by Napoleoa 111.

Part of the Church, which possesses a 
handsome Romanesque bell-tower [restored 1S93}, dates frora the 
13th century. On the opposite bank of the Seine are Oroiasy and 
Chatou [p. 327). — Kailway- station, see p. 327. 

8% M. La Machine, a suburb of Marly, is natned fiam the hy- 
draulic machine by which Versailles and St. Cloud were supplied 
with water. The old machinery, eon strutted by a Dutchman named 
Kanneken at a time [1685) when mechanical science was in its in- 
fancy, is said to have cost 4 mlllioti franco. This apparatus was re- 
placed in 1355-69 by a stone dyke, 6 iron wheels, and 13 forcing- 
pumps, by means of which the water is driyen up in a single volume 
to the reservoir, situated '^j^ M. from the river and 506 ft. above it. 

At [9'/jM.) PoTi-Marly the tramway-line quits the banks of 
the Seine.

St. Germain, a quiet town with 16,500 inhab., is indebted for 
its importance to the fact that it was long « fsvomite sammei 
residence of the li^ingB of France, who were flrst attracted to the spot 
in the 12tl\ century by the heanty of its situation. Its lofty and heal- 
thy site and its attractive walks lender it a fsToudte summer-resort, 
and have induced a number of English families to reside iters. 

The Chtiteas (Pi. E, 3) was formerly known as the Hi«i CM- 
Itau, lu contradistinction to the ChUtcau Neuf, at which the Pavil- 
ion Henri IT, (PI. 9; F, 4) is now the sole Telle. Early in the 
middle ages the French kings possessed a fortress on ttds site com- 
manding the Seine. The chapel, which is still in ei-istence, was 
built by St. Louis. During the wars with England the castle 
was destroyed. It was leBtoied by Charles T., but the present build- 
ing , whose gloomy sttengtli contrasts strikingly with the cheer- 
ful appearance of other conteinpoiancQiiE edlUces, dates from the 
time of Fraucia I., who here celebrated his nuptials with Claudia, 
daughter of Louis XI] . Henri IT. built the adjacent Chdteau Neuf, 
which continued to be a favourite lojal residence till the time of 
Louis XIV., wlio was horn here in 1638. After Louis XIV. hail 
established bis court at Versailles (p. 309) the chateau was occu- 
pied foi 11 years by the exiled king James II., who died here hi 
ITOl and was interred In the churcb. The Chiteaa Neuf was al- 
most entirely taken down in 1776. Napoleon I. established a school 
for cavalry-officers in the old chltean, and it was sfterwaids nsed 
as a military prison. Since 1868 the chiteau has been undergoing 
a restoration in accordance with the original plans of Dueerctau, tlie 
architect of Francis 1. 

The *MwsKB DBS ANTJQUtTBH NAtioNi.i,HS , whlch the chateau 
now contains, embraces an interesting collection of objects dating 
from the dawn of civilisation in France down to the period of tha 
Catlovingians. These are suitably arranged, and provided with ex- 
planatory notices. The museum is open to tiie public on Sun. from 
10.30 a.m., on Tues. andThurs. from 11.30 a.m., to 4 or 5 p.m,, 
and to strangers on other days(Mon. excepted) by special permission. 
Cur.itor, Mons. A. Bertrand. — Below we give a short summary of 
the most Interesting objects, referring for details to the excellent 
catalogue by Sal.

St. Dtnis^ a piOBpeioua induBtrial town with 51^4:50 Inhiih., la 
situated on tlie Hght banlc of the Seine and on the Canal de St. Denis 
(p. 201). It in ehiefty celebrated as the burial-piaoe of the kings of 
France. 

Hie tmportuice uf the town datea from the foundation of its B^n- 
edictiae ab1>Qy by Ds-^oherL L (d» ESS). Under the CiidoTiiigian dynuity 
the mock,s of St. Denii arQ found coDcorning themselvea with pullticl^ 
s^ wall ia with aplntnbl utittei-s. When Pepia the LittU tnok pnBaesflifm 
of tbe throne of Franco in T5t he sent Fulrttd^ Abbot of St. Denis, to 
Kome^ to pfacure the papal conflrnftatioBi of his title. Three years l^ter /*ojpt 
.ff^efi/ien //. tonk refuge here from tlie Lombardfi, and anuinted Pepin'^s suua 
Cfiai'iif and GharleJtiajfne. Here., in pre^eueo of hia aijh\6$^ P'^piu banded 
over bifi domlDiDua tu hiti eona before be died. The mecnlierj of th^e 
hon^e of OB.pet al^o favoured Ihia A.bbey. Lonii VI., wh'^S'e best ^dviAer 
was t.he peuetr^tiugi .aa^aci'iua^ and liberal abbot .Su^^r (1131-52)^ ^titE^mnly 
adopted the Or-d/IainfnffC'auriflaiama'^, from ltd red and ^old colouraji.or alandard 
of St- Denial, aa the banner of the kings of Franca, tt waJ auflpended Above 
the altar,, whence it waj removed -only when the kingtiri'ok the Geld in per- 
fLoii. [fa lajit appe-arauce w^aa on the unfortunate day uf Agincourt (p, xvl), 
Abilard rp, ISI) dwelt in this abbey daring the 12tli cent.^ until he becmme 
ftbhot of Paradete near Nogent-aur-lHelne. buriutE the absence of Lifuin F//. 
on a crusade in the Holy Laud (liAT-49) Suger became the admlnistralnr 
of this kingditm. and used his pnwer to fncreaie tb« dependence of the 
nobility on the throne. Among tbe other merits of this rennwned abbot, 
is that of having collected and eunlinaed the cbronicloft of the jabbry. 
The Maid of OrUam huug up her arms in the church of St. Dcni^ In 14^. 
In 15^3 Henri IV.. abjared Protestantism In this chufcb , and in 181(T 
N&poleon I. waH married here to the Archduchess Marie Louise.

Ttae efforle of 
the attendants to hurry tbe rialtor sbonld not be implicitly yielded Uh 
Tbo cburch id fo dark in tbe lEite bflernooQ that it is then seareely wurtb 
while to enter it. 

The *Catheiiral or Basiliijue of 3t. Denie , converted into 
a parish churt^h in 1895 , traditionally occopiea the site of & 
chspel erected ahout the year 27Q above the graTe of St. Diony- 
siua , or St. Denis , the first bishop of Paris (p. 205). Dayobtrl 
J. (^p. 334) substituted a large ha^tlica for ths chapel^ and handed 
it over to the Benediotine monfes, for whom he also built an abbey 
at the same place. Of this chnrch bat little romaina, the greater 
part of the present ediflne having been built by Svger [p. 334). 
Snger'a building marks the beginning of the Gothic tendency in 
architecture, the development of which from the Romanesque stylo 
can be traced here, though perhaps not in ail details. The fai^ade, 
completed in 1 140 , shows the round arch still maintaining its 
ground along with the painted arch which afterwards entirely 
replaced it. The choir, consecrated in 1144, is surrounded by 
radiating chapels, a feature of the Bomaneaque style, and at tho 
satue time ex.hihits the Gothic buttress system in an advanced stage 
of devBlopmeiit. A thorough restoration was carried out from 1230 
onwards by the abbots Eudes Clement and AfaftJiieu de VendSme, in 
the pure Gothic style tlien domluaut. The upper part of the oloir, 
the whole of the nave, and the transept wore entirely rebuilt. Dur- 
ing the 14th cent, additional chapels were erected In the N. aisle. 
Eulned during the Revolution, the church was at first restored In- 
effectually and in bad taste ; but under Napoleon 111., who entrusted 
the work of restoration to VioUet-U-Duc, one of the greatest 
Gothic architects of modern times, It regained much of its ancient 
tnagniflcetice. 

Tho West Facade formed part of the building consecrated by 
Abbot Suger in 1140. It contains three recessed portals decorated 
with sculptures, which, however, have been freely and somewhat 
onski] fully restored. Those of the S. portal represent the Mofitlis, 
and St. Dionysius in prison, after a painting in the Louvre [p. 136); 
those of the central bay, the Last Judgment, and the Wise and 
Foolish Virgins; and those of the N. portal, St. Dionysius on his 
way to Montmartre and the si^ns of the Zodiac. The battlements 
along the top of the facade were erected for defensive purposes 
during tho 14th century. Behind them rises the high-pitched roof 
of the nave, surmounted by a statue of St. Dionysius. On the right 
and left are two towers, above the side-portals. That dw \Vift -tv«\^^.

Ths iNiEmoB consists of iisTe and aisles, croEsed hy a simple 
transept. Length 354 ft,, breadth 130 ft. The d!m twilight of the 
Vestibule, ^hich dates from Suger's time, and ia borne by heavy 
coUimns, forms a Etrilcing contrast to the airy and elegant fiaft 
of the 13th cent., witb its thirty-seven large windows, each 33 ft. 
high, its handsome triforium-gallery , and it* lofty columns. The 
stained-glasa windows are nearly all modern. 

The High Altar Is a modern imitation of the style of the 13th 
century. Behind it stands the altar of 8t. Denis and his fellow- 
martyrs (p. 337). 

The Chnrufa af St. Dc^nia ia cliiefly important ami inlereattng ai 
the BuatjiL Ctiiiucu ok th* Fkenob Kikus, near); all of whom (mm 
Daffebet't /, (d. Gd^i arfi interred here witli their fftnijUes. The numer- 
nnfi [n<raDrnent» of the early period have pf^rj^hed during tbe frcqiieDt 
alterationa or rehnildini^ nf the chiirt!h. LtrttiM IX, (1^6-7{1> erected 
a nnjnber of mansiolenina and moniitDenLfl with recumbent Jlfnrea JD the 
eboir to the memory of hia aacestora, and fram hia Lime dowD to 
Strtri IV, [A. IBIO) monnmenlj were erected to all the munarcb^, as 
we]] BA to AeTernl princes and emioent personages. After Henri^a death 
the cofljna of his soccefi£ur« were merely deposited In the royal vault. 
When the ItcTolutiun broke out, tile Convention deslroyed the roya] tombfr 
for the jalie of tbe ]ead anit broni&e, and tlic bodies of tfao illuAtrio'na 
dead were thrown into ^foMtt fitimmuntt^ dug in the ae!|fhbourbDnd. In 
1317 lomii XVIII. csaufied the remaius of biji anceBtors, aa wnll aa thoae 
of Louis XV]. and Marie AoLoiuetlc (p. 19T), to be repljLced in the crypt. 
At the .lame time the monuineutfl that T^'omlned were replaced with many 
arbitrary nltdralions and restorations, while numerous monnmeilta from 
other churches preserved in the Alus^e Lenoir were also erected here. 
During the work of reflturation under J^. Viciltt - le - Puc they were all 
piaccd aa nearly aa possible in their origitta] posltlona, but there are atill 
severa] fuonumenta not properly ^elon^Dg to St. Dents. There are now 
fifty tomba and ten other mantunente, bBijides statues, nrna, coltuuns, biidi 
bas-reliefa. 

We now proceed to inspect the monuments in detail , beginning 
with those in the left or N, transept. 

N. StDH. Tombs of Ibt Fantitf/ of St. Lnttin. — *Tnmli of | 
r.o«is XII. (d, lf)i5) and his ronsort Anne de Brelayne (d. 1514]), 
piohably executed in the first half of the 16tli cent, by Jean I

manner, and again in a kneeling attitude above. The monument ia^ 
surrounded hy twelve arches, richly decorated, beneath which »re 
statues of the Twelve Apostles.

On the pedestal are small reliefs nf the entry of Louis Xll. into Milan 
(1499), his passage of the Genoese mountains (1507), his victory | 
over the Venetians at Agnadello (15091, and their final sohmission.

Btatnes of Sigebert, Dagobert's son (modern], and Que<?ti Nati tilde 
(13th cent.). — To the left, •Tomft of Htnri II. (d. 1569) and his 
queen Catherine de Midicis (d. 1589), the masterpiece of Germain 
Filon, executed in 15S4-M. Thia fine worlt conaiats of white 
marble, adorned with bronze st&tues of the fonr cardinal virtues at the 
corners. The deceased are tepreaerited twice, by nude marhle flgurea 
on the tomb, and by bronio flgures, fuU of vitality, in a kneeling 
postuTe above the entablature. Itehind are monuments of the family 
of Valoia, to see which properly we aaoendsome atepa. — To the left, 
another monument to /Tenri II. and Catherine de Medicis (see above) ; 
recumbent marble flgurea on a bronze couch. It is said that in her 
old age the queen disapproved of the nnde flgurea on the other mon.* 
ument, and caused these robed and elderly efflgies to be executed. 

The chapels TOuiid the choir, which we now paaa, contain no 
monnments ; but the chapel of thts Virgin has ancient stained-glass 
wlndowa, a mosaic pavement dating from the l^th cent., and 
aculptured scenes from the life of Christ. Wc now paas behind 
the altar of St. Denis and his fellow-martyrs , S8. Eusticua and 
Elenthelns, known aa the Confesaion de St. Denii , another piece 
of modem workmanship, containing reliquarlea, On one aide is a 
representation of the Or! flam me (p. 334). 

Thfi SACRisTt, to the S. at the ch»Lr, is adorn^^d with ten modero 
palDtiDgd relating to the hiaiory at the abbey. 

Thfi TsE.isuiit la cnntnined in % room ndjQiaIng the Sacriatj on tba 
left. Of the valuable articles which were furmerly kept here St. DeniB 
llaelf DOW posscaaea nong. The grenteaL Krti$tic vnlne among the remain- 
ing objects ia poaaeseed hy a copper altar-piece, in repuu^sd work, of the 
IStb cent., oa tke tight wall. Oa the right wall are a gilt copper croaa 
(divided IcD^lbwlac iDto two aeetlona, which are bung apart Tcom each 
other}^ dutint; frain Ibe I3th cent., and anotber ailver altar, uf the ptiricd 
of Lonla XIV. In the glaaa-caae la a large modoni monstrance, in the 
atyle of the 13tb ceetilr}'. 

S. SinB, Opposite the Sacristy : The interesting Tomb of iW- 
digonde fd. 597), which was formerly in the Church of St. Ger- 
main-des-Ptifa. The figure of the queen is repieaented by a kind 
of mosaic, farmed of small pieces of differently cnioored marble 
mingled with minute pieces of copper. The hands and feet are 
of the colour of the atone itself, the shape being indicated only 
by the lines of the mosaic , and loem to have been originally paint- 
ed. Some authorities consider the tombstone contemporaneous 
with the queen, while others, with more probability, refer it to the 
11th or 12th century. — We now descend a flight of steps, to the 
right of which is the entrance to the crypt.

On the Other aida of tbc tliglit of steps, to the right of the choii :

Montmoreni^, an ancient town with fiOOO inbab., is obarojiugly 
situated on a hill covered with oichiirds. It is another favourite 
BnmmerTesort of the Faiisiaas, chiefly owing to it£ beautiful forest. 

MDntmoreD.c.v haa ,g;iven iTa name to an illaatriona family, which baa 
counted among ila membsra 6 eonjtubles of France, 12 mjirahals , 1 ad- 
mirals, several eardinaij, etr. The town was once the reaidenee of 
Rouaseau, who spent two years (ITfiti-fiS) in the house callad the ^Ermiitxfft 
de Jean Jacquet Routiiau'r and there wrote his JfevveUe BtloUt. This 
unpretending abode was fitted up for ihe philDSDpber'a use by the Countess 
d'Epinay, in order to prevent bia return to Geneva. During the Bevolntion 
the KermitEiee became national property, and was for a time Decupled by 
lio^etpiBrre, In 171]^ it was purchased Ity the composer Gr4iry, who died 
here lE 1813. 

The old town, with its steep and winding streets, is the part 

iieareet to Enghien. Here stocid ihe chlteau, plundered in 1814 

and afterwards destroyed Turning to the left (Orangerie) and then 

to the right, by the Rne du Temple, we pass an interesting Ratait-

TheFoaBBT oy Montmobbjjuv, which begins to the 8. E. of the 
Chat>lgtiera.iG and extends to the N.W. for a distance of ^I/jM., with 
a breadth of l'/4*2'/a M., covers a very irregular tract, the higheat 
point of which ia 600 ft. above the sea. The forest conaists mainly 
of chestnuts atid hag been loft to a great extent in a natural state, 
a fact which adds to its attractions but makes it dlfdiiult for the 
stranger to And his way. Some of the higher points command charm- 
ing vie v*. The pleasantest rotito, well-marked and easy to follow, 
aacenda beyond the station and skirts fhe S. slopes, which aflford 
fine *iewa, to AndiUy, I'/j M. to the N.W. From the bill just above 
this village, the prospect extends to the heights of Monimartre, 
Mont VaWrien, and St. Germain-en-Laye. On this plateau stands 
the Fort of ManlUgnon, named after a neighbouring village. Riders 
generally prolong the oicursion to the Croix Blanche (restaurant), 
a point a little farther to the N., which may also he readied direct 
from Montmorency. Abont ^j^ M. farther on in the same direction 
It the Tillage of Doroont (p. 347), and to the right of the road is the 
fort of the same name.

Beyond Atgenteiiil, faithet down the river, a new A^iueduH 
Hridgt carries part of the liquid sewage of Paris anrosB the Seine, 
Oil tlie loft bank a Ptimp raises the sewage to the top of the pUin 
of Argentetiil, wheni^e it flowe towards Herblay (p. 343), near which 
p»rt of it recroBses the Seine by means of a siphon to fertilim the 
(lolda of Aohfrea, while the rest is distributed elsewhere.

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oil a holglit oil ihe right bank of tho Oise. Tlio town riates from 
the days of the Romsns, and from am early period played a ;iuuiewlist 
important part in French history, o-wing to Us position as capita! of 
the Veiin (VeUocaBSEa) and its pToxiaiity to Paris, it was freqneiitly 
invoiTed in thia wara of the Itinga of France with tlia liiuge of Eng- 
land and the dulses of Normandy, and alao in the ciTil atruggleg of 
later data. Tlie only remains of its fortiflcitions are the walls of the 
ancient chitean, ^hich protected the town on the side next the river. 

On leaving the station, we see facing ob, on an eminence, the 
Church of Si. ^fadoM, with a handsome flight of steps in front of it. 
At the top of the stepB is a marhlo statue, by Lemot, of Oeneral 
Leeltre [1772-1802), brother-in-law of Napoleon I, and a native of 
Pontoise. The church ia a Gothic edifice of the 12th cent., recon- 
Etreeted in the lS-16th centtities. The most striking features of 
the exterior are the tower, terminating in a lantern in the Renais- 
sance style, and the beautiful Flamboyant rose- window in the W. 
facade. The Chapelle de la Passion, to the left on entering, contaiiiEt 
a *Holy Sepulehrt, in the style of the Renaissance, with 8 statues 
and groupa of the Resurrection and the Holy Women. The Siaintd- 
gloit Windoirs also date from 1546, with the exception of those ad- 
joining the tomb, which are modem. Opposite the pnlpit is a De- 
scent from the Cross, by JoQvenet, and the choir contains some rather 
heavy wood-carvings of the Renaissance. 

In the Rue Lemercier, not far from the HStel do Tille, which 
is on the side next the valley of the Oiae, is a M'\isie, recently eetab- 
liahed in a small 15th cent, ni-inaion, formerly used as a law-conrt. 

The road to the left, at the end of the square, leads to the 
Promenade, at the end of which is a mound commanding a fine 
view. . — The Church of Notrt-Bamt , in tho lower part of the town, 
dating from the 16th cent., contains the tomb of St. Gautjer (Wal- 
ter), a curious monument of 1146, with a statue of the saint. — 
Above the station is a SUmt Bridge, commanding a good view of 
the town and connecting it with St.Onen-l'Aumono (see below).

I'lsle- Adorn 
owes its name to the 1aru;er uf the Islets, on which stood s ch^teaa 
helonpng latterly to the Prince do Conti (see helow).

In a chapel 
to the left is an altar-piece in carved wood, representing the Passion 
(15th cent.}. Ad adjoining chapel, opposite the Lady Chapel, <M]n- 
tains the remains of the mottument of Prince de Conti (1717-76), 
destroyed, 11 te his chateau, at the Revolution, Tho beautiful figure 
of a weeping woman is a plaster reproduction of one by Moitte. — 
The HSltl de Vitte, alongside of tho chnrcb, and the Clergij Houit^ 
at the back of it, are handsome modern buildings in a similar style. 
The small Chdieau, whicli has replaced that of the Prince of Conti, 
contaius some interestlHg paintings, incliidiuj; what is said to be thu 
original of the small Holy FainUy by Raphael, that in the Louvre 
(p. IK); No. 1409} being thus a copy. 

A fountain with a bust b; Harquodte had been placed as a monument 
to JnUt DtipH. (18l?'89), the landscape-painter, in front of tlse house for- 
merly occupied by liim. 

The Wood of i'Hi€-A4aJn^ covering a chain of hills with a makunujn 
heLi^ht of 620 ft., affords auineroiip pleasant walka. The railway from 
fleaiimont to Ecnncn (seep.

It is reai'hed froni the station of Sceaux by the 
ruad straight in front for a short distance, then to the right and by 
the Itue Pentliievre, the first turning to the left; from the station 
of Sceaux-Uobinaon, at the W. end of the town, we turn to the left 
and pass through the town. The OurcA, near the park, contains a 
Baptism of Christ, by Toby. Buaitic it are tiionuments to Plorian 
(1756-94), the poet and fabujist, who is buried in the cemetery of 
Sceaux, to the Provencal poet AubJinel (1828-88), and to the author 
Paul Arene [1843-96). About '/4 '"■- farther on is the Lyeit Lahmal, 
a handsome building in a pretty part of the park, not far from Uonrg- 
la-Keine (see above).

^^K oomist mainly of a maaaivQ doigon of unhewn Itmestone and two 
^^B towers of hewn stone, now covered with ivy. The smaller towei is 
^^^ not seen from the foot of the hill or from the terrace. The inteTior 
t is uiOut cresting. 

I The CImreh, bailt, like many of the edidces of the district, of 

I rough Ume^torie, has a tasteful interior, with some fair mural 

I paintings by M. de CourbeUn. Opposite the S. portal is an ogival 

' Romaneique doorway and a few other remains of a Ffiory, now 

used as a storehouse. 

The road from ChevreuBe te Dampierre, though pietnresquo, is 
almost ontiiely destitute of shade. On the right rise wooded hills, 
and on the heights to the left is the handsome modera Ch&tcau de 
Bei'iHera. The €h3itau dt Mauviirt, near the left side of the road 
farther on, dates from the 18th century. We now turn to the right, 
sUrt the long wall concealing the ch&tean of Becquen court, and, 
beyond a mill on the Yvette, reach the village of Dampierre. 

Dampierre I^HSttl-RfMaurant St, Pierre ; omistbns, see p. 36'2) Is 
noted for its magniUcent *Clt&teau, belonging to the ducal family of 
Luynes, which has obtained an honourahla distinction from the rirti 
^^_ archxological collection now in the BibUotbeqtie Rationale at Paris 
^^fe (p. 191). The chateau, built for the moBt part in the 17th cent, by 
^H J, H, Msnsart and restored in 1840 by Duban, ts a huge atrncture ot 
f Itrick and stone, rising between a fine 'com d'honneur' and an ex- 
I tensive park in a small valley, the confluing hUls of which limit the 

f view in every direction. Admission to the chateau and park may 

be obtained on Fridays, from 1 to 5 o'clock, on written application 
to the Duchesee de Luynes, who mstially spenda the summer at the 
I'bitean {address before July, 51 Cit^ de Varenne, Paris). Among 
the art'treasnres retained in the chateau are an ivory, gold, and sil- 
ver statue ot Athene by Siroart (a quarter-size reproduction of the 
colossal chryselephantine statue of Athene in the Parthenoa), the 
oeiebr,ited Sleeping Penelope by Cavelier, and a silver statue nf 
Louis Xin. by Rude. — The neighbouring CfturoA contains the 
liurial vault of the Docs de Lnynes, in a closed chapel to the left 
of the cboh.

In loiS thsn I'/j M. we dlTCiga from the road, and continuing in a 
Btriight direction, pass the hamlet of Oarnti. At the ('/j lir.) Moulin 
da Boeheri we reacli another caitiage-ioad, which leads Hist to the 
left, theD to the right, not far from Oernay-la-Ville (see lielow), and 
folloWB the other side of the valley, "Walkers, how ever, ftnd a shorter 
and pleasaoteT path leading along th« bank of the stream, tn 7 mln. 
we reach the Petit- Moulin (rfmts.), near a little waterfall. On the 
opposite tank is the HSUl da Cofcadrl or Leopold, a favoarite resort 
of artists, io the lower part of Cernay-la-Ville{lO mln,; see aboTel. 
An omnibuB starts here for Boullay-lea-Troui (p. 3533- The foot- 
path on the left bank now beooroes teas iuteresting. In 6 min. more 
we reach the Orund Mouiin, at the lower end of the long Etang dt 
Cernay. In the vicinity is a Monument to PHoust [d. 1892), a land- 
scapc-psinter who drew attention to the beauties of thia ralley. We 
may either rejoin the carriage-road here, or proceed straight on 
through the woods for lb min. to the pictHresquely-situatc.d hamlet 
of id Vaui-de-Cimiiy, on the Elang des Vaux. Xlie Abbaye des 
Va\ix-dt-Ccmit\j, situated near the pond, waa fouuded in 1128.

The Hue de la Gare^ to the lefi^ and the handsome Avenue Thiers, 

to the right, lead from the station to the old town, partly built on 

ail Island in the Seine, A monument to the victims of the war of 

1870-71 was erected in 1899 at the corner of the Avenue Thiers and 

th& BoiilovArti St. Amhroise. On the island, to the right, riaea the 

Church of Noift'Bamt.^ baUt in Vhe \i-VitVi tt'cA^ but afterwards 

mmodelled and restored in the IQth ta^^.^Li'^ .

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Ing portion of wliicli is the ohuir, coiiUlna some eioellaat old paint- 
iDfB : in the tl^tit aisle, Descent fittm tlie Cross, iy Jordatni, sfter 
Habens ; InCant Mobbs, by Frimaticclo ; Ecee Homo, by Seb. Franck ; 
itl tlie cUoit, an early ropy o£ Kapbael's large Holy Family. In the 
right aisle there is also a good fnneial monument (15th Rent.). 

The piincipal street on the other side of tlie island skiits the 
liact of the CSurcfi of SI. Atpaii (IBth uent.), On the apse of whkli 
is a modern medalliou of Joan of Arc, by Ohipu, erected to com- 
memorate the expulsion of the English in liBO. The eitecioT ia 
richly decorated, while the interior doTi&tes from the ostial form in 
haring double aisles terminating in apaes. The choir has some flni^ 
old stained glass and ail handsome marble medallions of apostles 
and churoh-fathers, dating from the ITth centnry. The right aisle 
csontatna two aaoient paintings , a Last Snpper and the Hebrew 
Cliildren in the Fiery Fnrnaoe ; in the left aisle is a large isodeni 
painting of Christ, by H, Sohopin. Fine organ-case. 

In front of St. Aspais is a tasteful new Savmgi Bank, The Rhh 
ilu Miroir ascends thence to the upper part of the town, in which 
are situated tke Belfry of St BaHhiUmy, erected in the 18th cent., 
and the modern Prifecture, in the style of Louis XIII. — To the 
left, at we ascend, is the Boulevard Yictoi-Eugo, in which la a 
Momimfnt to Pasteur (1823-90), with a bust and group in hronie by 
A. d'Houdain. 

To the light, beyond St. Aspais, is the Rne de I'Hotel de Tille, 
in which is the H6tel de VtUe, a handsome Renalssatice ediflce, paTt 
of which is ancient. In the interior is a small Museum, otimprising 
local antiquities, paintings, and casts of the works of the sculptor 
Chapu (1833-91), who was born in the neighbourhood (apply to 
the concierge). The court is embellished with a Statue of Amynt 
(1513-93), a native of Melun, bishop of Anierre and translator of 
Plutarch. Behind the Hotel de Ville lies a tasteful public garden. 
By the Rne de I'Hotel-de -Ville we reach the Plaee St, Jean, with 
its (irname[ital modern fountain. 

Farther ou, op an eminenco above the right bank of the BeAtm^ lle^ the 
park of the CMUau <k rauj-fc- J¥ni( (18th cent), which affords pleasant walks. 

The Ohiteaa da Yaux.PraeUn or Vatix-I^ VicomU^ a gorgeous stmctura 
iif the 17tb cent., lyiag ahoul 4 Hi. from HcJuu, tn the sama direction, U 
reached by the road anceading tQ the right from thij Plaae St. Jean. The 
chiteau whlGh Is surrounded Uy au Immense park, was erected at a cost 
tif 720,Q0()i. by I^lcolat F^uquei^ ^3urlnten4&nt du,^ fioftnces^ under Louis XIV. 
The owner was in the hikbii oi ent^^rtainiDg the king here at costly f^te5, 
wlLieh eventually led la his ruin, as the enormous expsnjes could only he 
met by a disbQoest use of the public fiiad». The interior, which contains 
paintings hy Le Bfun and itiffnartl, vuiuablc tapE^^trles, elc, may be lu- 
sp&cted on applicatl^m to the pn>prlclor.

foniaineMeau, which, like Tersailles, owes its origin chiefly to the 
palace, is a quiet place with broad, dean streets, and 14,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is now a fashionable and expensive anniiiier*resoTt. Ex' 
cept tbe palace, the only bnilding of any importance Is the BStel de 
Vitte in tbe Rue Grande. A little farther on is a monument to Frai- 
dent Camot (1337-94), with a bronze bust and a statne of France, 
by Peynot. In the Place Oentrale, at the back of ttie chuich, is a 
bronze statue, by Godin, of Gttierat Dametme, a natife of Fontalne- 
blean, who was killed at Paris in Jnne, 1848. 

*FiJs,ce, Tbe cblteau or palaee of Fontaineblsau, situated on 
the S.W. side of the town. Is said to occupy the site of a for- 
tified cbatean founded by Louis YIl. in 1162. It was Francli i. 
(d, 1547), however, who conTerted tbe medi»Tal fortress into » 
palace of almost unparalleled extent and magnificence. Tbe eitertor 
is less imposing than that of some other contempoTaneona edifices, 
but the interior, which was decorated by French and Italian artists 
(FonUinebleau school, see p. 89) in the style of Giullo RomaDO, is 
deservedly much admired. Henri IV. (d. 1610) made considerable 
additions, but stncs that period ft has undergone little alteration. 
It was a favourite residence of Napoleon I., but after the Restora- 
tlon ic was mtich neglected. Lomh Fhiliiipt ioA Napoleon III. spent 
Jarge gams of money in restoring U.

Cnnd^ died here in 16^6. and it w&a in tblA paJaee (bat tbe aentenee of 
divorce wai pronotinced ^.gainst tbe £mpre^ Joeepbine in 180fl. 

The palace is sbowri daily froia 1 Co 5 oVlock In summer and 
from 11 to 4 la trtnter, gratis. The custodian -who sliows the apait- 
ments is to be found at the entrance, or In the principal conrt, ot in 
the oFflees to tbe left of the railing. The visit occDpiee about 1 kr. 

The CmiT du Chtval BLane, hy wMch we enter, derives its name 
(rom a st&tne it onco conUined. It is sometimes oitled the Cour det 
Adiiux from haTing lieen tbe scene of Napoleon's parting from the 
grenadiers of his Old Guard on 20th April, 1814, after bis abdication. 
Here, too, on 20tb March, 1815, on his return from Elba, the em- 
peror reviewed the same troops before marching with thein to Paris. 

The central part of the palace is appioached by the massive 
Encalier du ftr^d- Chevai, so named from its horseshoe form. Vis- 
itors generally enter here, on the left side, and we siiall briefly 
desoribe tbe route usually follon'ed by tbe cnstudians. 

Tlie Chajitlle dt ta Trinile, on the froundDoor to the left, has 
a Une ceiling, painted by Frimintt, an imitator ot Michael Angelo. 
The altar-piece {Descent &om the Cross} is by J. Duhois; the atitues 
by G* Pilon, In this chapel Louis XV. was married in 17*25, and 
the Due d'Orl^ana tp. 1G9) in 1B37, and Napoleon UI. was baptised 
here in 1810. 

A broad staircase ascending thence leads to the first floor, where 
we begin with tbe Apartments of Napoleon I,, or tbe Gallery ot 
Francis I. (p. 56&), or sometimes tbe Galerie des Assiettes (p. 365) 
and tbe other apartments on the front, which are reached throiigh 
the Vestibnie du Fer-a-Cheval. 

TXia AppaTiemtnis de NapBieon /., on the side of the garden next 
to tbe Orangery, consist of an antechamber, with paintings above 
the doors by Bcuch/r, Soipio, by Vien, Roman women offering tbeir 
jewels for the public service, by Brenel, etc. ; secretary's room, with 
other paintings; 'Bath Room, with mirrors adonied with paintings 
by BnrlMtemy, brought from the apartments of Marie Antoinette at 
the Petit-Trianon ; room in which Napoleon signed his abdication on 
4th April, 1814, on the small ronnd tabLe in tiie centre; stody, with 
1 ceiling by Rtgnault, representing Law and Justice; bedroom with 
a chimney-piece of the time of Louis XYI., Napoleon's bed, a clock 
adorned with antique cameos (given to Napoleon by Pius Til,), 
large cabinet belonging to Marie Louise, and other fine furniture 
and bronzes. 

To the left is the *SaUe du Conactl, o^ ftit '^tvt,^ t.Wwa^t'^^ -, 
decoiHted by Bouchtr , and oQiita'Lii\B% IvmiAme. '^^'*'^^^■^^.i. ,^ 
tspestrx-woTk from Beauyais. Large Xa.\>\.e, fti* V*V 'A'*^ 
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iinglu jtiBi^s. — Then the *StiUe du Trfine, with t handaome ceiling, 
containing s ehandeiici in lonk crystal and wainscoting executed In 
the reigns oC Lonis XIII. and Lonis XIT, — Wa neit enter the 
Appartemtnta de Marie Anlotnclie : hei houdoir, with two fine ivorjf 
vases; her *Bed room, adorned with aiUi hangings pteseiited by the 
Rity of Lyons and containing the cradle of the King of Rome; rooms 
i5onta.ining fasea and a table from S^frea and a jewel-case of Marie 
Louise; the niuslc-rooni, witli a amall round tahie in Sevres poiee- 
lain; aatooii of the l!kdies-in- waiting. 

We now reach the Oaltrii de Diane, or lit la BiblioiKlque, a hall 
88 yds. In length , constructed under Henri IV. and raBtoied by 
Napoleon I. and Louis XVIIL It is adorned with paintings repre- 
senting mythological sceaea, hy Blondtl [d. 1853) and A. de Pujol 
(d. ISfll), a portrait of Henri IV. hy AfausaiMe, etc. It contains 
the lihrary (30,000 vola.) and a nomher of ourlositiea, including 
Monaldeschl's aword and coat-nf-mail. At the end are a luagiiiUcent 
va'^e iu %lBcnit* Sevres, and a ^iass-.caae with finely bound book9. 

Utider tlie Galepie de Dikne ij tUe old Galerie dei Ctvft^ whicti is 
aijt sliofrn to visitors. It wM In this ruum ia 1&&T that Queea Christiaa 
uf Sweden, while a gaest at the French court after her nhdicatlon (I6D1J, 
eauaed her unfortanale equerry KUd r&votirite Coaat Hoanldeachl to be 
put tu death after a pretended trial for treason. Loali XIV. expressed 
hia strong dlsapproticitiun of this proceeding, bat took no fartbar steps 
in the matter, aud Christiaa ODtiDtied to reside at FontalaeblQaii for twa 
^eari longer. Monaldescbi la interred in the small chnreb of Avoj*,, a 
vlUa^e OD the E. side of tbe park, abont 1 M. from tht; palace. 

We are next conducted to the Salom de Rfception, overlnokitig the 
Couc OTale (p. 360). The antei'liamber is emhellished with Gobe- 
lins tapestry, and the following apartment with tapestry from Flan- 

i ilera (myth of Psyche). The chamber ol Francis I., which contain* 
a handsome chimney-piece of Che IBth century and some eboay 
cabinets of the 16th and 17th cent., is also adorned with Flemisis 
tapestry. — The Salon Louis XJtf., in which that king was born, is 
adorned with paintings hy Ambroite Dubois (1&43-1614 or 1615) 
from the story of Theagenes and Charicles, and contains two earrefl 
ebony cabinets of the time of Louis XIII. In the panelling at the 
«nd is a mirror of V^enetiaii gla&i, said to he the earliest mirror it>- 
troduaod into I'rance. The Salle: St. Louis contains fifteen pictures 
relating to the life of Denri IV., a marble relief, by Jacguet, of 
Henri FV. on iiorseback, etc, — ■ In the Salon des Jeux is a clock 
of Louis XIV., with Apollo's chariot (from the Haesin d'ApoIlon at 
VersslUeB; p. 322). — The Sallt des (iardei, the last of this eeries, 
contains a handsome chlmaey-plece, partly by O. Pilon, adonied with 
a bust of Henri IV. and statues of Power and Peace, an ancient ceil- 
ing, and a fine modern flooring. A passage to the left leads to the — 
SiHiilief duBoi, or grand staircase, occupying tlie site of a former 
bedroom, adorned with paintings t^ Nic. delt Ahhuti-aud. Prlmaiicelo 
And restored hy A, de Pujol. lUc au^jeote «te Imm 'iJne WVi A 

Alexiiuier. The Cour Ovale (p. 3ei6> \a weW hmsw Uwto. WtXv^W 
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I'lie AfpaTtemtnta de Afme. de Maintenon, nhitli we next enter 
aie leaa Interesting. In the salon is a flre-scieen worked liy thn 
UdieB of St. Cyr, i *Tsble liy Bnnlle, and cliaki ooTeted in tapestry. 

Hience a pas^afe leadA to tbe — 

'Oaterit de Henri 1]., or Saiie de» FUes, eonatructed by Francis 1., 
richly decorated by Henri II., and sncoessfully restored by Lonia 
Philippe. The mythological frescftes by Primaliccio and hie pupil 
A'ic. delV Abbait have been restored by Alaux, and have thus lost 
mnoh of tbelr origiDaUty. At the end of the haU is s handsome 
cbtmiiey-pieoe. The windows affoid a pleasant survey of the gardens. 

Ketracing out steps to the Salon St. Lonis, we turn to the left 
into the OaUtit de FfanfoU Premier, which runs parallel witb the 
apartment* of Napoleon I, on the aide nest the Cow de la Fontaine 
(p, 366). To the left of the entranne is a jewel-casket in SSvres, of 
the time of Louis Philippe. The galleiy is embellished with foniteeii 
large compositions by Smso Roaai , representing allegorical and 
mythologis&l eceaes relating to th e history and adven tuies of Francis I. 
The paintings are separated from each other by baE~reliefB, earyat' 
ides, trophies, and medallions. The salamander, being the idng's 
heraldic emblem, and hii- initial F frequently recur. 

The VefiibuU d'Honneur, between the Escalier du Fer-i-Cheval 
and the Galeiie Francois ler^ possesses two handsome oiken dootB 
of the time of Louis Xlll. , and four modem doors io the saniB style. 
— To the left are the Afparlcments dea Reinea Mires and of i'jui Vll. 
They were once oiicupied by Catherine de Mtfdieis; by Anne 
of Austria [d. 1666), mother of Louis XIT, ; and afterwards hy 
PioB Vll., who was a prisoner here from June, 1812, to Jan., 1814. 

"We pass through an antechamber with chairs and hangings itt 
Cordovan leather and a magnificent Louis Xlll. chest, a second 
antechamber with tapestry (Story of Esther) of 1740, and a room with 
Gobelins tapestry and furniture covered with stuffs from BeaQTais, to 
the bedroom of Anne of Austria, ■which is also hung with Gobelins 
tapestry. Beyond this are two small rooms (portrait of Pius VII. 
after David, in the first), the pope's bedroom, and two apartmouta 
with Gobelins tapestry. We then enter an antechamber, with S6vres 
porcelain, and the 'Galerie des Faates', so called from a project of 
decorating it with paintings of the history of Fontainebleau. It con- 
tains a few ancient pictures of secondary importance. 

Lastly we reach the Oalerie des Aaii'eltes, which is sometimes 
shown to visitors first. It derives its name from the quaint style in 
which it was decorated by order of Louis Philippe with plates of por- 
celain bearing views of royal residences, etc. It is also called Oaitrie 
dea Frfiqufs from the frescoes by A. Dubois which have been tians- 
ferred hither from the Galerie de Diane.

On the right lies the Jardln Anglais, planted under Napoleon 1. 

On the left, beyond the pond, rises the PoritDBtit, dating froei 
the reign of Franeis 1.^ as the salamander in the armerlal bearing!! 
indicAtes. It is adorned with old frescoea, now restored. This forms 
one of the entrances to the Cour Ovait, or du Don;on, a court 80 ydf. 
long and 34 yds. in width, the oldest in the palace. This court has 
undergone various alterations and has lost its original form, but 
fl still interesting on account of its flue cotonnadea of the early 
French Eenaissance; the capitals of the pillars are especially fine. 
It la not open to the public. To the E. ia a curious gate, covered 
with a dome, called the Porle Dauphine, or the Bi<ptUteTe, froco the 
fact that Louis Xlll. was baptised here. It may be entered from 
the Parterre, farther on, to the left. The Cour Henri IV., opposite, 
and other portions of the palace are now occupied by the EfoU d'Ap- 
plieatitn de tArliUerie tt da OinU, removed hither from Met». 

Bej'ond the pond is the I'arltrre, a second public garden, de- 
signed by Lb N6tTe in the reign of Louis XIV., containing a square 
pond and a round one. Farther on is tbe Canal (13% yds. long), 
formed by order oi Henry lY., with bronze and marble statues and 
groups in front of it To the left is ihe Purk, with a Lnhyrinlh and 
the famous Vinery of the palace. 

The "Forest otFontainebleau, which is about 50 M. in cirrtim- 
feretjce and co-vers an area o( 42,600 acres, is justly regarded as thti 
most beautiful in France. On tlie N.E. side it is bounded by the 
sinuosities of the Seine. Tha ground here is of a very varied 
character, the rock formation consisting chiefly of sandstone, whioh 
yields must of the paving stones of Paris, Tbe magniQceiit timber 
and picturesque gorges of the forest afford numerous pleasant waUs, 
and there are good paths in every direction, Tlie forest is a favourite 
resort of artists, their chief coloaies being at Barbison (p. 368}, to 
tbe N.W., and Marlotte (p. 068), to the S.

The finest point of vie^r near Fontaineblean ia the *Tcntr Dene- 
court, leached in '/a *"■• fto™ t^iB rallway-slatioii. We aacetid the 
road to tlio left at tlie station, cross tbe lailwajr, foHoir it to the 
right, soon taming to tlie left at a talioratory of vegetable tilology, 
and follow the broad, sandy path, leading to tbe height on wMeh 
the tower I« situated. This belvedeie [ilmtB.}, built in tlia form of a 
tnifiiatufe fortress^ oemniands a pietUTe^i^ue view for nearly 40 miles 
ronnd. The Eiffel Tower in Paris is aeen. Fioin Fontsinebleau we 
reach tbe belvedere in about 3^4 hr., vii the Sue Grande, the Melun 
road, and the {i^/^ M.) Chemin de FoptaiOB-le-Port, to the right, 
where a post indicates the way to tbe Tour Deneconrt (comp. tbe 
Map]. — Nearer the town, to the rlgbt of the Melnn toad, is the Crois: 
dtt Cubiaire, commanding a •View of Fontaineblean, which ia not 
visible from the Tonr Deneconrt, — Between that road and the road 
from Paris (see below) are the Nid de t'Aigle and the Groj Foulmitt, 
two of tbe flnaat groups of trees in the forest (i 1/4 M. from the town]. 

Visitors seldom eitend tbelr excursion beyond the Rochtrt tl 
Oorgei de Franchard, 2';j M. from the town (carr., p, 3C2J. At tbe 
N.W. end of the Rae de France, which loaia to the right from thn 
Rue Grande at tbe tramwaj-terminua, we follow the broad toad 
dtTerfing to the left from the highroad to Paris (which leads to the 
Oros Foilteau and the Md de I'Aigle, see above]. Carriages turn to 
the left at tbe Route Ronde. PeJestrians quit the road after 8-10 
rnin, by a bridle-path to the left (Route du Ceiire), which leads in 
about '/a !i'- 'to *'"' Croii de Franchard. Thence the carriage-road 
leads siTiigbt on in 5 miii. more to th« Beiitturanl de FTanrhard (d^j. 
3, D, 3'/g fr. J arrange prices), the most frequented spot and the 
only restaurant in the Foreat. 

Tbe celebriited Bochers et Gorges de Franchard, a rocky basin 
overgrown with trees and bushes, about 2V» M. in tircumferenoe, 
begin about 5 minutes' walk to the W., at the Backer det Ermites 
and the 'B',che qui pUnre\ a little be}ond tbe ruins of an ancient 
monaatery [now a forester's house]. A fores t-llre in 1897 destroyed 
much of the beauty of this spot, and water no longer trickles from 
this 'weeping rock'. The top of the rock eommattds a good surrey 
of the gorge, which, however, bag last some of its pictniesquenesa 
owing to tires and tbe recent planting of young pines. Hurried 
visitors may engage one of the guides to he found here, taVvw^, t.«s.

(I 'A pre m out is situated the Caveme des Brigandi, said once to have 
been the hauut of bandits. The man who lives in a rustic hut liere 
sells refresh men t5 at high prices, and also sonvenlrs of the forest. 
Farther to the N. is the hijshroad to Paris, already mentioned, which 
leads, in the direction of Fcntainebleau , past the Hauteuri de la 
Snlie to the Gros Fouteau (p. 367}, etc. — The Ras-Br^au Is near 
the terminus of tic steam-tramway from Melnn to Barbisou (p. 361). 
— Barbiton {Botol de laForat; H6t. dea Artistes, with a dlnitig- 
room containing wail-paintings by various artists; H6t. de I'Ex- 
position; pens. 8-8 fr.}, aboat 3/4 M. to the W., was a favourite 
resort of Th, Rousseau and Millet, bronie relief-busts of whom, 1)7 
Chapu, have been let into a rock In the ricinity. It stiU contains a 
colony of artists. Tramway to Melun (see p. 361). 

Among the interesting points in the S. part of the forest may be 
mentioned the Earlier d'Atwn, near the p,\lace-park, between the 
Toad to Moret and that to Marlotte, and the Gorge aux Loupa and the 
I/onp-iiocftsr, near the verge of the feres t, — - The village of Mar- 
loitt [HStel Millet, pens. 6-8 fr.), ^/i M. farther on and 6'/a M.

ChantUiy, a town with 4211 inhah., was famous eepeoiaily in 
the 17th and 18th cent, as the rasidenco of the Condtfs.

It contains large establishments 
for the breeding of raoe-horaes, In connection with which a con- 
siderable English colony has settled In the town. The silk lace to 
which the name of OhantlUy ia givetk is now made chiefly in the 
department of CaWados.

The ETitrance Giile ('grille d'honnenr'; enmp, I'lan) is jireiiDdefi 
liy a bridge sptitmiiig & moat fl! led with Kiicient rarp. Thence we 
ascend a slope to a raiged terrace, on vvlicb is a bronze equestrian 
statue, by P. Dubois, of the Canntabli: Anne dt Monimoreney (p. 370). 
To the right and left are bronze dogs and stags, by Cain.

The *Park (a.dm., see p. 370) was laid out by Le Notre, who 
nftorwards designed tha gardens of Versailles in the saroe stjle, and 
is embelliEhed ^dth iiumeraus statues and ornamental pieces of 
■water. Thii chief of the latter la the Cantil dt la Mandic, formed by 
the Konette. A good view of tlie central parts of the park is obtained 
I'roni the terrace beside the statue of Anne de Montmorency (p. 371). 

To the E. of the terrace wo enter the 'Pate de Silvle', with its 
ntimerous ahady avenues affording beautiful Tiataa, In about 8 min. 
from the terrace (guide-boards) we leach the charming little Maisaa 
de Silvk, which contains portraits, tapestries, furniture, hunting- 
scenes, etc. j also two paintings from the history of tlie house, by 
0, Merson. 

TJie poet ThiopMle de Viiia {lfiBO-163ej , condemned to aeatl in 1653, 
was h«re concealed by Warib KiUice 6ea Uraiua, Duclieaa of Montmorency, 
wtii'Hi he aft^-nvards ceiobr&ltd in htsi verat'S under tiae name of ^Silvie^ 
The house, wliiih waa rcator^^d by tbf; GrAnd Condi? in IBSJ, was llie scene 
of the romantic Amnurs iii Mtle. de Ctertnont and M- di MiUm^ who ^aa 
Idlled by a slag wliilc boating in 1731. 

Thence we proceed in a N. direction, crossing the Canal des 
Morfondiii, to (8 min.) the HamUt, resemhling tie Petit-Trianon at 
Versailles; daring tlie last quarter of the 18lh cent, this was the 
scene of many rnstio (itea. — The portion of the park on the other 
side of theCaual de la Manche, with tiie little chateaux of LaNonetle 
and St, Firmin and the 'Vertugidin', is not accessible to the public. 

We follow the S. hank of the Canal des MorfoTidns to the central 
part of the park, with a circular basin round which are placed the 
best statues iu the park: Le Notre and MoUere, by T. Noel; Bos- 
suet, by Guillaumo ; Condg, by CoyiCTot ; La Btnyere, by Thomas ; 
Bacchns and Hebe, by Deseine; Pluto and Proserpine, by Chapu; 
Grand Conile, hy Coyzetox, 

Lo Nfitre's pailt originally extended on the W. as fir as tho town 
of Chantilly, but about 1820 an Enifliih Gurden was laid out here, 
pieseDting a pleasant contrast to thti other parts of the park. It in- 
cludes a Temple of Venus, an Island of Cupid, and other erections 
of the 18th century. In thl.5 direction (placards) is a building known 
as the Jeu tie Paume (1767), Tcliich contains a considerable number 
of palutiiLgs, drawings, and aculptures; tapestries; gala carriages; 
military souTenirs ; Abd-el-Kader's tent (eomp. p. 314) ; two leaden 
dogs brought from Orleans House at Twickenham, referred to by 
Pope in Mb poem 'The Alloy'; and other ouriositieB.— After 3.30 p.m. 
■visitora may quit the park by the adjoining gate. 

Immediately outside is the Forte St. Dena, an uiiflnished gate- 
way, through whi^h we enter the m;^in street of the town. Here., to 
the left, are the Chunk ( Hj»7-bOj and the e-s.'uavis.vNe StaUti (.^i^'^Lta^ 
of the Condgs, wblcb date from ilW-Sb, Kvi4ta.Na aate.^Kto.'aiVTCteiv. ^ 
far 'J60 horses.

A pretty view of tlie park witb tbo cb&tejm in tbe backgi-onnd is 
obtaioed from the Saul is roati, uliout Vi M. rrom Ibe cliDrt^h of Cbantilly : 
we take the road to tbe TS, opposite the churchy turn to Ihc right beyond 
the Oanat de la Uancbe, and proceed to tbe W.^ between tlie bonae.i of 
Vineuil and the N, wali ol' the park, t^ a point above ibo VertugaiUn. 

The FoRBST OF Ohantii.lv, which covers an area of 6120 acres, 
is wellkeptsndpruvlded'ffittinumerousgmde-poBta, hutitocciiples 
for the most part a flat site, and most of the roads and patlis are 
coveted with a thick lEiyer of Baud that reiideis walking disagieeahle 
and fatiguing. The paths ekirtiiig the railway to (1 hr. from the 
Btition) the Etang de Coinelle(Bee below) are, however, better. The 
paved Route de Louvres and another road to tiie rij^ht lead in about 
1 hr. from the chateau to the CaTTtfom dt la Tabic, an open apacA 
■where 12 loada meet, with a large stone table in the centre. The 
Boute du Conn^table, starting fi om the racerourse near the cbltea,u, 
is very sandy, and is purposely keptsoft by the horse-trainers. The 
entrance to the avenue is embellished with two lions, by Goillaume 
Oonston. PedestiiaiiB will be able to find the more agreeable paths 
with the aid of the anneied map. ^- The Etang dt la Etine Blanche 
or de Comeile is a long-shaped sheet of water, fed by the Th^ve, a 
small tributary of the Oise, lying betweeu the Forest of Ohatitilly 
and the Forest of Ooye.

The u^ual turiets at the hue 
of the spire are here Toplaeed by doimer-witidows with high pedi- 
ments, recalling at a distance the style of some belfries In the S.E. 
of Franno. Tba alde-portala aie In the Flamboyint Gothic style. 
Tto vaulting in the intarior, especially that of the chapol to the left 
of the nave, is worth Inspection. In the same ch&pel is an antique 
marble bas-relief. The windows are modern. 

Opposite tlie portal is i honse in the grounds of which are some 
remnants of the Roman WaUt ftoweis) and of the Rayal Palnei of 
the Meroringians. A partial view of these may also be obtained 
from the side'Street to the right. To the left of the bouse, farther 
on, on the right, is an ancient Gothic portal, the former entrance to 
the p&Iace. 

The former Bishop's Futace, with an ancient early- Gothic chapel, 
lies to the tight of the choir of the cathedral. 

In the neighhourhood, to the right, is the former Church of 
Si. Friimbourg, now a riding-school. The nave is a fine Gothic 
edifice of the 12th century. The neigh bonring C/iurcft of St. Pierre

The Rue de la RSpnbiiijue desiends towards the Nonstte, On 
the left is the large Piitnis de JusHbc, behind which is a sm.ill Musie 
JVfuTUC'jJoE, in a street to the left, which leada also to the theological 
Cotligt dt St. Vincent, which has superseded the abbey of that name.

Baulogne-tur- Mer, so called to dlstiii^sh It from Boiilogue-siir- 
Saine near Paris, the Bcynaniii (?) or Gessoriacum of the Romans, ij 
an Important seaport and the l&irgeiit town in the U^partement Fas- 
de'Calsla, aitnated at tke month of the Liane, with a papnlatJoa of 
46,8(K), of whom over 1000 are permanent English roaidenta, Ita 
uumaroua school! enjoy a high reputation. The town ia dirided Into 
the Haute-VilU, or old town, on the height to the E., and the mncli 
larger Basse- ViUe, including the harbour. The part of the Rftsse- 
Villo on the left or W, bank of the Liane is tuown as CnpieuTe. 

The Harbour , especially the E. part near the Dovane (PI. D, 1), 
presents a very bnsy ai^ene. Boulogne stands next to Marsellleg, 
HaTTB, and Bordeaux among the seAports of France^ Its (commer- 
cial Importance is increasing, and in 1879 eitonsivo opecationa 
wore begmi with thovlew of enlarging the port, but their completion 
has been deferred owing to lack of fnnds. Vesaela are now able to 
enter and clear at low water. The WtttPier stretohea into the aea 
for a distance of 76r) yds. 

The tfore Muritime (PI. D, 2), on the qoay of tho Folkestone 
atoamers, is connected with the Grande Gare, or principal railway 
station (PI. D, E, 4), by a short branch-line. On the right bank of 
the Liane, immediately beyond the Pont Marguet (PI, E, 3), is » 
brOtiiB Btatue, by Lafraticji, of Fridlric Suanage, who is regarded 
by the French as the inventor of the screw-propeller. Thence the 
Qaai Gaiiifietia runs to the N. to the HoUe (PI. E, 3) and the 
Dovine (PI, D, 2). Near the Halle is a statue of Jenner, the dia- 
coverer of vaccination, by Eng. Paul. 

The iViA Market is held early in the taaTnins tn thfl Halle, Tha 
Ullbcrmen and their families (occupy a separate quarter. Ln BeurHirt, on 
the W, pirie of tlie towD ^ and form oae-tc'nlb of the popu]atli[>ti. Tbey 
part); adhere tu the pictureatlue eustume of their abcestora, and dlQ^er 
poiDAwhat tn charaL'ter and cudtomEi frgm the k>thv inhabilatita of the totfu. 

The Etabliatement de Bnh^, with its Garden and haudBome 
CaHT>o (PI, D, 1, '2"), lies farther to the E. Adm., see p. 381, 
The garden is always open to visitors, but non-siihscribeis pay 20 o, 
for admission on coiioert-days. — Between the shadelesa beech and 
tbe cliffs ruTia the Boul^ard Sulnte-Beuve (PI. D, 1, 2}, named in 
honour of the famous critii^ (1819-5.J], who was a native of Boulogue. 

The East Pier, or Jetic de fEst (PI. B, C, 1, 2}, which extends 
650 yds, into the aea, is a favourite evening-piOmCRFide. — On the 
cliff is the mined Tourd'Ordre (Turrls Aidens' ; Pl.D, 1), a Roman 
beacon tower built under Caligula in 40 A.D, 

We now return to visit tho town. The Rue VictOT'Sugi-t (pi. 

E, 3) and its continuation the JJtie Nalionate contain the principal 

shops, The Rue Adolphe'Thierg, parallel to the Rne Vlctor-Hugfl, 

begins at tho Place Dalton (PL F, 3"), In which rises the chnich of

At the top of the Grande line, on the left, is the Sou3~PTefec~ 
(ure (I'l. F, 3), in front of whioh is a ooloBsal bust of Henri 11., 
by Davidf comiDemoratiTig thi: testoration of the towti to France hy 
the Engllsti in (he reign of that monarch (1560). In the BouUvard 
Mofieiie, farther on {PI. Q, ^), stands a bronze staine ot Mtiriette 
Bey, the eininsnt Egyptologist, who waa a natiTe of Boulogne 
(18'21-81). A little to the N. Is a public park known as La Tintd- 
ieries (PI. F, 1 ; ooiieerta in Bnmmcr), Close by ia the Boulogne- 
TinteUeries Stiition (p, 388) on the railway to Calais. 

The Haotk-Vili-b (PI. F, G, '2, 3), eiicloaod by ramp&its (IJVth 
eent.), is entered by three gateways: the Portt dea Dimes, the Porle 
de Calain , and the plctureaque Porls Gtiyoie. The B6tel de Ville 
(PI. G, 3) was erected in 173-1 on tlie site of ati ancient castle, where 
the crnsader Godfrey de Bouillon was born in 1065. 

The (ihurnh of Nolre-Damt (PI. G, 2), a building in the degraded 
Italian atyle, Elected in 1817-66, oooiipies the site of a Gothic church 
which was destroyed In 1793. Uatndsome high -altar In mosaic 
work, and richly ornamented Lady Chapel. Curious crypt (sdm. 
1 fr.). The lantern whiuli BHnnount.fl the dome Is crowned with a 
colossal statue of the Virgin , which forms the most conspicuous 
point in the whole town. Eitenslve 'View, eoniprialag the 'dunes', 
the plateau traversed by the railway to Calais , in the foregTouud 
Napoleon's Column, and in the distance, in clear weather, the white 
cliffs of the English coast. The eritr&uce to the staircase is by a 
door to the right, at the S. portal (adm, 1 ft, ). 

The ChStcau (PI. G, 2), in which Louis Napoleon was confined 
after the attempted insurrection of 1840, is the ancient citadel of 
Boulogne, and dates from the 13tli Century. It is now cotivotted 
into barraeks (no admission). 

The Canelery of the Haute -Ville (beyond PI. G, 1) contains the 
graves of Sir Harrii Nieoiat, Baall Mcniague, and numerous other 
luigUshmun. 

In laU JTapolenn I. assembleil an army of na,CXX) inCantry and BOOO 
cavalry on the lablfi-land tu ILe X, of Uoulogue, under the comxnand of 
MarshEkla Srinlt, l^ej, Davoost and Victor, aod col]ect4.d In the harboar 
a Elulilla i>f 2413 craft of Tariun? dimonsloDS, for the purpose af invad- 
ing Eugland and catabliahiug a rejinbllG there.

Amiens , the ancient rapttal of Pleirdy, now that of the Depirt- 
ment of tlie Somme, ifitb 88,7^^0 inhab., and ooe of the prjndpsl 
mannfacturiDg towns In France , is situated on the Somme and its 
affiuetits the Ant and the Setle. These itieams (onn numerou.'j 
CMialB ill the lowei part of the town, the iudasciisl quartel. The 
principal m^nnfactures are lineu, woollen stuffs, silk thread, caah- 
merea, and velvet. The central part of the town is anrrounded hy 
handsome boulevards on the site !>f the fi>rmcr fLiitlficatlons, of 
which the (Htadti [TL E, i) Is the only relic. In 1802 the Peace 
of Amiens between France and England was concluded here. On 
20th Nov., 1870, the Prussians defeated the French near Amiens, 
and entered the town on the following day. 

The ei.it from the station is In the boulevards, opposite the Kne 
de Noyoii, whloh vfe follow to the PLiOB St. Denis (PI. F, G, i), em- 
bellishfid with a bronie statue of DiKange, the eminent philologist 
(Tiom at Amiens in IBIO; d. 1688). The Rue Victor-Hugo leads 
hence to the right, passing the modern Palait de Juaiicc, to the — 

*CATitBDRAx(Pl. F, 3), oneof tha mostlmposingOothicchuichea 
in Europe, erected in 1320-1288 by the architects Robert de Lu- 
tarchet, Thi'mas de Cormont, and his son iicnuutt- Length 470 ft., 
length of transept 213 ft., width of nave 144 ft. The heavlnesB 
of the building is insofflciontly relieved by the lofty spire over the 
transept, 392 ft. In height, or 145 ft. above the roof , re-erected in 
1529. The two uncompleted towers of the W. facade belong to the 
13th and 15lh cent., the former being 181 ft., the latter 210 ft. in 
height, but like the central spire they are too stu&U for the edifice. 
The principal W, portal, one of the Bneat parts of the hniiding, was 
completed towards the end of the 14tli centnry.

Attlietackof the ehuioli rises a statue in bronie o! Peter tht Her- 
mit (P].

Tlie Ktie Rob ert-de- Lux arches JeadH to tlio y. from the cathedral 
to the Rue dta I'rols-l'ailloiix, with the heat shopi and the Theatre 
(PI. F, 4). From the Place Oambetta (PI. E, 3, A), with & gilded 
clock-to-wer, at the E. end of the Rne des Trola-Calllom, the Kue 
(le !a Ri^ptiblique runs to the S. to the bouloTatds; while the Rne 
Delamlirs leads to tte N.W. to a eq^iare in which rise the Btlfr^ 
(PI. E, 3], an eccentric edifice of 1748 (restored in 1865), and thii 
Hotel de Vitle (PI. E, 3), lately enlarged and almost entirely tehuill. 

The 'Mufie de Picardie (PI. E, 4), in the Kne de la Elpuhliqne, 
h open on Sun., Tues., £ Thura., 12 to 4 or 5 (ut other times for a 
fee). The foUectiona on the gronndfloor include roedisval earrings; 
Romsn antiquities (tomb-reliets, leaden coffins, bronzes, glass); a 
fine mosaic found at Amiens la 18d7, with interesting arrangement 
of colours; fayence from Nevers and BeanTais; a few Greelt antiqui- 
ties (statue of Diana; mosaic of Apolio); and a coUection of modern 
sculptures. In the Grande Salte (7£nlra(e and on the first floor are 
about 260 French paintings, chiefly of the beginning of the present, 
century (David, G^rBme, etc.). Tlie staircase is adorned with mural 
paintings by F^via de Chnvannes. ■ — In the same street is the BibliO- 
thique Communale (PI. E, 4). 

In a street running parallel with the Boul. du Mail, to the N,, 
ig a monument called tlie Hluatratifms Picardea (Pi. F, 4), consisting 
of a figure of Picardy, surrounded with statues and busts of eminent 
natives of that province. — On the W. side of the town is the 
pleasant Promenade de la Hotoie (PI, A-C, 2, 3), The churchi'S uf 
Si. Gfrmoin (Pi. !•:, 1!) and St. Leu (PI. F, 2) are tJothie atrHClutci 
of the 15th cent., with elegant towers.

It ll 
adorued with bnste of the Due de Quia, 'libtfratenr de Calaii ell 
1553', and RichtUtu , the foander of the citadel in 1634. — Ths 
thnxch of Notrt-Damt , on the E. side of Che town, dating froid ths 
12th and (chiefly) 14th wnt,, has been icoilernised. The bandaome 
marhle altar, an Assumption by Stgheri (16'28), and a Descent from 
the Cross by Rubtn> (1) may i^e inspected.

Dieppe, with 23,440 inhab. , is eituated in » Talley foTined by two 
ranges of lofty white chsili - cliffs , at tlie mouth of tha Afqiiei, 
w'fiich forms a harbour c&pahie of contAinln^ ¥e9B@lB of consideT' 
able siie. In spite of the Ticinitj of Havre, Dieppe still osrries on 
a considerable trade in casls vdth England and in timbor with 
Norway and Sweden. Ftah is, howeTei, the staple commodity of the 
plate. Dieppe is also a fashionablo watering-place, being annually 
visited by numoroos English, as well as French fBmillea, 

The Gart Mariiime (PL E, '2] and the SUambont Otiays are On 
the N. side of the Avant Port, or outer harbour. To the 8. W., beyond 
the Batiinf Buqutinc and ^frigni/, lies the C^ritTai S<ation(Pl- C, 3") ; 
and to the E., between the Bassin Dnquesne, and the suburb of Lt 
PolUt (PI. E, iJ), inhabited by satlors and flahermen said to be oji 
Venetian oriijin, are seTeral basins opened in 1887. 

Along the N. side of the town , between the eea and the Kue 
Aguado, in which are the principal hotels, stretcheH La Ptaf/t (PI. C, 
D, E, 1}, a handsome marina park or promenade, */j M, long. At iti 
W. extremity is tlie Ciulrw or Etabtitiement de Baint (Pi. C, 1), the 
principal attraction for visitors, a handsome brick and glass structore 
replete witb every convenience and iiicluding a smaU theatre (adm. 
in the forenoon 50fl,, afternoon 1 fi. , evening or whole day 3fr. ; leas

fleet, then letornlng from an nnsneceasful attack on Brest, and th* 
iiDeqttal oonteat lesnlted in the total destruotlon of the town.

The chuich of St. Ram) [PI. 5 ; C, 2), not far from the castlej] 
in a mixed style of the 16th and 17th cent,, I'ontsins hnge round 
I'olumns and some good sculptures. — The ehnroh of St. Jae'^ 
gue» fPl, 4; C, D, 2), the patron-aaint of fishermen, in the Fla 
NalionaU, is an inteiestiug florid Gothic edifice dating from this' 
I'J-lBth centaries. It contains nomerous rich sculptnres and stained- 
l^laas windows. Near the chnrch is the Statue of Duquesne (PI. 15 ; 
I>, 21, erected in 1944, a colebrated admiral and native of Dieppe 
("d. lo87). — To the E, of the entrance to the barboui ia the modem 
Gothic chnrch ot licitTe-Dame-de-Bon-SeeouT»(Pl. F,2], The Mutie 
(PI, 11 ; 0, I) contains local antiquities, a natnial biatory collection, 
and a few pictuies, besides a collection of ait and a library re> 
r.ently preeented by gaint-S^ena, the composor, a native of the town.

Houen, the Roman Botomagu), formerly the capital of Normandy, 
now that of the Department of Seine-Inf^riaure, with 1 13,200 in- 
hab., exclnaive of the auiburba, la a ycry Impoftant cotton tcanii* 
faiituring place, Eometimes not yeiy aptly called tbe Manchestei of 
France, It Is the licheat of French cities in mediasval architecture, 
thoTigh wlthtn the laet forty yeaia the construction of handsome 
streets liko those of Paris has swept away most of the quaint oM 
houses that abounded in the former crooked and picturesque but not 
very healthy streets. Tbe old walla of the town, which hide deflanca 
to Henry V. of England in U15 ami to Henri IV. ofFunoetn 4592, 
have beeu converted into boalevards planted with trees. 

Quitting tke Oare de la Rivt Droite (PI, C, 1) wo turn to the 
left by the Roe Verte, cross the houlovards, and enter the handsome 
Rue Jeannt-cC Are, which runs in a straight line to the Seine, To 
the left IB the Tour de Jeanne d'Are (PJ, C, 1), the donjon of a caStle 
which was the scene of the trial of Joan of Arc ; the tower in which 
she was imprisoned was pulled down In 1609. — ■ On the E. sidu 
of the JaTdin Selfirinn (PI. 0, 2), farther On, is the Mus^e (p, 39-!). 

The *Palaii de Jmtioe (PI. O, D, 2, 3), in the late florid 
Gothic style, resembles the handsome town-halls of Belgium, al- 
though conaisting of two stories only. The central part of the 
edifice and the projecting wings form an entraniie-court , enclosed 
by a railing. The left wing , the Suite des Proetireurs or dts Pa}' 
Perdui, erected in 1493, is a spacious ball with a high-pitched 
waggon-roof, once used as an eiohange. The central part was 
erected six yoaci later, for the Cour de VEchiquier, the supreme tri.< 
bunal of Normandy, which under Francis 1. was styled 'parlement'. 
The assizes are now held here. The concierge lives in the right 
wing, a modern addition. 

Retunitng to the Rue Jeanno-d'Are, wa descend it to ttvi 4!sJ^ 
street on the left, which leads to fhc Tour df, la OtQ^w 'P'WUw- ^ 
ffg^mi (Belfry; PL 0, 3). erected m \?&'i avvft. tfiV.<5ta«>. Htv ^-w*^- 
— Opposite the end of the Rue de la Giosse 'B-oi^o&o i;\.ae«. *i^"^^ 
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"Cathedral, or Notre- Damt (P\. D, 3), tlie principal pmia 
of which date &om 1207-80, one of the gmndest Gothic edifleea 
in Noimandy, although remarkably unsytn metrical in plan. The 
central portal of the * W, Facade, towaide the Place, wae erected by 
Cardinal d'Amboisa , the favourite minister of Louis XII. , at the 
beginning of the 16tl> cent. , and profusely decorated in the florid 
style. The two uuflniehed towers of tbe facade are of nneqnal height. 
The 'Tour de Bturrt, the loftier and more beautiful, 25'2 ft. in 
height, derifea its name from haying been erected with the money 
paid for 1 fid 111 gen CBS to eat butter during Lent. The other, the Tour 
St. Romam, is 245 ft. high ; wit'h the eiception of tbe highest story, 
it dates from the l'2th cent., and ie thus the oldest part of the 
whole building. The Central Tdwtr, over the oro!iGiiig,ie sungounted 
hy an incongntciis iron epire (since A lire in 1822), which reaches 
the height of 465 ft. A spiral staircase ascends to the summit (1-4 
pers. 2 fr.). The two side-portals, datiug from the ibx\ cent., are 
of great interest, especially that On the N., called the 'Portail da 
Lihrairtt from the book-atalla that once occupied the court. 

Thi IHTERIOB of the church |UT ft. ia length; tmnsept ITT ft. in 
Iflngth \ uavf} and aieleA 10& fi. in width \ 9^ ft. in height} i6 in tlig early 
pointed Etjle, and poBseBaeg three line roAe' windows in the nave aod 
tran^epLq. FarE of the fttained glvs dales frum Ihe 13lh centnr^. The flrttt 
chfipel on the right, In Ihe l^our de Beuire, C()nt&in4 a lar^e a1tar-pi6£c, 
representing Ihe Cmqiflilan and the UaTtyTdom of St. Stephea, and blflo 
acvor&l m'innnaents uf the ISch and Itth centuriea. The last chapel oa the 
S. aide of the nave contains the lUmb nf Roilo |d. 92T], flrst Duke of Kor- 
mandy, and the currejponding chapel on tlie 7^. aide that of his aon WilUatn, 
LQrtgue-Ep^e id, S43). — Prom the 7J. tranaept a beantiftil Ootblc alairease, 
with <>pea tracery, ascends to the chai'lar-lithrary. — In tbe S. an.bi)Iatofy 
ia an ancient mutilated lifure in limefllune, T ft. in height, of Richard Cpettr- 
de-lion (d. 11901, discuvered in 1S3S; hia heart ia tnlerred heliiw. Ita ori' 
^naT resting. place In Ibe chtilr is indicaled hy a amali marble tablet. In 
ibe N. ambulatory is a correspondtug (meidcrn) Hgure of Henry II, (rl. 11S&>, 
wbo alB':> is bui'it-'d Id the choir. 

To the right in the beautiful 'Lady Chapel la the ma^iflceat 'Ifonu^ 
meni of Gardinai Oeorjfi {TAmbQiie and his nephew, who waa alao a car.- 
dinal, by Holand Lerolix, erected In 1525. Tu the left U the handBOOie 
'JfonHTnsn^ of the Dae dg BH£i (d. 1.530), grand-aeneschal of Kormandy, 
erected hy hid widow, the celebrated Diana of Fnltiers (d. 158B), miatreac 
^tf Henri n., and attrihuted to Jgan Couiin and Jtan Qoiijon (p. lUi}, — 
The ailar-piece, an Adoration of the Shepherds, i$ hy Ph. dt Chatnpaiffrti . 

*St. Saclon [PI. E, 3), to the yf. of the cathedral, heyond the 
Rue de la E^publique, 'un ditninntif de St. Ouen', as it has heen 
called, is a very rich example of the florid Gothic style of the 15tli 
oentury. The modern spire was completed in 18139. The eiqulsitely 
carded reliefs on the wooden doora are ascribed to Jean Gonjon. 

The Rue de la Rtfpuhliqtie descends to the Seine, which la here 
□jowards of 300 yds. tu breadth and separates Rouen from the sub- 
urb of Si. SevtT (PI. C, D, E, 4, 5). The Quay* eitend along the 
bsnA tot i Va M. The Pont Comtitlt ti^ Pon.1 it VVene (in. D , 4) , con- 
structed in 1829, pasaea over tVw lower eT\4«A'e&elU.lJW;TOi£i.,-«V5sn. 
tiers is a statue of Comeille U.^'^^V tj-i-Oa.^\.ft.S^tv¥.Et*..^HS- 
rfoTO tlie river Is the Font Boulditu tJV^, KV ^'^^'^'-^^ 
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bridge, erected in 1865-88, ueiiilf opposite whicb is a statue of the 
composer Bolddieu (d. 1834), Adjacent are the TlUiitre del Arit 
(PI. il; D, 3, 4} and tlie Bourie, ithicb comprizes »Ieo tho Tribunal 
dt Commerre. Still fanher down is a Pont Tran»l>OTdetiT\ or moving 
bridge slung frooi two lofty towers. 

The Rue Jeanne-d'Arc [p. 391) leixls from the quay into the 
town, passing the ohnrcb o! St. Vincent (PI. C, 3), a pretty Gothic 
building of the 16th cent., with a. ITth cent, tower and fine stained- 
glass windows ll6th rent.). Farther on is the handaonio Tour 
SI. Andri {PI. C,S), a lelic of an old church of the 15-16th centuries, 

The Kne des Oure leads to the "W. from this point to the Place 
dt la Pucfllt (PI. C, 3), the traditional scene of the burning of 
Joan of Arc in 1431. It is believed, however, that the eiact spot of 
UiB execution was a little higher up, in the Ftart du VtevX'MnTcM 
(PI. C, 3), where the Thi&tre Franfais now slands. The liouse in 
wbich OjmdWe (1606-1684) was bom is No. 4, Rue de Oorneille, 
beyoikd the Place (PL B, 3). 

The *H6tet du Bottrf tliiroulde (PI. C, 3), on tha W. side of the 
Place de la Pucelle, erected at the close ot the i5th cent. , in the 
style of the Palais de jQstlce, is adorned with a nnmher of reliefs, 
some of which represent the Interriew on the 'Field of the Cloth of 
Gold' (1520). The graceful heiigonul tower is decorated with scnlp- 
toies. The building is now oocupied hy a bank , but the court k 
open to the public on week-days (^on Sun. apply to the ooncierge). 

From the Vieui MarchS (see above) the Kue Quillaume le Ooo- 
qu^rsnt leads back to the Rue Jeaiin«-d'Ara, which we follow to the 
N. to the Janiin Solfiirino. Here stands the — 

Husie-Bibliotheque (P1.C,*2), containing a collection of Italiau, 
Dutch, and modern Freuch plctnrea, hesideasculptnTesarid a ceramir 
collection. The Miietfe is open daily from 10 (on Mon. from 12) to 4 
or 5; gratis on Thurs,, Sun., and holidays, other days 1 fr. — The 
Municipal Library (open daily, 10-&1, in the building at the back of 
the Mnefe, contains 132,000 printed toIs., 3j00 MSS., 3700 coin» 
and medals, and about 2000 [lortraits of eminent natives of Normandy. 

The adjacent church of St. Laurent (PI. D, 2; lo-16th cent.), 
with a fine tower, Las been converted into shops. The church of 
SLOodard (PI. D,2), behind St. Laurent, partly of tha 16th cent., con- 
tains admirable modem stained-glass windows and mural paintings. 

From the Mas^e the Rue Thiers leads to the E, to the Place <Ji! 
L'HSttl-de-ViUe. Hero stands — 

•*Bt, Ouen (Pi. I), E, 2), one of th« most beautiful Gothic chnrchea 
in existence, surpassing the cathedral both in entent and in ei- 
cellence of style. Most of it was built in 1318-39, but the W. Portal, 
flanked hy two towers 28^5 ft. in height, ww eio^-Wi^ ^-q.iS.w'^'Cssk. 
present century. The •Totrer over Itie iiaivae-^^,, I'sfc 'vX.Va'^'^^-'^'^i

portal is a magniflcent rose-window, still higher is an arcsde with 
»ix statues , and the wliole is «rowned with a pediment bearing a 
st»tue otSt. Outn (d. 673), Archbishop of Hone n. 

The propOTtlobs <}f Lb6 inttsrior [459 ft. id length, 84 ft. in width ^ 
transept 1B6 ft. ia l&agth \ IQB ft. in height) are remarkablr plefiAing. 
Th0 walls itppeaf to bo almnst enllreljr displacGd by the numerouA 
windows, 13o in DamherT all flUed with stained glass. The unnsnallsr 
lofty trlforltim is ejiceedlDgly beaatiful. In tha nave and tr^nsopts Are 
three line rose-windan^s, also Ailed with stained glajs. 

The verger [feel shows tbe choir -ebapeJs^ and points ont several 
spots which comm&nd Qae views of the interior. The whole of tbe 
interior Is reOected in the bt^nJtier near the W. door. The visitor ehoold 
;<s^cnd to the tFiforiEiin and to [ho (tTifcf gallery (1 (e. €ach person). 

At the baok of the church and the adjoining HdCel de ViUe is a 
pleasant garden to which the public &ie admitted. The Chambre dux 
CUrcs, a Noimsn tower of the lUh cent., adjoins the church on 
thie Bide, and probably formed p«rt of an earlier church. 

The H6tel ds Till* (PI. D, E, 2), on the N. side of the churtih, 
a building in tbe Italian style, was fornierly part of the monastery 
of St. Ouen, In front of the edifice riaes an Equtitrian Siaiut of 
IfapaUon I., by Vital-Dubray. 

We now ascend the Rue de la R^pohliqua to the N., at tlie top 
of which is tlie large *Fonlai'ne Sle. Afurie (PI. D, 1), by Falguiferu 
and Deperthes. To the left is an old convent, now containing the 
•jl/iutuirt 0/ Antl'juUiei (open daily, 10 to 4 or 6 , except on ,Mon. 
and Sat.) and the Muatum of Natural Hiitory (open daily, 10 to 4 
or 5; on Mon. frum 12). 

The church of St. Fairice (PL 0, 2) , « little to tha W. of the 
Jardln Solf^rlno, contains magniflcent stained-glass windows, lome 
dating from the 16- 17th centuries. The allegorical window at the 
end of the N. aisle, attributed to Jtan Cousin, is considered the 
beat. — St. Gervats (PI. A, 1), about 3/^ M. farther to the W., is a 
Uomaneiqne church rebuilt in 1872^74, with a curious old crypt of 
the 4th century, William the Conqueror died here in 1087. 

An interesting excursion mny be made, either hy steamer to Eaupiet 
(16 o.) and thence by cable-railway (80 c. up and down), or direct from 
Eonen by electric tramway (50c.), to the pilgriniage-obTiTch of Notvt-Dam^ 
dg-BofhSfeoun , or simply *lton~8«conrB ai it is naually called, aitnated 
cm the lofty banit of tbe river. 2 M, above Ronen. The interiur is tavishly 
adorned with painting, gliding, mEirblc, and stsined glass. Beside the 
chfirch is tbe Hdnuueht oit Joan or Afio (adm, 2&c.^ closed 12-i,3li), which 
consists mainly of three elegant little Ecnaifisanee Imildings by Liscb, 
connected by a platform. The °Vicw from the plitform embracer cbo 
city, the course of the river for many miles above and below Bouen, and 
ia ibo liistaace the rich and Terdant paatures of Normandy.

Anotbcr branch -^ine rub^ hotic^e to (10 M.) Xii^fl Andclya (IMtr df 
f'uru; Cfiaim d'Or; Gi*ttnd Cw/), flcar wbicb, on tbe rigbt hmk of lUo 
8olne, are tbo rains or the castle of ^aillf^rd^ erected by Itii:bard Ctiiur- 
(le-t^ton to command the aavlgutioQ of the Seine and prated Ncinaantiy 
agaiDst the French monarchs. It waa dcslroyed bf Henri ly. In 1Q69. 

The train now penetrates the chalk-hills by means of two tonnels. 

The station of (!}4 M.) Oaillon [Elfit. d'Evieux) lies opposite the 
village of Couretitta. The chateau of Gaillon , erected In 1500, and 
now nsed as a prison, was one of the flnest in Normandy, and a fa- 
vourite lesidonce of Francis 1. The lofty facade has been removed 
to tlie coiitt of the Ecole des HeauxL-Arts at Paris (p. 249). 

751/2 M, Vernon (Hfltel d'Kvreui), with 8286 inhab., oni;e a 
iittongly-fortifled town, possesses a conspicuous tower, erected in 
1 123 by Heury I. of England. The Church of tfalrt-Damt is an inter- 
osting bailding of the 12-1 5th centuries. Branch- lines to ftitott 
and to Faty-iitT-V E\tre diverge here. To the left are the mine of 
the castle of ChSteauntuf, cnnstrncted by Philip Augustus. 

The Long tunnel between (82 M.) £onniir<8 and BalUbokc cuts 
off the wide circuit which the river describes here. 

At the chateau of (84 M.) Bosny, Sully, the celebrated minister 
of Henri IV., was born in 1559. It was afterwards the property uf 
the Duchesse de Berd, who resided in it from 1816 to 1830. 

92V2 M. Mantel (BStel dti Grand Cerf}, a picturesque town with 
8000 iiihab., is sumameil 'La Jolie\ The lofty towers of the Gothic 
church of 'Notre-Dame, dating from the end of the 12th cent. , are 
conspicuous objects in the town. The portal is richly sculptvired. 
The old tower of St. Maelou , 14th cent. , is also interesting, It 
was at Mantes that William the Conqneror received by a fait from 

Lhis horse the injury of which he afterwards died at Rouen (1087 J. 
Line to Paris via Argentenil, see p. 343. 

The line continues to skirt the banks of the Seine , and fre- 
quently commands fine views.

LVRE. 

Notre-Dsme-dB-Grace founded liy Louis XII. in 1009, was fortiflBJ 
by Francis I. in 1516. It is now the seaport for Paris, and next to 
Marseilles the moat important In Fr&nce |119,47Qinhab,). The 
bniidingB end the commercial prosperity of the town, which U mainly 
derived from it« aliip- building yards &nd lug&i-roflnerieE, ue of very 
recent oriipn. 

The Sue de Paris, beginning at the W. end of the Grand Quai 
[Vl. 0, 4), where paBsengets from England disembark, and inter- 
secting the town from S. to N., is the centre of ttaflc. The quny 
ia continued to the W. by the ChuuasSe dea Etats-Dtiis, terminating 
in tie *Jeli£ du A'orrf (PI. B, 5), or N. pier, near the Hotel Ftag- 
uati, which commands a fine rlew, and is a favourite promenade. 

At the S. end of the Itue de Paris rises the Muaie-BibUothique 
(PI. C, 41, built in 18-15 (open on Sun., Tuea., and Thura,, 10 tu 
4 or 5), cantaininu a collection of pain tin ga, sculptures, casta, toins, 
etc., and a library of 50,000 ToUsmes. 

Farther up the Rue de Paris, oil the right, ia tiie church otNotre- 
Bame (PI, C, 4), built in the tOtli cent, iu a transition style. 
Farther on ia the Ptacs Oambetia (PI. C, 3), bounded on the W. by 
the Griind ThiUlre, and emMlished with Btatues by David d' Angers 
of Bcmardin de St. Pitrre (1737-1814), author of 'Paul and Virginia', 
to whi<:h the reliefs refoi, and Casimir Delaviijne (1794- 18*13), the 
dramarist, both natives of Havre. — At the W. end of the Hue de 
Paris la a Jardin Pubtie, beyoud wMcli is the handsome modem 
mul de ViUe (PL 0, 2), 

The iormer Palata de Justice, In the Vleox ]I»i:b^ (PI. C, 1). to the 
left- of the Hue dc Varlfl. O'hw cuntalun an important Museum Qf natural 
fliitofjf (open on 8ub. abd Thura., 10 to 4 or 5). 

The BoDLBViBU dh STinaBODKo (PI. F-A, 2), which p«a.*es in 
front of the Hfitel de Ville, sttetohes from the Buiiwat) 5t«fion(Pl. 
F, 3), on the E., to the sea, on theW. , passing the Palaii di 
Jiistict, the Sout- Prefecture ^ and the Bourse^ a tli)e lieiiaiasaTLce 
ediflce on the S. side of the Place Camot (PL D, 2). 

The extensive Haeboue and Docks (PI. C-G, 2-5) deserve a 
visit. Between 1837 and 1887 over 6 000, 000 J. were spent upon 
them, and extensive additions are projeiUed, The oldest dock is the 
small Bassin du Roi, escavated in 1(>G9. The largest is the Bossin 
de I'Eure (PI, E, F, 3, 4, 5), 70 acres in area, constructed In 1846-56, 
where the huge Transatlantic steamers lie. The CnnaL de TanparvUU 
was Bonatructed to connect the Seine directly with the harbour, and 
to enable ships to escape the 'barre' or tidal wave in the estuary. 

As Havre itself contains little to interest travellers, those

31/ij M. flar/Teur [H5e. des Armes), the first station, once an im- 
poTtant seaport, has Sung since yielded up its traffic to Uavre . Its 
old harhour has been filled up by the deposits of the LHarde ; the 
new harbour, 1/3 M. away, is connected with the Canal de Tancn- 
viile (p. ;j9T). In Itlft the town was talion by ilenry V. of England, 
to whom the foundation of the fine Gothic church is attributed. From 
Harflenr a hraach-lino runs to ('J'4 M.) Montivillkn, an industrial 
town with an old abbey-ehmch, — Beyond (lo'/a ft .')
